With reference to the Hesolution of the Government of Indift 
in the Department of Revennej Agriculture, and Commerce, No. 1*27, dated 
the 27th March 1872, I am directed to submit, for the information of His 
Excellenc^r the Governor-General in Council, the following report on Municipal 
taxation and expenditure in the Lower Provinces of Bengal during the 
Financial year 1878.77, together with classified statements showing the 
income ana expenditure of the Municipalities, Unions, and Stations for that 
year, prepared in accordance wiih^the instructions contained in letter No. 2-81, 
dated the 8th August 1876, from the same Department. 

, ^ 2. Calcutta Municipality , administration of the Calcutta Municipality 
daring the greater part of the vear 1876 was in the hands of the Justices 
a|moiated under the old law. iThe new Corporation, as constituted by Act 
IV (B.C.) of 1876, came into existence in the month of October of that year. 
The Corporation is composed of 72 Commissioners, of whom 48 are elected and 
24 appointed by Government. The Chairman and Vice-Chairman are also 
Commissioners cx-officio. , The elections were held on the 1st Soptember 1876. 
There was no contest in 8 out of the 18 wards, but the Hindoo inhabitants, 
who were induced by active canvass to come forward to vote, took a more 
active part, though probably no..^eatcr interest in the proceedings than any 
other class of the community, as will be seen from the ibllowing tame: —

Many of the ablest and most useful members of the old Municipality sbTaii]| 
from undertaking a public canvass — a proceeding not unnaturally distasteful tor. 
many native gentlemen and entirely opposed to native feeling. Nearly all the 
European members avoided candidature, and showed an unwuUngneBs to serve 
even as nominated members. At the present time it is found impossible to 
induce European gentlemen to join the municipality, and the result is that the 
adminiBt«|tion of the capital of India is rapidly passing into the hands of such 
of the native inhabitants as care to undertake a canvass, and of the ^ Govem- 
ment*nominees who, if the present dinncLmation of the European inhabitants 
to serve continues, will \fiore long also be entirely native. This result ef the 
attempt to introduce what is miscalled a representative system of admih^m- 
tion into the town is much to be deplored, but was precisely wbat^v^ 



ioxeseen by the opTOnents of the system. The office *of the Chairman of the 
Corporation was hmd by Sir Stuart Hogg from the let January to the 13th 
NoTember 1876, and from that date to the doBe of the year by the present 
Officiating Chairman, Mr. C. T. Metcalfe. , 

3. Mnance.—The total ordinary income of the Municipality for the 
town of Calcutta during the year 1876-77, as will bo seen from the 
Statmgpat No. 1 hereto annexed, amount^ to Rb. 28,56,9:;^9. Of this 
jBairL.^|U^ 20,31,850 were realized from the rate levied on houses and 
^ and from the police, water, and lighting rates. The receipts 
on account of licenBOs on professions, trades, and callings amounted to 
^ 2|52,980^ and those from taxes on carriages, horses, carts, and hackeries 
'ffiTRs; '1,04,247. The balance, Rs. 4,07,852, was made up of miscellaneous 
itemS|jimh as rent of markets, fines, and receipts on account of conservancy 
andiffiEuighter-houses. The balance of the previous year was Rs. 9,86,034. 
The aggregate amount at the disposal of the Commissioners was therefore 
Rs. 38,42,963.

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8. Xtoana , — The total loan liabilities of the Corporation at the close of 
the year 1876 amounted to Ba 1,50,67,396, bearing annual interest amoimting 
to Ss. 7,84,269, and involving an annual contribution of Rs. 2,76,908 to^^ 
Sinking Fund, and of Rs. 23,178 for re-payment of the market loan. On the 
31st December 1876, the total amount at the credit of the Sinking Fund was 
Rs. 23,57,592, and Ibe total amount re-paid in liquidation of the market loan 
of Rs, 13,00,000 was Rs. 77,605, thus reducing the loan to Rs. 12,22,395. 

9 CQllection of Rates , — The collecting agency was during the year 
placed on a new footing. Salaried collectors, with a subordinate establi^- 
ment of municipal servants, were substituted for a collector who was 
paid by commission, and who made his own arrangements for collecting 
the rates. Under the now law, which came into force on the Ist July, the 
police and lighting’-rates became payable in advance, so that the demand for the 
year on account of these rates ihcluded five quarters instead of four. Although 
the demand was thus enhanced, and in spite of some difficulty arising from the 
new practice of chaij^g the water-rate, now payable by occupiers and not by 
owners of premises, in the same bill with the police and lighting^rates, the 
collections under theeo heads were satisfactory. They amoimtod in. both 
cases to 88 per cent, of the* demand, as against 87 per cent, realised in *1875. 
The house-rate assessment was one per cent, lower than in the previous year. 
Under this head also the collections were one per cent, on the demand in excess 
of the amount realized in 1875. The collections of the wator-rato wore less 
satisfactory, as under the new law the rate is ordinarily leviable from occupiers, 
and net from owners as before, and some difficulty has been fouAd in realizing 
the rate due from occupiers who have vacated premises, leaving the public 
demand unsatisfied. Under section 99, too, the municipality can only require 
the owner to pay one-fourth of tho water-rate recognized as his share when the 
promises have been unoccupied during an entire quarter. When, therefore, pre- 
mises happen to have been occupied for any part of the quarter, and unoccupied 
for the remainder, no portion of the occupier’s share of the water-rate at all can 
be lealizod from tho owners for the period of vacancy. 

• 10. . Roaefo.— Tho cost of the repair of roads exceeded tho budget estimate 
of Rs. 3,00,000 by Rs. 20,380. This was owing to tho postponement of tho 
drainage works for 1875-76 till after the year 1876 had commenced. The result 
was that some of the operations had to be conducted in tho ruins, and tho cost 
of road-scraping was considerably enhanced. The greater part of the stone metal 
used was obtained front tho Rajmehal quarries. This indigenous stone has been 
found to be bettor adapted for resistence to heavy traffic tlian imported stone 
ballast. 

11. Water-supply , — Tho daily average number of gallons of filtered water 
supplied to tho town was 6,541,154, an increase of 335,612 gallons over the 
daily average of the previous year. Of the four additional filters at Pultah, 
for which tho Government last year sanctioned a loan of Rs. 1,45,000, tliroe 
have been completed since the close of the year. The supply wtw extended to 
705 additional houses, and two hydrants wore placed hoar too river-bank for 
the supply of the shipping. The quality of tho water supplied was excellent. 

12. Drainage, — ^Throo-quarters of a mile of brick sewers and ton miles of 
nk>e sewers were laid down during the year. The construcjtion of a mile more 
^Amason^ sewer will complete the drainage system. Of pipe sewers, how- 
t"»or, 87'84 out of 135*17 miles projected have still to bo laid down. It is of 
much importance that this great work should be rapidly pushed on to conclu- 
sion. The condition of the open drains yrhich still remain to be rc-placed 
requires serious attention ; and until these rocoptaclos of stagnant filth are filled 
or covered up, much discomfort and ill-health must be caused. As many as 
2,503 premises were connected with the seweijs during the year. This is a 
satisfactory result, and its good efiects will bo more marked when tlie extension 
of the water-supply renders comploto and constant flusliing practicable. 

1 3 . Conservancy , — The conservancy of tho town was generally well attended 
to. The old system of tollah meliters, which was not very satisfactory, was 
superseded since ihe close of tho year by on© more suited to tho requirements 
of thef town and more capable of eflectivo control, 

14. An’intoresting feature in the year’s admii^tration was tho 
Bubjoction of the town to careful sanitary examination at the habds of the H^th 
Officer, who instituted particular inqumes, investigated tho general sanitai^ 
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Jbistory of the town, and collected etatis^cal data on a sound principle. It has 
loi^ been a matter of perplexity that, while the death-rate of Calcutta has been 
so low as to give it a hi^h place for ssJubrity among the great cities of the world, 
it was well known that it contained large areas which presented conditions of 
filth, overcrowding, and bad ventilation, which ought jfrma /acie io load to very 
difiSarent results. The first special inquiry held by Dr. Payne into an outbreak 
of cholera suggested the solution of this anomaly, and the results of the census, 
which was ta^en immediately afterwards, conmnned his conclusions. It was 
found that only 28 per cent, of the inhabitants of Calcutta were bom in the 
town, while the number of males, as compared with females, was 262,455 to 
146,581. The town population therefore is net one of local growth. The 
great mass of the male population is composed of migratory labourers and 
artizans, who visit Calcutta for a time and return to their homos periodically. 
The females, on the other hand, though in many cases they move with the 
males, are more or less a fixed population. This is made clear by the statistics 
of the female population. Considerably less than half of the women in Calcutta 
are returned as married, while the number of widows and of women not 
described is i||wly as largo as that of the married females. 

The mett fcr the most part are enabled, by the temporary nature of their 
connection with Calcutta, to betake themselves to their homes when they are 
attacked by any but immediately prostrating sickness. Except, therefore, 
from acute diseases, such as cholera, only a small proportion of males actually 
die in the town. This theory accounts for the remaricable difference in tlie 
male and female death-rate among both Hindus and Mahomedans. The ratio 
of male deaths to every 1,000 of population is 28*2 and 22*8, and that of 
female deaths 36*7 and 41*3 •respectively. It may be considered, therefore, as 
established that the hitherto recorded death-rate among Hindus and Maho- 
medans in Calcutta, even so far as the figures are accurate, fails to convoy a 
correct view of the healthiness or unhealthinoss of the city. 

15. TAe Census . — The census of the town was taken on the 6th April 1876, 
under the supervision of Mr. H. Beverley, whoso services were placed' by 
Government at the disposal of the Justices for that purpose. « 

In taking the census, recourse was had to the agency of the police, assisted 
by a largo number of paid enumerators, as this was found to be the least 
expensive,- and at the same time most effective, mode of conducting the census 
of so large a population as that of Calcutta composed of^ different races. The 
subjoined table gives the number of the Town, the Fort,* and the Port : —

Calcutta is really more healthy for Europeans than even these figures 
show. They include deaths among sailors, due, not to the effects of the climate, 
but to exposure and reckless excess. Not a single death occurred among men 
of this class in the Presidency Jail during tlio year. Among those in the 
shipping, however, the death-rate was 51 per 1,000. The death-rate among 
tho troops in the Fort was only 7 per 1,000. Leaving the shipping popula- 
tion aside, a rate of 18 per 1,000 is obtsdned for male residents of tho white 
racos. It is true that the groat bulk of tho European population of Calcutta 
is composed of persons at tho middle periods of life ; and from this it is some- 
times argued that a favourable death-rate is necessarily to be expected. It is 
forgotten, however, that, if tho very advanced ages are little represented, so is 
the period between 10 and 20 years, when the death-rate in England is lowest. 
Tho death-rate among European females in Calcutta is very low, and the 
healthiness of young European children is remarkable. In the European 
Female Orphan Asylum, wttere the mean daily number of children maintained 
is 60, there have boon only three cases of fatal illness during tho last nine 
years. But it must at the same time be remembered that many persons suffer- 
ing from serious and often fatal diseases are sent under medical advice to 
Eui'ope, and thus reduce tho rate of mortality to an extent which vitiates ; 
comparisons drawn with European towns. On the whole, however, it may 
bo inferred from the figures that the European q^uartor of Calcutta is 
very salubrious, and the climate distinctly favourable to European life. 
The mixed races form tho most stable portion of the population. Their 
death-rate per mille is 48*5. In mortality from cholera and in infant 
mortality — perhaps tho only two cases in which a fair comparison can 
be made— tnoir death-rato is below that of the natives. It must also bo 
recolloctod that many Eurasians aro housed and live as carefully as Europeans. 
There can be no reasonable doubt that the true native doa'th-rato considerably 
exceeds that of those mixed races, and the Health Officer places it so high as 
50 per thousand. 

IS. MunicipaliUea in ike interior of BengaL^^ho now Municipal Act V 
(B.C.) of 1876 came into force oti tlie 1st July 1876. It repealed all tluj old 
Acts relating to municipalities, and consolidated their provisions into one 
single Act. It classified the several municipalitios in the province into four 
distinct grades, and gave power to the Bioutonaut-Governor to transfer a muni- 
cipality from one class to another, or to withdraw a municipality from the 
operation of the Act.

The number of municipalities of the A^&ass romainod the same as in. tho 
preoeding year. But two new municipaUtiee were added in the seeond-elasa 
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by tbo reusing of the unions ol Kbeerroy and Ramjeebanpore in ihe district 
at Midnapore to the status of second^dass municipalities. There wim also on 
increase of two in the number of unions. The seoond-olass municipality of 
Ghenaree in Shahabad was reduced to the position of an union under the 
new Act, and the union of Julpi^oree, whicn was created in January 1876, 
was brought into full operation daring the year under, review. There was 
also a decrease of one in the number of unions, caused by the withdrawal of 
the village of Patooakhally in Backergunge from the operation of Chapter III 
of the new Municipal Act, but the orders were not carried into effect till 
after the clos^ of the year. The number of stations remained the same as in 
the previous year.

Compared with the fijpires of last year, there was an increase of 227 
in the number of Municipal Commissioners. The increase occurred both in 
the number of European and of Native Commissioners, being an addition of 60 
fb the number of the former and of 167 to that of the latter. The attendance 
of Commissioners at the meetings of the Coidmitteek was on the whole regular, 
and many evinced a fair amount of interest in the affairs of their respective 
municipalities. 

21. EUcUm system , — The elective system was in operation in the muni- 
cipalities of Burdwau and Seramporo in the Burdwan Division, and in Kishna- 
gnur in the Presidency Division. The number of elected Commissioners in 
the three municipalities was 42. In Burdwan and Kishnaghur the elective 
system worked fairly. In Serampore tlio experiment has been very unsuccess- 
ful owing to party feuds. But in all, the meetings were punctually attended, 
and interest was shown in tbo work of the municipalities. 

22, Municipal Bemhes . — Municipal benches were establislicd in almost 
all theffrst-class municipalities and in many of tboso of the sccoud-closs. The 
system of making Municipal Commis»oricr8 Hononu-y Magistrates for the 
trial of conservancy cases under the Municipal and Police Acts has given them 
importance in the eyes of the people, and the position of Municipal Commis- 
sioner is much valued in consequenco. The following table shows the work 
done by these benches : —

23. Assessments, — Revised assessments were made in the following muni- 
cipalities : in Boidobatty, Bhuddessur, and Kotrung in the district of Hooghly, 
in Bankoora and Bishenpore in the district of Bankoora, and in Lalbagb in the 
district of Moorshedabad. In Diuagepore a fresh assessment was made before 
the bc^nning of the year by the Ward Committees according to the moans of 
the tax-payers. The subject of the ro-assessmeut of the town of Dacca, which 
was originally assessed in 1864, wa4||||jMssed by the. Municipal Commismoners 
of the town, but the work was ndj^Hppleted during the year. It was also 
proposed to rdbae the assenunent by cent, «.s. irom seven and a half to 

eight per eent^ with a view to asmst tto Mitford Hospital Fund. In the town 
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of Naraingunge tha assensment was revised during the year, but the result of 
this will be shown in the report for 18T7>78. 

The assessment of the town of Furreedporo was also revised, and the non- 
offici^ Commissions rendered valuable assistance in the work, as w^ as in 
the disposal of ^bjdRous preferred against the assessment. 

In the town of Commillah, in the district of Tipperah, the tax levied was 
changed from a rate on houses to an assessment according to the circumstances 
of the people and the property to be protected. 

In the town of Arrah an increase of Rs. 2,338 to the income from 
house-rate was obtained by a revised assessment of the town under the new 
Act. In the town of Pumeah a revision of the tax was begun, but not 
completed during the year. Ih Balasoro an additional sum of Rs. 819 was levied 
by the assessment of booths and stalls erected by traders for the sale of rice, the 
trade in which was unprecedentedly active during the cold weather of 1876-77, 
Tlie whole town was also re-assessed, but the re-assossmout c&me into force 
iifter the close of the year. 

24. Fresh imposts U€ied during the year. — During the year the provisions 
of the new Municipal Act relating to the registration of carts, and the levy 
of a tax on carriages, horses, and animals, were introduced into the munici- 
palities of Rampore Beauleab, Bankoora, Barripore, Raj pore, Nattore, and 
Deoglmr ; but the orders wore not carried into effect till after the close of the 
year. In Raneegunge, Bussirhaut, Groberdanga, and Badooria fees for the 
registration of carts were ordered to be imposed, but no realizations were made 
during the year. 

25. Rectification of municipal boundaries. — The boundaries of the town 
of Madariporo, a second-class municipality in the district of Furreedpore, and a 
place of considerable trade in Eiwtern Bengal, were revised during the year, 
and two villages which were a&jacent to it were included within its limits. 
Revised boundaries were also prescribed for the second-class municipality of 
Hansbariah in the district of ITooghly, and for the union of Kissengunge 
in Pumeah.

There was an increase under each of th© fir^t three heads which comprise 
taxation proper, as compared with tlie receipts of the previous year. The 
total increase under tliese heads amounted to Rs, 42,997, the figures being 
Rs. 14,13,903 against Rs. 13,70,996. The total income of all the municipalities 
also exce^ed that of the previous year by Rs. 42,595, the iigares being 
Rs. 18,90,288 against Bs. . 18,56,693, The iiicroMe was owing ohi^y to 
increased income from house-rate in the municipalities of Howr^, th© 
Suburbs of Calcutta, Dacca, Burdwasa, Midnapore, Hooghly, Darieeliug and 
Arrah. The amount ef increase in each is shewn below. There was a 
disease under this head in Serampore, and in almost all the first-ebuss muni- 
cipalities in the Patna and Bhagulpore Divisions. There was also aa increase 
oi Ra 8,484 under the head of tax on caicriages and animals in the Shuburhan 
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and Howrah Municipalities, being Ra. 5,895 in the former and Ba. 2,669 in the

27. Total atm availahU, — Addinj^ the net balance of the previous j'-ear, 
amounting to Ra. 4,37,808, to the income of the year under review, the total 
sum which was available for expenditure by the various municipalities was 
Rs. 23,37,096. Deducting the total expenditure during the year, which 
amounted to Rs. 18,56,640, as shown below, the balance at its close, after taking 
into calculation the opening and closing deficit balances, was Rs. 4,73,998.

The oxpendituTO thus amounted to Rs. 18,56,640 against Rs. 18,78,261 in 
the previous year, the result being a decrease of Rs. 21,621. Tiiis was ebiefiy 
owing to decreased expenditure in first-class municipalities, which amounted 
to Rs. 42,618 ; but, on the other hand, there was an increase of Rs. 20,997 in 
the expenditure of all the other classes. 

29. EatahHahment and Collection charges . — The total expenditure under the 
head of establishment proper exceeded that of the previous year by Rs. 8,056,. 
the figures being Rs. 1,60,468 in 1876-77 against Rs. 1,52,412 in 1875-76. 
The increase occurred in all divisions, exc^t the Presidency Division. But 
^ere was a decrease of Rs. 2,054 under the head of collection charges, which 
amounted to Rs. 50,487 in 1676-77 against Rs. 52,541 in 1875-76. 

30. PoUee ,^ — The total cost of maintaining the police force employed in 
the various municipalities, uniozis, and stations during the ;^ear was Rs. 5,24,109 
gainst Rs. 5,21,844 during the previous year, showing an increase of Rs. 2,265. 
Ine increase was in the Presidency, Kajsbahye, and Dacca Divisions. It 
amounted on the whole to Rs. 8,471, but there was a corresponding decrease 
of over Rs. 6,200 in the other divisions. A large portion of the income of 
municipalities is still expended in the maintenance of police, leaving in spany 
cases but a small balance available for conservanev and for sanit^y 
improvements. The proportion of the annual income absorbed by the police 
was as follows; — In first-class municipalities 20*77 per cent.; in> second-dasa 
tmXnidpalilies 39*38 per cent ; in tinipns 50*42 per cent.; in stations 18*07 per

' ^ 31* Conservancy and cleansing , — The total amount expended under this head 
during the jreor was Rs. 3,52,491 against Rs. 3,13,036 daring the preceding 
year, showing a decrease of Rs 60,545. The decrease was. most marked 
m the Presidency Division, being Rs. 67,049. In the Burdwan and Chitta- 
gong Divisions there were decreases of Rs. 1,047 in the former and Rs. 7,132 
in the latter. The total decro^e was therefore Rs. 75,228, but there was a 
corresponding increase of Rs. 14,683. The largest increase was in the Patna 
and Dacca Divisions, where it amounted to Rs. 5,416 and Rs. 5,398 respec- 
tively. In Rajshahye also there was an increase of Rs. 1 ,964. In the Bhagul- 
poro Division the expenditure was Rs. 1,452 moro than in the previous year.

In the Suburban Municipality better conservancy arrangements were 
introduced. The night-soil was regularly removed by the servants of the 
municipality, Tho hallalcore system of liouso scavongering is proposed to be 
introduced in this and tho Howrah Municipalities, with a compulsory cess to be 
levied on tho annual valuation of lioldings for tho service. With this object an 
Act (No. VI of 1878) has lately been passed by tho Bengal Legislative Council 
to provide for the cleansing and construction of latrines in first class mnnici- 
pafities. No application for the extension of tho Act, however, has yet been 
received from any of the municipalities.

Under water-supplV the largest amount, viz. 
Es. 23,287, was spent by the Suburban Munimpality. It was spent in improving 
a tank for the supply of wholesome drinking water for the people of Bhowani- 
pore and the neighbouring places. But the demand of the people in this respect 
m so hurge that the provi»on of one or two tanks here and there does not meet 
^eir want. Arrangements are now in progress* for the ^tension of the 
metropoKtan water system to the Suburbs. A scheme for increasing the water- 
supply of the Munidpaiity of Darjeeling was also under consideration during 
the year. A loan of Rs. 40,000 was granted by Govemmont to the munici- 
pality for this purpose and for improving the drainage of the station. 

Very little mogress was made during the year in completing the 
water-works of tiie Dacca Municipality, but since the close of the year 
they have been completed. Nawab Abdool Qunnv and his son Nawab 
Ashanoollah made a fu^her donation of Rs. 20,000 for this purpose in commemo- 
ration of the assumption by Her Majesty of the title of Eznpress of India. 
Contributions were made by almost all the first-class municipalities towards the 
support of charitable dispensaries and the promotion of vaccination. Grants 
for the maintianance of spools were also made by many of them. In the town 
of Cuttack the new market was completed during the year through the 
liberality of Baboo Baidynath Pundit, Rai Bahadoor, a zemindar of the district, 
who conttibuted a sum of Rs. 1,000 fur this purpose. 

In Tumlook, a second-class municipality in the district of Midnapore, a 
municipal market was opened during the year, and the provisions of Part IX of 
the Municipal Act were extended to it. This part of the Act was also extended 
to the Suburbs of Calcutta, to Dacca, Arrah, Gya, Sasseeram, Mongbyr, Cuttack 
and Daijeriing.

The largest amount, viz. Rs. 1,01,540 under this head, was inoarred 
in the Suburban Municipality in the payment of the wages of sweepers and 
o&er establishmentB employed for fhe removal of night-soil from houses and for 
the pay of the establwhment for the inspection of jute-warehouses. The 
remainder of the sum was made up of small items of expenditure on account 
of contingencies and other casual expenses. 

34. The rec^ts and expenditure shown in this report will not agree with 
the corresponding ngures of the revenue and finance accounts, because certain 
muBicipalmes bank with the Bank of Bengal and its branches, and consequently 
their receipts and expenditure do not pass through the accounts of the public 
treasuries. ^ • 

Nor was there a pesfisot ^stmn in force dating* the year under review for 
securing agreement betwesffii tiie accounts of municipalities, as shown by 
AncouiSarMlen and theiMsccmid® V thewymionni mutdrip^^ The 
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Acootmtaiit^eiiQral is, tLowever, at present arranging for the completion of a 
system oi eheck intended to secpe perfect agreement, and the question of the 
audit of municipal accounts is being considered by Government. There is np 
reason why complete agreement should not be secured in future years ; but the 
analysis and examination of the municipal accounts extending over so many 
years is necessarily a work of time.

With reference to the RoBolution of tho Government of India 
in the Department of Revenue, ApTiculture, and Commerce, No. I — 27, dated 
the 27th March 1872, I am directed to submit, for the information of llis 
Excellency tho Governor-General in Council, tho following report on muni- 
cipal taxation and expenditure in tho Lower Provinces of Bengal for the 
year 1877-78, together with classified statements showing tho income and 
expenditure of the municipalities, unions, and stations for that year, pre- 
*pared in accordance with tho instructions contained in tho orders of the 
Government of India in the same Department, No. 2—81, dated the 8th 
August 1876. 

2. Calcuttin Municipality , year 1877 was tlio first working year of 
the municipality under tho elective system, which came into operation towards 
the close oi October 1876. Some progress was made during the year in the 
sanitary improvement of the town, but tho Commissioners spent much time in 
profitless discussions, and cannot bo said as a body to have shown much practical 
ability in dealing with the business that came before them. The inability 
shown by the Commissioners and the Chairman to gra^ clearly the financial posi- 
tion of the Municipality, or to control its working ofiectivoly, and the financial 
difficulties resulting therefrom, wet e fully set forth yi tho Kesolution on the Report 
of the Municipality for 1877, and as tho remarks then mado have already boon 
communicated to tho Govomincnt of India, they need not bo repeated. Tho 
dr^age in the northom part of tho town was extended by 1 3’03 miles, thus bring- 
ing up tho completed drainage to 99*68 miles, and leaving 75*77 miles still to be 
constructed. A contract was entered into with tho Oriental Gas Company for 
tho complete illumination of tho town with gas. Arrangements were also zi|ade 
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during tho year for the cleansing of private houses by the formation of a new 
department called the night-soil semce. The new system proved expensive, 
and its introduction was attended with many difficulties. 

3. MMtmgB of the (^mt9nbn^s.-*-Thcre were 104 meetings during the 
year, including 89 Committee meetings. On the irst introduction of the new 
Act (IV, B.C., of 1876) separate Committees were appointed to look after the 
working of the various departments of the municipality ; but the system was 
said not to work well, and the special Committees were during the ]rear 
merged into a general Committee called the Town Council,” to which questions 
of all sorts are now referred for consideration and disposal. 

4. Municipal Finances , — Owing to the estimates of 1877 being incorrectly 
framed, and to heavy additional expenditure having been incurred, in some cases 
without the sanction of the Commissioners, the present state of the municipal 
finances is anything but satisfactory. As tho necessary result, a heavy burden of 
taxation must bo borne by the town during the next few years, and many of the 
sanitary improvements so greatly needed most be indefinitely postponed. Tho 
attention of the Commissioners has been drawn to the unsatisfactory state of their 
dances, and they have been advised to take immediate steps to place the muni- 
cipality in a state of solvency and to introduce the reforms so urgently needed 
in every branch of the municipality. If the year 1879 does not show an im- 
provement in the working of the municipal administration, it will be a question 
whether the control of the affairs of the town should not be placed in other 
hands.

The total income during 1877-78 was therefore Ks. 87,88,839, and 
adding to this the balance at the close of the previous year, which amounted 
to Rs. 9,44,518, the amount available for expenditure was Ks. 37,33,357. A 
considerable portion of the balance was, however, represented by stores which 
practically could not be brought into use, and tho funds at the aisposal of the 
Commissioners did not in practice amount to so much as Ks. 37,33,357. 

5. The revenues of tho municipality are mostly derived from direct 
taxes. The general fund comprises the house-rate, the license tax, the horse 
and carriage tax, hackery registration fees, trade refuse fees, and other mis- 
cellaneous receipts. The rates of the year 1877, as compared with thoso of 
tho previous year, were as follows

6. Assessment.— During the year the assessments on houses and lands in 
wards Nos. 1, 3, 4, and 6 were revised. 
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In addition to tbe general work of revision, the assessment of 4,515 
houses in different parts of the town was enhanced during the year, owing 
to the construction of new or additional buildings. In the case of 718 houses 
the assessment was reducecL owing to partial or entire demolition of houses, 
removal of tenants, &c. Tiro result of the year's operations was an increase 
in the assessed annual value of property in the town amounting to Rs. 3,05,121, 
• and a decrease amounting to Rs. 1,19,078, or a net increase of Rs. 1,86,043. 

7. Operations of the License department. — Twenty-six thousand three 
hundred and thirty-five licenses were granted during the year. Of these, 
152 were issued to Joint-Stock Companies ; 1,425 to merchants, bankers, &c. ; 
216 to barristers, attorneys, and pleaders ; 141 to mooktoars and law agents ; 
16 to surgeons; 100 to ucentiatos of medicine, apothecaries, veterinary sur- 
geons, &c. ; 22 to owners of markets ; 124 to hotel-keepers, manufacturers, &c. ; 
87 to owners of cargo-boats ; and 337 to brokers and dealers in precious stones. 
The rest were issued to petty dealers, pawnbrokers, money-changers, &c.

charge for interest amounts to Rs. 7,34,011 yearly, viz. Rs. 3,29,976 
on* loans from the pubHc, Rs. 2,08,000 on the first water-supply loan of 
52 lakhs from Government, and Rs. 1,96,035 for the other loans from Govern- 
ment. Besides these sums, the municipality has to pay annually Rs. 3,00,344 
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towards a Biaking fund, ris. Bs. 1,10»000 forloaxui from the public, Hs. 1,04,000 
for the first water-supply loan, and Es. 86,344 for the other loans from 
Government. 

The question of the consolidation of all thr existing Government loans, 
except the first water-supply loan of 62 lakhs, invo one loan, bearing interest 
at 4 1 per cent., is under the consideration of the Government of India. It is 
proposed that the amount of the sinking fund in connection with the loans pro- 
posed to be consolidated should be credited iu reduction of the consolidated 
amount, and^ that arrangements should bo made for the repayment of the 
balance within a certain number of years by equal half-yearly instalments. 

10. Drainage Works , — The drainage of tho northern part of tho town was 
ccmsidorably extended during the year 1877. Tho total length of sewers con- 
structed amounted to 68, 847 lineal feet, or 13*03 mires. The completed drainage 
measures 99*58 miles, leaving 76*77 miles still to be constructed. The bouse 
drainage operations were also satisfactory. The total number of premises 
connected with tho sewors up to the end of the year was 1 1 ,590. 

11. Road Department’^TliQ budget grant for the year under this head 
amounted to Ks. 3,57,500, but tho expenditure was Rs. 3,4*2,271. New layers 
of stone wore put on six streets, measuring 596,493 supcrdoial feet ; new 
layers of khoa or broken bricks were put on sevQii streets, measuring 199,010 
superficial feet, and thorough repairs were done to 60 streets with stone and 
khoat measuring altogether 654,094 superficial feet, and partial repairs wore 
carried out in every word of the town. 

12. Street-watering. — Street- watering was carried on in all the largo 
thoroughfares and streets; 9,409,441 square feet of road surface was watered. 
Of this, 3,768,955 square feet were watered with filtered water, and 5,640,486 
square feet with unfiltcred water ; 35*6 per cent, of the total area of road surface 
still remain unwatored. 

13. Conservancy, — The scavongering of tho public streets and lanes was 
regularly performed. Seven thousand one hundred ond sixty-three wagon- 
loads of refuse were removed from the town to the Salt Water Lakes. Tho 
drains, public urinals, and latrines were al) well looked after, and the sewers 
regularly fiushed. One thousand three hundred and six persons were prose- 
cuted for breach of tho conservancy rules, and 655 persons wore convictod ; 
Rs. 1,524 were realized as fines. 

14. Tank-filling, — Fifty-four tanks were emptied during tho year, and 38 
were filled up with street refuse. Tho work of filling up 10 more tanks was in 
progress at the close of the year. A very large number of open tanks 
tanks which are not enclosed and private) still remains to bo filled up. The 
quantity of materials available for filling tanks is very limited, and therefore 
it is feared tliat tho work will take a long time to complete. But it has been 
impressed upon tho Commissioners that whatever tanks are taken in hand 
should be filled up as soon as possible, and immediately covered with earth : 
to partially fill up a tank, or to leave tho sweepings thrown into it uncovered, 
is likely to do more harm than good. 

16. Busies Improvement, — Tho Ldoutenont-Governor, in reviewing tho 
report of the municipality for the year 1876, took the opportunity of suggest- 
ing that the Oomniissiouers should set aside a sum of money every year for the 
purchase of husteesy should clear and improve the sites thus obtained, and sell 
the lands for the erection of houses on approved plans. Unfortunately, 
however, tho financial difficulties under which tho municipality labours 
have not permitted the Commissioners to set aside money for this purpose, and 
it seems highly improbable that they will bo able to do so for a considerable 
time. Most of tiie proprietors are unable to incur expenditure on improve- 
ments, and, as money cannot be borrowed under the Act for this purpose, 
progress for some years must necessarily be slow. But although no interior 
conservancy of hustees was undertaken, except in a few cases where tho owners 
could be induced to pay for the work done, some improvements of minor 
importance were effbeted in different parts of the town during 1877 by filling up 
taus and foul ditches and laying out new roads. 

In a bmtee at Machooa Bazar Street throe new roads wore projected, and 
have since been taken in hand ; two new roads were also under construction in 
the hmtee between Maobooa jfozar Street ami Jiaranosey Gliose’e Street. In 
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the Southern Division of the town two native landowners have undertaken 
the improvemont of thoir estates. Improvements have also boon commenced 
in a part of the town known as Anthony Began. 

16. Night^oil Departtment-^Tha most important change made during 
the year for improving the sanitation of the town was that connected with 
the removal of night-soil from private houses. The establishment of night- 
men was revised during the year, and a scale of fees was settled by a spmal 
Committee. The new arrangements are reported to have proved beneficial, 
though hitherto they are far from satisfactory from a financial point of view. 

17. Municipal Mailwap, — The municipal railway lino, which was con- 
structed in 1866 for the purpose of removing tho refuse of the town to the 
Salt Water Lakes, was worked with efficiency during tho year. Tho line is 
12 miles in length, and is also used by tho Port Commissioners for running 

g jods trains from the Eastern Bengal Railway to tho Strand Bank. A sum (3 
8. 12,163 was paid by tho latter body for this privilege. 

18. Iteclamaiion of /and'.-^Tho management of tho square mile of land 
owned by tho Commissioners in the Salt Water Jjakos, and used for tho deposit 
of rubbish, appears to be satisfactory. The soil is admirably suited for tho 
cultivation of the more valuable crops and of garden produce, and tho trees 
that have been planted are m a flourishing condition. The population of the 
six villages situated on this land is increasing in number, and it is worthy of 
note that the inhabitants continue to enjoy comparative immunity from sickness. 

19. Water-supplp, — Tho quality of the water supplied to tho town, though 
not quite equal to that of 1876, was good. The amount of organic nitroge- 
nous matter present in tho hydrant water was lai'gcr during tho year than in 1876. 
This, it is said, was duo to the largo rainfall of tho year. Tho analyses made 
during tho year showed that the water of tho pipes contained on an average 
ammonia, representing nitrogenous organic matter, to the extent of ‘OKJ per 
million, and chlorine, reprosouting dissolved sodium chloride, to tho extent of 
10*40 per million. Tho daily average quantity of water supplied to tho town 
was 6,710,266 gallons, or 178,112 gaUons in excess of the supply in tho pre- 
vious vear. Seven hundred and ninety-six premises were connected with tho 
•pipes lor the supply of water during the year; in 788 cases tho connections were 
for domestic, and in 8 for business, purposes. Tho total number of premises 
connected up to tho end of the year was 10,471. 

20. Lighting of the Town. — The total number of gas-lamps lighted in tho 
town at tho expense of the municipality was 2,794, and tho total number of 
oil-lamps was 787. The average illuminating power of the gas during the 
year was 14*02, the power required by the contract witli the Gas Company 
being only 12. The illuminating power of the gas was somewhat greater in 
1877 than in 1876, but is still capable of being increased, and its purity might 
bo greatly improved. 

21. Vital Statistics and Health of the Town, — Tho number of deaths regis- 
tered in tho town during tho year was 13,704, against 12,061 in tho previous 
year. This gives a death-rate of 31*9 per thousand of tho population— -a per- 
centage higher than that of any year, except 1870, within tho last seven years, 
as shown below

The Commissioners call attention to the fact that tho death-rate during 
1876, 1876, and 1877 was much higher (about 25 per cent.) than during 1871, 
1872, and 1873, notwithstanding the large outlay upon sanitary improvements. 
Tho comparison is not a flair one, both because previous sanitary improvements 
infliiCncea the death-rate of 1871, 1872, and 1873, and because deaths have 
wobably been more accurately registered during the last few years than was 
formerly tho case, and the year 1877 was, it is believed, an exceptionally 
unhealwyycax outside Calcutta as well.

Of the total number of births, 4,111 were mole births and 3,446 were 
female births. The ratio of births per 1,000 of the population was 17*3., 

The deaths from cholera in 1877 were 1,418, as against 1,857 in 1876. 
Although the number was less than in the preceding year, yet the steady 
increase of cholera from 1871 is vory remarkable, ana has never been satis- 
factorily explained. The Commissioners do not *attach so much importance 
to impure water as a cause of cholera as Dr. Payne does ; but it cannot be 
deniea that impure water is a fertile source of diseases of all sorts, and the 
completion of the arrangements for an adequate supply of pure water for the 
town, and for the removal of all sources of impure water, would be of incU- 
Gulable benefit to the community. The deaths from fever in 1877 were 5,161, 
as against 4,361 in 1876. 

22. Municipalities in the interior of Bengal , — The year 1877-78 was the 
first year in which the new Bengal Municipal Act, 1876, came into full oper- 
ation. Including the Suburban Municipality, the number of municipalities in 
the interior of Bengal was as follows

There was an addition of one to the number of the first class municipa- 
lities. The town of Bampore Bcauloah, in the district of Rajshabye, was raised 
from the status of a second class to that of a first claas municipality. The 
union of Mooktagocha in Mymensingh w^ made a second class municipality, 
and a new union called the Palkote Union was formed in the district of 
Liohardugga, in the Chota Nagpore division. The abolition of the union of 
Patuakl] i ^T in Backergunge, which was reported last year, took effect during 
the year under review. The number of stations remained the same as in 
last year. The names of the Nawabffunge and Agurparah Municipalities, in 
the Barrackpore sub-diyision, were changed to North Barrackpore and South 
Barrackpore Municipalities.

It will alao fee seen that the number of official Commissioners was in the 
aggregate less than one-fourth of the total number of Commissioners. The 
attendance of the Commissioners at the meetings of the Committees was on 
the whole regular, and man 3 i| evinced a fair amount of interest in the affairs of 
their respective municipalitiee. 

24. MecHve Syatem-^AA stated in last year’s report, the elective system 
• was in operation in three municipalities in those provinces — viz. in the muni- 

dpalitias of Burdwan and Serampore in the Burdwan division, and in Kish- 
naghur in the Presidenc^r Division. The number of elected Commissioners 
in the three municipalities was 42, as in last year. The Magistrate of 
Nuddea reports favoraoly of the working of tho system in Kishnaghur. The 
new members were regular in their attendance at meetings, and took duo 
interest in municipal work; In Burdwan and Serampore there was nothing 
requiring raecial notice in the practical working of the system. 

25. Municipal Benches . — Benches of Magistrates for tho disposal of prose- 
eutions for breaches of conservaifcy rules sat in almost all the first class, and in 
many of the second class municipalities. Tho following table shows the work 
done by these benches : —

26. Assesments.^HYiQ tax levied in the first class municipalities is a rate 
on the annual value of holdings, except in the town of Comillafi, in tho district 
of Tipperah, where the tax is an assessment upon persons occupying holdings 
within the municipality, according to thoir circumstances and property within 
the municipality. The latter mode of assessment is in force in almost all the 
second class municipalitios and unions. The assessment on houses and lands 
' ia a portion of the Calcutta Suburban Municipality was rovisod during the 
year, resulting in an increase of Rs. 1,7T5, and a decrease of Rs. 1,718, or a 
net increase of Rs. 57 per quarter over the demand of last year. Tho decrease 
in the assessment was due partly to the revision of the boundaries of the 
mnnicipality sanctioned in l^ptombor 1877, by which a number of buildings 
were excluaed from municipal limits, and partly also to remissions and 
reductions ou appeal. 

Revised assessments were also made in tho following municipalities : — ^in 
Sooroe, in the district of Boerbhoom, and in Bankoora and Bishenporo, in the 
district of Bankoora. In Bankoora tho revision resulted in an increase of Rs. 619, 
and in Bishenporo of Rs. 459, over tho assessment of last year. In the town 
of Ghattal the assessment was reduced from Rs. 4,000 to Rs. 3,841, owing 
to heavy losses sustained by the people in consequence of tho Hood iu 
October 1876, which swept away upwards of 500 houses in the town. 

Assessmenta wore also revised m the municipalities of Bagjullah, Kadihatty, 
Barrmore, Kullaroa, and Ohanduriah, in Hio district of the 24-Pergutmahs. 

There was a new assessment made during the year iu Pubna, which raised 
tho demand of tho tax by Rs. 910 over that of tho preceding year. In Rungpora 
also tho assessment was revised, resulting in an increase of Rs. 090 to tho 
income of tho municipality. In NoakhoUy the old assessment, which was 
made previous to the introduction of Act V (B.C.) of 1876, was revised 
during the year, with a view to meet the enlarged requirements of tho muni- 
cipality. At Cox’s Bazar the assessment list was revised by a sub-committeo 
appointed for tho purpose. The result of the revision is not yet known. In 
l£e Patna division a general revision of assessments in^ almost all tho first and 
second class municipalities was made, resulting m*an increase of Rs. 22,674 in 
tho income from the tax on houses over that of tho previous year. ^ In the town 
of J^asore a revised assessment was carried out, which largely increased the 
income of the municipality. The amount of assessment on permanent houses 
was raised to Rs. 7,7B6, and that on rice-stalls of‘ traders to Rs. 818, making a 
total ini^ease of Rs. 8,554. New assessments wore made in Cuttack and 
Jajporo, but they did not take effect rill after the dose of the year.

sanctioned in the municipalities of Hooghly* and Cmnsurah, Santiporo and 
Colgong. In some of the towns these imposts were introduced late in the 
year, and therefore no actual realization of revenuo took place during the 
year under review. Towards the close of the year the Commissioner of the 
Fresidenev I^ivision brought to notice certain circumstances connected with the 
system of taxing earrings, animals, and carts, Vhereby a person who had 
paid a tax or fee for keeping a carriage, animal, or cart within one municipality 
was liable to be called upon to pay a second tax or fee for using the same 
carriage, animal, or cart within a neighbouring municipality. The final 
settlement of the question was found to bo attended with many difficulties, and 
the matter was still under consideration when the year closed. 

28. Meeiijieation of Municipal Boundaries* — Tho boundaries of tlie munici- 
pality of the Suburbs of Calcutta and of the North Suburban Municipality wore 
revised during the year. Tho old boundaries were ill-dcfinod and did not in 
all parts coincide with any line of road or other actually existing defined land- 
marks. They were therefore found to be very inconvenient for police purposes, 
and consequently for some years past anothftr boundary was arDitrarily taken 
for such purposes. The result was that certain tracts of tho country^ while 
paying rates to the Suburban Municipality, used to be guarded by the police of 
the North Suburban town. To remedy this anomalous state of things, two 
villages named Nonian and Synthee were transferred from the Suburban to the 
North Suburban Municipality. 

The boundaries of the town of Kendrapara in tho district of Cuttack were 
also revised during the year, and 14 acBacont villages lying on the opposite bank 
of tho Gobri river, which runs below the town, were, on the recommendation 
of the local authoritios, included within municipal limits. 

Proposals for the revision of tho boundaries of the mimicipalities 
of Hooghly and Chinsurah and of Purulia in Manbhoom wore under consider* 
ation at the close of the year. 

29. Income. — T^e following table shows the receipts of tho different 
classes of municipalities, unions, and stations, as compared with those of tbb 
previous year : — 
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It will be seen from the above statement that the total income of alj the 
municipalities exceeded that of last year by Rs. 1,27,132. The increase is 
observable under all the heads of inconte, except under the head of < Fines and 
Fees,* which shows a decree of Rs. 17,537 as compared with the receipts of 
1876-77. There was an ino^ase under each of the first three heads, which 
con^riso * Taxation proper.’ The total increase under these heads amounted 
to Rs. 1,01,553, the figures being Rs. 15,15,546, against Rs. 14,13,993 of the 
previous year. 

30. Total sum available , — Adding the net balance of the previous year, 
amounting to Rs. 4,70,143, to the income of the year under review, the total 
sum which was available for expenditure by the various municipalities during 
the year was Rs. 24,96,563. Deducting the total expenditure during the year, 
which amounted to Rs. 19,98,034, as shown below, the balance at its close, after 
taking into calculation the opening and closing deficit balances, was Rs. 5,04,708. 

31. Expenditure , — The following table shows the various heads under

But under the head of ' Collection charges’ the expenditure was less 
by Rb. 4,307. Increased expenditure under the head of * Establishment* was 
also incurred in tho municipalities of Burdwan, Chitta^on^, Patna, Arrah, 
Mozufferporo, Durbhunga, and Chupra. In the municipalities in tho Orissa divi- 
sion the cost of establishment was reduced, but the cost of tho collecting agency 
was increased. This was merely a transfer of cost from one head to another, as 
the Commissioner reports that no' additions were made to the collecting agency 
during tho year, but every effort was made to utilize the existing staff to the 
best advantage. . 

33, The total cost of maintaining the police force employed in 

the various municipalities, unions, and stations during the year was Rs. 38,388, 
against Rs. 5,24,109 during the previous year, showing an inoreafio of 
Rs. 14,279. The increase was mostly in the Presidency, Patna, and Gl^ssa 
divisions. It amounted on the whole to Rs. 16,868, but there was a corres- 
pending decrease of over Rs. 2,700 in the Rajshahye, Dacca, and BJiagulporo 
divisions. 
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In the PresidenojT’ diTieion^ the municipality which incurred the heayiea 
expenditure under this head was the Suburbs of Calcutta^ which alone ahowec 
an increase of Rs. 6,084 over the expenditure o

in the Patna division, except Arrah, the cost o: 
police establishment exceeded that of the previous year. Tho total incream 
amounted to Rs. 3,004.^ The proportion of the annual income absorbed b^ 
the police employed in tho various classes of municipalities was at 
follows : in first class municipalities, 20*40 per cent. ; in second clasf 
municipalities, 36*44 per cent. ; in unions, 61*74 per cent. ; in stations, 13*87 pei 
cent. ; in all grades of municipalities taken together, a general average of 26‘5( 
per cent. The expenditure per head of population on account of police in th* 
municipalities of the different grades was as follows ; in first class munici 
palities, throe annas and six pic ; in second class municipalities, two annas anc 
seven pie ; in unions, two annas and threo pie; in the stations, three annas anc 
four pie ; in all the municipalities, unions, and stations taken together, the inci 
dence was two annas and ^oven pie per head. 

Though tho largest portion of the income of municipalities is still oxp^ndec 
in the maintenance of police, there is a general complaint that the municipa 
police are not very efficient. The lnspector>Genoral of Police gives th( 
following explanation for this. He says that service in the municipal polici 
is by no moans popular. Tho work is hard ; the pay small, — smaller in fac' 
than in largo places like Howrah and Dacca can be earned by other labou] 
without tho restraint of discipline.”

The increase in the number of head constables was chiefly in the 24*Per 
gunnahs ; tho additional sub-inspector was in tho Hooghly district. 

Tho reductions were in tho districts of Backergunge, Moorshedabad 
Rajsbahye, Cuttack, Cliittagong, Rungporo, and Mon^hyr. 

The municipal police are reported to be comparatively more ignorant tliai 
the district police. Out of a body of 6,029 constables, only 711, or 1 1 per cent, 
can read and write ; whereas in mo regular police tbo percentage is as liigl 
^ 37 . 

34. Conservancy and Cleansing . — The total amount expended under this 
head during the year was Rs. 3,68,010, against Rs, 2,52,491 during the pre- 
ceding year, showing an increase of Us. 1,16,519. The increase was in the 
first Class municipalities in the Burdwan, Presidency, and Dacca divisions. 
Tho lar^st inoroase was in the municipality of the Suburbs of Calcutta, being 
Rs, 90,277 over the expenditure of tho previous year. In the municipality ol 
Dacca also the expenditure on conservancy showed an increase of Ks. 6,50^ 
over that of 1876-77. In tho Suburbs of Calcutta tho general conservancj 
was fairly attended to; 118,543 cart-loads of street refuse, and 87, IOC 
cart-loads of silt were removed and utilized in filling up holes and pits 
and raising low lands. By this means 18 foul tanks were filled up anc 
59 beoghas of jungle land cleared and raised. Some of the principal streets 
were regularly sw^t and watered. The conservancy of Tolly’s Nullah, £ 
tida^ stream which nows through the most populous and important part oi 
th^municipality, was carefully attended to, and steps were taken to improve its 
Sanitary condition. A considerable number of persons were prosecuted foj 
oom ^it jpg nuisances on its banks. The insanitary condition of the Circula] 
CamCTand its neighbourhood was lately the subject of correspondence betwee? 
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the Public Works Department of this GoTemment and the munidpali^es of 
Calcutta and the Suburbs. A comprehensire scheme for the improyement of 
the canal, and for the addition of locks which shall make it payable for 
steamers, is being carried out by the Public Works^Department. The Snp^nn- 
tending Engineer of the Presidency Circle has bben instructed to prepare a 
detailod scheme, in communication with the Chairmen of the Calcutta and 
Suburban Municipalities, for relieving the canal of the influx of storm*wator 
and sewage from the Calcutta drains. Considerable progress has also been 
made in the improvement of husteea^ or clusters of native nuts in the suburbs. 
The Gossai bustee^ a very filthy plot of land on the oast side of the General 
Hospital, overcrowded with huts built ipithout any reg^d to plan and without 
any passage for the scavenger's carts, has been much improved. Wide roads 
have been opened out, the huts have boon reconstructed in regular lines, and 
several foul tanks have been filled up. In most of the municipalities in the 
interior of the province increased attention was paid to conservancy arrange- 
ments, but improvement is greatly retarded by* want of funds. 

At Monghyr iron carts for removing street-sweepings and rubbish were 
introduced, and sheet-iron urinals were established in the bazar. Strict super- 
vision was kept over private latrines, and much improvement was eflected in their 
cleanliness. In Bhagulpore additional public latiines wore made, private 
well-privies and cesspools wore closed, Duming gh&tB for the cremation of 
Hindu corpses, and burial grounds for Mahomedans were set apart, and 
burials in private places prohibited, while lands were provided for the trenching 
of night-soil. In several municipalities in the Dacca division metherB or 
night-men were imported from the Upper Provinces to attend to the conservancy 
of the towns, but difficulty was experienced in some cases in keeping the men 
from returning to their homes.

During the year the Act to provide for the cleansing and construction of 
latrines in first class municipalities (VI, B.C., of 1878) was passed and oxtendod 
to the Suburban and Howrah Municipalities. Improved arrangements have 
since been made in these municipalities under the provisions of the Act for the 
removal of night-soil.

During the year the municipa- 
lities named in the margin were 
visited by the Sanitary Commis- 
sioner for Bengal, and very yalu* 
able suggestions have been re- 
ceived mm him for improving the 
sanitation of the towns inspected 
by him. 

35. Roade . — The total expenditure on roads during the year amounted 
to Bs. 4,03,119, against Rs. 4,11,759 in the previous year, shoii^g a 
decrease of Ba. 8,640. The decrease occurred in the municipalities of 
Howrah and the Suburbs of Calcutta — Rs. 6,560 in the former and Bs. 14,312 
in the latter, or a total of Ha. 20,872. But there was an increase^ of expen- 
diture under this head, amounting to Bs. 12,062, in the municipalities in the 
interior of the province. The decrease in Howrah and tho Suburbs was secured, 
not by negleotmg to keep the roads and streets in a state of proper repair, 
but by a reduction in the piice of stone-metal during tho year. In almost 
aU the first and second class munioipalitieB the*roads and paths were kept in 
tolerable repair. 

36. ZdghMng , — The expenditure under this head shows an inorease of 
B|^ 3,768 over that of the year before. This increase occurred in Howrah and 

•the Suburbs. The town of Howrah was already lighted with gas, and arrange- 
ments have also since the dose of the year been made by tho Commissioners

87. JSuildMg $. — The expenditure under the head of ' Buildings * shows an 
increase of Ks. 22,840 over that of 1876-77. The increased expenditure 
occurred in Howrah, where the Municipal Commissioners oonstnioted a building 
for the accommodation of their office, and for tfab purpose of holding their 
meetings, at a cost of Rs. 37,700. The design of the building is reported to be 
appropriate, and it has been constructed at a comparatively moderate cost. 

38. Worki tf Pitblie UiUity.-^XJnder this heading is included the expen- 
diture for the purposes stated in the margin. The 
Dwinag^wwte ... t^o linage of most of ihe towns in Lower Bengal is 
water-rappij 8.080 very defective, and the Lieutenant-Governor has 

** fi8,i7s drawn the attention of the Divisional Comnus- 
T-*.! sioiiers to this subject. ‘Some of the municipalitieB 

Tow ... TO.87S already taken up the matter with much 

earnestness, and oonsidorablo improvement is 
expected in this direction before the present official year comes to a close. The 
drainage of the town of Dinagepore, hitherto quite neglected, was taken in 
hand wiring the year, and a scheme is now in course of execution to conduct 
the drainage of the town to a point seven miles south into a river called the 
Purnabbaha, and thereby to obviate the flooding Qf the town by that river. 
The Lieutenant-Governor has given a grant of Rs. 10,000 in furtherance of the 
scheme, in consideration of the public inconvenience and loss due to ill-health 
of the public servants, European and native, in the station, and as an encour- 
agement to local bodies who are willing to undertake local drainage schemes, 
on the condition that the works proposed be completed before the Ist June 
1879. 

A scheme is also now under execution for improving tho drainage of the 
town of Lalbagh in tho district of Moorshodabad ; and as the Nizamut build- 
ings will be much benefited by the works, a g^ant of Rs. 14,000 has been 
made from tho Nizamut Deposit Fund to enable the municipality to carry out 
the project. 

In the town of Berhampore a large swamp known as the Luckhi Jhol has 
be^ reclaimed, and a new scheme of drainage is under consideration. The drain- * 
ago of the important town of Rampore Beauleah, the head-quarters of the 
Divisional Commissioner, is also very defective, and the Municipal Commissioners 
are engaged in devising a scheme for improving it in consultation with the 
Civil wirgeon. The drainage of the town of Rungpore and tho reclamation 
of the swamps in its neighbourhood were actively taken in hand during the 
year, much progress has already been made in the execution of the work, and 
it is reportea that excellent results have already' followed. 

Tho drainage of the hill station of Darjeeling was nearly completed during 
the year at a cost of Rs. 10,578. A scheme is also under consideration for 
improving the water-supply of the station by tapping springs on the western 
slopes of the Senohal range at an estimated cost of Rs. 1,32,000. The Govern- 
ment of Bengal has ms.de a grant of Rs. 32,000 for the pu^^se, and the^ 
municipality applied for a loan of one lakh of rupees from Government to* 
carry out the project, on the security of tho rates and taxes levied within tho 
town. The present financial pressure has, however, led the Government of 
India to reject the application, and it is feared that groat difficulty may be felt 
in oompletmg the important works wliich have already been begun.

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In some of the principal first class municipalities roads were waterc 
during the summer months of the year ; and contributions for the maixit 
nance of dispensaries and hospitals and for the promotion of vaccinatic 
was made by almost all of them and by many of the second class municipaJitie 
Grants for the promotion of education^ were also made by some of tl 
towns, but the amount of fifnds at the disposal of the municipalities is ver 
limited in comparison with the claims on them. 

40. Audit of Municipal Aeeounta , — ^It was stated in the last year 
report that the Accountant-General was engaged in arranging a system i 
check to secure perfect agreentent between the municipal accounts appende 
to these annual reports, and the figures of the revenue and finance accoum 
prepared by the Government of India for the Secretary of State. Tho schem 
has been completed, and a circular has been issued by this Government callin 
the attention of all officers administering municipal funds to the instructioi 
issued by the Accountant-General on the subject. Arrangements have ah 
been mado for the local audit an^ inspection of tho accounts of municipalitie 
but they cannot be brought into operation until the sanction of tho Governmei 
of India to the entertainment of the requisite establishment is received. Tl 
proposals of the local Government were submitted to the Government of Indi 
m December 1878.

Sir, 

AVith reference to the resolution of the Goverament of India in 
the Dejjartincnt of Revenue, Agriculture, and Commerce, No. 1 — 27, dated the 
27th March 1872, 1 am directed to submit for tlie information of IHs Bfxcellency 
tlie Govt'rnor-Geiicral in Council the following report on municipal taxation 
and t^xpeiidituro in the L<»wor Provinces of Reugal for the year 1878-79, 
together with classified statements showing the income and expenditure of the 
riinnicipaUties, unions, and stations during that year, prepared in accordance with 
the instructions contained in the orders of tlie Government of India in tlie 
saim*. Department, No. 2 — 81, dated the 8tli August 1876. 

(ALOITTTA. 

2. No chang<> wa.s made in the constitution of the municijiality during 
the year. The work of administration was carried on by tlie “ Town Uouncil,” 
into which, as noticed in last report, all the standing committees have been 
merged. This arrangement was, however, found in practice to be open to 
objection, iiuismuch as almost all the Commissioners became members of the 
Town Council, and tbo advantage to be derived from a sub-coinmittec delegated 
to dispose of the less important business and prejiai’o ipicstions for the general 
meetings was in a great measure lost owing to 4ho size of the Council. This 
defect has been remedied since the close of tlio year, the Town Council 
having been reduced to a more workable size. Tbo Comaiissi oners held four 
quarterly meetings and two adjourned qu&rterly meetings ; six special and 
tliirtoen special general meetings, besides 132 committee meetings. The total 
number of meetings held during the year was 167. The attendance of the 
elected Commissioners at these meetings was on the wliolc satisfactor 3 ^

sustained, and some improvements were effected in the condition of the hustees 
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or crowded hamlets in the native part of the town. The work of dewatering 
foul tanks and filling them up with town sweepings was carried on with 
vigour. A now contract with the Oriental Gas Company for illuminating tlio 
town witli gas for twenty-one years was signed and executed during the year. 
JRcfortns also were effected in some of the more important departments 
of the municipality. The system of collecting tho rates and taxes by a paid 
collector, which was introduced hy the Justices in 1876, was found by a special 
committee appointed during tho year under review to be open to many 
objections. It was accordingly abandoned, and the former jdan of entrusting 
tho collections to an agency paid by commission was r(;vcrted to. Jt is 
reported that the present system is working satisfactorily. The subject of the 
management of the municipal markets also engaged much of tho attention 
of the Commissioners, and a sjiccial committco was aj)]>ointed to cmjuire 
into their working. The coimnittce met scjA’^eral times and examined a large 
number of witnesses, who brought to light gross abuses. The report of the 
eommitteo, however, was not ready for submission by the close of 1878. 
Several changes have in tlio meantime been made with the object of im- 
proving the managomcTit of the markets, and a visiting committee lias been 
appointed to inspect them and to made suggestions. As the huts in the town 
had never been properly numbered, assessed and registered, their assessment 
was undertaken and completed during the year. Retrenchments in ostablish- 
merit.s were made to the extent of Ks. 86,100 j)er annum, and a carefully 
framed code of bye-laws was passed with tho suiictioii of Government. 

4. Mtinwipal Jinanec . — The finances of tlu‘ municipality continued during 
the year under report to show unsatisfactory rcsulls. 'I’lie Commissi oners 
remark that “the debt and deficit of tho preceding year; the retarded 
collections, owing to an unfortunate change in tho form of rate-bills, wbicli 
threw back the writing of the bills for several monihs; the enquiry into the 
abuses of the collectorate coining in the middle of tlio year, and neces- 
sarily aflccting the e.ollectioiis ; the excess expenditure over budget grants, 
partly incurred by the Chairman without nut}u)rity, and jiartJ}' sanctioned by 
the Commissioners in conse(pieneo of pressing but unforeseen demands — all 
these circumstaiice.s tended to disturb seriously the equilibrium between 
income and (rxpenditure, which tho Commissioners have endeavoured to restore 
in 1870 by baving recourse on the one hand to n'trenchincmt and ttconnmy, 
and on tluj other to the full measure of the house-rate sanctioned by tlio law.” 
It is satisfactory fo know that the Commissioners thus fully recognized the 
absolute necessity of restoring tho condition of the finances and placing tlicin 
upon a sound basis. Tho high prices which the municipal paper coaiinands 
in the money market indicate clearly tliat the jiublic has coniidencfi in the 
future of the city of Calcutta, and in its ability to discharge all its pecuniary 
obligations, and the Corporation owe it to themselves, to their creditors, and 
to the Government to administer their finances in such a manner as to do 
nothing to shake this confidence.

Xt was roportod last year that the question of the consolidation of all the 
existing' loans granted by (dovernmeut to the municipality was under considera- 
tion. The question has since the close of tlie year been settled, and tho Uovern- 
nient of India has agreed to the proposal on condition of the municipality 
surrendering its present sinking funds in part repayment of tho loans, and under- 
taking to discharge the rest of the debt by sixty equal half-yearly payments of 
principal and interest calculated at 4J per cent. Steps are being token to give 
edbet to this arrangemeiit.

11. .Assessment . — During the year tho assessment of houses and lands in 11 
out of the 18 wards of the town was revised. In addition %) this gcmeral work 
of revision, the assessment of 5,714 houses in different parts of the town was 
enhanced on account of the construction of now or additional buildings. In 
tlie case of 494 houses tho assessment was reduced, owing to partial or entire 
demolition of houses, removal of tenants, &c. Tho financial result of these) 
operations was an increase in the assessed value of pro^jerty in tho town 
amounting to Tls. 4,38^023, and a decrease amounting to Rs. 08,8(10, or a not 
increase of Rs. 3,60,103 In the course of the assessment it was found that the 
value of property along the Strand Bank Road has of lute years considerably 
increased. 

12. License Department . — Tho total number of municipal licenses granted 

during the year was 20,62(5. Of those, 157 were issued to joint-stock crmi- 
paiiies, 1,450 to merchants, brokers, &c., 208 to barristers, attorneys, and 
pleaders, 10 to surgeons, 127 to hotel-keepers, manufacturers, &c., 127 t(» 

mooklitears and law agents, 121 to licentiates of medicine, apothecaries, and 
veterinary surgeons, 83 to owners of cargo boats, and 345 to brokers and 
dealers iu precious stones. Tho rest wore issued to^ petty dealers, })awn- 
brokers, money-changers, native doctors, Icobirajcs^ initlwivos, &c. Tlie income 
derived from this source during tho year 1878 amounted to Ks. 2,55,127. 

13. Water-supply . — During tlie year the supjily of filtered water to the 
town was on an average 7,260,320 gallons daily, being an increase in the 
annual daily average of 541,054 gallons over that of tho year 1877. Seven 
hundred and sixty-five premises wore connected with the water-Kupi>ly during 
the year — 762 for domestic and 3 for business purposes. The total number 
of premises now connected with the water-supply system is 11,177. In 
addition to this, there was a supply of nearly a million gallons per day of 
nnfiltered water, which was used in flushing drains and watering the streets. 
Although the total quantity of water thus supplied was so large, yet it is 
still inadequate for the requirements of tho town. After deducting the 
quantity consumed in fiushing drains, watering the streets, and coiisuniptir)Ti 
outside tlie town limits, the people get about three gallons per head per diem. 
This barely suffices for their cooking and drinking ; and for all other domestic 
purposes they have to draw theii* supplies from tanks, wells, and the river. The 
Commissioners have prefiared a scheme which is expected to give an additional 
su]iply of eight million gallons of pure water daily at a cost of thirty-six 
lakhs of rupees. This scheme, when carried out, is designed to afford a 
total of about twelve gallons per head, which, though possibly not sufiicient 
for all Die requirements of the people, will obviate the necessity of their using 
impure water for domestic purposes. Tho water anal^’-st repoi’ted that the 
quality of tho filtered water supplied by the municipality was far purer than 
that of the majority of largo towns in Kurope. 
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14. Drawia^e.— In 1878, 64,247 lineal feet, or 1210 miles of new sowers 
wore constructed. Tho total length of sowers now constructed amounts to 
139-33 miles, still leaving 48-46 miles to be constructed. The number of pre- 
mises connected with the street sewers during tho year was 1,308, thus raisinjr 
tho total number of houses so connected to 12^898. ^ ^ 

The important question of how to dispose of tho storm-water passing 
through the town sewers without contaminating the water of tho Circular 
Canal was discussed between the Calcutta Municipality and the canal authorities 
during the year. A scheme has been devised, afad is now being carried out 
by which the storm -water will be conveyed to tho Salt Water Lakes by a 
separate system of sewers and channels, arranged so as to provide at the same 
time for the drainage of the suburbs which lie between tho canal and tho 
Circular Rood, and of certain portions of Baliagliatta and Entally. 

15. Jbustee improvemenL-^Ahout 14 miles of the most offensive drains 
which formerly intersected tho busteea or crowded hanilets in the native part 
of the town have been filled up, a work which lias contributed materially to 
improve the sanitary condition of what had until lately formed tho most 
noxious portions of tho city. The sites of most of the drains have been 
converted into roads, and so pipe-sewered as to drain the adjoining lands, 
which are consequently now not so damp as they formerly used to bo. Several 
roads have been made through these busiees by their owners, and the width of 
others has been increased so as to make them accessible to conservancy carts. 
More than a thousand privies have been built in* the hustees for the accommo- 
dation of tho inhabitants, and for the prevention of tho defilement of waste 
lands. Improved conservancy arrangements have also been made during tho 
year for the cleanliness of gowala husteeSy or hamlets inhabited by milkmen. 
A large number of gowalas have been removed from the town, and tho cow- 
houses of others have been improved. The refuse from tho existing sheds is 
daily removed by tho conservancy department at a charge of four annus per 
head of cattle. 

16. Meolamation of tanks and wells , — In consequence of a defect in tlic 
law, which does not make tho filling-up of foul wells compulsory, the operations 
in regard to wells have been limited to the filliiig-up of those whicli tho 
owners gave permission to fill up. During tho year under report 38 foul 
tanks were taken up by tho engineer’s department for tho purpose of filling 
tliem up with town sweepings. Of these, it is reported 31 have been 
eomplfited. Altogether 66 tanks liave been filled up in tliis way. Several 
private tanks have been at the same time improved through the agency of the 
conservancy department at the cost of tho owners. Much, however, still 
remains to be done iif this direction. It is reported that 51S tanks in the 
town require to bo filled up, besides a number of hollows which, though not 
strictly tanks, are receptacles of filthy water, and require to bo reclaimed even 
more urgently than tanks. Tho area represented by the abov'e number of tanks 
is 484*43 acres, with a capacity of 422,035,416 cubic feet. The materials 
available for filling them, namely tho sweepings of the town, have been 
€^stimatcd at 15,075 cubic feet per diem ; but after making allowance for 
shrinkage and contraction, these figures must bo reduced to 3,359 cubic foot 
per diem, or about 1,200,000 cubic feet per annum. It will therefore take an 
indefinite period before the Commissioners can in this manner fill up all the 
tanks ill the town. They represent, however, that there is no immediate 
necessity for such general reclamation; it would bo inexpedient to have all 
the tanks filled up at once until the water-supply of the town is so extended 
as to meet the whole of the requirements of the jioople. It* is to be hoped, 
however, that filthy tanks will be filled up as fast as materials become available, 
and that endeavours will be made as much as possible to improve tho others. 

17. Night-soil service , — Tho night-soil department is now under the 
supervision of the engineer. Eleven hundred night-meii aro^ now employed 
in tho work of removal of tho soil. Tlio total number of privies attended to 
by these men amounts to 33,155, thus giving 30 privies to each man to 
clean. 

18. Illuminaiion of the town . — During tho year a new contract for 
21 years was entered into with the Oriental Gas Company. It provided lor 
the thorefugb illumination of tho town at a reduced cost of Its. 4-13-4 per 
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light por mensem. The former cost was Rs. 6 per moiisem. The total 
number of gas-lamps lighted in the town during the year at the cost c>f the 
municipality was 2,835, and the total number of oil-lamps was 751. The 
illuminating power of the gas supplied during the year was 14*01 candles, 
and its quality was reported by the analyst to have been very good. 

19. BsffulaUm of jute-warehouaes . — At the close of the previous year 
there wore 80 jute screw and warehouses in the town. Five new Avaro- 
houaes were established during the year, and five were closed. Licenses were 
issued for the five new jute warehouses, and the licenses of the remaining 75 
were renewed. The license fees realized amounted to Rs. 25,194. The receipts 
from Insurance Oompanios on account of contribution towards the midntenanco 
of the fire-brigade were Rs. 1,780. One case of fire occurred in a juto-waro- 
house in the town, but as the steam fire-engine arrived on the spot promptly 
and extinguished the fire, no great damage was &ohe to the property. 

To relievo the jute trade from the heavy taxation with which it was 
burdened, and to distribute the charge of maintaining the fire-brigade, the 
working of which benefits all trades equally, it was considered expedient 
to amend the old Acts [II (B. C.) of 1872 and II (B. C.) of 1875], Accordingly 
Act V (B. C.) of 1879 was passed, by which the tax which was hitherto levied 
from Insurance Companies as a contribution tOAvards the maintenance of tlie 
fire-brigade has been abolished, as it was in reality a double tax upon the 
insurers, who have to pay very heavily in the shape of license fees ; power 
has been given to the local Government to fix the amount of license 
fee in considtation with the Commissioners of the Calcutta Municipality ; and 
provision has been made to the eficct that no larger amount shall be raise<i 
under the Act than what may be absolutely required for the payment of the 
expenses of the fire-brigade and for the salaries of the establishment for the 
inspection and superiiitoudonce of the jute warehouses. 

The control of the fire-brigade has boon taken away from the Commis- 
sioners, and placed in the hands of the Commissioner of Police, as it was found 
by jjractical experience that a divided authority over the brigade told upon its 
emcieucy. Power has also hoen given to t/i© local Government to extend the 
provisions of the Act to other fibres than jute and cotton. 

20, Vital statistics and health of the town , — The number of deaths regis- 
tered in the town during the year was 16,396, against 13,704 in the previous 
year. This gives a dcath-rato of 38*1 per thousand of the population, a 
percentage higher than that of 1875, which was the highest year of mortality 
ever known in Calcutta sinco the drainage wa« improved, and a pure system 
of water-supply was introduced in the town. The year 1878 was, however, an 
exceptionally unhealthy year over the whole of J.iower Bengal, and there is no 
reason to suppose that this increase, as compared with preceding years, was due 
to any increase of insanitary condition in Calcutta.

the union of Mooktagacha, in the district of Mymensingli, which was raised 
to the status of a second class municipality during the latter part of 1877-78, 
having been brought into working order during the year under report. Tho 
unions of Patuakhally in Backergungo and Dwarbasiui in Hooghly ceased to 
exist during tho year.

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Compared inth tihe figuree of the previous year, there ^as a decrease of 
39 in the total number of municipcd eommisBioners. Tlie number of European 
commissioners shows an increase of nine oyer the figures of 1877-78, being 
523 against 514; but the number of native commissioners decreased from 
1,752 to 1,704. The number of of^cial commissioners shows an increase of 13 
over the number in 1877-78, but there was a decrease of 52 in the number of 
non-official commissioners. The net decrease was therefore 39. The attend- 
ance of the commissioners in the mootings of the committees was on the 
whole regular^ and much interest was shown by many of them in the affairs of 
their respective municipalities. 

25. Elective zgetem, — The number of municipalities in which the elective 
system was in force was the same as in the previous year, namely Serampore, 
liurdwan, and Kishnaghur. In Serampore the system is reported to be not 
working well, and it was proposed to abolfsh' it, but a longer trial^ has 
been considered desirable before any measures are taken to revert to* the 
former system of administration. In Burdwan and Kishnaghur the system 
appears to have worked satisfactorily, as no complaint lias been made by the 
local authorities in regard to it ; indeed it is reported about Kishnaghur that 

all the members have displayed considerable interest in the working of tlio 
municipality, and have, as a rule, been regular in their attendance at meetings.^’ 
The number of elected commissioners in the three municipalities was 41. 

26. Ward Committees . — During the past year and the latter end of 1877-78 
some of the municipalities adopted a plan of dividing the municipalities into 
wards, and of appointing committees for each ward. In the suburbs of Calcutta 
this scheme is reported to have worked well, and has met with the approbation 
of the rate-payers. In Howrah each part of the town was put immediate! v 
in charge of a commissioner, living in or near it, who was consulted on all 
petitions of any importance which vrere received from the ])oople residing 
within his jurisdiction. It is reported that most of the commissioners, and 
especially the native commissioners, have fallen-in most readily with tlu* scheme, 
and have given it their full support. In Bhagulporc, the town was divided into 
distinct wards, each ward being placed in charge of a few coinmissioiKjrs 
resident within it. The Magistrate reported in very high terms on the conduct 
of the commissioners, “ who, ” lie says, “ did each of them the work of a good 
Deputy Collector in deciding the potty complaints that came before them, and 
in their attention to the conservancy of the town.^* In the town of Behar, the 
same system was followed with good results. In Gya, the ward committees 
were formed of influential townspeople, who looked after tlie conservancy of 
their respective wards. The Magistrate reported that their w'orking during 
the past year was satisfactory, ' 

27. Municipal Benches . — Benches of Magistrates for tlio disposal of cases 
under section 34 ^of Act V of 1861 for public and local nuisances, and under 
the Municipal Act for breaches of conservancy rules, sat in all the fir.st class and 
in many of the second class municipalities. The following table shows the work

The Magistrate of Monghyr reported that the offences which were tried 
by the bench of Magistrates for the town of Monghyr were chiefly of drunk- 
enness and gambling. 

28. Assessments . — During the year under review a question arose as to 
the power of the commissioners of a municipality to divide a holding into two 
or more parts, and assess each of the parts separately. The question arose in 
connection with the assessment of a jute mill in the municipality of Baidabati, 
in the district of Hooghly. In that case the municipal commissiouois assessed 
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tlio jute mill in threo separate holdings according to the different pro- 
cesses of manufacture which were carried on in the different portions of 
the premises. Legal opinion was taken on the question, and it has been 
held that there is nothing in the definition of the word “holdino*” which 
warrants tlio commissioners in sub-dividing a house for the purpose of tax- 
ation ; and that the whole block of buildings under the same roof and with inter- 
nal communications constitutes one holding, which cannot be legally sub-divided 
for the purposes of taxation under Act V (ll.C.) of 1876. 

The mode of assessment in vogue in the . niunicipality of Revilgunge. in 
the district of Sarun, was, on ti»e recommen Jation of trtc Municipal Coinmis- 
sionors, changed from a tax upon persons occupying lioldings accordino- to 
their circumstances and property within the municipality, to a rate ou the 
annual value of all holdings situated within its limits. 

In the Burdwan Division, revised assessments were mad© in the municipali- 
ties* of Bankoora, Baidabati, Kotrung, Bhaddeshur, and Daiiihat. In 
Bankoora and Baidabati, the revision has resulted in a slight decrease in the 
demand for hc»uso-ratc, wliilo in Kotrung and Bhaddeshur the dein.'ind has 
increased. In Dainhat., the efltM‘t of the revision has been to exempt from tax- 
ation a number of poor men who could ill-afford to pay. 

In the Bresidciiey Division, the assessment on houses and lands was revised 
in the municipalities of Bugjuna, Kadihatty, Barastd, Nychatty, and Debhatta 
in the district of ii4-P(U'guiinalis In the town of Uanaghat, in the distruit of 
Nuddoa, a general revision of assessment was made at the end of tlie year 
nmler tijo supervision of tlie Vice-(.'hiiirnjan. It resulted in the increase of 
nearly Rs- 200 over tlio ])rc‘vious asM‘KMneiit. 

Jn the second class munie.ipiility of M ooktagacfia, in the district of 
Mymensingh, the zemindars of the? town, in order to provide adequate 
funds for sanitation, &c., voluntarily asscssoil thcmsolvcs more than they wen? 
legally bound to do. IMiis tend«;d to rais(j tlie ineiderico of taxation to a high 
amount, but it has been rt‘j)(»rted tliat the general ratepayers wore lightly 
taxed. 

In the Patna Division, revised assi'ssmonfs were made of holdings in the 
municipalities of Patna, Bai'rh, aiid Behar. In the city of Patna, 41 appeals 
w»ere preferred against the assessment, of which 89 were rejected by the 
conimissimiers, and in two cases only the valuation was reducoii. 

In the Orissa Division, a new asst'ssuient (if the houses in the Cuttack 
cantonment was made duritig the year, yielding an income of Rs. 400 over the 
former asse.s.smeni, but it did not take effect till after tho close of the year. 

29. Frrfih impostls levied durimy ihc year. — During the 3 ’ear the provi- 
.«iions of the Ih.'iigal ISIiinirnjKil Act, 1876, relating to tlie registration of carts 
and the levy of a tax on carriages, horses, tind animals, were introduced into tlie 
munici]>ality of Dinagopore. Fees for the registration of carts only were ordered 
to bo levied in flic following municipalities : — Durbhunga, Bansbariah, Cutwa, 
Kotrung, and Kendrajiarali. 'Plm imposition of tlio tax on carriages and 
animals was sanctioned in the municipality of Midnaport^. In some of the 
towns these imposts w'ere introduced late in the year, and tliereforu no actual 
realization of revenue* took place during the year. 

The question of taxing <*arriages, animals, and carts in the municipality of 
tlio suburbs of Calcutta and tho neighbouring muiiicipaliticis, wliicli was 
reported in paragraph 27 of last year’s report as ponding settlement, was 
finally decided during tho 3 '^ear under review. With a view to alleviate thehard- 
slii]) of a double taxation, against which the carriage and cart owners complained, 
it has boon arranged that hciicefortli tho {Suburban (Aliport') Municipality 
will lax all carriages and rcjgister all carts kept or habitually used wdthiii tho 
North Suburban Municipality and on the suburban roadsid<?s of the South 
Suburban Municipality at tlic rates prevailing in tlio Alipore Municipality, and 
that orio-lialf of tho tax and fees so realized from the North and South Suburban 
Municipalities wdll bo paid over to those muniei])alities in equal shares, and 
the other half will bo retained by the AMporo MunicipaliD'^ to moot tho 
charges for registration and collection. 

During the year tlie attention of Government was drawn to the working 
of tho cart-tax in the municipalities of Beaulcali and Nattore, in the district 
of Kujshajiyo, and it appeared that the tax was hivioil on all carts found 
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■within munici[)al limits, without any enquiry as to whether they were kept 
habitually within the municipalities or not. As j^reat hardship was caused by 
this mode of levying the tax, and as it also interfered most injuriously with 
the trade of the district, the commissioners of the two municipalities were 
asked to take steps to remedy the evil. The Commissioner of the Beauleah 
Municipality have lately resolved to limit the levy of the tax on such carts only 
as are habitually kept or hsod within the municipality. In the Nattoro 
Municipality the tax has been altogether withdrawn from the town with effect 
from the 1st April 1879. ^ 

30. hecitjication bf municipal houndarics . — Towards the close of the past 
year the boundaries of the union of Kissengungo were revised. Tlio order 
sanctioning the revised boundaries came into effect from the Ist April 1878. 

The boundaries of the town of Kajporc, a second class municipality 
in the district of 24-l*ergunnahs, situated near tbo lino of the Calcutta and 
South-Eastern Stato Railway, which wore revised during the year 1870-77, 
had to be again altered during the course of the year under review by the 
withdrawal of an agricultural village called Ukhila from the block of villages 
which compose the municipality. The village is now under the watch and 
ward of chowkidars appointed under the Bengal Act VI of 1870. 

The limits of the municipality of Purulia, a town in the district of 
Manbhoom, were also extended during the year st> as to bring under muiiic^al 
regulations certain coolie depOts, and also two tanks which aro said to bo 
the best in the neighbourhood of Purulia. The proposal of the commissioners 
was sanctioned after careful consideration, and tlie revised boundaries came 
into effect from the 1st October 1878. 

boundaries of the municipality of Hooglily and Chinsurah were also 
revised during the year. Much inconvenience having been felt by the collectors 
of the municipal tax in realizing the taxes, owing to the want of a well-defined 
line of demarcation between the French settlement of Chandernagoro and the 
old Dutch town of Chinsurah, the boundaries of the municipality were 
defined by the erection of masonry pillars or other kinds of })crmaucut land- 
marks hotwoon the two places. 

The area of the Durhhunga municipality wa^ extended by the inclusion 
of thirteen mohuUas within municipal limits. Proposals for the revision 
of the boundaries of the hill station of Darjeeling and of the town of Deoghur, 
in the district of the Sonthul Pergunnahs, were also under consideration when 
the year closed. 

31. Income . — The following table shows the receipts of the different 
classes of municipalities, unions, and stations as compared with those of the 
previous year : —

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Agreeably to the remarks contained in paragraph 4 of the letter of the 
Government of India, Home Department, No. 73, dated the 18th June 1879, 
the statement has been prepared in greater detail tlian in previous 3 " ears! 
The receipts under the four items of “tolls,” “ trade licenses,” “ fees on musical 
)»rocessioiis,” “ and tax on brick kilns, itc.,” have been sliown in detail, and 
have been classed under tlie head of taxation.

Turning to <ho statement of income for the past 3 ^car it will be seen 
that tlu^ municipal revenue from taxation shows an increase over that of the 
preceding year by Rs. 90,3(34, the figures being Rs. 17,91,378 against 
Rs. 17,01,014. 

Tbo two principal itenm of revenue, viz. the rale upon houses and lands, 
and the tax upon occupiers, show a slight decrease, owing in many cases as 
remarked b}' the Comtnissionor of the l^atna Division, to the taxgathcrers having 
had to devote much of their time to the collection of the Imperial Dicense Tux. 

The in<i<jme from the tax upon carriages and animals shows aii increase 
of Rs. 1 1 ,319 over that of previous year, being Rs. 1, 30,400 against Rs. 1,25,905 
in 1877-78. 

On the other band the income from tolls on roads atid ferries shows a 
decrease of Rs. 14,432. Applications from many second class muuitu- 
jialities for a participation in the income from public ferries have b*.*cn 
rcfusJid during the 3 'ear, as such receipts form properly an ittuu of j^rovincial 
rev*Miue. 9 ''he levv of tolls on ivads is a sort of taxation to which the 
G(#veriMuc*nt of Bcjiigal has been alwjn's op])osed, as it tends to interfere with 
the trade of the <iountr 3 '’. In this view the Lieutenant-Governor in 187(i-77 
diroi*4ed the abolition of a number of toll-bars in the municipality of Howrah. 

A now source of income whhdi came into existence during the past 3 'ear 
wa.s the hnusc-scaveugering tax under Act VI (B.C.; of 1878. It yielded a 
rovtunie of Rs. 1,09,1(14. 

Taking the pojmlation living within municipal limits at 2,804,050, 
as shown in tin? abstract statenioiit at pages 14 and 15 of the ap])endix, 
the incidence of taxation per licad of 2 >opulation was 9 amias and 10 jjic. ''riio 
incidence, of municipal income from all aourcjcs taken together ].ier head of 
jjojmlation was 11 annas and 8 pie. The corresponding figures for 1877-78 
wore 9 annas and 5 pie and 11 annas and 2 pie respectively. 

32. Total sum available, — Adding the not balance of the previous year, 
amounting to Rs. 5,02,951, to the income of the 3 ’ear under review, tlie t()tal 
sum wliich was available for expenditure by the various municipalities during 
the year was Rs. 20,17,775. Deducting the total expenditure during the year, 
whi(;h amounted to Rs. 21,54,403, as shown below, the balanc.o at its close, 
after taking into calculation the deficit balances, was Rs. 4,69,594. •

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34. Estahtiskment and collection charges . — Taking each class of munufipalil 

tics separately, it will bo found that 
the cost of cstablisljiTicnt j)ropcr in first 
class municij)alitios was less tlian in the 
previous year by Us, 1,530, while the 
cliarge for collection increased by Rs. 137. 
In second class municijialitics, the cost of 
establishment increased by Rs. 5,757, but 
there was a decrease of Rs. 5,520 in col- 
lection charges. In unions tlio cost of 
ostablishinent as well as collection charges 
were more than that of last year ]»y Rs 834 
andRs. 17 respectively. In stations the 
co.st of establish in cut showed a dccroaso 
of Rs. 1,057, while on the other hand 
collection charges increased by Rs. 821. 

, Taking both the cost of establishment 
and collection chajrgcs together, there was a not decrease of Rs. 1,150, as will be 
seen from the table on margin. 

35, Police. — I'ho total cost of maintaining the jiolico force emjdoycd in 
the various municipalities, unions, and stations during tlie 3'ear was R..s. 5,4G.,430, 
against Rs. 5,f38,38S during Iho previous year, showing an increase of Us. 8, ‘012.

Of the 51 constables shown as le.ss in the above statement., iho greater 
number wore reduced from the strength of the police force in the districts 
of TJooghly, 24-Perguniiahs, anJPubna. 

The incflicicncy of the muuici])al police is still the subject of general com- 
plaint. Only 12 per cent, of tlio rank and file of the force can read and write. 

The proportion of the annual iiicoino absorbed l>y tho police emploved in 
the various classes of municipalities was as follows : in first class municipalities, 
19‘47 per rent.; in second class muuicipalitio.s, 37'01 per cent.; in unions, 
63*12 percent.; in stations, 13-07 per cent.; in all grade's of municipalities 
taken together, a general average of 25*83 per cent. The c.vpenditino per 
head of population on account of pulieo in the nuinielpalitie.s oL the dificrent 
grades was as follows ; in first class municipalities, three aiinad and seven pie ; 
in second cla.ss niunicipalitios, two aiiiins and seven pie; in unions, tv-o annas 
and three pie; in stations, three annas and five pic; in all tho municijialitios, 
unions, jand stations taken together, tlio iucidouce was three annus per head. 
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r 36. Conmvimey and tUanmg , — Tho total amount oxpcmded under this 
head was Rs. 4,22,942* against Es. 3,68,010 during the previous year, showing 
an incrcaso of Rs. 54,932. The increase was distributed as follows : in first 
class municipalities, Rs. 43,046; in second class municipalities, Rs. 11,578 ; and 
in stations, Rs. 1,355. In unions tho expenditure under this head was less by 
Ks, 1,047 than that of 1877-78. In first class municipalities the increase was 
most marked in the municipalities of tho suburbs of Calcutta and Howrah, 
being Rs. 23,7a9 and Rs. 10,143 respecliv^ely, as shown on the margin.

Jji suburbs of Calcutta the establishment for 

— I cleansing roads and drains w'as ro-organized and 

incrouM ... 10,143 divided hclwccfi. the different wards ; 1,25,910 cart- 


loads of drain-silt and 2,24,907 loads of street-sweep- 
iugsand other refuse were carted away to low lands and ponds, by which means 
twenty-one filthy tanks and ponds Avore filled up and reclaimed. Seventy-two 
foul.tauks were cleansed and fifty-eight bcoghas of land were cleaned of jungle 
and filth ; 153 mauiid.s of fish, grain, and other articles unfit for human food were 
seized, condemned, and desi ro^Td. This shows that a pretty constant .supervision 
was kept over tho hats and markets within the nuiniiiipalily. 

In Midiiaporo, five new latrines were constructed during the year, and the 
commissioiK'rs j)r()])oso to erect five more during llu^ current year. 

In Hooghl}", tAvo new latrines avitc cons.tru('.tt;d during the year. 

In the Bhagul])oro, municipality, there are twelve masonry latrines and 


67 mat ones for the coiiA'onieiico of the people. 

Ill Monghyr, thcro aro 13 pneca and 5 kntcha latrines in different parts of 
the town for the use of the* jmhiic; tlie swet'ju'r.^; arc j)reHciit at all hours, and 
great care is taken to k(‘op the places as clean as jiossihlo ; Khoid-iron urinals 
have also been erected in A^arious parts t>f the^town to prevent tho people 
from committing* nuisanijos in the streets. 


Ill Arrah, a small latrine Avith six seats AV'ns eonstructed during tho year, 
in tho muiiicijial market for the use of tlio people resorting to tlu‘ market. 
About sixty urinals have been made indifferent jiarts of tho town; they consist 
of tarred earthen atssoLs placed in the ground. At iutervnls they aro taken 
away by the municipal sweepers and emptii'd on Avuste lands outside tlio 
town. Large earthen A^essels liave also been put in variou.s ])luces throughout 
tlio town to catch the refuse water floAving from draiii.s in private houses. 
Among second clas.s immicijiulitie.s, the towns Avliicli sjxnit most on con- 
servancy during the year Avero Berhamport', Lulliagh, and (hiltack. 

In Bcrhaiujioro, the arrangement for the removal of night-soil was imprinted. 
(JoA^red tubs are n<»Av used by almost all tlie nieht rs. No mcliter who 
lias not registered his name is alloAvud to carry on liis trade in tlie town. Six 
covered night-soil carts for tlio romoA^al of the soil from tho jmblic latrines were 
constructed during tlie year. Two plots of land A\xire taken up at the two 
extroiiiitics of the town for trenching 11 igliKsoil. About fifteen bcoghas of tho 
treiichod land were ciiltivateii and sowni with limsecd, wheat, and grain. 
There arc nine hitriiios AA’ithin the municijiality for the convenience of the 
lower classes. The municipality has also undertaken from the past year the 
work of cleaning private privies at a rate Avhioh varies from six annas to two 


annas per mensem. 

Proper arrangements liavc been made by the Municipal Commissioners 
for the dis])osal of dead bodies found floating on the river. Four sites have 
been selected in the four wards of the town for burning ghltts, and it has been 
resolved to confine tho burning of all dead bodies exclusively to these gliAts. 
An experimental incinerator has also been constructed at one of tho gliUts 
for the burning of pauper corpses free of charge. • 

Much inconvenience having been felt by municipalities in tho discharge 
of one of their principal functions, namely tho romoA^al of night-soil from 
private premises, for the want of legal authority empowering the Commissioners 
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to levy any fees to roimburse thomselves for the cost of maintaining an estab- 
lishment of night-men, &c., Act VI (B.C.) of 1878, as noticed in last year’s report, 
was passed on tho urgent representations of the Commissioners of the munici- 
palities of Howrah and the suburbs of Calcutta. Tho Act is applicable to 
first class municipalities only, and empowers the Commissioners of the Muni- 
cipalities to which the Act may be extended to levy a foe on a fixed scale calcu- 
lated on tho annual value of holdings. In the case of railway promises, 
factories, workshops, coolie dcp6te, schools, court-houses, or other similar 
places, tliG Act allows an alteniative tax, viz. a rate per head on tho number 
of persons living within or habitually resorting to such places. It also provides 
for tho construction and maintenance c>f latrines in places whore people 
always assemble in crow'ds, such as markets and hdis, Tlic j^rovisions of this 
Act, taken in connection with the sanitary clauses of tlio Bengal Municipal 
Act, form a fairly complete* hygienic code for the effectual carrying out of 
sanitary arrangements.

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^7, Moads, — ^The total expenditure on roads during the •■year amounted 
to fts. 4,34,817, against Rs. 4,03,119 in the previous year, showing an increase 
of Rs. 31,698. The increase was mostly in first and second class municipalities, 
being Rs. 8,484 and Rs. 21,348 respectively over the expenditure in 1877-78, 
The increase was most marked in the municipalities in the Burdwan, Rajshahyo 
and Coocli Bchar, and Bhagulpore Divisions. 

To lessen the expenditure of municipalities under the head of Roads,’’ and 
to make available a greater amount of money for works of a sanitary nature, 
the following roads, which arc through lines of communication between districts, 
have been excluded from the operation of the Municipal Act, under section 32 of 
that Act, and placed in charge of District Road Cess Committees : — 

(1.) In the Nussocrabad municipality, in the district of Mymonsingh, 
tlio portion of the main road between Dacca and Scrajgunge 
which lies within the limits of that municipality. 

(2.) The six roads named in the margin, which lie within the limits of

(4.) The Cliuprah road, tho Buxar road,. and the railway feeder road, 
all of which run through tho Arrah municipality. 

(5.) The Nimta road, a through line of communication in the sub- 
division of Dum-Dum, and running through the North Suburban 
and Kadihatty municipalities. 

(6.) Tho portions of two roads, locally called the Lakshaiu road and 
the J’ilgrini’s road, lying within the limits of tho (^onimilluh 
municijiality. 

Tho roads in almost all first class and in very many of the second class 
municipalities have been well hiokod aftt'r, find in many of them trees have 
been planted. Thus at Ranaghat, jhow, teak, and sisu trees have hofui planted 
on the sides of some of the roads. At Mozulfcrporo the sidtjs of live of the 
municipal roads were planted with 1,144 mango and sisu trroft at a cost ol 
Rs. 795. The trees were presented to tho municipality for this purpose by 
some liberal zemindars of the town. 


At Ilooghly four new roads W'cro made by the munici])ality, tho bricks 
for metalling being supplied gratis by tho l esidents near tho roads. 

38. Lighting , — The expenditure under this head shows an increase of 
Rs. 23,633 over that of the year before. Tho bulk f)f tins inert‘ase occurred 
in the municipality of tlie suburbs of Calcutta. During the year umh'r review 
arrangements were concluded by this mujiici])ality witli tho Oriental Gas Com- 
pany for lighting some of tho jmncipal thoroughfares of tho town with gas. Alto- 
gether 360 gas lamps and 208 kcrosino lamps were lighted iirtlie suburbs; 
the cost of lighting was Ks. 35,630. At llowruh, a special lighting rate at 
3 per cent, is imposed, under Act V (B.C.) of 1873, on tho residents of those 
streets which are liglited with gas. 

39. Sanitalion and Drainage — During the year under review tlic expen- 
diture under this head amounted to Ks. 37,254, against Rs. 22,780 in the 
previous year, thus Hh(jwiiig an increase of Rs. 14,474. The most noticeable 
operations in regard to the im])rovemciit of drainage during the year were those 
undertaken in Dinagepore. It was stated in the report for 1877-78 that a scheme 
for draining this tow'ii was under consideration when the year closed. During 
the year under review the scheme was placed before a coinniitteo, at the head of 
wliich was the Sanitary CommiHsioiior for ihuigal, and they iTiported favour- 
ably upon it and recommended its adoption. It is to clear out tho channels 

^ of two stagnant streams, called the Kachai and Gogra nullahs, which drain 
the town ; to make an embankmont at the pr(Jsorit mouth of tho Gogra where it 
joins the Purnabhaba river, in order to prevent tlie waters of tho latter from 
running up the Gogra and flooding the town; and to cut a new drainage 
channel seven miles long to fall into the Purnabhaha, and by this means to 
carry off all tho drainage of tho town. Tho schome has been approved by 
Government, ft is estimated to cost about Rs. 60,000. As an encouragement to 
local bodies who arc willing to undertake drainage schemes, the jfaeuteimnt-

Governor gave a grant oi Rs. 10,000 from provincial revenues to the 
Dinageporo municipality in aid of tho project, and since tbo year closed 
the municipality has been authorized to contract a loan of Rs. 10 000 
from tho estate of Moharani Shyaiii Mohini of Diiiagej)oro to njoet in part 
the cost of tho Bcheme. The services of a Government (mginecr liave also 
been placed at the disposal of the municipality free of charge for carrying 
out the works. ” 

Within the town of Rungpore and in its vicinity there are a number of 
marshes which cover an area of over three thousand beeglias. Most of tho 
owners of these marshes liave made a free gift of them to the Rungpore 
municipality, which has undertaken to boar the cost of reclaiming them from 
its own funds, supplcuientod by public subscri}>tions. 

At Kishnaghur, a sub-committee of the Commissioners has been appointed 
for drawing up a complete sclioine of drainage for tho town. It is reported 
that it has commenced work with a special ostablisliment of surveyors under it. 

At Monghyr, with a view to construct a I'cgular system of drainage for 
tho town, tli(j Commissioners have caused a survey of tho town to bo made and 


a map prepared. 

At Gya, to improve the drainage, tho Commissioners caused a survey of 
tho town to be made, and the levels of existing drains to bo taken. They 
intend now to begin the work in parts of the town where drainage is urgcntl}’' 
needed, and lo extend it as funds become available from year to year. In the 
municipalities of llettiah and Motihari the people contributed towards the 
construction of drains in front of their respective houses, and now almost 
all the roads within these munici]>alitics have got masonry drains at their sides. 

During the year under review a Rill was before the Bengal Ijcgislativo 
Council which has since become law as Act II (B.C. ) of 1870. It provides for 
the extension of tho Poorce Lodging-liouso Act IV (B.C.) of 1871 to any 
town or place through or to which people go on pilgrimage, and to the lines of 
roads leading thereto. Under tins Act all fines aiid fees realized are to be 
expended for tho sanitary iraprovoment of tho towns and places in whicli the 
Act may bo in force. Its provisions have been extended to tho town of Dooghur, 
in the Bonthal PergunnaJis, where d largo number of pilgrims annually go to 
visit tin? shrine of Baid 3 \*inath* and to the town of Gya, where even a greater 
, „ , « . narnher of people 
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sioner lor Bengal, 

and valuable suggestions have been received from him for improving tho sanita- 
tion of tho towns inspected by him. 

'I’lie subjfict of tlio improvement of bustces, which is intimatel}' connected 
M'ith^ that of sanitation, was taken up with much earnestness by some of tho 
municipalities, especially by the Suburban Municipalit}’'. The improvement of 
Gossain bustce, one of the filthiest of tho numerous native hamlets in the suburbs, 
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was completely carried out during tho year under review. Considering the 
peculiar circumstances of tho case, and that the work was one for which there was 
no precedent, either in Calcutta or in the suburbs, tho successful t(?rniinatif>n of 
the labours of the Commissioners in connectiotf with this bustec is ii matter of 


much satisfaction. The cost of the improvements made was Rs. 8,720, which has 
been paid by the zemindar of the bus^ee, Baboo Aniioda Prosad Cundu Chowdry. 
Tho state of tho numerous cow-houses situated in the suburbs and the 


nuisances caused by them also received much attention from the Commissioners 
during the year. The question is said to have been taken up in caniest by the 
Committees of Wards Nos. 1 and 2 within which tho principal goivala bustees 
are located. It was decided that these people should remove from their present 
sites to places which are less thickly inhabited and where there is ample 
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space for building commodious yards for tbeir cattle. T\iq gowalaa have 
petitioned Government against tho proceedings of the Municipal Commissioners 
in the matter, and tho subject is under consideration. 

41. Water-supply . — The expenditure under this head amounted to Rs. 65,624 
against Rs. 8,620 during the previous year, thus showing an increase of 
Rs. 57,004. Nearly the whole of this expenditure was incurred by two muni> 
Daijcciinp, R«. 46.811. cipalitios, uamcly those of Darjeeling and Dacca, as 

Dacca, Rs. 1G.4BU. sliown on the margin. Tlio subject of tho Darjeeling 

water-supply scheme was referred to in last year’s report. In tho present 
year the amount of expenditure represents the value of piping and the cost 
of laying them down. 

At Dacca tho question of the extension of tho supply of filtered water 
to other parts of tho town was taken up during the year. The line of exten- 
sion has been determined, and jiqies have been procured at a cost of Rs. 14,506 
. from the last gift of Nawab Ashunoollah amounting to Rs. 20,0r0, mentioned 
in tho report for 1876-77. 

Tho question of extending tho metropolitan water-supply to tho suburbs 
was the subject of discussion during tho year botwocn the Suburban Municipal 
Commissioners and the Corporation of the town of Calcutta. Rut the 
negotiation appears to have practically failed on account of tho heavy annual 
subsidy demanded by tho latter body. It was estimated tliat tho annual 
expenditure required for tlie purpose would bo Rs*. 1 ,80,89d, or nearly 7*37 per 
cent, on the assessment. Adding to this the cost of collection and other 
incidental charges, an additional rate of not less than 8J per cent, on the 
annual value of holdings over and above the existing house rate of 7\ per 
cent, would bo required to cover this annual expenditure. Tho Commissioners 
think, and the Lieutenant-Governor agrees with them, that the suburban 
rate-payers are hardly able to pay this additioiiul w’^atcr-rate. 

Much practical improvement was carried out in tin’s direction h}' various 
municipalities in the mofussil. At Kishnaghur a culvert "was constructed 
through tho town for the purpose of bringing fresh w'atcr from the river into 
tho numerous tanks which arc situated within tho town and from which 
the inhabitants obtain tlieir drinking waten 

At Jessorc five tanks have been set apart fox' drinking purpose, and polico- 
guards have been put upon thorn to protect them from pollution. At Midnuporo 
four tanks have been reserved by tho Commissioners under section 209 of 
Act V (B.C.) of 1876 for tho supply of drinking w^ater to the inhabitants. 

At Arrali, tho Soane Canal authorities filled two (»f the biggest tanks of 
the town with water from the canal. It is reported that more tanks require 
thus to bo filled up, but tbo caiuil department have cx^iressed tbeir inabilitv 
to comply with the request of tho Commissioners. 

At Motihari, the condition of the lakes lying on the south and west of 
the town was improved by bringing fresh water into thorn from tho Sikt'rana 
river, and a drainage channel was cut at a cost of Ks. 1,550, joining the lakes 
with the river. The cost -was defrayed by the Motihari Indigo concern and 
by tho Chuniparuii Road Cess Committee in equal sliares. 

42. Buildings . — Tho expenditure under this head was Rs. 19,198 loss 
than that of 1877-78, tho figures being Rs. 34,989 in 1878-79 and Rs. 64,187 
in 1877-78. The only noticeable items under this head were the construction 

of the new town hall at Darjeeling and the erection of a shod at Lobong for 
the Thibetan traders. 

At Patna, the Municipal Commissioners constructed a building for their 
office in the very centre of the city on a {dot jof land which was given 
by tho Government. A portion of the land has also boon sot apart for a 
market, and stalls have been erected for tbo accommodation of dealers. 
The Commissioners have named the market “ Ramsaygungo,” in compliment 
to Captain H. M. Ramsay, District Superintendent of Police, who was tho 
originator of the project. 

43. Education . — The municipal expenditure on education shows an 

jjg increase of Rs. 1,539 over that of the previous year 

1877-78 22,862 as shown on the margin. In paragraph 5 of the 

letter of tho Homo Department, No. 73 of 18th 

Juno 1879, reviewing the report for 1877-78, the Government of India 
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drew the attention, of this Government to the smallness of the expen- 
diture under this head, and remarked that the amount was extremely 
small for tho wholo urban population of the largest and one of tho most 
advanced of Indian provinces. With reference to this it may bo in the first 
place noticed that under section 61 of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1876, 
expcinditure on schools is only a secondary object of municipal administration, 
and that tho Government of Bengal cannot insist on any municipality devoting 
its funds in this direction. I'ho suburban municipality, for instance, justifies the 
reduction in tlieir grant under this head during the current year, from Rs. 6,000 
to 3,000, on tho ground that thercj are many directions in which municipal 
funds can bo more justly expended than in providing for high class educa- 
tion. In the second place it is to be observed that from the report of the 
Director of Public Instruction in Bengal, it appears that both primary and 
secondary education get along very well in largo towns, and any contributions 
from municipal funds go to reKeve, if not wholly at least partly, parents of 
legitimate expenditure for tho education of their children. It appears from the 

report of the Director of Public Instruction for the .

Toui ... 4^91.482 margin. Under these circumstances, the Licutenaut- 

Governor docs not desire to press municipalities to 
do moro in tho way of subscription to town schools. 

44. Audit of Municipal Accounts. — The general scheme of local audit of 
municipal accounts, which was referred to in tlio report of 1877-78, was not 
sanctioned by the Government of India during tho year under review. It is 
only lately tliat this sanction has been received. The duty of audit was, 
however, performed in some municipalities by sub-committees of the Commis- 
sioners or by paid auditors. A circular was issued by this Govornmoiit in 
September 1879 impressing upon the Chairmen of municipiilities tho necessity 
of having this duty done regularly, and tho statutory responsibility which 
attaches to them under Act V (B.Ct) of 1876 for tho neglect of this duty. 

45. Remarkable incidents of ihe year. — To prevent loss from fires which in 
tho hot season often occur in tho town of Bankoora, tho Municipal Commis- 
sioners organized during the year a fire-brigade. Many respectable residents 
of tbo town and officers of the criminal courts voluntarily joined this baud, 
and it now counts a hundred gcntlciiM*ii on its rolls. 

In Rungp ore, three oxteiisivo fires took place during tho year, and did 
considerable damage to property. To prevent future disasters of this kind 
tho Municipal Commissi oners propose to extend section of th(3 Municipal 
Act in the crowded parts of the town. As tiles arc not obtuinablo in the 
district, the Commissioners have decided upon importing tile manufacturers at 
their own expense, so th;it tho people may got tiles made at a reasouahle cost. 
To help this object two rich rcsitleiit.s of tho town, Bahoos Gohind Dal Roy 
and Gyanando Naraiu Roy Chowdry, have promised subscriptions of Rs. 1,000 
and Rs. 500 respectively. 

At Purneah ihe Municipal Office was burnt down by a fire on the night 
of the Ist March 1879, and all the records of the municipality wc'ro destroyed. 

46. General Remarks. — I rom tho reports of the Divisional Commissioners 
and those of individual niunicipaliiics, it a})pcars that where tlie Municipal 
Commissioners spent their income judiciously and real i!n])rovoment was made 
in tho condition of tho town as rcgtirds conservancy, sanitation, and moans of 
communication, tho people paid their taxes, to say tho least, without any special 
grumbling.

With reference to the resolution of the Goveniiuent of India in 
the Department of Revenue, Agriculture, and Commerce, No. 1 — 27, dated 
the 27th March 1872, I am directed to submit, for the information of His 
Excellency the Governor-General in Coiinoil, tho following report on municipal 
taxation and expenditure in tho Lower Provinijcs of Bengal for the year 
1879-80, together with classified statements showing the income and expenditure 
of tho municipalities, unions, and stations during that year, prepared in accord- 
ance with the instructions contained in tho orders of the Government of India 
in the same Department, No. 2^81, dated tho 8th August 1876. 


CALCUTTA. ' 

2. EUction of C^wTiwww’anersi— Three years having expired from tho date 
of the fiirst election of Commissioners under the existing Act, a new election 
was held in Qctober 1879. Tho result showed that the people do not take any 
general interest in the exercise of the Municipal franchise. The number of 
persons registered os qualified to vote was 7,004 against 4,994 in 1870, but it 
was stiJi small in proportion to the number of persons qualified to vote. Of 
tho total number registered, 6,025 wore Hindus, 604 were Mahomedans, 
and 876 belonged to other races. According to tho last census Calcutta 
contained 278,224 Hindus, 123,556 Mahomedans, and 27,755 persons bolong- 

.ing to other races. Only 6,093 voted ariosi 4,158 in 1876, while iri 
six wards, out of the 18, the number actuauy showed a decrease. In only 
three wards did more than ' 600 persons vote, while in nine the number was 
less than 250, add in four less than 100. Of tho 48 Commissioners, 11 were, 
elected by. loss than 100 votes each and 23 by less than 200, while only five 
polled more than 600 votes. Ii^ward No. 18 only nine persons voted for the 
election of two Commissioners. 

3. Mwnieifial orgamsaimi . — -The general committee, known as the Town 
Council^ was daring the year under report reduced to more moderate 
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dimensiouB, though for a working sub^committee it is still unduly large. 
There were twelve sub-committees to dispose of, or report on, special subjects ; 
but it appears that such committees as the Tank Committee and the 
Committee for the Improyement of Bustees, two of the most important 
committees, did not hold more than ono meeting each. The law requires that 
there shall be one ordinary meeting of the Commisfdoners in each month 
if there is any general business for disposal. During the year only ono ordi- 
nary meeting was held. There wore, however, four quarterly, ten special 
general, and four special meetings. Altogether 22 Commissioners attended 
more than 30 general or committee meetings, and of these five attended more 
than 50. A considerable number of Commissioners, elected and nominated, 
were in office for less than twelve months of the year ; and it is difficult 
to jud^e of the amount of interest taken by them in the administration of the 
municipality ; but of the Commissioners who had held office before, and were 
re-elected, no less than four attended only five and tliroo only eight meetings, 
general or committoo, during the twelve months.

An important concession was offered by the* Government of India, and accepted 
by the Commissioners during the year, under which the liabilities of the 
municipality to Government were consolidated into one loan, to bo discharged, 
after, surrender of the Sinking Fund on the Governmeut loans, in sixty equal 
half-yearly payments, llie Government of India consented to take over the 
Sinking Fund at the market rate of the securities on 1st January 1879, the 
date of adjustment. On this date the principal outstanding on the Govern- 
ment books (a sum of Ks. 2,346-0-9 on account of the instalment of the market 
loan due in 1878 being adjusted) was Ks. 95,20,384-1-5. The value of the 
Sinking Fund surrendered on that date was Rs. 10,89,184-7-2. The balance 
outstanding on 1st January 1879 was thereforo lis. 78,31,199-10-3, and the 
Accountant-General ha.s completed arrangements for adjusting this consolidated 
loan in accordance with the terms proposed by the Government of India. 
This measure is one of great importance to the municipality. It has diminished 
its yearly contributions by more than a lakh and a quarter of rupees j and by 
lengthening the period for the extinction of the municipal liabilities to Govern- 
ment, it relieves tlio present rate-payors of an unduly heavy share in the cost 
of permanent improveiocDts to the town. 

5. The debenture loan was increased by six lakhs of rupees during the 
year, of which four lakhs wero required for the construction of drainage works 
and two lakhs for increasing the water-supply. I'he loan at 5 per cent, was 
floated ill June, when money was dear and the price of Government securities 
was low. Under the circumstances tlie result was fliir. The Bank of Bengal 
took up Ks. 5,08,000 at Rs. 99*4, the balance, Hs. 92,000, having been taken 
up in small sums at par, or a little above it. At tlie close of the year therefore 
the debenture loan stood thus —

6. loanee of the The financial position of the municipality 

at the close of 1878 was most unsatisfactory. The balance at its credit 
exclnsive of the value of stores in stock, was Rs. 1,88,457-14, while 
the liabilities still to bo discharged amounted to Rs. 4,73,531. In view 
of this deficit, the Commissioners raised the houso-rato for 1879 from 9 per 
cent, to the full rate of 10 per cent., and raised the water-rato from 34 to 
per cent. The budget was framed for an income of Rs. 32,66,753 against 
Rs. 25,86,628 in 1878. The expenditure was estimated at Rs. 83,59 204 
against Rs. 29,30,211 in the previous year. The result has been that cquili- 
briuni has been more than secured, and that the year 1879 closed with a credit 
balance, exclusive of the value of stores, of *Rs. 6,65,460.

The balance remaining in hand at the close of the year was Rs. 9,66,910. 
At the close of the year 1879 bills for no less tlian Rs. 6,75,939 wore lying 
unrealised in tho hands of the different responsible officers. A sub-committee, 
Hbwever, has been appointed to investigate the matter ; a special establishment 
has been employed to work off the arrears, and care will be taken in future to 
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distinguish between the arrears of eaeh current year and those of the previous 
years, 

9. Assessment . — The assessment of ward No. 5 and of a part of ward 
No. 4 was revised during the year 1879. The result was a net increase of 
Es. 2,80,000 in the annual valuation of the premises concerned. This ropre* 
seated, on the house, water, {lolice, and lighting rates charged during the year, 
an increase of Es. 12,683 in the demand. 

1 0. Licetise Department . — The licenses issued by the Corporation during the 
year numbered 27,759 against 26,626 in 1878. There was an increase of 18 in 
joint-stock companies, and consequently an increase of nearly Rs. 1,800 in the 
receipts under the first class. Merchants, agents, &o., numbered 1,281 against 
1,450 in 1878 ; barristers, attorneys, and pleaders of the High Court were 199 
against 208 ; while inferior legal practitioners showed an increase from 127 
to 137. There was an increase from 10 to 14 in the number of surgeons, and 
from 121 to 139 in that of inferior medical practitioners. The receipts were 
Rs. 2,55,823 against Rs. 2,55,127 in 1878. 

11. Tramxomj . — The Commissioners arranged during the year for a 
complete system of tramways for tho town, and an Act was passed to give 
them tho necessary powers and to regulate tho proceedings. Tho tramway 
will converge along the principal Hues of traffic in tho town to a circular 
tramway passing round h\iirlie Place, Strand Road, Koila Ghilt Street, 
and' Clive Street. Hie grantees are bound under penalty to construct in 
three years six miles of tramway on the metro-gauge of 3 feet 3| inches, 
or on such other gauge not exceeding 4 feet 8-^^ indies as may bo agreed 
on. The yearly rent will bo Rs. 3,000 for each mile of double line and 
Es. 2,000 for each mile of single lino, rising gradually in 21 years to 
Rs. 4,000 and Rs. 3,000 respectively. After 21 years, and at the end of every 
seven years subsequently, the Corporation will Lave the right of purchase at 1| 
of the invested capital. 

12. Waier-supplif . — The question of tho extension of the water-supply 
was under the consideration of a special committee during the year. The 
committee’s report, however, did not meet with the approval of the Commis- 
sioners, and the matter was sent back for consideration by an enlarged 
committee. Hut as a great waste of time had been allowed to occur in uiis 
most important matter, the Govornmont pressed upon tho Commissioners the 
necessity of coming to some decision without further delay. Sanction has 
sinco boon given to a proposal of the Commissioners to lay an independent 
main between Tullah and Wellington Square. Tho effect of this will be to 
save half a million of gallons at present wasted every night, and the work can 
be carried out without prejudice to any scheme for oxtonsion which may be 
ultimately adopted. The average daily supply of filtered water during tho 
year was 7,404,159 gallons against 7,260,320 in 1878 and 6,719,266 in 1877. 
The simply of water, however, is quite insufficient for tho wants of tho town ; 
and seeing how much tho sanitary condition of Calcutta must bo affected 
by the sanitary condition of its suburbs, the Lioutonant-Governor has 
suggested to the Commissioners of tho Town of Calcutta that they 
should place themselves in communication with tho Municipality of the 
Suburbs with the view of extending the water-supply to the more thickly- 
populated parts of the suburbs, some of which are in the immediate neighbour- 
hood of the municijial water-pipes. It is of the utmost importance to the well- 
being of the town and its environs that the Commissioners should construct a 
new 62 inch conduit from Pulta whereby the daily supply of filtered water will be 
increased by at least twelve millions gallons ; and, on the understanding that this 
work will bo undertaken, the Lieutenant-Governor proposes to amend the law so 
as to reduce the sinkiug fund contribution on the necessary loan from 2 to I per 
cent. Ho would also extend tins privilege to future loans for drainage works. 
Those works are of a permanent nature, and it is not fair that the cost of pro- 
viding them should fall exclusively on the present generation of rate-payers. 

13. Vital Statistics . — The recorded birth-rate of tho year was 14*9 
per mille against 13 '7, the average of tho previous ten years. Registration, 
howover, was admittedly extremely imperfect before 1875, when therato 
rose to 16*2 froni 10\8 in ’1874. In 1870 and J877 it was 17*3, and ift 
1878, 16*1. It seems quite clear that there was a relaxation last year 
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in the eiforto to s^ure accurate birth statistics. During the first ei&ht 
months the number of births recorded in each luontli was marhoUly 
less than the figures for the corresponding period of 1878. In the last 
four there was an improvement, but only in comparison with 1878; for, 
except in December, the number was generally much smaller than that 
recorded in the last four months of 1875, 1876, and 1877. Such improvement 
as occurred is attributed to the co-operation of the Conservancy Dej)artmont. 
This department will continue to render assistance, and arrangements have 
also been made to organize a special registering establishment. The Health 
Officer correctly points out that more perfect registration of births will be 
essential to the successful working of the compulsory vaccination law. The 
birth rate of Calcutta is always low in comparison with that of otlier large cities, 
hilt there can be little doubt that the rate recorded for 1879 was considerably 
below the true rate. 

14. Tho death-rate was 30-3 per mille against 28*5, the mean of the 
previous ten years. In mortuary statistics, as in those of birth, there has been 
an improvement since 1875, and there is no reason to doubt that the returns 
of deaths are now fairly accurate. The rate was lower than in any of the 
previous four years, with the exception of 1876. Tho series runs thus : 1875, 
32-7; 1876, 301; 1877, 31*9; 1878, 33*1; 1879, 30*3. The mortality among 
the different races is shown in tho following table : —

These figures aro in striking accord with those of previous years. Tho 
mixed races, tho most stable portion of tho population, as usual, head 
the list. Among non-Asiatics, Hindus and Mahomedans, tho number of 
males greatly exceeds the number of females ; but among tho two latter, 
the male population is much less.stable than tho female. A largo proportion 
of the men are only temporarily employed ^ in Calcutta, and in cases of 
illness they go to their homes. Hence, while among non- Asiatics tho ratio 
of male deaths considerably exceeds that of female deaths, among Hindus 
and Mahomedans the proportion is invariably reversed. There can bo little 
doubt that tho native death-rate is quite 50 per millo. 

15. The mortality among Europeans residing under ordinary conditions 
in Calcutta is considerably less than that given above. If the European com- 
munity is divided into tho three groat classes of which it is composca, the true 
death-rate is seen to be much lower : —

It is no doubt true, as tho Health Oti&oer observes, that the population is 
peculiar in being mostly an adult population, containing few children and 
hardly any aged persons.*^ It is also true that many leave Calcutta on being 
attacked with serious illness, and many more obtain a return of health by a 
change of air ; while, on the other hand, some come to Calcutta from the 
interior to die. But it must not bo overlooked that, if Calcutta contains few 
aged Europeans, it also contains few of the ages between 10 and 20, when 
mortality, according to English statistics, is lowest. After allowance is made 
for all the peculiarities of the case, there can be no doubt that for Europeans 
living under ordinary conditions Calcutta is decidedly healthy. 

16. The death-rate among infants was, as usual, deplorably high, 441*4 
per mille. Tho proponderanoo of death from nervous diseases over those from 
febrile or intestinal disorders was very marked. Deaths from tetanus and 
convulsions numbered 1,140, against 371 from fevers and 100 from bowel- 
complaints. There can be no doubt that this frightful mortality is in great 
part due to the unhealthiness of lying* in-rooms under tho native system of 
treatmeskt. 
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17. In reipeet. of morteJity, from the ohief diseesM the health of 4;he town 
of Calcutta during the year 1879 compared very favourably with 1878, and 
favourably with 1877, except in regard to amall-pox, as will be seen from the

It is satisfactory to note that the number of deaths from cholera was 
lower ^an in any year since 1873. The number of deaths from fevers 
showed a considerable decline in the last two months of the year, generally 
the most fatal period. This is attributed in pmt to tlie small rain- 
fall, and consequently decreased humidity of the soil, and in part to the 
reduction in the price of food. It is also pointed out that there was a corre- 
spon^ng reduction in tlie mortality from fever in the suburbs. A com- 
parison of the mortality from small-pox in 1879 with that in 1878 shows the 
gradual decline of an epidemic outbreak. Only two deaths were registered 
in the last four months of the year. Of the total number of deaths from this 
cause, nearly 9 per cent, were tnose of infants under one year of age, while 
nearly one-tnird of the total mortality occurred among children under five 
yems of age. The introduction of the law for ‘compulsory vaccination will, 
It is hoped, bring about a great improvement in this respect. The Health 
Officer alludes to the afEection apparently identical with that known as Beri- 
Beri in Madras and Cojlon ; but as the investigations connected with it have 
chiefly been made during the year 1880, a detailed account of them has been 
reserved for the next report. Tho disease appeared in the southern suburbs 
in the rainy season of 1877 and in the soutliern and eastern suburbs in the 
.latter part of 1878. In November and December 1879 it appeared in the same 
places and in adjoining portions of Calcutta. 

• 18. Husiee improvement and reclamation of tanks. -^Very little was done 
during the year under report towards the reclamation of foul tanks and the 
improvement of bustees. Some roads were driven through parts of certain 
bustees, and a small portion of the bustee area was thus brought into connection 
with tho draiuago system ; five filthy tanks were filled up ; some open drains 
were sewered ; 189 persons were induced to pay Rs. 533 for having their lands 
deansed by the Conservancy Department ; and 184 persons were fined small 
sums for persistently keeping their land in a filthy state. 

Tho Lieutenant-Governor in reviewing the Annual Administration Report 
'of the Municipality remarked upon the very unsatisfactory outturn of work under 
this bead, and drew the attention of tlie Commissionors to the inconsistency 
between their previous declarations of the extreme importance of pressing 
forward these measures, and the apathy displayed by them daring the year in 
regard to sanitary reform. In regard to the improvement of bustees, tho 
Commissioners remarked in their report that the law gives them no power to 
buy land for this purpose. It was pointed out to them, however, that section 280 
empowers the Commissioners to require the owners or occupiers of huts, or the 
owner of the land in which tho huts are built, to make such alterations as may 
be necessary to protect tho public health from the effects of insufficient drainage, 
ventilation, or scavengeriug. Section 281 also enables them to require the owner 
of the land, not tho owner or occupier of the hut, to bear tho cost of tho necessary 
improvements ; and section 282 authorizes them to recover it by instalments, 
or, in cases of poverty, to pay the same out of the municipal fund. Enquiry 
was made whether any acti(jn had yet been taken under these aectious of 
the Act, and tho Commissionors were informed that the condition of the 
bustees and tanks in Calcutta is a reproach to all concerned in the adminis- 
tration of the city, and^that the Government would insist on the adoption of 
persistent and definite measures to reipove it. Special reports since received 
show that the Commissioners have now commenced to display greater energy 
in regard to the reclamation of tanks during the current year, and that 
though they have hitherto allowed the provisions of tbe law in regard to 
bustees to remain a dead letter, they arc now alive to the necessity of enforc- 
ing them under pain of Government interference. In the ^enament of the 
present law, now under consideratiem/ it is proposed to give the^ Opmmis- 
sioners power to purchase bustee lands for reclamation. They will theu be

The town of Kurseong, in tho district of Darjeeling, was during the 

? ’ear under report created a second class municipality. IVo unions, at 

tanda in tho sub-division of Bussoerhat, in the district of 24-Pergunnahs, 
and at Daltongunge, in tho district of Lohardugga, — were constituted unions, 
while the union at Palkote, in Lohardugga, was abolished. 

Proposals were made to. constitute Bhola, in Backergtingo, a union, and 
Goaluudo, in Furreedpore, a second class municipality.

Compared with the figures of the previous year, there was an increase of 
16 in tho total number of Municipal Commissioners. Tho number of European 
Commissioners shows a decrease from in 1878-79 to 616; but the number 
of native Commissioners increased from 1,704 to 1,727. The number of official 
Commissioners fell from 558 in 1878-79 to 555 in 1879-80, while the number of 
non-official Commissioners ro.se from 1,669 to 1,687. Tho attendance of the 
Commissioners was on the whole Hatisfootorjr, and many evinced an active 
interest in the affairs of their respective municipalities. 

21. Elective /S'ysfcm.—As in the previous year the elective wtom was con- 
fined to the threo municipalities of Scrampore, Burdwan, and Ejshnagbur. In 
Serampore the system was reported not to have worked very satisfactorily, and 
objection was taken to some of the Commissioners who were elected during 
the year. The rules for the conduct of elections were accordingly revised 
during the year, and the following additional rules were passed defining the 
quali&atious of voters and candidates for election 

A voter muRt bo a male rate-payer of full age, and must have paid 
house-ruto on his own account to the amount of Bs. 4 for the year 
ending the Slat December next preceding tho election. 

A candidate for election must be a registered male rate-payer of full 
age, resident within the municipal limits, or within three ^les 
thereof, who con read and write, and has never been convicted 
of a non-bailable offence. He must have paid house-rate on 
his own account to the amount of Rs. 10 for tho year ending 
the 31st December next preceding the election. 

Tho Magistrate and Chairman of the Municipality makes the following 
remarks on the working of the system in Burdwan : — ** The elective system 
has now been in operation in this municipality for a period of four years, and 
appears to be gradually attaining popularity and favour with the townspeople. 
Inere has been an increase daring each successive year in the number or voters 
attending the polling stations, the candidates themselves exercising every effort 
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to obtain a seat on the coimmittee. llie Mnnidpd OommiasionerB greatly 
appreciate the dignity of Iheir ofSco, and hare given evidence of their appre- 
ciation by a more regular attendance at meetings, and by the warm interest 
which they manifest in the administration of the alairs of the municipality/* 

22. Ward Commitim. — In the municipalities where the elective system 
was in force, the Commissioners were cloctod by wards, and they supervised 
the conservancy and sanitation of their respective wards. In the Calcutta 
Suburban Huniclpality the ward system continued to work weU, and new 
members were appointed. In Howrah also the Ward Commissioners took much 
interest in their work. In Patna, G^a, and Arrah the Ward Commissioners 
rendered excellent service in controlling and directing the conservancy establish- 
ment in the different sections. Tlie iiiunicipalitv uf Bhagulpore was roughly 
divided into sections, and each of tlicse was placed in cluu'ge of a few Com- 
missioners. The different Commissioners, under the orders of the Chairman, 
enquire into matters relating to the sections, and suggest orders, but they 
never meet as a collective body. In tliis municipality the system of referring 
important matters to sub-committocs also prevails. 

23. Municipal Benches.^AB usual, benches of Magistrates sat in all the first 
class, and in many of the second class, municipalities for the disposal of cases 
under section 34 of Act V of 1861 for public and local nuisances, ancl under 
the .Municipal Act for breaches of conservancy .rules. The following table 
shows the work done by these benches : —

24. Assessments . — In the Burdwan Division revised assossments wore 
made in the municipalities of ^shenporo, Kotrung, and Baidabatty. In 
Bishenpore the revision resulted in an increase of income. In Kotrung the 
revision did not come into effect during the year. In Baidabatty the only 
alteration was the addition of a few new houses to the list with a 
slight increase of income. 

In the Presidency Division the assessment of holdings was revised during 
the year in the Rniiaghat Municipality, and the proceedings resulted in an 
increase of Rs. 346 per annum to the municipal income. 

In thd Rajshahye and Cooch Behar Division the assessment of the house- 
tax in the Eamporc Boauleab Municipality was revised during the year by 
punohayets appointed for the pi^rpose. In the municipality of Bogra also the 
asBessmont was revised, and the revision resulted in an increase of Rs. 215. In 
Daijeoling the rate of house-tax was raised from 5 to 7} per cent, and the 
income from ^ this source was increased from Rs. 7,011 to Rs. 14,198. 

In the Dacca Division a fresh assessment was made in the second class 
municipality of Jhallooatty, in the district of Backorgunge, and the result is 
reported to be equitable and satisfactory to the assessees. A general revision 
of assessment was made of the holding in the municipality of Nusseerabad, 
the head-quarters of the district of Mymonsingh. As in the previous year, 
the rich residents of the municipality of Mooktagacha voluntarily assessed 
themselves during the year under report to higher rates than those prescribed 
by law in Order to meet the sanitary and other requirements of the town. 

In the Bhagulpore Division* a general revision of assessment of the' 
holdings in the Bhagulpore Municipality was made during the year, but the 
revised assessment came into effect from the beginning of the current year. 
Lands and orchards were for the first time brought under assessment in 
this mwnicipaHty. 

In the Onssa^ Division the revised assessment of the houses of non- 
military residents iu the Cuttack Cantonment came into effect during the 
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year under report In the Kendraparah Municipality it is reported tJiat 
preliminaries are being settled for a revised aBsossmont, the last triennial 
assessment having expired during the year. 

25, Freih lmpo%U lenied during the .vcor.— During the year the provisions 
of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1876, relating to the levy of a tax on carriages 
horses, and animals were introduced in the municipality of Beerbhooni. ^ ’ 
In the municipality of Midnaporo, on the recommendation of the Com- 
missioners, sanction was accorded to the following alterations in tlie rates of 
tax levied on carriages and animals with effect froni Ist April 1879: 

1. For every four-wheeled carriage drawn by a horse or a pair of 

ponies under 13 hands from He. 1-8 to Rs. 2 per quarter. 

2. For every two- wheeled carriage from Es. 2-4 to Hs. 2 per quarter. 

In paragraph 29 of last year’s report, it was said that arrangements, 

had been made between the municipality of the suburbs of Calcutta and 
the neighbouring municipalities to prevent double taxation of carriages, 
animals, and carts. To give effect to these arrangements, the Magistrate 
of 24-Pergunnali8 drew up the following rules with the mutual cm^sent of 
the municipalities concornod, for observance within their respective jurisdic- 
tions : — 


(1) — Tickets of a uniform size and colour for ono registered poriorl sbpuld 

bo issued by all the municipalities of the district on payment of 
the prescribed fee. 

(2) — As a rule, license should be taken out for all can-iages and carts kept 

or habitually used within a municipality. 

(3) — •Carriages and carts exhibiting a ticket from a municipality should 

be exempt from payment of fee to any other municipality through 
which they may pass aud re-pass in their journey. 

(4) — A cart or carriage found within any municipality without a ticket, 

if kept or habitually used within its precincts, should be dealt 
with under sections 128, 137, and 138 of the Municipal Act. 

(5) — The same procedure to bo followed if a carriage or cart is found 

with a time-expired plate on it in any municipality. 


In the municipality of Serajgungo, in the district of Pubna, the levy of 
a tax on horses and ponies was sanctioned on the recommendation of the 
Commissioners. Sanction was accorded during tlie year to the rcgistiuiion of 
carts, and the levy of a tax on carriages, horses, aud animals in tho muni- 
cmality of Burrisal, in tho district of Backergunge. In tho Kendraparah 
Municipality the fco levied for tlio rogistratiou of carts kept or habitually 
used within tho municipality was raised from He. 1 to Hs. 2 annually. 
In the municipalities of Busseerhat, Baduria, Takce, and Goberdaiigali, 
in the district of 24-Pergunnahs, the rate of fee for the registration of carts 
has been revised, and from tlie second half-year of 1879-80 it is levied at 
a uniform rate of Rs. 2 per annum, or Re. 1 per half-year, irrespective of the 
question whether the cartmen live or not withm the limits of the municipulitics. 
Under the former arrangement a cart kept and habitually used within the muni- 
cipal limits had to pay less than one kept outside those limits but habitually 
used within the municipality. 

26. Rectification of Municipal HousdanVs.— -During the year under report 
the boundaries of tlie municipality of Howrah were revised, witli effect from 
Ifit October 1879. The effect of the revision was to exclude from tho 
‘ operation of the Municipal Act the really agricultural tracts of certain villages 
lying on the west of the municipality, callod Santragachi, Buxara, Battore, 
Poddopooker, and Echaporo. 

The boundaries of tho Jlooghly and Ohinsurah Municipality wore again 
revised during the year, and tho railway station and certain mohullas ly^g 
to the west of tho ^and trunk road were excluded from municipal limits. 
The cantonments at Cbinsurah have been incorporated in the muiiicii)ality, 
and the barracks have been brought under assossment, with the sanction of the 
Government of India, on tlie comution that only such buildings shall bo assessed 
as are regularly rented, or may become temporarily vacant, and that the 
taxes shall be paid by the tenants who derive the benefit of the good roads 
aud conservancy, provided by the municipality. 
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The boundaries of the nwmidipality of Bankoors wwe also revised during 
the year. On the recommendation of the local Commissioner# sanction wm 
accorded to the withdrawal from the operation of Municipal Act of certain 
agricultural villages hitherto united with the municipality, ana to the inclusion 
of two villages, called Sunbada and Bijgram, lying on the eastern side of the 
municipality. The two villages which have now been united with the 
municipality are reported to he inhabited by well-to-do people, such as con- 
tractors ana money-lenders. The revised boundaries came into effect from Ist 
January 1880. 

On the recommendation of the Commissioner of the Presidency Division, the 
limits of the Busseerhat Municipality were revised during the year. The object 
of the levision was the exclusion of a village, called Sangrampore, which was 
separated from the rest of the municipality by the river Ichamuti, and the 
inclusion of two villages, named Kalkoora and Dhalchita, which adjoin the 
municipality, and the majority of the iuhabitants of which are traders, bankers, 
zeminaars, and service-holders. Tho revised boundaries came into effect from 
1st January 1880. 

In the Rajshahyc and Cooch Beliar Division, the limits of the Darjeeling 
Municipality were extended during the year with a view to include within 
the municipality -certain Bhootia busteet, the filthy condition of which had 
attiactod the notice of the Government. Tho revised boundaries came into 
effect from Ist July 1879. 

In the Bhagulporo Division tho boundaries of the Dooghur Municipality 
were revised during the year. Tho result of the revision has boon the 
inclusion of an important tank within the limits of tlio municipality. The 
revision took effect from Ist October 1579. 

27. /ficome.— The’ following statement shows the receipts of the different 
olasses of municipalities, unions, and stations as compared with the receipts 
of the previous year : —

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28. It will be seen from the above statement that the total inoomo from 
actual taxation showed an increase of Rs. over the income realized in 

1878-79. . In the Tax on owiieru there was a decrease in tlie suburbs of 
Calcutta, and an apparent decrease in Howrah, while in other first class munici- 
palities there was an increase. The explanation offered in regard to the Subur- 
Dan Municipality is that large remissions were made during the year on account 
of holdings destroyed by fire. In Howrah the decrease of Rs, 31,277 is inet by 
a credit of Es. 29^750 under the new bead of ^Mighting rate.” The income 
under the latter bead was formerly shown in the accounts as a part of the 
receipts from the house-rate. The lighting rate in Howrah is levied under the 
special Act, V {B.C.) of 1873. 
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The increase in the amount raised under the Tax on oceujiners resulted from 
the revision of assessments in 1878-79. 

The apparent decrease under the head of Licenses on Trades in the 
Suburbs was chiefly due to the inclusion in 1878-79 under this head of the 
fees and fines fRs. 24,054) levied under the Jute Warehouse Act, which were 
shown iU the returns of 1 879-80 under “ Misoellanooua.” A part of the decrease, 
however, in the Suburbs, and the large decrease shown against the other first 
class municipalitios, except Howrah, are duo to the Government orders dated 
28th July 1879, informing municipalities which had hitherto levied fees for the 
issue of lioenses under section 285, Act V (B.C.) of 1876, that the law did not 
authorize the imposition of such fees. In Howrah the receipts under this 
head represent the fees and fines under the Jute Warehouse Act, and the 
increase of Rs. 148 was owing to increased receipts from licenses under that Act. 

Under the head of Tax on Carriages and Animals there was a decrease of 
Rs. 3,577 in Howrah, and this was due to tolls on roads having been orro- 
neouifiy shown in 1878-79 under this head. 

No explanation is given in tho report of the Suburban Municipality of the 
large increase shown under the head of House Seavengering Tax^ but it appears 
that an item of Hs. 8,833 on account of professional refuse fees has been entered 
in the return received from the Commissioner of tho division under this head. In 
1878-79 these fees were properly shown under Miscellaneous.” The increase 
in Howrah was owing to the large area which was brought under the operation 
of Act VI (B..C.) of 1878, and the incroaso shown against the other first class 
municipalities was due to the extension of tho Act to new places. 

The decrease under Tax on Coal and Kilns is attributed to tho fact that tho 
amount shown in 1878-70 included the collections on account of arrears of 
previous years in tho station of Saliibgungo. 

No explanation is given in the report of the Suburban Municipality of the 
large increase (from Rs. 3,975 in 1878-79 to Rs. 13,025 in 1879-80) under 
Fines. It appears, however, that in the returns received from llio Commis- 
sioner, the fines, amounting to Rs. 6,423, under Act V (B.C.) of 1806 (the 
Hackney Carriage Act), have been included under this head. In 1878-79 no 
income from llicso foes was shown i!h tho report. 

Under Miscellaneous the increase was due to tho inclusion in the returns 
for the year under report of receipts from tlioJuto Warclumso Act, the fines 
under the Bengal License Act I of 1878, and other items which were not included 
in the returns for 1878-70 ; whereas a lump sum of Rs. 35,974 was shown in 
tho latter returns under the minor head “ Miscellaneous Jleceipts,” against 
Rs. 7,011 in 1879-80. Tho increase in Howrah was principally caused by the 
entry of an item of Rs, 3,550 realized in 1870-80 by sale of land, and of a further 
sum of Rs. 5,317 from fines under the Bengal License Act. I'lio increase 
shown against the other first class municipalities was caused by tho entry of 
the loan of Rs. 50,000 which the Darjeeling Municipality obtained during tho 
year from tho Maharajah of ( Jooch Behar, and of the grant of Rs. 32,000 
made by Government to enable the municipality to complete the water-works 
in that station. 

Under the head of Payments for Services rendered to Indimduah in first 
class municipalities in the interior, tho income foil from Its. 50,327 to 
Rs. 9,230 in 1879-80, showing a decrease of Ks. 41,097. TJiisis accounted for 
by a sum of Rs. 40,341 having been erroneously entered in 1878-79 under this 

in the accounts of the Darjeeling Municipality. The following explanation 
was given by the DejJiit^' Commissioner in that year’s report for this entry : — “ In 
Fprm No. 1 (Income) tho amount drawn from tho treasury to defray water- work 
expenditure is shown under tho heading ‘ payment for servit es rendered to 
individuals’ in conformity with the modo of preparation of this form adopted 
last year.” In second class municipalities this item of income also showed an 
increase of Ks. 15.293. Tliis was mainly due to a sum of Ils. 14,00() having 
been granted by Government from tho Nizamut Deposit Fund for tlie improve- 
ment of the drainage of tho city of Moorshedobad. 

The item of Its. 21,994 against from provincial and heal funds 

in 1878-79 is partly exjdained by the fact that a payment of Rs. 15,000 
made by Government to the Darjeeling Municipality on account of the old 
Town Hall was credited under this head.

Of the decrease of SyS constables shown in the above statement, the 
greater part was caused by reductions in the police force of municipalities 
in the districts of Pubna, Dacca, Furreodpore, Tipperah, and Shahabad.

1.160 municipalities (Rs. 698), and in second class muni- 
cipalitics (Rs. 3,234). There was, on the other 
hand) a decrease of Rs. 1,150 in tho expenditure under this head in unions 
and stations.* 

The conservancy of first class municipalities was generally well administered. 
In second class municipalities where money was available kitchen refuse, 
and street sweepings were removed, but the supervision of private necessaries 
was not thoroughly undertaken in any of them for want of funds. For tho 
same reason tho conservancy work in unions and stations was very imperfectly 
carried out. 

39. In the Bnrdwan Division, the conservancy of tho town of Bnrd wan has 
been more than once reported on in very favourable terms by the Sanitary 
Commissioner. Indeed tho system of cleaning private privies adopted by tho 
Municipal Commissioners is said to be the best In these provinces. It is stated 
that when a public latrine is under construction in any part of tho tov^n a 
proclamation by beat of drum and printed notices is issued informing the 
residents of the locality that on its*completion they must either resort to it or 
have private latrines read^ inside their own premises, and that all cess-pits 
must bo dosed. Tho municipality undertakes tho removal of night-soil 
from private latrines on payment of a monthly foe of 8 annas in advance. 
Tho fee must be paid into' the municipal office by the fifth day of each month, 
failing which tho deansing is discontinued. At the expiration of throe days 
more, if tho fee still remains unpaid, an inspection of tho privy is made, and 
if it is found filthy, the occupier is prosecuted. It is not compulsory on persons 
to avail themselves of municipal service, but as a strict supervision is exer- 
cised by the Commissioners over all private latrines, tho residents, as a rule, 
find it to their advantage to accept that service. Two pairs of public latrines 
*were begun during tho year ; one pair was completed at its close, and was 
open for the use of the public. There are now ten latrines in tho town, 
and the staff of servants employed at each consists of one sirdar mohter 
on Rs. 6, one under-mehter on Rs. 5, one mehtranee on Rs. 4, one carter 
and one^ trench-digger on Rs. 5 each, Thero are now 1,447 private 

? rivieB daily cleansed by the municipal staff at a cost of Rs. 4,1 10-8 per annum. 

'ho sum realized iu payment of the servioo amounted during the year to 
Rs. 8,712-12. 

In Howrah, tho working of tho Latrines Act, VI (U.C.) of 1878, has been 
attended with success, and the system of conservancy introduced has proved 
beneficial to tho rosidents. Since tho close of the year tho Act lias been 
extended to three, more sections or wards of tho town. 

In the Hooghly and Chinsurah Municip’ality much attention was paid 
during the year to the conservancy of the town. All tho streets were regularly 
swept, and the side drains were kept clean. There are seven latrines *within 
the town for the oonvonienoe of tho lower classes, who ore allowed to use them 
free of charge. To afford the Commissioners a legal authority to control the 
removal of filth from private premises, and to enable tliem to levy fees for the 
« 08 t of maintaining an establishment of nightmen, Act VI (B.C.) of 1878 was 
extended to the municipality with effect from Ist April 1880. 
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In tbn Serampore MnnicipiJity, the ordiniuy eonserrflnoy trorjc ol oldtiniig 
the drains and sweeping tba main streets hare been carried out p^y iakl/, 
bnt the arrangements for the Teinoral c>f night-soil from prirate premiseit are 
reiy defectiTe. 

In the Utterparah Municipality the oonsorrancy Of the town traawell 
attended to, the drains were thoroughly deansod, and all low jangle wasclearcKL 
A largo nullah, which is the main damage channel of the northern division of 
the town, has been put in order, and it is said that boats of burden can now 
easily pass through it. 

The eonserrancy of thotown of Midnapore was oared for so far as 
the means undm* the Commissioners permitted. There are eight latrines within 
the municipality, and some more are under construction. A proposal for the 
extension (n the Latrines Act [VX (B.C.) of 1878] to certain mohullahs of the 
town is under the consideration of ^s Government. 

In ‘ the second class municipalities of the Burdwan Division, the work of 
conservancy was not much attended to for want of funds. There was, however, 
some increase of expenditure under this head in the towns of Culna, Ranee- 
gnnge, and Baidabatty. 

40. In the Presidency Division, the expenditure on conservancy and 
cleansing in the municipality of the Suburbs of Calcutta diminished from 
Bs. J, 62, 766 in 1878-79 to lis. 1,44,637, thus showing a decrease of Rs. 18,128. 
The Latrines Aet has been in operation in this municipality since Ist October 
18^8, and in the opinion of the Sanitary Commissioner the system followed is an 
admirable one when well looked after. The present scale of fees having been 
found to be productive of hardship to the poorer classes of rate-payers, the Com- 
missioners nad under consideration during tho year a proposal for the revision 
of the scale, but the question had not been decided when tho year closed. 

Several representations were received by Government in the course of the 
year under re^rt fl'om owners of holdings, such as gardens and tanks, where 
there are no privies, and from tho authorities in charge of tho Alipore Jail and 
the Reformatory where the services of the Municipal establishment oro not 
employed for exemption from tho payment of fees under tho Act ; but the 
Advocate-General, who was consulted in the*matt6r was of opinion that, under 
the Act, all houses and lands which have no latrinds, and all holdings, including 
tanks and gardens, must pay. 

During tho year tlie municipal trenching grounds were put under cultivation 
as ail experimental measure at a cost of Rs. 1 10, including the wages of gardeners, 
and a sum of Rs- 548-6-3 was realized by the sale of the produce. It is also 
reported that there was some demand for manure from the grounds on the 
part of owners of gardens in the town and suburbs, and it is anticipated that, as 
its value becomes more widely known, the demand will bo greater. 

In the Kishnaghur Municipality, the Latrines Act was extended during the 
year to two of the wards of the town, in the first instance, with effect from 1st 
July 1880. The date of enforcement of the Act was, however, postponed on 
the representation of tho Commissioner of tlio division to let October 1880, to 
enable tbe Municipal Commissioners to arrange for the importation of an 
adequate staff of nightmen and to acquire lands for tho trenching of night-sc^. 
Since the close of the year the fees to be levied under .the Act have been fixed 
at the rate of 6 per cent, on the annual value of holdings*. 

In Berhamporo, in tbe district of Moorshedabad, satisfactory improvement 
is said te have been made in the conservancy arrangements of the munl- 
cxpality. It is stated that the people are now beginning to understand 
that cleanly habits, and keeping their premises clear from all dirt, are 
conducive to health. There are nine latrines in the town. It is proposed 
to erect others on a cheap plan near the banks of the Bhagiirutfy. "The 
night-soil ie buried in two pieces of ground situated kt the two extremities 
of the town, and a commenoement has wen made in the way of thrning Ihe 
land so manured to advantage. It is reported that a portion o| one of the 
plots was cultivated during the year andr sown ^ih linsekd, znostiird, and 
wheat, and that the outturn sold fmr Rs. 66; Since the eldte oi" th6 year, more 
land has been brought under cnltiratioii. ^ ^ 

' In the other second class munieipalitim of this divisibn, the consembioy 
work done embraced only the cleaning of drains and the outtiDg of jungle. 
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41. In the Rajehahye and Coach Behar Division, the municipality of 
Darjeeling spent Ks. 8,546 on conservancy. Some night-soil trenchinff grounds 
which WCTe situated in the immediate neighbourhood of houses were closed 
and new grounds were opened elsewhere. 

In llampore Beauloah, the Latrines Act was extended to the town during 
the early part of the year, but owing to the inability of tho Municipal Com- 
missioners to frame a scale of fees to bo levied under section 3 of tho Act it has 
not yet been brought into force. 

42. In the Dacca Division, the T^atrines Act was brought into operation in 
the town of Dacca late in the year, and consequently tho operations under tho 
Act could not bo extensively carried out. 

In Commillah also the Act was introduced during tho year, but work 
was^ not commenced under it owing to the scale of foes to be levied under 
section 3 not having been prepared and approved during the year. 

43. In the Patna Division, in tho city of Patna, tliore are five public 
latrines in full use. They are said to be much resorted to, but a great many 
more arc required for a largo town like Patna. Well-privies are gradually 
falling into disuse, and no new ones are allowed to be built. Tho filth from 
the public latrines of the town is deodorized under the dry-earth system. 
It is also reported that the Municipal Commissioners have undertaken an 
experiment of drying tho contents of private privies and selling the mat^ial 
to a low class of people who use it as fuel for burning bricks. 

In the town of Arrah some attempt was made during tho year to remove 
filth from private houses. It is reported that in six of tho mohullas of the 
town tho municipal conservancy carts go round at fixed times every day and 
receive tho filth from the sweepers. When all has been collected the carts 
carry it away to a piece of land which has been taken up by the muni- 
cipality for the purpose. Here it is put into trenches and covered over with dry 
earth. The well-privies in some of these mohullas have been closed, and 
those in others are being gradually stopped. Tho Commissioners have pro- 
cured an iron conservancy cart for receiving and carrying away filthy water, 
and have appointed sub-committacs to superintend the conservancy arrange- 
ments in tho difiereat mohullas. 

In Gya tho provisions of tho Latrines Act wore extended to tho town 
during the year. As a preliminary step tlio Act was enforced in one of the 
worst parts of the town called rurani Godown, and it is rc^ported that it has 
worked well and to the advantage of the people living in that quarter. The 
Act will be introduced all over tho town in the current year so soon as carts are 
ready. IVo trenching grounds have boen secured at tho two extremities 
of the town. 

At Chupra, in tho district of Sarun, two latrines were constructed during 
the year — one fur males and the other for females, — at a cost of Rs. 462-3-2. 
The Commissioners propose to construct throe more during the current year. 
The filth from the public latrines is buried in trenches, but the arrange- 
ments for the disjiosal of tho soil from private premises are very defective. The 
provisions of tlio Latrines Act have not yet boen extended to tho town. 

At Durbhunga five latrines were constructed . during the year and three 
conservancy carts were purchased. Tho municipality has now 24 latrines for 
the aooommodcition, of the public. t . 

During the year the Commissioners of tho Mozufibrporo Municipality 
applied to Government for tlie extension of Act VI (B. C.) of 1878 to the town, 
but they have since the close of tho year withdrawn their application, owing, 
to tho heavy additional taxation which it would entail. The existing arrange- 
ments in the town are not unsatisfactory. 

44 . In tho Bhdgulporo Division, the idunicipality of Monghyr spent 
Rs. 6,273 on consonvancy during the year. S'ho system of ha^ng tho conservancy 
looked after by tho police, which previously prevailed hero, was done away 
with, and two conservanc^inspectors wore appointed on Rs. 50 and Rs. 25 per 
mensem. A propositi for the extension of the Latrines Act to tho town was 
under disousnou when the year closed. It ia reported that cultivators in and 
around the town of Monglivr are desirous of having their fields manured by the 
municipality and are. ready . to pay any reasonable rate per bi^ha for the 
privilege. 
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In the Bhagulpore Municipality one masonry latrine was oonstrueted during 
the year. There are now 13 masonry and 61 mat latrines open in the town ibr 
the use of the public. The Latrines Act was extended to the town witii 
effect from Ist November 1879^ bat was not brought into force till after 
the close of the year, and that only in a part of the town called Sujagange. 

In Golgong two new latrines wore constructed and one conservancy cart 
was purchased. A piece of land was also purchased for the purpose of erecting 
addition^ latrines. 

45. In the Orissa Division, it is reported that much attention was paid 
during the year to this branch of municipal administration. In Cuttack two new 
carts were purchased and four additional sweepers were employed. There is 
a public latrine in use in the cantonment. Two plots of land were leased 
during the year in the town for the purpose of erecting more latrines. On 
one of these a latrine was erected, but had not been thrown open to the public 
when the year closed. Another plot of land has also been leased for the 
purpose of trenching filth. Three now carts and other appurtenances have 
been purchased at a cost of Rs. 74s. 

46. In the Chota Nagporo Division, in the second class municipality of 
Banchi, arrangements were inado during the year for the closing of all 
well-privies in the town. Lands for trenching filth were also, in course of 
acquisition when the year closed. "I’he sweepings of tlio town ore said to be 
partly sold as manure and partly utilized by the municipality in filling up 
noles and hollows. 

47. The following table shows the proportion of tlio total income spent 
under the head of “conservancy” in the municipalities of the different 
divisions

52, In Bogra one of the principal thoroughfares of the town, called the 
Thana road, was metalled during the year. 

'' In Furreedpore two metalled and two unmetailcd roads wore constructed, 
and all the existing roads were kept under proper repair. 

In the municipality of Nulchitty, in the district of Backergunge, a road 
was^metalled at tlie expense of a native lady. 

In the Jhallocatty Municipality, in the same district, eleven roads were 
metalled, and ton bridges and culverts were constructed at tho expense of the 
Gbosal family of Bhookoylash, in the suburbs of Calcutta, at a cost of about 
twe lakbs of rupees, they being the owners of ntost of the laud in the town. 

In the union of Backergunge a new road was made, and a long-felt 
want was supplied. 

In the municipality of Jamalpore throe new roads were constructed 
during the year. 

In the Patna Municipality a new road was constructed joining two of tho 
principal roads of tho town. The original site of the road was a shallow canal 
which, being situated in the midst of a Jihickly populated part of the town, 
was used as a receptacle of filth. • 

In the Churan Municipality a native gentleman, Rai Mababcor Froshad 
Shah, Bahadoor, contributed Rs. 8,360 for converting a bund skirting the north 
of tho town into a' metalled road. 

In Durbhunga three miles of roadway was metalled, and a new 
masonry bridge, which was commenced in 1878-79, was completed during 
the year. 

In MozufiPerporo two now roads were metalled with Jcurtkur, One of the 
roads leads from the railway station to the heart of the town, and the metall- 
ing of it was a work of great improvement. A sum of Rs. 000 was pre- 
sented to the municipality by some zemindars of tho town for planting trees 
on tho road sides, and 1,122 valuable trees, such as mahogany, sissoo, ,and 
toon, were bought and planted in the town. 

The Municipal Commissioners of Bhagulpore borrowed during the year 
Rs. 6,800 from two native gentlemen in order to enable thorn to pay tho 
bills of contractors for road-metal and to meet the cost of metalling a road in 
the town. Of this amount Rs. 2,800 were borrowed without interest, and the 
remaining Rs. 4,000 carried interest at tho rate of 6 per cent, per annum. 

In the municipality of Jajpore, in the Ori^a Division, three new roads 
were constructed during the year, lu Kuudrapara a large portion of the 
income was spent in metalling a principal tliorougbfare of the town. 

In the BLazaribagh Municipality a new road was constructed, and mangoe 
trees wore planted on the 8ide» of too Boddamgunge road. 

55. sanitation and Drainage . — During tho year under report the expendi- 
ture under this head amounted to Rs. 59,604, 
dSSSfia!' against Rs. 37,264 in the previous year, thus show- 
ing an increase of Rs. 22,350. The increase was

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54. The comitrttctioii of the works in connection with the Binagepore 
drainaire scheme, referred to in last year’s report, was taken in hand, but owng 
to the lateness of the season when the work was commenced it could not be 
comploted during the year. ^ It was afterwards found necessary to excavate the 
silt deposited during ttie rains in the main drainage channel and to extend the 
limits of the protective embankments beyond those originally proposed. The 
cost of the scheme has consequently risen from Rs. 60,000 to Rs. 72,976. The 
stagnant Gogrn river, the chief cause of the unhealthiness of the civil station, 
has been cleared out. 

The scheme for draining the swamps in and around the station of Rung- 
pore, referred to in last year’s report, was prosecuted during the year, hut 
was not completed when the year closed. The station is also being drained 
by means of properly constructed surface drains. Several ditches and cess-pools 
were filled up, two public latrines wero erected on the dry-earth system, 
and some bridges which caused obstruction to the drainage were dismantled 
and reconstructed. 

The improvement of the drainage of the city of Moorsbedabad, the plan 
of which was stated in last year’s report to have been made, was taken in hand 
during the year under report. The project contemplates the cutting of large 
drains from difierent points of the city to be connected with the Gobrah 
Nullah. It is expected that the works will be completed during the current 
year. A largo and deep drain from the Nizamut stables to the river was put 
into an effective state, ana a long choked-up drain at Binak Chouraba, and 
several obstructed drains and culverts across the main road and other streets of 
the city, were ojiened out. A sum of Rs. 29,238 was spent by the municipality 
during the year on these improvements, of which Rs. 14,000 was contributed 
by Government from the Nizamut Deposit Fund. 

Somo improvement was made during the year in the drainage of the town 
of Cuttack. A sum of Rs. 6,530 was spent in the construction of amain 
drainage channel for the eastern portion of the town. It is reported that steps 
are being token for the drainage of the remaining portion of the town during 
the current year.

58, During the year the Sanitary Com- 
missioner inspected the towns and municipa- 
lities named on the margin. These visits have 
in many instances resulted in much practical 
benefit to the towns. The recommendations 
of the Sanitary Commissioner have boon 
adopted to the extent to which the funds 
permitted; drainage has been placed on a 
more satisfactory footing; public latrines 
have been supplied in some places whero 
there were none, or multiplied whore they 
wore insufficient ; private latrines have been 
better controlled ; night-soil has been 
trenched; the burial and burning arrange- 
ments have been better regulated ; promis- 
cuous burials have been stopped ; and the 
pauper dead have been msposed of in 
a more satisfactory manner. 


66. Waief-svffly , — The expenditure under this head amounted to 
Rs. 76,592, against Rs. 65,624 during the previous year, thus showing an 
increase of^ Rs. 10,908. The increase was thus' distributed among the various

The net 
increase was^ therefore, Bs. 10,968, as stated above. 

66. The Darjeeling water-works referred to in last yearns repmt ^re 
completed daring the year under report. The cost of the works amouitt^ 
to Hs. l,04,d32-2-8, exclusive of a sum of Hs. 10,500 which is estimated as the 
cost of distributing the water in the town. To meet this outlay, the Govern- 
ment of Bengal panted Bs. 82,000. There was also an unexpended balance of 
Bs. 34,000 of a loan of Bs. 40,000 granted by Government a few years back, 
and a further sum of Bs. 50,000 was borrowed from the Oooch Behar estate. 
The water-works were opened by the lieutenant-Govemor on the 19th April 
last. 

57. At Dacca, two miles of piping was laid daring the year, and the Com- 
missioners are only waiting for hydrants from England to declare the extended 
water-supply open to the public. It is reported that the Nawabs Abdul Gunny, 
C.8.I., and Ahsanoollah Khan Baliadoor, the two noblemen of Dacca from 
whose munificent gifts the cost of the water- works wore met, have also 
at their own expense laid pipes over a distance of If miles, from the town to 
their garden-houses, and that they have announced their intention of putting 
hydrants throughout this length in order that the people living aloSug t^ 
lino of the pipes may have the full benefit of the water-supply. 

58. At Madariporo a tank near the sub-divisional office was re-exoavated, 
and with the earth obtained throe large ditches were filled up. A small 
tank in ^e same locality was replenished with good drinkable water from 
the river running below the town by means of palm-tree pipes. Another old 
tank in the town was also enlarged, and with the earth obtained some objection- 
able hollows were filled up. 

At Brahmunberia two new tanks were excavated during the year at the 
cost of two private individuals who have made over their proprietary rights 
in the tanks to the municipality. 

At Cuttack, the Municipal Gommissioners spent Rs. 1,000 in cleaning a 
tank, and Hs. 200 in sinking wells in the parts of the town where they were 
most needed. 

At Pooree four public wells were cleaned out and a regulating sluice for 
a tank, known as the Narendra tank, was constructed during the year from 
the Lodging-house Fund. The Maharajah of Burdwan paid Rs. 10,633 for 
improving a tank, called the Markanda tank, of which he is the proprietor, 

59. The expenditure under this head shows an increase of 

Bs. 34,067 over that of 1878-79, the figures being Rs. 69,050 in 1879-80 
against Rs. 84,989 in 1878-70. The increase was distributed os follows :

The expenditure of Rs. 17,511 in the Suburban Municipality was incurred 
in the purchase of an office for the Commissioners. Hitherto the office of 
the municipality was located in a portion of the Government buildings occu- 
pied by toe offices of the Magistrate and Collector at AKpore. As long as 
the Commissioner were permitted to occupy these quarters rent-free, they were 
content to remain where they were, although the building was unsuited for 
their purposes ; but as the Public Works Department insisted on receiving a

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rent of Rb. 100 a month, the CommiBsionerg in meeting resolred to purehtiBe 
« house of their own. The house purchased is situated in a central position, 
end is in the vicimty of the various Oovomment offices at Alipore. The 
house is said to stand on a piece of land measuring 13 beeghas and 4 cottabs, 
a apace amply sufficient for all their cattle and plant. 

60. l3uring the past year the Commissioners of the Darjeeling Municipality 
built a Town Hall for the station at a cost of Rs. 29,616-12. Of this suoi, 
Rs. 16,000 were granted by Government, Rs. 2,260 were raised by the sale of 
two location sites, and the remainder was paid by the Commissioners from 
their ordinary revenue. 

At Hazaribagh a hall was constructed during the year from the muni- 
cipal fund, and the opening of a conservancy farm is reported to be under 
the consideration of the Commissioners. 

At Rurulia a municipal market was established during the year, and sheds 
were constructed for the vendors, at a cost of Rs. 685. 

At Behar, in the district of Patna, a causeway was built during the year 
at a total cost of Rs. 5,165, out of which Rs. 2,933 were provided by the 
muiuoipality, and the halanoe was subscribed by some of the principal residents 
of Uie town. 

At Jungypore a public garden was laid out by the municipality on a 
plot of land made over for the purpose by a Municipal Commissioner of .the 
town. 

At Revilgnnge, in the district of Sarun, the Commissioners spent a sum 
of Rs. 4,960 for erecting a building for the charitable dispensary, and a house 
for the resident doctor. 

61. jBtfttcafwa.— -The municipal expenditure on education during the year 
amounted to Rs. 24,387, against Rs. 24,401, showing a decrease of Rs. 14 
only. In paragraph 5 of the letter of the Government of India, in the Home, 
Revenue, and Agricultural Department, No. 22, dated the 5th March 1880, 
reviewing the annual report of this Government for 1878-79, it was remarked 
that municipalities might do much good by imparting a rudimentary 
education to the children of indigent parents who cannot afford to pay fees 
at all.” Tho views of the Qovcrtiuiont of India were communicatoa to all 
Commissioners of Divisions for the information of municipalities, and it 
appears that, with a few exceptions, almost all first and second class muni- 
cipalities now contribute according to their means towards tho maintenance 
of primary schools for boys and girls. Of the first class municipalities, 
Burdwan, Kishnagbur, Dacca, Anah, and Furuoah do not contribute to this 
purpose. 

The Monghyr Municipality raised its contribution for education from 
Rs. 750 to Rs. 1,000. With this sum, nine schools are supported, in which 
over 400 boys are educated. 

Tlio Bhagulpore Municipality contributes Rs. 600 for elementary educa- 
tion. It is reported that the Commissioners are not in a position to increase 
this grant. There is a free school in the town supported by a native gentle- 
man, and it supplies education for tho children of indigent parents. 

In second class municipalities, out of 99 towns, 62 contribute ffir this 
purpose. Considering the demands on their funds for legitiuiato municipal 
purposes, the Commissioners of many municipalities do not tiiink it advisable 
to spend any money on education. 

62. AadtY o/ Municipal Accoanfs. — The scheme of local audit of Municipal 
Accounts referred to in last year’s report was sanctioned by the Govern- 
ment of India durii^ the year under report, as an experimental measure 
for five years. Mr. F. de H. Larpent, a graded officer of tho Financial 
Department of the Government of India, has. been appointed as Examiner 
of Local Accounts. During the year ho was instructed to visit some 
of the munici]>alitieB in the Presidency Division, and after inspection of their 
accounts to devise a system of accounting, which would admit of a proper test 
audit in future years. From the report submitted by him, through the 
Accountant-General, it appears to be premature at this stage to endeavour to 
draw up a set of forms of accounts to be imposed upon all municipalities. Much 
time would^ necessarily be lost, first, in woroughly surveying the accounts of 
municipalities throughout the province in order to avoid omissions, and 
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aubsequenily k £iaitliar king tbe different bodies wbo agreed to use tbem mth the 
stereotyped forms of «oconnt ubkaately adopted. Moreover, it does not an^as 
that it wotdd be possilde nnder the law to insist on the adoption o| die forms 
^ any mnnicipflUty that might desire to adhere to its present arrangements. 
What appears to be at present most necessary and most feasible is to hava 
the existing aoocmnts of each institution carefully and regularly audited, and 
to introduce gradually such improvements as experience and a consideration 
of local conditions may suggest. The Lieutenant-Governor does not abandon 
the hope that uniformity, so far as it may bo found to be practicable and 
useful, will ultimately be attained ; and it appears to him better to secure, as 
soon as possible, tbe primary object of honesty in the admmistration of these 
funds, and to work gradually towards sucli uniformity as may be possible, 
than, by an endeavour to reach at once a point which cannot be properly 
attained for two or three years to come, to cause waste of time, and to induce 
confusion in the accounts with the evils which generally attend it. Mr. Larpent 
has theiefore been directed to begin his work by auditing the accounts of 
individual municipalities. He is to confine himself, in the first instance, to 
first and second class municipalities in the Presidency and Burdwan Divisions, 
omitting for the present the suburban municipality. 

63. During the year, the Dacca and Hanaghat Municipalities suffered heavy 
losses by the dishonesty of their tax-collectors and other ministerial officers. 
At Dacca, the Secretary of the Municipality, who* was immediately to blame 
in the matter, was dismissed, and three of tlio collecting sircars were prosecuted 
and punished with imprisonment of various terms. At liaiiaghat, the head- 
clerk of the municipality committed the defalcations. The man has been 
convicted and sentenced to four years’ rigorous imprisonment. 

To check these frauds as far possible in future, a circular was issued in 
February 18S0 directing all Commissioners of Divisions to satisfy themselves 
that in each municipality of their division a proper system existed for checking 
the house-rate and other detailed registers of collections, and for seeing that ail 
collections were duly paid into the treasury, and that all balances and remis- 
sions were carefully examined and accounted for.

With reference to the Resolution, of the Government of India in 
the PMartment of Revenue, Af^riculturo, and Commerce, No. 1—27, dated the 
27th march 1872, 1 am directed to submit, for the infunuation of His Excel- 
lency the Oovomor*Goneral in Council, the following report on municipal 
taxation and expenditure in the Lower Provinces of Bengal for the year 
1880-81, together with classified statements showing the income and expendi- 
ture of the municipalitios, unions, and stations during that year, prepared in 
accordance with the instructions centained in the orders of the Government of 
India in the same Department, No. 2—81, dated the 8th August 1876. 

CALCUTTA. 

2. Election and Appointment of Commissioners , — As a general election 
of Commissioners was held in October 1870, • there was no general election 
during 1880. One elected Commissioner died during the year and his successor 
was elected on the 15th July ; and two vacancies were caused by the resignation 
of Commissioners appointed by Government. 

^ 3. MwUngs of the 6hwnwi<»i«rp.— During 1880 the Commissioners held five 
ordinary meetings, four quarterly meetings, thirteen special general mooting^, 
and two special meetings, or in all twenty-four meetings, to vdiich all the Com- 
missioners were invited. In addition to ^eso, there were 37 meetings of

I,28;r8,770 at the beginning of the year; the ordinary revenue 
exceeded the c^inary expenditure by Rs. 2,12,504; the aotiml balance at 
the close of 1880, inclucung the estimated value of stares in stock, was 
Bs. 16^40,967 as compared with Rs. 12,07,264 at the close of the previous 
year ; and the cash balance was Rs. 6,54,804 as compared with Rs. 7,92,577. 
Thf^^tiie improved financial condition of the Municipality is fully appreciated 
1^ & public was shown by the fact that the debenture loan of 2| lakhs of 
rupees which the Corporation issued during the year, in order to pay for the 
pip es required for the independent pumping main bewoen Tallah and 
Ellington Square, and for the extension of the street water-supply, was tendered 
for more than six times over, nearly the whole loan being taken up Ut a 
premium of Rs. 2-9 per cent, and more than 13J lakhs of rupees being offered 
at and above par. As a result of the greatly improved financial condition of 
the Municipality, the Commission's were able in 1881 to reduce the 
house-rate from 8 per cent, to 7^ per cent., and the water-rate from 3| to 3 
per cent., and to make still greater reductions ^n the different classes of night- 
soil fees. ^ .

Rs. 1,27,76,000 given above as tlie debt on 'wIiicE 
paid, about 21 lakhs, tho cost of reproductive works, yielding about 6| per 
cent., should be deducted, so that tho present not dobt for non-produotive 
works is less than 107 lakhs «f rupees. Considered with reference to the benefit 
derived by the public in health and convenience, the interest on this sum is a 
small burden in return for the water-supply, drainage system, and other works ' 
while, if only 20 percent, of the increased value of property in Calcutta is due 
to the improvements effected, tho money has been invested to the pecuniary 
advantage of the town.

B. The balance romaininff in hand at the close of the financial year 1880-81 
was Be. 9,80,255. Tho Sub-Uommitteo appointed to examine and cancel the 
irrecoverable bills of previous years, the appointment of which was mentioned 
in last year’s report, mot 32 times during the year 1880, and cuncolled bills 
amounting in all to Rs. 2,93,805. 

9. -I'here was no general revision of assessment of holdings 

in any of the wards, hut tho valuation of 621 premises was enhanced^

10. Z)war^0im^.*-There were 24,702 licenses on trades, prolessions, 

and callpigs imed by the Commissioners during the year 1880, as compared 
wKh 27jT59 in 1879 ; and the total value of the licenses was Rs. 2,42,263 as 
compared with Es. 2,55,823 in 1879. There was an increase of nine in the 
number of joint-stock companies ; merchants, agents, wholesale traders, &c., 
numbered, according to the license returns, 1,279, against 1,281 in the 
previous year. There were 215 practising barristers, attorneys, and pleaders 
of the fiigh Court, against 199 in 1879, and 124 pleaders of subordinate 
oCiirts and mooktears against 137. The number of surgeons remained at 14, 
but*. practising licentiates of medicine, apothecaries, veterinary surgeons, 
and owners of dispensaries fell in number from 1*39 to 112, and native doctors 
and hobirajeB from 39 to 31, There is no doubt that the assessments in 
several of the classes were in 1880 incomplete, and now that the License 
Department has been reorganized in accordance with the rej)ort of the Special 
Committee ^appointed by the Municipality, the returns for the year 1881 will 
probably show an increase in both licenses and rocoijjts. There were altogether 
during the year only 84 petitions of objection against assessments. In U 
cases the petitioners were exempted, in 24 cases the classification was modified, 
and in 49 cases the assessments were upheld. 

1 1 Eorse and Camage*tax and Heiiisirapin,^of Car/®.*— Tho receipts from the 
carriage and horse-tax were slightly higbef^than in 1879, being Rs. 1,08,143 
against Rs. 1,07,657. The number of licenses 4akon out for carriages drawn 
by two horses was 712 against 693 in the previous year ; the nuniber of 
carriages drawn by one horse or pony was 2,857 against 2,955 j the number of 
buggies licensed was 272 against 292 ; the number of horses 3,830 against 
3,844; the number of ponies and mules 1,122 against 1,290, and the num- 
ber of race-horses 9 against 2. The number of carts and hackeries registered 
during the year was 15,042 against 14,443 in 1879, and the receipts wore 
Rs. 60,209 against Rs. 57,831. The total amount of the fees realized by 
the registration of hackney carriages and palanquins in the Town, and tho 
Suburbs of Calcutta, and in Howrah, was Rs. 17,491, as compared with 
Rs. 17,001 in 1879; the number of carriages of the first, second, and third 
dasses registered in tho past year being respectively 69, 1,709, and 1,526, 
the number of drivers 3,848, tho number of palanquins 831, and tho number of 
palki-boarers 4,137. The Hackney Carriage Act, V (B.C.) of 1866, was 
extended on the Ist January 1881 to the cantonment of Dum-Dum and the 
portion of the Calcutta and Jossoro road between Dum-Dum and Calcutta ; and 
arrangements have been made for the employment of tho municipal licensing 
officer as registering officer, and for the division of the fees equally between 
the Calcutta Municipality and the Dum-Dum cantonment. 

12. Town Tho progress made during the year in the 

matter of town iftiprovemonts was small. Throo roads, which were con- 
structed in 1879, were completed in 1880, but only one new road out of eight 
included in tho programme of the year, was taken in hand. As regards the 
systematic improvement of hmtecs not much was done during tho year ; the 
preparation^ of a register of all the Jmsteea in tho town that required to be 
opened out was taken in hand and has since been completed ; the survey of 
five out of the total number (482) of husiBes was completed, and the survoy 
of nine others was commenced ; and nine of the hMtee% were inspected and 
condemned by, two medical officers who were deputed to examiho and report 
upon them under section 280 of Act lY (B.C.j of 1870. 
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oould noi^ under eechon 267 of the Calcutta Municipai Act, be oompelled 
to pay lor the expenditure incurred, xmleas their tanks were situated mthin 
a pnvate endiosure. This objection has been removed by the Calcutta 
Municipal Amendment Act of 1881, under which the Commissioners have 
obtains powers which will enable them to deal more effectually than hitherto 
nith horn unhealthy husJtm and noxious tanks. The Commissioners have also 
under oonrideration a suggestion that some of the large tanks in the northern 
part of the town should be emptied, deepened, and then connected with the 
water-supply of the town, and that once or twice a year the bulk of the water 
should be pumped off and fresh water taken in. Not only would the tanka 
in the northern quarter of the town be thus improved, but there would be a 
supply of earth available for filling up otbor noxious tanka and pita. 

14. Water-supply . — The average daily supply of filtered water during the 
year 1880 was 7,407,256 gallons against 7,464,150 gallons in 1879, and 
numerous' complaints were made re^rding the insufficiency of the pres- 
sure in the filtercd-water supply pipes. ^ On an average there are two 
additional connections with the supply pipes every day, and with every 
connection the pressure diminishes. The laying of an independent main 
between Tallah and the Wellington Square reservoir is, however, esti- 
mated to save half a million gallons a day, and the increased supply of 
unfiltered water that will he obtained when the pumping engine has boon 
transferred from Chandpal Gh6t to Mullick's Ghht will lead to a further daily 
saving of 1,500,000 gallons of filtered water. The question of tho increase of 
the water-supply of the Town extension to the Suburbs, whicli is pro- 

vided for by Act VI (B.C.) of la81, is now under the consideration oAhe 
Municipality. The total e^ondiruro on the water-supply in 1880 was 
Rs. 4,72,060, of wliich Rs. 2,77,880 was on account of intorost and repayment 
of loans. The total number of premises connected with tho water-supply at 
the close of the past year was 12,729 out of a total number of 42,212. Out of 
a total road surface of 14,893,000 square feet, 10,259,000, or more than two- 
thirds were watered, rather more tlian half with unfiltered and rather less 
than half with filtered water, tbe total cost of watering during the year 
being Rs. 43,050. Tho cost of filtered water was calculated to be Rs. 137 
per million gallons, and the cost of unfiltered water Rs, G5 per million gallons. 
The works commenced by tho corporation in June 1879, with tlio view 
of supplying Barrackporo with filtered water, were practically completed 
in November 1880, and the regular supply of water to that station took place 
from the 2nd December. 


16. Drainaye . — At the beginning of 1880 there remained 42-J miles of 
third class pipe sowers to be constracted in order to complete the drainage 
scheme of the Town, but, owing to del^ in tlie acquisition of tbe land that 
had to be taken up, only 7*35 miles of sewers wore actually constructed, 
the outlay being only Rs. 1,21,560, or Rs. 28,440 less than tho minimum 
expenditure prescribed! by the Act. The expenditure since the passing of 
Act IV (B.C.) of 1870 has, however, considerably exceeded the fixed minimum, 
the average outlay of tho four years being lis. 2,21,561. TTic total number of 
premises connected with tho sowers up to tbe end of 1880 was 14,821. 

16. Tramways . — Act I (B.C.) of 1880, an Apt to authorize the making and 
to regulate tho working of street-tramways in Calcutta, received the assent of 
the Governor-General on tho 26th February 1880, and the work of laying 
down the tramways then proceeded rapidly. Tho lines along Bow Bazar- 
street, Lai Bazar-street, Dalhousio Square (north and west), and Hare-street, 
were completed during the year, and are now in full working order, and 
portions of other lines were also finished. 

17. Meteorology of the The year 1880 presented no abnormal 

meteorological features in Calcutta. The temperature was moderate, the 
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1,000 against 13*8, the average of the previous ten yews. Compared with 
European standards even the rate of 17-6, the highest registered in the decade, 
is extremely low ; but it has more than once been pointed out that a rate 
approaching 18 per 1,000 is not incredible, having regard to the peculiar 
circumstances of Calcutta, the great excess of the male over the female popu- 
lation (192 to 100), and the large proportion of unmarried women and widows. 
There was an undoubted improvement in the registration of births during the 
pwt year. Sub-Registrars were appointed to 12 out of the 18 sections of the 
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register them, and by personal enquiry and with the assistance of the police 
to discover and correct failures to register. As the Vaccination Act has thrown 
upon the Registrars new and important duties, the necessity for appointing 
aaditional Su^Rcgistrars will probably soon arise, and in that case a further 
improvement in the system of registration of births may be looked for. The 
following table shows the registered birth-rates of the different races in 
Calcutta in 1880 and the previous year : —

19. The death-rate was 27*1 per 1,000 as compared with 80*3 per 
1,000 in the previous year, and 28 6 per 1000, the mean mortality of the 
previous ten years. Filtered water was first supplied to Calcutta in May 
1870, and the mortality from cholera, which, previous to that year, never fell 
below 2,270, has since that date never exceeded 1,851. The average mortality 
from cholera in the 11 years 1870 to 1880 was 1,280 ; the average for the 
six years 1864 to 1869 being 4,300. Comparing the mortality in Calcutta 
with that in the Suburbs, it appears that notwithstanding the population of the 
Town was, according to the census of 1876, 429,535 against 257,149 in the 
Suburbs, the actual total mortality in the Suburbs, both frehu cholera and from 
other causes during the four years 1877 to 1880, was considerably higher than in 
Olcutta ; while if the figures are reduced to correspond with the population, 
the cholera mortality in the Suburbs was to that in the Town as 24 to 7, and 
the mortality from all causes, including cholera, as 7 to 4. These figures alone 
show the immense importance to the Town, as well as to the Suburbs, of extend- 
ing the filtered water-supply. Until all the bustees in Calcutta are drained 
and ventilated, and their conservancy properly attended to, and until all the 
noisome tanks in and around the town nave been filled in, the city cannot be 
considered secure against epidemics of cholera and other diseases. The 
comparative immunity from epidemic diseases enjoyed by Calcutta in the past 
few years must, however, be regarded as to a great extent accidental, wnen 
it is boitee in mind that separated from tlie tdwn only by the width of 
a single street, there is a population of more than 2^ millions of people unpro- 
vided with filtered water, and not only liable to, but actually experiencing, the 
frequent outlnreaka of epidemic disease that sooner or later invariably follow the_ 
use of impure water. So long as the Suburbs are not supplied with filtered 
water, the people of Calcutta may be comparatively safe from an outbreals of 
disease withiii the town, but they are in no way protected from, contagion 
from their neighbours. 
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%>Soiriiig table shows the mortality of 1880 in Oalotttta. as 
conij^are^ with that of 1879| the figures for the different races and sexes' 
being sej^ately i— 



The mortality under each head of race and for each sex was lower than in 
1879. Among Europeans there were altogether 187 deaths in 1880, 155 
of those who died being males and 32 females, f 'ifty-nino of the deaths were 
among officers, sailors, and otliers who fell sick on shipboard, 19 were among 
residents of Fort William, and the remaining 109 among the Sluropean 
residents of Calcutta.

As compared with each of th^wo previous years there was thus a decrease 
under every head of disease. driSo year of tho preceding decade (except 
1871) was the mortality frojtn cholera so low as in 1880, and tho total number 
of deaths from that disease fell short of the decennial mean by 622, IVo- 
thirds of the registered deaths from small-pox took place during the first 
quarter of the year, and there were only 14 deaths from this cause in the latter 
half of the year; only two of the deaths were among non* Asiatics, and 35 
per cent, of the deaths wore among children under 10 years of age. The 
mortality from fever was about 1,000 less than the decennial mean, and presents 
a marked contrast to the high figures of tho three preceding years. The 
monthly returns showed the usual decreaso in the mortality from fever from 
January to June, and tho usual rise from July to December. Tho fever returns 
included the mortality from the remarkable diseaso — characterised by fever, 
dropsy, and bowel complaints — which prevailed epidemically at the beginning 
of the year in the southern part of the Town and the adjoining Suburbs. 
Under instructions from Government, Dr. McLeod made a special enquiry and 
submitted a report regarding this disease, which in many respects resembles 
the disease called beruben\ endemic in some parts of Madras, Ceylon, the Straits 
Settlements, and Japan. The disease broke out in Garden Roach and its 
neighbourhood in the rainy season of 1877, and was again observed over a larger 
area of the same Suburbs and in some villages to the cast of Calcutta in 1878. 
Towards tho close of tho year 1879 the epidemic broke out again in tho southern 
and eastern suburbs, and it then attacked Calcutta for tho first time, tho 
portions of tho town affected being those contiguous to tho parts of the Suburbs 
which had been previously attacked. The returns for the first quarter of tho 
year induded 143 deaths from the now disease ^in the second quarter there were 
ten deaths, — seven in April and three in May. Tho disease then died out 
completely. The epidemic was, as tho Health Officer observed *‘a very 
remarkable one, unexampled in the sanitary history of Calcutta.” 

22. During the year under review the Bengal Vaccination Act, 1880, was 
passed, and vaccination is now compulsory in the Town, Fort, and Suburbs of 
Calcutta. The law, which came into force on the 4th May 1880, imposes 
upon the Corporation the duty of making proper arrangements for vaccination 



in Calcutta, and impoiiits the Health Officer to be St^penotendeut^of 

Vaocination for the Town. The following arrangementa haTe been made for 
OBIT jing out the provieions of the Act 

<( The Town has been divided into eeren raooine areM» ooireepondiag, ae far m poeeible^ 
to the Munioi^ divieiona, and in eaoh area a oentral public vaccine station^ in moirt oasee a 
hoepital— baa been eataldiBhed, and definite days and nours fixed for vaccination in ibeae 
pla^ .... Beoently, at tbe instance of the Health Officer of the Port, another 
etation has been eetablish^ et the Sailors* Home for the convenience of sailors. Every 
possible edort has been made to make the provisions of the law known to the people. 
Advertiaementa were inaeited in all the papers, English and vernacular, hand-billa postal and 
distributed all over the town, and a lecture was dmivered at the Bethune Society, explaining 
the objects and provisions of the law .... The result has been os satisfiaotory os 
eonld have been expected. The people have resorted to the stations in considerable numbers 
—to some more largely than to others. The demand for the services of vacoinators at die 
hoases of the better masses has been good, and the amount of vaooination performed has 
been, all things considered, satisfactory. The system of notices has not had time as yet to 
omne into operation, and the penal provisions of the Act have not in any instance been 
allied. A good beginning has been made, and next season it will be possible to work 
the law to tbe letter if necessary.** 


The total number of vaccinations performed during the year was 6,747 
aji^nst 7,633 in 1879, but tlie latter numlier included a large number of opera* 
tions performed by a special establishment employed in consequence of tbe 
epidemic of 1878-79. 

23. Cattle Diseaee . — There was a severe outbreak of cattio disease (n'adiBr- 
pest) during the last quarter of the year, and the mortality among both 
draught and milch cattle was heavy. The disease however abated after 
the close of the year. Act No. VIII (B.C.) of 1880, an Act to provide 
against the spreading of contagious and infectious diseases among horses in 
the Town and Suburbs of Calcutta, received the assent of the Governor-General 
on the 28th September 1880, but no action was taken under the Act during 
tbe year.

25. There was no change in the number, of first and second class munici- 
palxHei and stations during tlie year, but there was a decrease of one in the 
number of unions in consequence of the abolition of the union of Bhojepore, 
in the district of Shahabad, from Ist March 1880. The unions of Palkote in 
Lohardugga, and Syedpore in Furroedpore, were also withdrawn from the 
operation of Chapter lit of Act V (B.C.) of 1876 ; hut, as their accounts were 
not closed during the year, they have been shown in tim roturus which are 
appended to this report. 

26. The village of Mankur, in the district of Burdwan, with 18 of its 
mbhullahs, was created a union with efieot from Ist November 1879. but in 
March 18^ the order was cancelled on the representation of the Commissioner 
of tbe division, and the village was withdrawn from the operation of the Act. 

The px^osal to constitute the town and suburbs of Goalundo, in the 
district of Furreedpore, a sccoird class municipality, which was mentioned in 
lent year’s report, was not carried into effect until 1st June 1881. . No returus 
have therefore been received in respect of it for the year 1880-81. 

27. In consejiiuence of the changes which were effected in 1879 in oonneo* 
rion with the revision of the area of the Burdwan district, three of the unions 
in that district were transferred to Bankoora, and the remaining four to the 
district of Hooghly. Tbe re-annexation of the thanna of Khauakool to the 
Jehanabad sub-division after that sub-division had been placed under th^ 
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ittriadiction of the Magiatrat© of Hooghly involvod the transfer of the union of 
&bana]£Ool which was the only union in flowrahj from that district to Hooghly. 
In the present returns no unions are shown in either Burdwan or Howrah. 

28. ^rh© first class inunicipBlit 5 r of Commillah and the second class muni- 
cipality of Brahmunberiah, in the district of Tipperoh, which in preceding 
returns were shown under the Dacca Division, have in consequence of the re- 
transfer of the distribt of Tipperah from the Dacca to the Chittagong Division 
been entered under the latter Oommissionership in the present returna

Compared with the figures of the previous year, there was an increase of 
52 in the total number of Municipal Commissioners. The number of European 
Commissioners decreased by five, wbiio there w^as an increase of 57 in the 
number of Native Commissioners. The numbers of official and non-official 
Commissioners were increased by 28 and 24 respectively. The proportion of 
official Commissioners did not exceed the limit laid down in section 15 of the 
Municipal Act In the table given above the number of ‘‘ officials” exceeds 
one-fourth of the whole number of Commissioners, but this is duo to local 
officers having included in their returns as officials” not only officers 
holding appointments in the Judicial, Police, or Revenue Departments of 
Q-overnment, who must not exceci^one in every four Municipal Commissioners, 
but also officers in the Medical, lildueation, Registration and other Departments, 
in regard to whose appointmecit no restriction is imposed by tho Act, 

80. The statement in the margin shows the number of meetings held by the 

Commissioners of the first class 
municipulitios. It will be seen 
tbat^ the Committees of the 
municipalities in tho Burdwan, 
Presidency, and Dacca Divisions, 
complied with the provisions of 
section 40 of tho Act, and met 
generally on an averagu once a 
month, t1io exceptions being Mid- 
napore, Utterpara, and Jessoro. 
The Committees of the Rampore 
Beauleah, Comiuillah, Arrah, 
and Mozuiferpore muuieipalitioa 
show tho least creditable results 
in this respect. Tltc attendance 
of the Couirnissioncrs in first 
class municipalities was gene- 
rally fair, and many of the 
native members evinced a lively 
interest in tlio affairs of their 
respective municipalities. The 

number of meetings held in 

second class municipalities varied considerable in the different divisions : in 
the Presidency Division tho average number of mootings held during tho yew 
was 11, in the Burdwan Division 10^6 and in the Chittagong Division 10; m 
the other divisions tho average varied from 9 in the Dacca Division to 8 in 
Choia Nagpore. Many of the second class municipalities are small and 
unintportaut towns, where municipal business is light, and there is generally 
no necessity for tho Commissioners to assemble so often as once a mouth.

Kishna^ur, Bixrdwan and Seratnporo. 

In Kishnaghur the system has worked without friction, l»at the results 
of the seyoral elections held since its introduction do not shotr any 
general appreciation on the part of the rate-payers of the franchise 
conferred on them. At the first election, which was held on the Ifith March 1 87fi, 
the number of votes recorded was only 176. Only 17 candidates appeared 
for election though there were 15 vacancies. At the next election in 1878 ' 
the number of votes recorded rose to 770. There were six vacancies^ for 
which ten candidates were nominated by the rate*payers. During the two fol* 
lowing years there were no contested elections, a single nomination having been 
made on the occurrence of each vacancy. At the last election^ held on the 
20th March 1881, the number of votes recorded fell to 247 ; and out of six 
vacancies, five were uncontested. 

In Burdwan the first general election was held on the 5th June 1876, 
when 12 Commissioners wore elected out of 21 candidates. Out of 9,566 
rate-payers who were entitled to vote, only 649 actually voted. No contested 
election took place again until the year 1879-80, when eight candidates were 
nominated for throe vacancies. In 1880-81 there wore six vacancies, but as 
only six candidates appeared there was no contested election. The Magistrate 
ofBurdwan remarks as follows, on the system In Burdwan : — The elective 
system has been in operation in Burdwan for a period of five years. There 
are 12 elected Commissionci’s. All of them are very regular in tlie attendance 
at meetings, and have taken considerable interest in municipal matters. 
There was little or no animation displayed by the inhabitants in nominating 
candidates during the late election to represent them on the Municipal Com. 
mittee. This fact appears strange when contrasted with the strenuous efforts 
made during the four preceding years by persons to become Municipal Com- 
missioners. There were six vacancies and only six candidates were 

nominated for election.” ^ 

In Serampore the elective system Was not proved a success, and it is 
reported that the majority of the inhabitants prefer that the administration 
should be carried out for them by responsible Oovornmont officers. Since the 
introduction of the system in 1873 there has been a considerable falling off in 
the number of persons attending the polling stations. Out of a total number 
of 5,569 qualified rate-payers in 1873, only 1,793, or 32 per cent., recorded 
their votes. In 1875 there were eight candidates for five vacancies, and the 
number of recorded votes was only 673, or 1 2 per cent, of those entitled to vote. 
In 1876 there were 13 candidates for seven vacancies ; the number of qualified 
rate-payers was 6,395, but only 635 voted. In 1878 there were i 1 candidates 
for seven vacancies ; the number of votes recorded was only 318, or loss 
than 6 per cent, of those entitled to vote. In no case did any of the elected 
Commissioners poll as many as 300 voteS; while in tho majority of instances less 
than 100 votes were recorded for the successful candidates. In order to prevent 
the return of persons unfit to be Municipal Commissioners, the rules for tne con- 
duct of elections were last year revised, and additional rules were passed 
defining the qualifications of voters and candidates. 

32. Wi^d Commitfees. — ^In the Calcutta Suburban Municipality the Chair- 
man {Old Ytce-Chairman were doubtful whether, in regard to tho provisions of 
section 46 of the Bengal Municipal Act, any substantial powers could be 
delegated, under section 53, to Ward Committees, and in consequence nothing 
was done towards utilizing more fully the services of those Committees. The 
Divisional Commissioner has put tho correct interpretation of the provisions 
of tho two sections before the Commissioners, and it now remains to see 
what action they will take in tHe matter. 

In the 0ya Municipality, the Ward Oommittoes held regular meetings 
during the year, and tho members worked ^satisfactorily in directing and 
controlling the conservancy establishment. 

There are no regular Ward Committees, formally constituted under the 
provisions of the Municipal Act, in any other of the municipalities in the pro- 
vince. The municipality of Bhagulpore is, however, ^vided into words, and 
each ward is placed in cnarge of one or more Commissioners, who enquire, 



under the ordere of the Chairman, into all cases which are brought forward 
in their respec^ve wards, and suggest the needful orders. 

In order to cwry on the municipal business more efficiently, and with 
a riew more esjiieoially to the che<^ing of collections, the Vice-Chairman of the 
Durbbunga Municipality divided the town into seven divisions, and placed 
each under- the eupnrvismn of a Commissioner, whoso duty it is to go round his 
diyision occasionally, and to submit once a month a report of his inspections 
to the Vice-Chairman. These Commissioners are also required to direct 
their attention to the conservancy of the town, to bring under assessment 
newly-built houses, to revise the assessments of improved holdings, to check the 
collection register of their respectivo divisions every quarter, and to dispose of 
petitions. 

83, ^ Municipal Benches . statement below shows the work done by the 
Commissioners of first class municipalities, in their capacity as Honorary 
Magistrates, in disposing of cases of nuisances and breaches of conservancy 
rules : —

of Orissa, has stated in his report the amount of work done by municipal 
benches in second class ‘municipalities. From tbo report for tho Orissa Division 
it appears that in tho Cuttack municipality 379 cases were tried, 201 persons 
being convicted, and 191 acquitted. No munidpal cases were tried by tho 
Pooree and Balasoro Benches, as it was found inconvenient to detain the 
accused persons, who are generally pilgrims or passers-by, for the assembling 
of the benches which sit on appointed days of the week. 

84. The assessment of the Burdwan municipality not having 

been revised for upwards of 13 years, the Commissioners resolved to re-assess 
all the house property in the town during the year underreport. For this 
purpose tho municipality was divided into five divisic us, and tho re-assess- 
ment. of three of these was completed during the year by the Secretary of 
the Municipality without additional expense. 
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In the Seram|ic»d mnmcipality a ^uostion raised in ebimeothiai with 
the prooeedings for the rsTiiaon ol assessmeht^ as to the oorrest interpretatifm 
of section 02 of Aot V (B.C.) of 1870. Under this section tilie annual 
Talue of a holding is to be determined hy ascertaining the gross anniuil rent 
at which it <*may reasonably be expected to let.” A number of the Commission 
ers, with whom the Chairman of the Municipality agreed, contended ^at in 
the case of houses which are never let, and which were not built with the Object 
of bein^ let, the value of the house should be determined by taking into con* 
sideration such elements as the cost of construction and maintenance, the state qf 
repair in which the house may be, its situation, and its usefulness to the owner. 
The Legd Bemembrancer, who was consulted, was of opinion that, as by 
section 92 the rent or sum at which a holding will ietj or may be expected to 
be ktf is made the criterion of value, the Commissioners wore not justified in 
determining what ought to be the rent from the capital expended on the 
bolding, and that the rent for which an unlet house might reasonably 1>e, 
expected tb let should be determined by the rent for which houses in the vicinity 
are let, with such additions or reductions as circumstances may require. This 
opinion was communicated to tlie Commissioners, and it appears from their 
Annual Administration Report that they have determined to revise the assess- 
ment of the holdings in tho municipality and to ascertain their annual value 
in the manner indicated by the Legal Kememhrancer, taking into consideration 
at tlie same time tho amount of accommodation in each holding. 

Revised assessments were also mado during tho year in the municipalities 
of Bankoora and Bhuddressur. It is reported that in both instances the revi- 
sion resulted in an increase of income. 

35. In the Presidency Division, the revision of the assessment of 11,150 
premises in tho Suburban Municipality during the year has increased the income 
by Rb. 3,735 per annum. 

In the Kishnaghur municipality a revision of assessment was made during 
tho year, but its result has not been reported. 

Among the second class municipalitieiL in tho district of the 24i-Por- 
^nnahs, fresh assessments wore made durij^ tfie year in Satklura, Kalaruah, 
Chanduria, Kalli^unge, Debhatta, and South Dum-Dum. 

In the district of Nuddea, a revision of the assessment of tho holdings in 
the Kooshtea municipality was made, which resulted in an increase ol Ks. 256 
per annum in the income from taxation. 

36. In the Dacca Division, the general revision of assessment of holdings 
in the Kusseerabad municipality, of which mention was made in last year’s 
report, resulted in an increase of income to tho extent of Rs. 3,290. The 
assessment of the town of I'urreedpore was also revised during the year. . 

37. In the Patna Division, there was an increase of Rs. 1,482 in tho total 
assessment of tho Patna City municipality, due, it is reported, to a partial 
revision of holdings under section 09 of the Municipal Act. In the Gya 
municipality a revaluation of holdings was made during the year, lue 
revision was completed in December 1880, and it resulted in an increase of 
Rs. 1,838-10-5 in the total assessment of the town. 

Three years haring expired since the last assessment of holdings in 
the Mozufferpore municipality, a revised valuation of house projjerty in the 
town was mado during tho year unuor report. It appears from the Chairman's 
report ^tliat formerly it was tho practice to make ono consolidated assessment 
of several distinct holdings if owned by one person. This incorrect mode of 
assessment has now, it is stated, been abandoned, and each holding has been 
separately assessed. 

In the Mudhubunny municipality, in the district of Durbhunga, a large 
number of houses having boon destroyed by a conflagration which occurred 
during the previoiw year, a revision of assessment was deemed necessary, 
but the revision did not result in any loss of income, as several new houses 
were brought under assessment. 

In the Ohuprah municipality, a revised assessment of the holdings was 
made towards the close of the year. As the objections to' the new assess- 
ment was not disposed of within the year, the ultimate result of the revision 
has not been reported, 

38. In the Bhagulpore Division, a revaluation of holdings was made in 
the Bhagulpore munieij^ity and the rate of tax on holdings was raised from 



5 to7i petoMrt.,tWmwtimam rate flowed by the law; the receipts itoh 
^ this tax were iilore8sed^^m Rg. 16,304 in 1879-80 to Bs. 20;r68 in 1880-81. 

Jn the ‘ Puiiieah xnimicipality, a revision of assessment of the holdings 
was made danng the year, which resulted in a reduction of the demand 
under this head by nearly Ra 500. It is reported, however, that the 
taxatibh has now been more , equitably distributed, and that many grievances 
have been remedied. 

A revision of assessments was also made during the year in the muni- 
cipalities of Maldah and Deo^hxyr, and in a portion of the station of Sahibgunge. 

39. In the Orissa Division, revised assessments were made of holdings in 
the muni<^alities of Cuttack, Kendraparab, and Balasore, and in the union of 
Pooree. The result in Rendraparah, Balasore and Poorce was an increase 
of Rs. 457-8, Rs. 93, and Rs. 3,086 respectively. In Cuttack, the revision 
resulted in a decrease of Rs. 220 in the income. 

40. I^esh Imposts levied during the year . — During the year the provisions 
of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1876, relating to the levy of a tax on carriages, 
horses, and animals, were introduced in the municipality of Motiharee, in the 
district of Chumpaimn. Sanction was also accorded to the imposition from Ist 
April 1881 of a tax on horses and ponies only in the municipality of Ranchee. 

41. In compliance with the recommendation of the Commissioners of' the 
Municipality of Jungypore, in the district of Moorshedabad, sanction was given 
to the registration, by the Commissionors, under section 133 of the Municipal 
Act, of all carts kept or habitually used within the municipality, and to the levy, 
under section 134 thereof, from tho 1st April 1880, of fees upon every cart 
for such registration. Sanction was also given during the year to the regis- 
tration of carts in the Kishnaghur municipality, but the orders came into eilect 
after the close of the year. 

42. In paragraph 29 of the report for tho year 1878-79 it was stated that 
tho cart-tax had been withdrawn f^m the municipality of Nattorc from Ist April 
1879. During the year under repolr^ the Commissioners represented that the 
entire withdrawal of tho tax lutd cahsed a loss to the municipality, which it 
was ill able to afford, and stated that no complaints had ever been mode 
against tho tax. It was represented that for I.S78-79 the income realized by the 
municipality from wheel-tax bad been Rs. 965, and the expenditure on roads 
alone in tuat year had been Hs. 3,513. Under these circumstances the 
re-impo8iti(m of the tax was sanctioned witli effect from Ist October 1880. 

43. l^owards the close of the year sanction was accorded to tho imposition, 
by the Commissioners of the Furulia municipality, of a tax on carriagos, horses, 
and other animals, mentioned in the third schedule annexed to tho Municipal Act. 
Sanction was also given to the levy of a foe for the registration of carts in 
the municipality. The latter tax has, howovor, since been abolished, as it 
was unpopuW and proved unproductive, the outcome being only Rs, 37 during 
the year under report. 

44. Reciijieation of Municipal Boundaries . — During the year under report 
the northern boundaries of the municipality of the Suburbs of Calcutta were 
extended with a view to include, within the jurisdiction of tho Suburban Police, 
tlie portion of tho river Hooirhly which lies between the Cossiporo Gun 
Foundary Ghkt and Poramanick’s GlAt. 

45. The boundaries of the Bhagulpore municipality were revised during 
the year. A number of villages lying on the south of the railway line, 
which consisted chiefly of a fow detached houses situated in mango groves, 
were excluded from the limits of the municipality on tho recomniendation of 
the Commissionors. The amount of tax collected from the vilhiges did 
not even cover tho ei^ense of the police employed for their watch and 
ward, while the municipality was not able to keep in order the roads passing 
through them. It was also stated that regular conservancy measures were not 
required in those rural villages. 

46. The limits of the union of Manbazar, in the district of Manbhoom, 
were revised during the year, Some agricultural villi^es, which were within 
the union, were excluded, and a non-agricultural villago included in it. 
Since the close of the yearthe,unionitself has been abolished, as the greater 
part of ^e tax-payers left the village whon the Moonsiff’s Court was removed to 
another place in the district. 
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47. The following ttaiement shows ihe reoei|^ of 1;be 

classes of lOunieipalitieB, unions, and stations as compared with the receipt of 
the previous year 



It will be seen from the above statement that in the total income from actual 
taxation there was an increase of Us. 47,778 over the income realized in 1879-80. 

48. Tlic amount roalizi-d on account of the tax on owners was loss than 

in the previous year. The chief cau.se assijn^ed for the decrease in collections 
was the employment of the collecting staif^m almost all the first class muni- 
cipalities on census work. ' , 

49. Tho collection of the tax on oeeupiera shows an increase of Us. 14,579 
over that of the previous year. This was due in seme cases to revision of assoss- 
xnetft, and in others to the collection of balances outstanding from previous years. 

50. The decrease of receipts h'om liet'nm on trades was duo to tho cause 
explained id the lastToport, viz. that under the Bengal Municipal Act of 1876, as 
it now stands, tlie Municipal Conimissioneiv have no authority to impose such 
fees. The sum of Ks. 4,660 shown under tho Howrah Municipality repre- 
sents the amount of license fees realized under the Jute Warehouse and Fire 
Brigade Act, V f B.C.) of 1 879. The greater proportion of the receipts under 
this head p otner first class municipalities in the interior of the province 
represents foes levied from butehors for slaughtering cattle in municipal slaughter- 
houses. The sum of Ks. 21 under this head in second class municipalities was 
realized in the town of Culna, but the Commissioner does nut explain in bis 
report what particular trade contributed the amount. 

51. There was an increase of Ks. 6,823 in the collection of tho tax on 
carriages and animals in tho year under report over the amount collected in the 
previous year. The bulk of the increase was in the Suburban Municipality. 
'Ibis was duo to a larger number of conveyances and horses having been kept 
within the limits of the municipality during 1880-81 than in 1879-80. 

52. Under the head of tolls on roads and at ferries there was an increase 
of Rs. 14,059 over the receipts of tho previous year. Of this amount, Bs. 1 1 , 159 
were realized in the first class municipalities in the interior of the province, 
Rs. 4,510 in second class municipalities, and Bs. 190 in unions. There was 
a decrease of Bs. 1,800 in tho Suburban and Howrah Mumcipalitios. Except 
in Krishnagur, there are no tolls now levied on roads in any municipality in 
the province. 

58. The amount collected from the hmc seavengering tax shows an increase 
of Rs. 28,453 over that of the previous year. Of this increase Rs. 16,422 was 
obtained in Howrah and Hs. 23,918 in other first class municipalities in the 
interior. There was a decrease of Rs. 11,887 under this head in tho Suburbs. 

cause of the decrease in the Suburban Municipality, of the increase in 
Howrah, is not explained in the reports of those municipalities, all comparisons 
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ctf flnctnatioiui of reoeipta and expenditura in these towns being made onljr 
with the budget estunates of the year, and not also with the actuals of t£e 
previous year. The increase under this head in the municipalities in the 
interior was obtained in Hooghly, Jessore, and Dacca. In the last-named 
municipality, where Act VI (B.C.) of 1878 was introduced in 187&, the opera- 
tions under the Act wei*e considerably extended in tho year under report, and 
the receipts rose from Rs. 2,899 in 1879-80 to Rs. 20,963 in 1880-81. 

M. Under the bead of granU-in-aid from provineial and heal funds there 
was an increase of Us. 22,579 over the inccune of the year 1879>80. The 
greater part of the increase was in Gya and Rungpore. In the former town, 
the Pilgrim Lodging-house Committee, under Act 1 v (B.C.) of 1871, as amended 
by Act II (B.C.) of 1879, granted to the Municipal Committee Rs. 5,500 for 
the conservancy of the town. In Rungpere a grant of Rs. 14,000 was made by 
this Government for the special purpose of acquiring lands in connection with 
a scheme for immroving the drainage of tho town. Towards tho close of the 

S )ar a grant of Rs. 5,000 was made by this Government to the Dinagopore 
unicipality in addition to tho original contribution of Rs. 10,000, mentioned 
in para^aph 39 of the Report for 1 878-79. This additional grant was given 
to meet in part tho cost of certain additional works required for the improve- 
ment of tho drainage of the town. The amount has not been entered under 
the head of Grants-in-aid ” in Statement No. 1 appended to this Report, .as it 
was not drawn by the Municipality until after the close of the year. 

55. The receipts under the heading miaeellancous wore Ks. 1,71,521 in 
1880-81 as compared withRa. 1,64,795 in 1878-79, and Rs. 2,62,382 in 1879-80. 
No explanation is given of the decrease in the receipts as compared with those of 
the preceding year. Tho receipts under this head are always of a fluctuating 
nature. 

The fluctuations under the other heads of receipt do not call for any 
detailed explanations. 

56. Iwiidmce of municipal tax . — The population living within municipal 
limits being 2,966,001, as sjiof^n in the abstract statement at pages 18 
and 19 of tho Appendix, the incjUoncc of taxation per head of population 
was ten annas and one pie.* 'I'he incidence of municipal income from all 
sources per head of population was 11 annas 10 pic. 

57. Total sum available . — TJio not credit balance of tho previous year, after 
deduction of the deficit balances of that year, amounted to Rs. 4,01,852, which, 
added to tho income of the year under report, gave a total sum of Rs. 20,09,906 
available for expenditure in the various municipalities during the year. 
The total expenditure during tho year amounted to Rs. 21,62,028, as shown 
below, and tiie balance at tho close of tho year, after adjustment of the deficit 
balances, was lis. 4,40,978. 

58. Expenditure , — The following tabic shows tho various heads under which 
expenditure was incurred in the municipalities, unions, and stations during the 
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59. The eiq^eiQ^tuM maioimted to Rn. 91,03,938 against Ra. 33,58,819 in 
the previouB year, Aowing a decree of Rs. 95;891 , 

Out of the thirteen heads under which the whole municipal ei;peaditure 
c^^e province outside the town of Calcutta has been grouped, six show 
an increased outlay during the year, while sevon show a decrease.

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62. The following stotemeni shows the strength of the^i^nioipal^ioe 
during the year 1880 as compared with the previous year. The strong of 
the Suburban polioe force, which is not enrolled under Act V of 1861, itnpt 
included in the statement. 
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A reduction of one head-constable was made in the strength of the force 
of the City Moorshedabad (Lalbagh) Municipality, where also the services 
of 22 constables were dispensed with. Owing to the abolition of the unions 
of Syedpore(m Furreedpore) and Palkote (in Lohardugga) the strength of 
the police forces of these districts were reduced by 24 and 6 men respec- 
tively.

63. The proportion of the annual income absorbed by the police employed 
in the various classes of municipalities was o/fo^lows : — In the first class munici- 
palities 20 12 per cent.; in the second class tnunicipalities 31*75 per cont. ; in the 
unions 49*39 per cent. ; in the stations 13*27 per cent. ; and in all classes of 
municipalities taken together a general average of 2510 per cent. The expen- 
diture per head of population on account of police in the municipalities oif the 
difierent grades was as follows : — In the first class municipalities 3 annas and 
7 pie ; in second class municipalities 2 annas and 7 pie ; in unions 2 annas and 
2 pie ; in stations 2 annas and 6 pie ; in all the municipalities, unions, and 
stations taken together, the incidence was 2 annas and 1 1 pie per head. 

64. 8ir Ashley £dcn has decided to relieve all municipalities under Act V 
of 1876 except the Suburbs and Howrah of the charges for police firom Ist 
April next, on the understanding that the amount thus made available will, 
after defraying charges for medical charity now borne by (Government, bo 
devoted to dtainego, water-supply, and general works of municipal improve- 
ment, and not to reduction of taxation. 

65. C(mservanc^ and cleansing . — Tho total amount expenft^d during the 
year under this head was Its. 4,55,520 against Rs. 4,25,364 m 1879-80, flowing 
an increase of Rs. 30,156. Tho increase was distributed among the different

The conservancy of first class municipalitieB continuod to be generally 
wdl looked after, llioro was also some improvement in this reqpect in second 
municipalities, unions, and stations during the year under report. 
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66. Ill ihe Burd^vion Division the conservancy of the town of Burd^mn was 
^<nent]y supervised. 'The measuf os in foi'ce for the removal and disposal of 
itreet-sweojjmgs were satisfactorily carried out. The drains, waterways, 
8lai:^hter-hou8eB, and bazars were daily cleaned and inspected. Two pairs of 
pubuo latrin^ were opened during tbe year. There are now ton of these 
necessaries in the town open to the public free of charge. The latrines are 
built in pairs, one for the use of males and the other for feinsiles. They were 
daily w^ed and coated with coal tar. The conservancy and ftlAnnaiTig of 
private premises was oiBcicntly carried out. 

In the Hooghly and Chinsurah municipality two new latrines were erected 
daring tlie year, llioro are now nine latrines in the town. Thesti were all 
constructed on the principle suggested by the Sanitary Oimmissioncr. Each 
latrine has a resident sweeper, whoso duty it is to keep it clean. For the 
cleansing of private privies the municipality maintained an estabUshment of 
76 sweepers at a cost of lls. 4,569. 

In the Seramporo municipality a now latrine was constructed during the 
year at a cost of Rs. 146, and a piece of ground was taken by the Commis- 
sioners on a perpetual lease for the purpose of trenching night-soil. The 
Cliaimiau of tlie municipality imported during the year a new pattern of 
night-soil cart, tlie general sha|)c of which is indicatod in the 
margin. It is entirely composed of metal. A cylindrical 
receptacle rests, by means of two pins fixed above its centre, 
on sockets at tlie extremity of perpendicular arms rising 
from the axle. In order to raise the receptacle (of which 
each cart has two) upon tho sockets after it has been 
detached, it is merely necessary to elevate the shafts, which depresses the tops 
of the perpendicular arms below the pins on tlie bucket, and brings the sockets 
under the pins, and then by lowering the shafts the bucket is raised and 
remains suspended between the perpendicular arms. The buckets are fitted 
with a half lid which prevents the escape of any smell, and they can be easily 
cleaned. The carts have been found to answer their purpose well, and are 
light and can be easily drawn by a^iiigle pony or bullock. A description of 
the cart has been forwarded* to all Commissioners of Divisions for information 
and communication to all municipalities in their respective divisions. 

In tlio town of Utter})arah the streot-cons(a*vnncy w'as efiiciently performed, 
and all unwholesome tanks ami ccss-]»ools were cleared during tlio year. The 
Aliinicipal (^lonimissioners coiu]»laiiJ of the difficulty of procuring cooly labour 
at reasonable rates, owing to local competition. 

In the municipality of Howmli the work of conservancy was well done. 
All the masonry drains in the town wore daDy washed and swci)t, and ton dirty 
tanks and hollows were filled up during the year with street-sweepings. The 
scheme of latrine conservancy introduced in the town under the provisions 
of Act VI (B.C.) of 1878, is rc])orted to have proved to he a great lK)on to the 
inhabitants of tlie (j^uarters to which tho Act was oxtemled. Since the close of 
the year the operations under the Act have been extended over a further area of 
two 8<]^uare miles. The attention of tho Commissioners of this municipality 
was directed duiing tho year to the mode of disposing of the night-soil of 
tho town. An attempt was made to cultivate some land that had been used as 
a trencluug ground for some years, but the experiment is reported to have been 
not very satisfactory, as the manure was too strong. The Ckimmissioncrs have, 
however, been asked to continue tho experiment. 

In the Ranigunge municipality tho system of con8er\'ancy was much 
improved during the year. The drains were kept clean and encroachments 
upon them were prevented. An effort also made to reduce the dejdh o£ the 
open ibaiiiH by the side of the streets so as to gjvo them a saucer shape. Some 
new latrines were constructed during tho year, and the swcc 2 )ers risit evciy 
private house twice daily for tho removal oi night-soil. 

In the Bankoora municipality a beginning was made during the year to 
provide the town with a suitable number of thatched latrijics, atid it is reported 
that the Commissioners of Bishenpore have also resolved to make similar 
arnmgementB in their town. 

67. In the Presidency Division the general conservancy of tlie munioipali^ 
of tim suburbs of Calcutta was regularly attended to, uull '.^69,858 cart loads 
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of drain-idlt aad via^Hnr^piiigs wore remorod dtiring tike j^oar. FoMoen 
tanks were fitted ujp and ten were cleaned. A careful supervision was kept 
orer the markets, and 2,443 maunds of wet rice, and rotten fish, rmt, fn?^ and 
t^egetables were condemned as luifit for consumptioii and destroyed, ^oe the 
close of the year a contract for cleaning private premises has been given for 
five years to the former hea<l jemadar of mchters. . . 

Under the supervision of the present Cliairman of the Jessore Municipalitv 
the general ccmservancy of the torni was well attended to. The main outfall 
drains in the town were cleared of obstructions and where necossarv ro-dug ; and 
the slaughter-houses and markets wesro daily inspecto^l and kept cioun. In the 
Berhampore Municipality private residents enijdoyed the municipal establish- 
ment, at a cost of Ks. 348 , in cleaning their privies. There are nine public latrines 
in the town, six of which are said to Ikj used by the people, but tfio other three 
are not resorted to at all. The Magistrate iinputos the latter circumstance to 
the neglect of the p<jlir5e to take proper care to stop the cominission of nuisances 
on contiguous waste places. 

At Lalbagh in the district of Moorshedabad a sum of Rs. 3,600 was received 
by the municipality as a donation from the Nizamut Fund for the conservancy 
of the town. 

68. In the Rajshahye Division two public latrines were constructed during 
the year in the Rampore Jlcauleah Municipality, and Act VI (B.C.) of 1878 was 
extended to tho town with effect from the Ist April 1881. The Commissioners 
have not been able yet to commence ojicrations under the Act owing to the 
difficulty of procuring sweejiers on rf‘a8onablo wages. It is reported that they 
are making arrangements for imiiortiug 20 sweepers from the lljiper Prcirinces, 
andon their airival operations will lie exinimenced. Tho (!!luui*man rcjiorts 
in very unfavourahlo terms the conservancy of private premises. He says : 

No improvements seem to have hoen made in the conditions of the private 
latrines. Night-soil, as rojiorlcd Iasi year, is thrown into the jungle or tanks, 
&c., and no steps wo taken to do away with middens or cess-pits near housc^s. 
No steps were taken towards imiiroWng markets, or building houses until 
increased ventilation, or on higher or driervgiitos.'’ 

In tho Dai'Jeoling Municipality tho bazar and' native toum arc reported to bo 
fairly well pro^nded with latrines. A new latrine with a masonry floor and iron 
roofing was built during the y(‘ar in a jiart of the town where it was wanted. An 
extra establishment was also employed for the removal of night-soil fi’om private 
houses. There are four trenching grounds belonging to the inunieipaJity, where 
the night-soil is buried in pits tlwec' or four f<H?t deep, the shallow trenching 
system being misuitahU* in hill stations, as they arc liable to sudden rushes 
of water, which carry away the surface soil. Now that the Railway runs 
into the station, the Chuiririan of the municipality jiroposes to raise the 
question of rtimoving street-sweepings by rail lieyoiid municipal limits. Ho 
also states that he has applied to tho 8imla Municipality for a copy of tho 
report of the Committee wliich lately sat there to mature a jdan for cwrj'ing 
night-soil by a shoot flushed with water down the hill-sido to a distance 
from tho town. Ho is of opinion that if such a scheme succeeds at Simla, it will 
also succoe<i at Dai’jecling, where tlic^re is plenty of watC/T at oomraoud. 

In the municipality of Runginwe the public latrines wore kept in a proper 
state of cleanliness, but the necessaries in private bouses were in a filthy state 
for want of sweepers. It is reported, however, that efforts ore being made by the 
Commissioners to have thimi cleaned daily by munidpal looney. 

69. In the Madariporo Municipality^ in tho Dacca Division, some obnoxious 
hollows were filled up during the year at the exjionse of tho zemindar Baboo KAU 
Krista Tagore, who contributed 11 s. 600 for the purpose. Tliree wooden latrines 
were also constructed in the bazar of tho town, where the want of them was 
specially felt. 

In the municipality at Burrisaul twelve sweepers were enga^d from Calcutta 
for the purpose of removing night-soil from private premises. Six public latrines 
and two uiinals were constructed in that town during tho year. 

70. In the Patna Division tho work of supervising tho conservancy of tho 
Patna City Municipality is divided auiong the Commissioners. Each ward is pla^ 
in chwge of a Commissioner residing within its limits, who has power to punu^ 
the members of the oonsorvancy establishment employed in his ward for neglect 
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A j^rtion of the bouse refuse, and street sweepmgs was sold during 
ibeyear, and realized a sum of Bs. 8642. Night-soil and sewago were regularly 
reihoTed from private bousw and buri<^ in trenches. There are said to be 
five plots of land now available for this purpose, and arrangeinonts are being 
made for acquiring five additional pieces of land with the object of providing 
trenching . founds in eacli luobulla of the municipality. During the year 
the Municiml Commissioners of Patna caused to be constructed iiiSieir work- 
liop portable latrines made of wood. They aro provided with wheels, and . 
are moved from pltme to place as required. Twenty-three of those portable 
latrines wore constructed and stationed in different parts of the municipality, 
and the ^plo appear to resori to them freely. 

In tno town of Cya there are ten permanent public latrines. Five tempo- 
rary latrines were erected during the year in different fiarts of the municipaUty ' 
for the use of pilgrims. The conservancy establishment was increased by five 
drivers, and eight new carts wore procured. 

In the Durbhunga Municipality throe new latrines were constructed, two 
night-soil carts were purchased, and two plots of trenching grounds were provided 
during the year. 

In the town of Chuprah two public latrines were constructed during 
the year at a cost of Rs. 842 — one for the use of males, and the other 
for females. There are now altogether six latrines in tlio town. They are 
much frequented by the people. Eleven dep6ts wore established in convenient 
spots in the town for tlio reception of night-soil from private houses, the 
municipality providing carts and men to carry off the accumulations twice daily 
to trenching grounds outside the towm. 

71. In the Bliagulpore Division, the Commissioners of the Monghyr Munici- 
pality applied in Maidi last for the extension of Act VI (B.C.) of 1878; but they 
subsequently decided at a meeting tliat it was not nocessaiy that tlie Act should 
be extondetl, and no further steps have been taken in the matter, nie work of 
ordiiiar}^ conscrs^aucy and the lemoval of rubbish from the public streets and 
drains, and the daily scouiing of f^ugbter-housos and municipal bazars, were 
well performed. In this town the work of removal of waste water from 
pits and reservoirs in private houses is performed by tlie municipality on 
the payment of a maximum mtc of four annas for two cubic feet of water, 
and one anna extra for cveiy f<x)t alx)ve two cubic fo(5t. It is reported 
that many people have availed thcinselves of this arrangement. There are 13 
masonry and 11 mud latrines in the town. Of the latter, five were con- 
struc'iea during tho year at a fjost of Rs. 1 07 each. These additional latrines 
arc said to have beeji opened to meet the objectiems of the people to the dosiiig 
of tlieir cess-pits before they were supplied ^vith proper latrines. Tlio 
Sanitary Commissioner, who visited the municipality in January 1881, described 
die conservancy arrangements of the town to bo “excellent and beyond 
praise.” In Moiigb 3 T iIiq small sum of Rh. 35 was realized by tho Commis- 
fiionei’S during the year for manuring with night-soil some land at the rate of 
Bs. 14 per biglia. 

In Funieoh, the Latrines Act was extended to tho municipality with effect 
from 1st April 1881. 

In tho English Bazar Municipality, in Maldah, the sites for two public 
latrines were selected, and plans and estimates for the structures were prepared 
during the year. It is reported that the townspeople objected to the erection 
of dies© latrines, but meir objection was not disposed of when the year 
closed. 

73. In the Orissa Division, the conservancy arrangements for tho town of 
Bporee are under the Health Officer appointed under Act IV (B.C) of 1871. The 
conservancy staff of sweepers maintained from funds under that Act is supple- 
mented by mem paid from f^nts made from tho Union Fund. 

In the mumcipality of Cuttack, an experimental public latrine constnicted 
of masoniy built during tlie year, and 11 thatched necessarira wwe erected 
on sdected sites. Tho night-soil from these is removed in closed iron carts 
and galvanized iron buckets, and is Imried in dtiep trenches on the outskirts of 
die town. A new pucca latrine was also constructed during the year in tho 
Cantonment at a cost of Bs. 498. 
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reeba^h Hre jreeerted %> be maidnf arrangements for taking the lease of ^ lueoe 
of ground fpr Ae purpose tH burymg night-soil and depositing street-sweepnxgs 
in it, and eventually turning it Into a municipal garden. 

In the Bamdiee Municipality, there ore 12 public latrines in charge of 12 
mehters. It is stated that die people are now resorting to them more fro^y 
than before. The Burdwan system of cleansing private privies was snccess* 
fully introduced in the town during the year. All well-privies have been :^ed 
up, mid 26 mehters have been appointed for the purpose of cleaning private 
privies, a certain number of houses being allotted to each man. Ineir pay 
18 a matter of private arrangement with the occupiers. If any person fails to 
pay his sweeper on the appointed day, the man stops work and reports the 
matter to Ae overseer, w'ho allows the occupier two days’ time to pay. If 
payment is still witlilield, the privies arc inspected by tlie overseer and the 
occupiers prosecuted for keeping their promises in a filthy state, a part of 
the* fine realized being given to the informant as a reword. The system 
is self-supporting and is reported to be working satisfactorily. 

74. Act VI (B.C.) of 1878, which pimidea for the cleansing of all private 
and public latrines in first class municipalities, is now in force in the niunicipalitiea 
of the Suburbs of Calcutta, Howrah, Seraniporc, Hooglily and Chinsurah, Midna- 
pore, Kishnagliur, Jesaore, Kampore Bcauleuh, l!)acca, Commillah, Oya, 
Bha^pore, and Puriicah. 

76. The following table shows the projiortion of the total income spent 
nnder the head of “Conservancy” in the munujipulities of tho different 
divisions : — 
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76. The conservancy provisions contained in Part VIT of the Municipal 
Act were extended in whole or in jiart during the year to tho municipalities of 
Bogra and Rungporo in the Ilajshahyo and Ciooch Behar Di^'i8ion, to Nnssirabad 
in me Dacca l3ivision, and to Mudhubani, Kaserah, and Sewan in the Patna 
Division. 

77. Part IX of the Municipal Act regarding the establishment and regula- 
tion of markets was extended to the municipalities of Madariporo, in the district 
of Forreedpore, and Purulia, in the district of Munbluxmi. 

78. Byo-laws were framed by the Municipal Commissioners and confirmed 
by the Lieutenant-Governor for the following municipalities -

In the town of Bishenporoy in the district of Bankooruy threo new roads were 
constructed during the year. 

In the district of Hcoghly a large amount was expended on roads in the 
Baidyabati municipality , where one most^ important work— viz. the metalling 
of the Tarakessur feeder road up to municipal limits with stone— was carried 
out during the year. 

In the district of the 24-Pergunnahs a new road was constructed in tJto 
municipality of Takee. At Kalaruah a smaU road from the river bank to 
the police-station was metalled by the zhmindgrs of the place. A sum of 
Rs. 480 was also spent by the Commissioners of this municipality for the 
manufacture of bricks for the construction of culverts. In Kolligunge muni- 
cipality also a sum of Rs. 200 was laid out in making 50,000 bricks for roads 
and culverts. 

In Elisbnaghur two new roads were opened daring the year. 

In Rampore Beauleah a new road was constructed, and most of the town 
roads were repaired during the year. 

In the {3erajgungo municipaUty a sum of Rs. 1,683 was spent on roads 
and brid^ during the year. Of this amount, Rs. 799 were expended on the 
construction of two new roads and four now bridges, and tiie rest on the repairs 
of existing roads. 

In the Daijeeling municipality a sum of Rs. 14,897 was spent under 
this head, against Rs. 12,553 in the previous year. It is stated in explana- 
tion of the increased outlay that the expenditure on roads in this muni- 
cipality must always bo a heavy item, and one exceedingly difficult to 
estimate and control, inasmuch as in a single night a slip may occur blocking 
up, or carrying away, a portion of some important road, and rendering imme- 
diate and extensive measures necessary to restore communication. 

^ere was a marked increase of expenditure under this head in the Dacca 
municipeditj, ohieily on repairs, the figures being Rs. 12,571 against Rs. 4,932 
in the previous year. 

In the municipality of Naraingunge one unmetalled road and two 
wooden bridges were constructed during the year, and the main road widened. 

In the Furreedpore municipality two unmetalled roads, two masonry 
Calverts, and eight wooden bridges were constructed during the year. 

In the Burrisaul municipality two new culverts, a foot-path, and a wooden 
bridge were constructed, and wooden railings were put up whore deep drains 
or tidal ditches were, unprotected. 

In the district of Mymensing a small road at Hybutnuggur in the 
Kishoregunge municipality, and the main Bazar road at Muktagacha, were 
constructed during the year. 



lift tiie Mimiclpality the expenditure on the conBtruction and mamteii 

WDoe td roads iaid amounted to Rs. 20,972 against Rs. 36,318 in tho 

preyious year. The eaving of Rs. 16,346 "vras said to bo mainly due to the 
personal supervision exercised by the late Vice Chairman of the Municipality 
over ttie expenditure, and the efforts he made to reduce it. During the* yew 
two narrow lanes in tho city were paved with flat bricks as an experimental 
tneasure. If the pavement withstands the rains, it is proposed to extend the 
operation to other similar thoroughfares in the municipality. 

A sum of Rs. 2,200 was spent in the town of Barb, a second class muni- 
cipality in the district of Patna, on the construction of a new road and in 
metalling an existing one. 

In the Mozufferpore Municipality an unmetalled road which passes through 
a very thickly populated part of the town was metalled with kunkur during 
the year. Two fair-weather roads leading to tho two principal ferry ghilts 
on tho outskirts of tho town wore widened and raised above tho highest flood- 
level and it is reported that tho Municipal Commissioners intend to metal 
these roads during the current year. A sum of Jis. 340 was presented to the 
Municipality during the year by some zemindars of tho town for the planting 
of trees on road-sides. 

In the Roserah Municipality, in the district of Diirbhunea, a sum of 
Kb. 1,132 was spent on tho metalling of a road passing through the principal 
bazar of tho town. 

81. Sanitotion and drainage . — During the year under report the expendi- 
ture under this head amounted to Rs. 37,899 against Ks. 59,604 in the previous 
year, thus showing a decrease of Rs. 21,706. in second class municipalities 
alone the decrease amounted to Rs. 30,716. On the other hand there was an 
increase of Rs. 7,703 in first class municipalitios. Unions and stations also 
exhibit an increase of expenditure of Rs. 1,102 and Rs. 146 respectively under 
this head. 

82. The large expenditure in 1879-80 was due to the extensive schemes 
of improvement which were undertaken in that year in the municipalities of 
Dinagepore, Rungpore, and City Moorshedabad (Lalbagh). Tho works at 
Dinag(?pore were completed duringihe year. In Rungpore all that remains to 
be done is to cut a few cross drains connecting some of the depressions in tho 
bed of tho heeU with the main channels. 

At Moorshedabad the works are progressing fairly under tho supervision 
of the public Works Department. 

83. Ill the Burdwan Division the whole expenditure under this head 
amounted to Rs. 2,169. All that was done was to keep the surface drains on 
tho sides of tho road free from obstructions. The drainage of tho Bankoora 
Municipality is naturally good, tho fall being towards tho two rivers 
Qandeswari and. Dalkeswar. In Soory the gravelly nature of the soil and 
the natural lines of the surface prevent any water lodging on the sides of the 
roads. In the majority of the municipalities in tho division, the drains are 
not constructed on any systematic plan, and they do not carry off all tho 
surplus water. 

84. In the Presidency Division a sum of Rs. 3,892 was spent under this 
head during tho year. In the Suburban Municipality, except tho work of 
remodelling the drains of the Alipore and Belvedere roads which was taken 
in hand, nothing calling for particular notice was done in the matter of improv- 
ing the drainage. Some progress was, however, made in surveying and 
taking levels of tho tract lying between TolIy^s Nullah and the (klcutta main 
sewer. A suggestion was made in tho report of the Municipality tiiat the 
tnanagomont and control of the drains along ibo sides of tho Diamond Harbour 
!l^ad, whicli are important and serve as the catch* water drains of a largo and 
most important portion of the district, should bemiade over to the municipality, 
a moderate subsidy being paid by Government to tho Commissioners for their 
maintenance. As the road is under the charge of the Public Works Department, 
the question has been referred to that Department for disposal. In tlio matter 
of hu%ie6 improvement, the action of the municipality was attended with success. 
iTie cow-houses in Ward No. 2, which had hitherto been a great nuisance to the 
neighbourhood, were removed to new and less objectionable sites, lii addition 



to the busteo composed of these cow-houses twelve other lustees were inspected 
during the year, and in some cases notices were issued to the owners to im-. 
prove them. In two cases the owners have expressed their willingness to have 
the improvements carried out by the municipal agency, and to pu}^ the cost 
of the work. The q^uestions of improving the environs of the templo at 
Kalighat, and of reclaiming tho filthy pond called tlio Kali's KunUoo, weru 
under consideration during the year, but the works had not been commenced 
when the year closed. 

Tlic question of improving tho drainage of the town of Kishnaghur was 
considered during the year, ami, us a preliminary measure, an officer of tho 
Public Works Department lias been ordered to make a professional survey of 
tho river Unjonah, which forms the south-eastern ln)uudary of tlio town. 

The drainage of the t iwn of Nyehatty, in the 31-Perguiinahs, is reported to 
be very defective, and steps are being taken to remedy it. 

85. In th(i liajshahyo and U«Mieh Jlohar Division Ks. 8,801 wore spent 
under this head during the year. Of this amount, Rs. .5,07 1 were sjient in 
Rungporo, and lis. l,<Ul in Darjceliug. In K‘un<,qjoru all the swamps in and 
around tho station liavenow bt>oii tupped by capacious and properly constructed 
channels leading to the river (iliogut. 

The natural drainage uf tin* «tali«m of Darjeoling is good. What is 
neco.ssary is to control the flow of water down the liill sides and jlioras by 
building stono drains and protecting the side.T of jlioras by low stone walls. 
During the year two largo stone drains were cons-tructed in tho Lindvliun jliora. 
'rhreo other drains were also c“m)>iot(Ml during tho year. 

The drainage of the town of Ram pore Ih'auh'uh is rejiorted to be very 
defective. Tim roads and streets arc not provided with sid(5 drains of a suffi- 
cient size, and wlien lieavy rains come the water frequently cuts a ch.annel 
across the road, rendering it impas.sahlo for traffic. Tlio natural slope (d the 
country is said lo bo away from the river Pudina, on the banks of which tho 
town stands. A survtjy of tlio toAvn has boon undertaken with a view to the 
preparation of a scihome for draining it thoroughly. 

80. I|i the Dacca Division tho expen^turo under this head amounted to 
Rs. 2,011. In tho Dacca Municipality the X^unmissioners have voted a sum of 
Rs. 2,500 in tho current year for taking levels in the town. 

87. In the Cliittagong Division iiulhing in conneetion with drainage 
worthy of notice was done daring the year. 'I’lio expondituro was only Rs. 1 10. 

88. In tho Patna Division Us. 8,(*»17 was spimt uinlor this head during tlic 
year. The largest portion of this amount, viz Its, (>,058, was spent in Dya. 
With a view to improve the drainage, a suiwey i»f tlic town vvtis made and 
levels were taken during tho your 1870-80, but on subsequent investigation 
they were found to be incorrect and practically useless. During tlic year under 
report tho town wa.s re-survey od, and levels were again taken, and sections 
made of the existing drains. A schenie, consisting of three parts, was prepared, 
and one part was undertaken and almost coinjiletcd during tho year. It is 
estimated that tho total cost of the irnpruveinents will amount to Us 84,187. 

80. In the lihagulpore Division the an ount spent under this lusad was 
Rs. 4,857, tho greater part of the exjieudituro being incurred in the districts 
of Purncah and Miildah. 

00. In tho Orissa Division the expenditure on drainage amounted to 
Rs. 4,589. Of tills amount, Rs. 8,495 were spent in tho town of Cuttack. A 
scheme of draining tlie town was undertaken during tho previous year, and vs^as 
nearly completed during tho year under report. Two main drainage chan- 
nels were excavated — one to drain off tho water from tlio western, and tho 
other from tho eastern part of tho town. Throe branch lines of drains wore 
finished during the year. 

91. In the Chota Nagportj Division the expenditure under this head was 
Rs. 1,838. IMio largest portion of this amount was incurred in the Purulia 
Municipality. 

92. lo afford facilities to Municipal Committees in tho province for con- 
sulting professional men on projects involving questions of engineering or 
surveying, Executive Engineers have boon appointed ftr-q^etb Commissioners of 
all municipalities situated within their respective divisions.

03. Durin*^ tlio year the Sani- 
tary ComiiiiBsionor visited the 
niunicipalitieK iiaujcd on tho mar- 
pin, and drew up a report on tho 
defects in each of them and sng- 
pested tlio stops that sliould bo 
taken to remove tliem. These re- 
ports wore laid before tho Commis- 
sioners of tho rcspccti\re munici- 
palities, an<l in many instances 
tho suppostions of tlio Sanitary 
Couiiuissioiicr were carried out. 


04. In the report fi>r tho year 1878-70 it was slated that in order to 

control and repiihite the pilprim hxlpinp houses in the towns of Gy a and 
Dooplmr, two pront places of Jlindn fiilprimapo in tljcse prr>vi)icos, tlio Lodr*'- 
irip-houso Act, IV (jJ C.) of 1871, had been atuctnh'd by Act II of 187?, 

and exteinhul to these place.s. Rcjiorts of the workinp of the Act in Gya and 
Pooreo durinp tho past year have been received. K(» report lias been received 
from Dcophur, as urilinil opeij^tions wove not commenccil there till after- the 
close of tho year. Tlio report from Gya shows that, thouph tliero was at first 
a certain amount of opjiosition to tho enforcement of tho provisions of the 
Acts, tlie f/f/uwulit the priu.sts .'it Gya) are prudually pettiup reconciled to them, 
and are begioninp to see the bonefils of tho law, both to the pilgrims iiml to the 
peneral population of the town. The Health Ofticer of tho town, who has been 
ill the district for several years, testifies to its beneficial ethfct on tho health 
of tho town by the measure. There was no epidemic amonp the ])Ilpruiis 
durinp the year under report. The receipts under tlio Acts durinp the year 
iiniountod to Us. 11,290, wliich, added to Us. 11,199, the balance at the end of 
the provioUsS year, pave a total income of Us. 22,495. expt'inUture in 

1880-81 amounted to Us. 0,73^* lea/inp a balance of Ks. 15,700, wliich it is 
proposed to utili/x* in iinprovinp the drainage and tho sanitary condition of the 
town. 

05. In Pooroo, Act IV (BO.) of 1871 has boon in force for nine years, 
and its jirovisions are therefore well understood. As tho town was 
till lately only an union under Chajdcr III of the Municipal Act y(I10.) 
of 1870, the whole expondi I lire on account of conservancy and siinitat ion was 
defrayed from the funds raised under tlio l.odpirip-house Act. 'I'Ikj town has 
now been raised to tlie- status of a first ela.s.s munici}>nlity, and a larper income 
will now bo realized under the Municipal Act f«n' the bonelit of the pe«>plo. 
Durinp tlie past year, the income under Act IV of 1871 was U.s. 19,045. and the 
expenditure was Us. 0,950. 

Two jnlprim hospitals wore maintained at Pooree and Pipleo from tho 
funds rai'flCd under the Act, and aflbrdcd relief to 0,544 persons durinp tlio year 
under r(?port. 

90. For the purpose of dilTusinu a knowlcdpe of the pi inciph's of sanita- 
tion, Dr. Cunninpham’s JSanihir// ./^/7wjr, was translated into IJenpali, Hiirii, 
and IJriya, and introduced into the course of all scliools below tliose rcadinp 
for the Entrance examination. In middle vernacular .schools Bahoo liadhika 
Prasanna Mookerjea’s Swasthya llaksha,” and in lower scliools Baboo Jadii 
Natli Mookerjea’a “Sharir Ihdan,” both of thorn Bengali works on tlio preser- 
vation of health, have been introdimed in addition to the Snuilartf Vp'imer. 

97. Watcr-supplff. — The exjienditurc under this head durinp the year 
under report, was less by Us. 45,939 than in the preceding year, 'fhe large 
expenditure in 1879-80 w’as due to tlie carrying out of the eluhoratc schcines 
for water-works in Darjeeling and Dacca. These works have now been 
completed, and there w'as consetjuontly le.ss expenditure under this head. 

98. Since tho passing of Act. VI (B.C.) of 1881, tlic (Commissioners of the 
Suburban Municipality have been in comniuiiication with tlui Corporaliou oi 
Calcutta on tho subject of tho extension of tho metropolitan system ot tiUored 
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wat^r-supply to cortain tbiokly populated parts of the suburbs. The negotia- 
tions between the two niunicipabties bavo not yet been brought to a close. 

99. The largest expenditure under this head dunng the year was incurred 
in the municipalities of Dacca, Daijeeling, and 
Durbhunga. The actual sum spent in each of these 
Dameeiiog !'.! !!! sSti towfis is showu in tho margin. The expenditure 

Darbhonga 6^78 in Dacca represents the cost oflaying down two milos 

iMfti ... 22,641 of main water-pipes, with lateral piping and^ hy- 
drants complete. In Darjeeling the expenditure 
was incurred in completing the line of pip»*8 down to the bazar, and in main- 
taining the other lines. In Durbhunga the sum represents the cost of sinking 
eight wells. It is proposed to set up pumps near these wells so that water may bo 
lifted without the risk of contamination. 

lOQ. Among second class municipalities, tho towns which spent most 
on this object were Barrijioro and Barraset in the 24-Pergunnahs, and 
Naraingunge in Dacca. They laid out Ks. 1,01 7» Rs. 1,000, and Rs. 1,342 
respectively. In Barriporc tho amount represents the cost of excavating 
a tank for the supply of drinking-water to the rate-payers. In Baraset 
the amount was subacribod by the residents for re-digging a large tank. In 
Naraingunge the expenditure was incurred for embanking the sides of a 
tank, and for constructing a masonry ghAt at it. Tlie tank is reported to 
have been excavated, not so much for the supply of water as for the improvement 
of a stagnant marsh wliich formerly existed there. There are three other 
tanks in tho tomi for drinking purposes. 

101. Buildings and other Public Works, — For the sake of convenience these 
two heads are here taken together. Nothing particular was done under them 
during the year under report. The aggregate expenditure on these items 
amounted to Rs. 38,738 against Rs. 91,()84i in tho previous year, thus 
showing a decrease of Rs. 62,346. In tho Suburban Municipality nothing was 
spent during the year. In Howrah the expenditure was Rs. 1,002 only. 
Among other first class municipalities the total outlay was Its. 17,477. Of this 
amount, Rs. 0,80-1 was spent in Darjeeling in rq-roofing the office of tho Com- 
missioners and certain other municipal buildings, ^and in paying compensation 
for the removal of native huts. 

102. In Gya the expenditure under these heads amounted to Rs. 1,413. 
The outlay represents the cost of acquiring sites for two slaughter-houses and 
erecting buildings thereon. A slaughter-house was at first built on the banks of 
the Phalgoo at a cost of Rs. 721, but it was subsequently aliandoned as the 
Hindu residents of the quarter raised objections to it. It has since been 
converted into a cattle shed. 

103. A sura of Rs. 1,079 is shown in the accounts as having been spent or 
buildings in the town of Arrah, but the report of the municipality does no< 
contain any particulars of the expenditure. 

104. During the year the Northbrook Hall at Dacca was made over to thq 
Municipal Commissioners. Tlio liall was erected in commemoration of the visit 
of Lord Northbrook, then Viceroy and Govcrnor-Goneral of India, to that 
town in August 1874. It was built from public subscriptions, and cost 
Rs. 60,600, including the value of land. It is reported to bo now available for 
public meetings, &c., subject to the control of the Chairman of tho municipality 
and the supervision of the Commissioner of tho Division. 

106. Sanitary and charitable tstahlishments, — The expenditure under this 
head amounted to Rs. 74,980 against Rs. 69)109 in 1879-80. There was there- 
fore an increased outlay of lis. 16,871. The increase was distributed as 
follows

106. One of the causes of the incroaso of expenditure under this head was 

that durin;^ the year some of the 
municipalities were, under section 
34 of Act V (B.C.) of 187(3, vested 
with the management and control of 
dispensaries and liospitals situated 
within their respective limits. 
The statement in the margin 
shows the dispensaries tvhicli were 
made over to municipalities during 
the year. 

1 07. The cost of vaccination is 
now borne in almost all first and 
second class municipalities by the 
municipal funds. During the year 
under report, Act V of 

1880, under which vaccination 
is compulsory, came into opera- 
tion in the suburbs of Calcutta. 
Since the close of the year, the Act 
has been extended to the inunici- 
pnlilios of Kamporc Bcauloah, 
Rungporo, Hoogbly and Chinsurah, and Soory. The arrangemonts for working 
the Act in the Suburbs are under the Suburban Municipality, which takes 
the receipts and bears the expenditure, the vaccine operations being under the 
supervision of the Snperintendout of Vaccination of the Metropolitan Circle. 

108. Education^ Science^ and Ar^.-— The expenditure under this head 
exceeded that of tlio previous year by Bs. 1,705, The expenditure in 1870-80 
was Rs. 24,387 ; in 1880-81 it was Rs. 26,092. The increase was distributed 
as follows

There was, on the other hand, a decrease of Rs. 1,253 in the first class 
mumcipalitios in the interior of the province. * 

109. The largest grant under this bead, viz. Rs. 3,000 per annum, 
was m^de by the Suburban Municipality. The amount was distributed 
among 59 schools, of which 51 were for boys and 8 for girls. One of the former 
was a lower vernacular school, and the remaining 50 were primary schools. 
The total number of pupils taught was 2,912, of whom 2,553 were boys imd 
369 girls. The total expenditure on these schools was Rs. 9,092. Besides 
the municipal grant, a sum of Rs. 6,876 was realized by fees and fines from 
pupils and subscriptions £rom private persons.

112. Audit of municipal aeeounU . — ^Undor orders of this Government, dated 
the 29th December lt!80, Mr. F. DoH. Larpent was formally appointed Auditor 
of Municipal Accounts in the Lower Provinces of Rengal, under section 73 of 
Act V (B.G.) of 1876. Mr. Larpent’s appointment as Examiner of Local 
Accounts was approved in March 1880. On assuming charge of his office, he 
was directed to inspect carefully the existing forms of account in municipalities, 
wards’ estates, end local and trust funds, and to devise a system of accounts 
which would admit of proper test audit in future years. Subsequently he was 
required to make an enquiry into certain difficulties connected with the accounts 
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of wards’ estates in Backorgimge. On his return from Baokerguago, Mr. Larpent*^ 
visited nearly all the municipalities and wards’ estates in the districts of 
Midnaporo, Burdwan, Bankoora, 24-PergunnahB, Jessoro, Nuddea, Purreed- 
pore, Dacca, Moorshedabad, Patna, Shahabad, Maldah, Hooghly, and 
bhagulpore, and alp spent a considerable time, under the order of the Accountant- 
General in investigating the accounts of the Hooghly Imambara. After bis 
formal appointment as Auditor of Municipal Amounts, Mr. Larpent was omployed 
in auditing the accounts of forty municipalities in the Burdwan and Presidency 
Divisions. In the majority of cases, the audits extended over tlio accounts of two 
years, and the audit reports were submitted by the Accountant-General, with his 
remarks, to the municipalities concerned. With the approval of the Accountant- 
General, Mr. Larpent has drawn up a statement of procedure for the collection of 
municipal dues, as well as instructions for the keeping of municipal accounts. He 
has also devised forms of account embodying the classiiieation of municipal 
receipts and expenditure which is prescribed by the orders of the Secretary of 
State. Copies of the rules and instructions, and of the forms, have been circulated 
to all the Divisional Commissioners, who have been requested to place them 
before the Commissioners of every municipality in their respective divisions. 
Since the close of the year, the accounts of the municipalities in the districts of 
Bankoora and Moorshedabad have boon audited, 'i’be actual expense of each 
audit was calculated as closely as was possible, and instructions were givctiTor 
the recovery of the amount from each umnicipality. Mr. Larpent was actually 
at work as Auditor of Municipal Accounts for three mouths of the year. The 
cost of his salary and of his office establishment for that period amounted to 
Bs. 4,110, and the foes to be collected for the work done during this time 
amounted to Rs. 4,405. 

113. Bmarkahle incidents of ihe year . — During the year a serious caso of 
embezzlement of the funds of the second class municipalities of the Nortluirn 
Suburbs, the Southern Suburbs, and Rajpore occurred in the district of ‘34-Per- 
gunnahs. The municipalities were under separate Vice-Chairmen, but under the 
same Chairman, who had Itis.offico at the sadder station of the district. The 
municipal clerk of the Chairmi/i’s office was tho person who committcnl the frauds 
in question. Tho cash accounts of tho municipalities were conqnied by the 
clerk; payments in discharge of claims upon tho municipalities were generally 
made upon cheques drawn in his no, me; and the receipts of the municipalities 
were remitted by tho Vice-Chairmen to him, instead of direct to the treasury. 
The Vice-Chairmen accepted his receipts, instead of insisting on tlio treasury 
acknowledgment on a challan or in tho pass-book. The clerk acted both us 
cashier and as accountant to the municipalities, and was tlius enabled to rob 
in his capacity of cashier, and to provide for tho concealment of his robbery 
in bis capacity of accountant. The sum which was embezzled or not accounted 
for amountea to Rs. 7,159-3-6. On the discovery of tho frauds the man 
absconded, but ho was subsequently arrested, prosecuted, and convicted. 
A circular has been issued to all Commissioners of Divisions, requesting 
them to institute enquires at once, whether in any municipalily in their 
respective divisions the vicious system is allowed to prevail, of paying in 
municipal money through a clerk instead of into tho treasury diivct, aiid of 
making cheques payable to municipal serv'ants, instead of to the payees 
themselves. 

114. Another caso of embezzlement occurred in the 21-PorguniiaIjs, 


daring tho year, in which Rs. 383-2-3 belonging to the iSoutli Barruckpore 
Municipality was misappropriated by tho tax-daroga. 

116. In tho Dacca Municipality, tho Vice-Chairman detected a number of 
frauds committed by the municipal subordinates in respect of taxes, rents, 
and fines, and a number of them W'cro prosecuted and convicted. 

116. . There was another caso of embezzlement in this division during tho 
year, in which Rs. 90-1-6 were embezzled from th(j funds of the Union of 
rerozeporo in the district of Backergungo, by tho tax-darogab. Ho was 
prosecuted, but the prosecution failed for want of evidence. 

117, A caso of embezzlement of municipal funds also occurred in tho 
Chota Nagpore Division. In this case the money embezzled belonged to the 
municipal fund of Echak, a town in the district of Hazaribagh. Tho sum 
embezued amounted to lls. 633-12-6, and the culprit who committed the frauds 


( 82 ) 

was the tehsildftr of tlie Hazanbft^h Mamcipality. The tohsildar was prose- 
cuted ^d sentenced to seven years’ rigorous imprisonment, and steps are Wing 
taken to realize the amount embezzled by the sale of bis landed property in the 
district of Gya. On this fraud coming to light, a circular was issued by thin 
Government in March 1861, to all Divisional Commissioners, drawing their 
particular attention to the orders passed in September 1879 and February 1880, 
regarding the necessity of maintaining a proper system of accounts in all 
municipalities, and of periodically checking the registers of oolleotions.

India in the Home Department, No. 2 — 103-1 4A, dated the 27th July 1882. 


OAKJUTTA. 

2. Census of the Town, — Among the most * important operations of the 
year Was the talung of the census of the town on the night of the 17th 
February 1882. The preliminary arrangements and tho subsetjuont compila- 
tion of tlie returns were carried out imder the immediate superyiMlon of 
Mr. H. Beverley, c.s., first as Officiating Chairman of the Municipality, and 
solraequeDtly as Special Census Officer both for Calcutta and tho suburbs. The 
task m seeking^ out and identifying every individual hut and tenoineiit in the 
town, and providing for its separate enumeration, was one of immense labour ' 


and difficulty. The intricacy of the^ hostees and ihe''Bb8enc6 of any eKist^ 
syatem of numbers rendered it unsafe to rely on the simpler procedure whicm 
was found to suffice in smaller towns. As every hut in the town had been 
assessed for municipal rates, the munioipd assessment registers were made the 
basis of the enumeration. The opportunity was taken, by identifying every 
hut on enlarged plans prepared for the purpose, to test also the accuracy of 
the registers themselves. The arrangemento made were of necessity highly 
complicated, and threw much additional labour on the municipal staff.

These figures show that far more than half the inhabitants of the town 
have their homes elsewhere and are temporary sojourners only, leaving their 
families, in some cases evon in early boyhooo, to earn a livelihood m the 
metropolis. The percentage of male to female children under o is as it should 
be; but before the age of 10 the preponderance of males begins to appear, and 
between the ages of 10 and 20 it becomes very manifest. Between 20 and 4i0 
there are more than two men to every woman, and even between 40 and 60 the 
excess is very considerable. Only after the age of 60 do the migratory bread 
winners disappear and the sexes resume the equality which exists among 
infants. 

5. Another important fact that becomes apparent from a comparision of 
the figures for 1881 with those for 1872 and 1876 is that the population of 
Calcutta is decreasing. The males are nearly twice as numerous as the females 
and the birth-rate must therefore be at least one-third lower in proportion to 
Ota 1 population than in a town where the sexes are in equilibnum. On the 



. iotfaer band, the tecorded dealih-rata is dO per mitle, and there is little room for'- 
doubt that the tme rate is even higher. The balance is in some measure 
redremed by immijgration ; but there is reason to believe that the demand for 
labour from outside has not increased in the same proportion as the wealth of 
the town, and that the extension of machinery has effecte»l a saving in the 
expenditure of human agency. Nor is the counteracting iufluonce of emigra- 
tion wholly absent. The equality in numbers of males and females over the age 
of 60 cannot be due to higher mortality among the former. By that time the 
work of the bread-winner is done, and he retires to his homo in the mofussil. 
With these varied forces all at work, it is little matter for surprise that the 
population of Calcutta shows no signs of increase. 

6. The number of houses in Calcutta on the night of the census was 
88,774, of which 18,107 wore masonry buildings and 20,067 huts of mud or 
mat. Each inhabited house contained on an average upwards of 1 1 persons ; 
each of the 77,513 families contained over .5 members; and the number of 
houses per acre was about 10. Of the total population, over 02 per cent were 
Hindoos, 32 per cent Mahomedans, and 4 per cent Christians ; while the 
renjainder comprised Buddhists, Jews, Brahmos, Parseos, and others. Of the 
Hindoos, 30 per cent of the males and 5 per cent of the females can read and 
write ; of the Mahomedans, 16 per cent and 1 per cent ; and of all other classes, 
77 per cent and 03 per cent respectively. 

7. Changes in thfi office of Chairman. — The office of Chairman was filled 
first by Mr. W. M. Souttar, and since April 1881 by Mr. II. L» IJarrisou. The 
death of Mr. Souttar, which occurred during the year under report, was a severe 
loss to the corporation. 

8. Meetings of the Commmionns, — The Commissioners held altogctlier 3 ordi- 
nary meciings, 4 quarterly meetings, 6 special meetings, and 12 8p(‘cial general 
meetings. The town council met 50 times during the year, the budget com- 
mittee 15 times, the tramway committee 13 times, audotiier general committees 
29 times. There were also 43 meetings of standing committees and 34 meetings 
of nuscellaneous and sub-committees. Fourteen of the elected and 3 of the 
nominated members attended more than 50 meetings during the year. The 
interest and industry shown by many of the elected Commissioners in the 
work of the town show that the claims of responsible office arc becoming 
understood and appreciated. 

9. Important subjects treated during the y^ar.— Among the chief matters 
which engaged the attention of the town council during the year wore its own 
constitution and mode of electing members, the widening of the Chitpore 
Bead, and the consequent negotiations with the Tramways Company, 
tlie hours for depositing refuse in the streets, the construction of a storm-water 
outfall sewer, the opening by Government of a new road to the west of the Medical 
College Hospital, and the establishment of a tariff for tho sale of fuel at burning 
gb&ts. The CommissionoTs also devoted some attention to tiu*. cxtonsiou of tho 
water-supply, and made representations to Government in connection with certain 
of tho proposed amendments of tho Calcutta Municipal Act which dealt with 
that subject. Tliey objected mainly to tho proposal to withdraw from them the 
power to regulate the distribution of filtered water. Govern ment, however, 
was of opinion that where the interests of Calcutta and of the suburbs were 
divergent, and even to some extent conflicting, the vltiaiato decision in a 
matter of such vital importance as the extension of the water-supply should 
no longer be left in the hands of one of the parties concorned. T'ho section as 
originally drafted was therefore retained in the Bill, and eventually passed 
into law. 

10. Daring the year 1881 the bustee improvement c»)mmittoe displayed- 
considerable activity. The committee held 15 .meetings during the year, some 
of them at the bustoes under improvement, and took into consideration tlie 
whole question of the improvement of busteos and the best method of ultilizing 
the provisions of tho Act for tliat purp<jse. A set of working rules was drawn 
up ; classified registers wore prepared showing the condition of every bustee in 
the town ; rules were prescribed to regulate tho building of new huts ; and 
lastly (a most useful measure) powers were given to the Chainnan to deal with 
bttstees which were too small to admit of the elaborate procedure of sectLons 
286— -288 of the Act.

Part of the 6 per eent 
debenture loan will bocome repayable in 1884 ; and as it is , probable that 
the Commisslonera will be able to borrow at a lower rate, it is hoped 
that a sating in interest will then be effected. Partly owing to the 
delay in settling the preliminaries for the extension of the water-supply, and 
partly owine to the large balance at the credit of the municipality, no loan 
was raised during the year. Tho amount expended from the balances on 
water-supply and drainage works amounted to Rs. 4,00,635. Tlio opening 
and closing balances of tho revenue account, including valuo of stores in 
stock and imvanceB, and deducting debts and deposits, were —

14. The balance remaining^ in hand at the close of tlio liiianeial year 
1881-H2 was Jls. 7,27,913. Of this amount Us. 5,99,755 was the actual 
balance, and tlio remaiiulor, Rs. 1,28,158, represented deposits. These figures 
will not agree with the figures given in tlio annual report of the municipality, 
u copy of which was forwarded to tho (xovcrnnioiit of India with the letter 
from tills Govornment, No. 475, dated tho 12th August as the report was 
prepared for the calendar year 1881. , 13y Act 1 (11.0.) of 1882, however, it was 
jircseribed that tho municipal year in Calcutta should in future begin with 
the month of April. 'Uho next report will tliorefovo embrace the transactions 
of a period coinciding with tho official year 1883-83. 

15. Condition of separate fiimh . — The watcr-rato fund receipts at a 3 per 
cent rate fell short of the expenditure by Rs. 48,102. The Coinraissioners 
have raised the rate to per cent for tho current year. I’lic polico-rute, 
which is levied concurrently with the water and lighting rates, and falls 
on tlie same individual, and which now yields a considerahlo surplus over 
expenditure, lias licen reduced by | per cent for the current year. The total 
amount to bo paid by rate-payers for these three rates taken tngetlicr will 
therefore bo unchanged. The rocci2it.s of tho jute warehouse and fire-brigade 
fund amounted to Rs. 26,611, including a contribution of Rs, 3,890 from tlio 
old fire-brigade fund. The disbursements up to the 31st December amounted 
to Rs. 22,360; but as tho jute year ends on the 31st March, the expenses of 
another quarter were dcbituble to tho credit balance, witliout. any further 
appreciable receipts. The actual closing balance to tho credit of tlie fund on 
the 3 1 st March amounted to only Rs. 39, and the Commissioners have agreed 
to mako up from the general fund any deficit that may occur in future years. 
The question, however, of re-adjusting tho proportions in whicli tho expendi- 
ture on the fire-brigade is borne by Calcutta and by the Suburbs is still uuder 
the consideration of Government.

16. The Ammmt De^^rtnmt — ^During the year 1881 the work of 
this department 4>f the municipality was satisfactorily performed. All the 
tiled huts in the town were chocked with the help of the plans prepared 
for the use of enumerators employed in taking tho census of the town. 
Numbers were put on all existing huts^ and those which did not exist 
were struck off from the assessment registers. The valuation of 2,224 pre- 
mises was ^ enhanced, and that of 702 was reduced on ro-assessment. The 
valuation of 4,026 premises was cancGllod on ac^count of the removal or demo- 
lition of tiled huts. Tlie result of those operations was an increase of 
Rs. 2,89,538 in the assessed annual value of landed property in the town and 
a decrease of Rs. 2,66,631, or a not increase of Rs. 23,907 in the assessment. 
The gain to the municipality in the shape of increased demand under the 
severm rates was Rs. 3,436, as shown below : —

The receipts from trades and profession licenses in 1881 exceeded thoso for 
any previous year by more than Its. 10,000. The number of such licenses 
granted was 20,295, against 27,759 in 1880. Tlienumher of Joint-Stock Companies 
mcreased from 178 to 185, and of merchants, agents, and wholesale dealers 
from 1,279 to 1 ,400 ; while tho number of practising licentiates of medicine, 
apothecaries, and veterinary surgeons rose at abound from 112 to 223. No loss 
than 1,561 defaulters of previous years were brought to account in 1881. As 
might have been expected, the increased activity of the xnuiiicipality resulted 
in a loi'go increase in the number of appeals against the assessments, there 
being 401 in 1883, against 84 in the previous year. Of the 401 apixellants, 12 
were exempted on inquiry, 2 1 6 were reduced to a lower class, and in 172 cases the 
original assessment was upheld. One case was pending at the close of the year. 

18. There was a decrease of 477 hackney-carriages, which is attributed 
to the competition of the tramway. There was a large increase in the number 
of carts registered during the year, the number rising from 15,042 in 1880 to 
18,095 in 1 881 . Tho hackney-carriage fund, which had on 3lBt Deceiubor 1881 
a closing balance of Rs. 18,200, has been closed, and the receipts will in future 
be treated as an asset of the police fund. 

19. LiUgation of the triimicipahty.^ThQ municipality was engaged in 
21 civil suits during the year, cither as plaintiff or defendant. Of these 
21 cases, 15 were decreed or compromised in favour of the corporation, 
1 was landing at the end of the year, and in 5 the Commissioners were 
unsuccessful. Altogetlier 13,887 persons wore prosecuted for various 
offences against the Municipal Act and bye-laws, of whom 4,096 were fined, 
8,544 warned and discharged, and 556 cases were dismissed. Tho fines imposed 
amounted to Rs. 16,816. In one case tho municipality were made defendants in 



alffoi^tion Ipr oansiinf a nnisancd by fillinj^ a tank with swoepinffs. The doci- 
toon of iiie Magiatrate implied that the Oommiasioners had no right to create 
the smallest nuisance, even temporarily, by filling tanks with refuse eren 
though their object in so doing was permanently to put an end to a much more 
serious and dangerous nuisance. 

20. Town mprovement and road work done during year. —During the 
year new streets were opened out to a lineal extent of 8,922 feet or about a 
mile and three quarters, and an equal length of public ditehos was converted 
into metalM paths. In order to facilitate the process of widening thorough, 
fares, a list was prepared containing proposals for 83 distinct proiects 
arranged in 5 classes according to their rolativo importance and cost. ^ Out 
of these, 31 projects, estimated to coat Rs. 18,779, received tlio sanction of 
the Commissioners and were taken in hand during the year. The progress 
actually made, however, before tln^ close of the year fell considcrablv short of this. 
Delay occurred in the land acquisition proceedings, and by thc'dlst Decem- 
ber only Rs. 10,220 bad boon expended out of tho sanctioned grant. 

21. Wafer-supply . — Tho average daily supply of rdtered water decreased 
from 7,407,250 gallons in 1880 to 7,205,453 in 1881. This was attri- 
butable partly to tho total cessation of tho supply at 'Pallah for 37 
hours consecutively, and partly to the choking of the tiltijrs in August and 
an accident to one of tho engines at Wellington Sfjnare in Septembbr, 
During the. year an independent main %vas laid between Wellington Square 
and Tallah, by which leakage and waste of water have been obviatfjd to tlio 
extent of half a million gallons a day. Arrangements arc also in progress 
for making a large increase in the su])ply of unfiltcred water, and tlicso, 
when completed, will set free all tho filtered water now used in watering 
the streets, and at latrines aiid night-soil depots, for domestic use. Tlio 
filtered supjdy which will thus be made available for ordinary household 
eonsumj)tioii is estimated at from 1,000,000 to 1,300,000 gallons daily, q^io 
total expenditure on tho water-supply of the yoar amounted to It.s. 4,91,000, 
exclusive of the cost of making connections or the charge for tho distribution of 
water to Barrackporo or the shipping. Interest on loans and n)[)aymunts of 
principal amounted to Rs. 2,94,000. 

22. Drainage . — The drainage system of the town is now approaching 

completion, and it is hoped that by tho end of tho year tho work 

will be brought to a conclusion. At the beginning of tlio year there 

renniined 35*27 miles of jnpes to be laid down. During tho }'ear 14*15 

miles Avere completed, and only 21*12 niilos romainod on tho 1st January 18S2. 
Tho total outlay amounted to Rs. 1,90,201, against Rs. 1,37,351 in tho 
previous yoar. 

23. Tank-filling . — During 1881 an important change was introduced in the 
law, which had tho etrcct of obliterating the di.stiiictioii bctwet.Mi tlio tanks 
situated within, and those situated outside, private enclosures. By this change 
the difficulty previou.sly felt by the Commissioners in tho work of tank-filling 
was greatly lessoned. In the past yoar tho total cost of the tijiorution.s was 
Rs. 4,945, of which R.s, 2,749 was recovered, tho net cost to tlie iiiuni(?ipalit.y 
being only Rs. 2,19(5. Operations were begun upon 20 tanks, of which li 
were completed by the end of tho year. 

24. JSnstees.-^lu. 1880 a general register of bustecs was jiroparod, from 
which it was found that the town contamed 48G bustoos, all of which wore 
more or less in need of improvement. Before tho close of 1880, 9 bustees, 
forming tho Soortoe Bagan and X*atwar Bagan bloc^is, wore inspected 
by medical officers, and operations were undertaken in four more blocks 
during 1881. 

25. Meteorology of the year . — The weather of 1881 w'as normal, and the 
moon temperature of the year was 2*2^ lower than the average of previous 
years. Tlio prices of food were among the lowest of }>ast years. Rico sold at 
from Rs, 2-8 to Re. 1-14 per maund, according to quality, and the price of 
butcher’s meat was also lower than in 1880. The quality of provisions 
exposed for sale in tho markets was systematically inspected, with tho best 
results. 



26. ntal BtaiUiiei , — The number of births registered during ike yetix 
was 7,458. The birth-rate per 1,000 of population according to the recent 
census was 17*2. From a comparison between the birth and death returns for 
1880 and the number of children under one year of ago found alive in C^outta 
on the 17th February 1881, it is clear tliat the registration of births is stall 
very defective. The birth-rates of the different sections of the community

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27. The number of deaths recorded in the town during 1881 was 13,030 
which was considerably in excess both of the mortality of 1880 and of the 
average mortality of the past 10 yours. The number of deaths from each of 
the main diseases during the last 5 years was — 
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The death-rates in tlie different wards of the town present the same wide 
variations as in former years, ranging from 4*6 in Waterloo Street and 8*9 in 
Burra Bazar to 33 4 in Hastings. The main fai;tor in the general increase of 
mortality was cholera, the dcatlis from which were higher than in any year 
since 1876. Fever, on the other hand, caused practically tlio same number of 
deaths as in 1880, and far fewer than the decujmial average. Tliis is tlie more 
surprising because the mortality from this cause was exeei)tionalIy high in the 
neighbouring districts of Nuddea and Mooi?»hedabad. The following statement 
shows the deaths per 1,000 of population at different periods of life in London 
and Calcutta ; — 
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The differences are cliiefly in the earlier ages, and it is remarkable that over 
the age of 60 the advantage appear-s to be on the side of Calcutta. This is 
probably due to the custom which prevails among the upper and middle classes of 
the native community by which ptjrsons falling dangerously ill are removed 
to their homes in the interior before death actually takes ]>laco. The number 
of deaths recorded in the suburbs during tUo year was 11,143, which gives a 
death-rate per 1,000 of population of 44*3. The largo excess of this over 
the rate for Calcutta is very remarkable, and indicates tho noces.sity of oxtoud- 
ing to the suburbs those advantages of drainago and water-supply which have 
done so much for the town,

33. Cunalitution of CommilUes , — The constitution of the committees of

The number of European Commis- 
sioners rose from 510 in 1880-81 to 526 in 1881-82, thus showing an increase 
of 16.

it is said that many of the native members evinced a lively interest 
in the affairs of the municipality. In Hooghly the Municipal Conimis- 
eioners are reported to have generally taken an active interest in the 
affairs of the municipality at a considerable sacrifice of time 
and labour, and to have worked hard in personally revising the assessment of the 
house* rate, checking the list of irrecoverable balances, holding local enquiries 
and organizing an establishment of nightmon and settling the details of the plan 
adopted for carrying out the objects of Act VI (B.C.) of 1878 . The Municipal 
Committee of Utterpara was composod ^tirely of non-official resident Com- 
missioners, with the exception of the Cnairmon, who was the Sub-divisional 
Officer of Scramporo. The managonient of tliis municipality has been highly 
successful, and sliortly after the close of the year under report the Lieuto- 
nant-Govemor took occasion to mark his appreciation of the good work done 
by the Vice-Chairman Baboo Bejoy Kissen Mookerjee by appointing him to 
be Chairman for a term of two years. The Chairman of the Sorampore 
Municipality in his report has spoken very highly of the services rendered 
by the Vice-Chairman of the Municipality, an elected non-official Commis- 
sioner, and a medical practioner. It is stated that he devoted a very 
great deal of time to his dutios and exercised almost all the powers of the 
Chairman. Tlie Municipal Commissioners of Howrah did a good deal of 
hard wo^^k, and their attendance at meetings was very regular. In the Presi- 
dency Division the attendance of the Suburban Commissioners was not vc?ry 
sotismetory. Only two Native Commissioners attended more than ton meetings. 
In Kishnaghur, also, the attendance of the Commissioners was not satisfactory. 
Only two members, besides the Vice-Chairman, attended more than ten meetings. 
The business of the Santiporo Municipality was managed, as in Utter^iara, by non- 
official Commissioners, but their attendance at meetings was indifferent. At 
Rana^iat the attendance of the Commissioners was fairly good, but at Jessore 
only one Commissioner acteiidod as many as seven meetings out of the nine 
held during the year. In the two first class municipalities in the Bajshahye 
and Coocii Behar Division, viz. Rampore Beaulcah and Darjeeling, tie 
Oommissionors are r^ortod to have taken much interest in their work. In 
the Dacca Division the Vicc-Chajirman of the Dacca Municipality, who is also 
the Joint-Magistrate of the district, thus reports about the committee : — Ajb I 
reported last year, I am glad to say that I consider the Dacca Municipal 
Committee to be an intelligent and good committee. The members take a 
.rational interest in what goes on. They criticise fairly and independently 
without the slightest attempt at obstruction. Long ^leeches are unknown, 
and yet there is a perfectly free discussion on every point of interest ; the fact 
bdng that the Commissioners are elected &om what I consider th0 proper 



ol and ptofessiobal men, who knoir the value of 

tibne, and do not tradte, it unneceesarily, yet who are fully alive to the in- ^ 
tereats of the town and people.” In the Patna Division the atteiidaneo of the 
CommiMioners is Terorted not to Imve been so satisfacto^ as could bo wished. 
In the Bhaffolpore Division the Commissioners of the Mionghyr, Bhagulpore, 
and Pumeab municipalities took much interest in their work, and attended 
fairly the meetings of the committees. 

86. The number meetings held in the second class municipalities in 
the Buidwan and Presidency Divisions was on an average 12 during the 
year ; in the Kajsha^e and Cooch Bohar Division 11 ; in the Dacca 
l^visiou 11*6 ; in the Chittagong and Bhagulpore Divisions 9; in Orissa 107 ; 
and in ChotaNagporo 8. The Patna divisional report contains no infor- 
mation on this point. 

36. Blectwe System. — The elective system was in force in only three 
municipalities of the first class, as in the previous year, namely Seraraporo, 
Burdwan, and Kishnaghur. 

In Serampore there was originally no projiorty tost in the election of 
members. A test was, however, introduced during the year^ and it was provid- 
ed that the qualification for voters should bo the payment of rates to the 
amount of Hs. 4 daring tho year, and for candidates of rates amounting to 
Rs. 10. Tho numbor of nominated Commissionors was raised from threo 
to six, while that of the elected Commissioners was reduced from 16 to l‘i. 
Owing possibly to the introduction of the property tost, there were fewer candi- 
dates tlian vacancies for etection, and the number of elected caudidates \ras 
only 10- 

In Burdwan there were four vacancies, and seven candidates were proposed 
for election. In one of the four wards into which the municipality is divided, 
there was one vacancy and one candidate. In the remaining three words 1,133 
votes wore recorded for the six candidates proposed for election, 6,000 persons 
being eligible to vote. The contest Ixstwoen two candidates at tho polling for 
one of those words was moro severe than usual, one of them getting 743 votes 
and the other 296. Tho people are^ beginning to understand tho elective 
system, and they are -now taking more interest in matters relating to the 
municipality. 

In Kishnaghur tho system worked mthout friction, but tlie amount of 
interest displayed by the people in the election of their representativos was 
very slight. The members elected were nominated by a few of the rate-payers, 
and as there was no contest, they were returned as a matter of course. 

37. fVard Comtttitiees.-^Tho provisions of the Municipal Act for tlie sub- 
division of the arot! of a municipality into convenient words, and for appoint- 
ing respectable residents to be ward Commissioners to supervise conservancy, 
sanitary and other matters in them, were had recourse to in only two munici- 
palities in the Burdwan Division, viz. Serampore and Howrah. In Serampore 
four ward committees were appointed to assess tho municipality, but tho work 
of asscssmeTit is reported not to have been done in a satisfactory way. In 
Howrah the system was not literally carried out, but for purposijs of supervision 
the town was divided into sections, and each section was placed in charge of a 
Commissioner who had his residence within it. This system lias had consider- 
able success. 

In the Presidency Division the CommissionerB of tho Suburban Munici- 
pality at a meeting passed a resolution for the abolition of ward committees. 
It is stated in their animal report that these committees have not proved 
successful in the suburbs, and tnat an amount of friction was produced, which 
threatened seriously to interfere with the efficient working of tlie municipality. 
The Chairman of the Kishnaghur Municipality states in his report that, since the 
close of tho year, six sub-committees have been appointed for tho six wards in- 
to which the municipality is divided, and he promises to submit a report of 
their working in his next administration report. 

In tho Rajshahye and Cooch Behar Division tho Commissioners of the 
Rampore Beauleah Municipality appointed during tho year officers called 
mohulla representatives. Their duues are reported to lie of a consultative 
nature, they being required only to report to tho Commissioners on petitions for 
the reduction of taxes and on other misoollaneous matters. In the Dinageporc 



HimieipaUty these were five ward tibtiiinitteM ^ fievisag .Vthe 

under report. Their duty was to r^rt and express opinion* bn petitiiosw^ 
redaction or remiasion of taxes. In the Rungfpore Sfunieipaiityy aJaO) the^ 
were two such committees appointed during the year. They were employed in 
making and revising assossmonts, but no powers were delegated to them under 
section 53. 

In the Dacca Division it is reported that a scheme was drawn up by the 
Chairman of the Dacca Munici polity ^ during the year, for the creation of 
elective ward committees. The subject was still under the consideration of 
the Commissioners when the year dosed. In the Burrisal Municipality there 
were wai'd committees ap[)n)iitod under section 50 of the Municipal Act for 
each of the wards into whicl» the town is divided, and powers were given to 
them to prepare new assessment lists under sections 70 and SO of the Aet. No 
report has yet been suhinittc'd regarding the working of these committees. 
In the Municipality of liazitporc, in the district of Mymeusingh, there 
were five ward committees for the five sections into which the municipality 
is divided. They prepared tho assessment lists of their respective wards, but 
the Gommissiouer reports tliat tho work was not very satisfactorily performed. 

In the Patna Division ward committees were in existence in the Muni- 
cipalities of Patna, Arrali, Gya, and Chupra, but tho Commissioner reports that, 
except in Gy a, these committees did not do much work. In Gya they are 
reported to have u'orked .satisfactorily by looking after conservancy matten. 

In the Bhagulpore Division there were no regular ward committees in any 
municipality, but in Bhagul])ore a Bysten\ wus ado]{9ted somewhat similar to 
that in force in Howrah, the town being divided into* six wards or blocks, each 
of which was placed under the Hupervision of one or two Commissioners. 

In the Chola Nagj»ore Division, in the Munici])aUtie8 of llazaribagh, 
Cltattra, and Echak, sub-committees, consisting of two or three members, wore 
formed and deputed to tho various wards into which tlie towns arc divided 
for the purpose of revising tho assessments, but no powers under section 53 of 
tlie Municipal Act wore delegated to thorn. In Purulia the town was divided 
into heatB^ and each heal was placed in charge of a member of tho Municipal 
Committee. 

38, Municipal Benches . — The statement below show’s the work done by 
tile Commissionors of first class municipalities in their capacity as Honorary 
Magistrates in disposing of cases of nuisance and breaches of conservancy 
rules : — 
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5. Utterpara 
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Tb© amount of flu© indicted is reported to be inadequato in many 
instances. On this ^l^ect the Magistrate of Dacca reports as follows:— 
** I regret to say that the. sympathy of the Dacca public is against 
anything like sanitation^ when it intermres with the comfort (as they 
thmk), but in reality with the old established dmtoor prevailing amongst 
them. This shows itself in quarters higher than one would expect; for Sie 
Bench of Honorary Magistrates sitting in municipal cases has all along 
shown itself on the side of offenders against sanitary laws. There are 
somo exceptions to this, but I fear they only prove the rule. To such 
extent has this prevailed that the Magistrate has, in several instances, thought 
it necessary to refer orders passed the Bench of Magistrates, to the High 
Court, with a view to their being set aside, where such orders were manifesSy 
against evidence and were seemingly passed from a desire to obstruct the 
executive of the municipality in the proper discharge of its duty.” The work 
of municipal benches was considerably retarded by the dcjcislon of tlie High 
Court in the case of Woods versus the Corporation of the Tow'ii of Calcutta, in 
which it was ruled that Municipal Commissioners sitting as Honorary 
Magistrates should not try municipal cases, but since then the Legislature has 
settled the point by the explanatory clause appended to section 555 of the new 
Criminal Procedure Code, Act X of 188‘2. The table below shows the work 
done by Benches in second class municipalities, where such Benches have been 
constituted : —

30. Assessments , — In the Burdwan Division the Commissioners of the Mid- 
napore Municipality made a fresh a8so.ssraent of the house projicrty in the 
town. The Commissioners themselves made the assessment, oacli one taking 
one or two, and in some cases three mohullahs. The fresh assessment came 
into force from I st July 1882. In the Hooghly Municipality the iion-oflicial 
Commissioners personally undertook to make a revision of the house-rate. The 
effect of the revision could not bo ascertained within the year, as many of 
the petitions of appeal presented against the revised assessment were not 
disposed of when it closed. The assessment of the Serampore Municipality 
was revised during the year under report. The result of the revision was a 



diminutibn of Eb. 127 per anniini in the demand of tbe*tiouBe*raiie, iaewa»««w 
ment was made by tne Commissioner and it is reported to be nnequal in its 
iacidence. The CWrman of this Munieipelity) who is the Sub-divisional Oflicer 
of Serampore, in submitting his annual report to Government drew attention 
to the unsatisfactory nature of the system allowed by the existing law under 
which the assessment of the tax on houses is made by the Gommissioners them- 
selves. These have no skill or experience in the diiiicult business of valuing 
house property, and they moreover labour under the disadvantage of having 
personal interest in the matter. Mr. Carstairs pointoil out that in England, 
municipal bodies employ a professional valuer for work of this kind, and he 
presBea the question whether similar arrangemouts should not be made in this 
countr}". The question is one of some magnitude and iniptirtanfo, and will be 
considered in connection wito tlio new Municipal Hill The assessments ' in 
the Culna and Kaneogungo municipalities were revised during the year. 
As heretofore they were made according to the circumstances and property 
of the people. The result of the revision lias been an increase of Rs. 838 in 
Raneegunge and a dijcrease of lis. 397-8 in Culna. in all the second class 
municipalities in the district of Midnapore the assessment was revised during 
the year, it is stated that this operation is performed every year. The 
result of the revision was a slight increase in Ghattal and (lluindrakona, and 
a slight decrease in Tuinlook as regards the collection of the house- tax. 

’ -40. In the I*i‘osi(lcncy Division a partial revision of aisscssinent of 
house property in the Suburban Municipility was undertaken during the 
year. Nine thousand six liundrinl and thii*ty -three houses (viz. 1,32(1 pucca 
and 8,307 thatched), scattered throughout the suburbs, wore insjuicted and 
revalued. The fiuaueial result was an increase in the house-rate of 
.Rs. 9,208-15 and in the house-service fees of Rs 4,(»76 a veuv, the riMiuctions 
on tho other hand mad(‘ on petitions and by striking oil' inefl’cctivis 
assessments amounted to Rs. 1,802-8-9 and Rs. 2,332-2 in houso rate 
and house-service fees respectively ; the not increase therefore was Rs. 7,340-6-3 
in the former and Rs. 1,743-14-0 in the latter. It is reported that in fixing tlic 
valuations of the bouses, the principles laid down in section 92 of Act V (R.C.) 
of 1870 was, as far as practicable, adhered to. All houses let out to tenants 
were valued at tlio actual rent at which they were lot, and in the case of houses 
which were occupied by their owners and whicli were not built with the object 
of being leased out, the valuations were made after careful c(.>iisidorati()u of the 
accommodation, position, and condition, as compared with noiglibouriiig iiouses 
which were let. The asscssiueut of the Ranaghat MunieijiaUty was under revision 
when the year closed. 

41. In the Kttjshahyc and Gooch Behar Division a general revision of the 
asBOBsraent was made during the year in tho Darjeeling Municipality. The result 
of tho revision was an increase of revenue under the head of “ Tax on hold- 
ings” of 4 '4 per cent, over that of the previous year. Revised assossmonts 
were also made during tluj year in the municipalities of Nattore, l-*ubna, 
Serajguiige, Kurseong, and Julpigorec. In Rogra and Sherepore there 
was no general revision of assessment, but there wore enhan cements 
of the tax in certain cusch. The result of the revision in Pubna, Serajgunge, 
and Kurseong was an increase of Rs. 424, lis. 114, and Jis. 774 respectively in 
the annual demand of tlie tax on persons occupying holdings within the muni- 
cipalities. In Serajgungc? the revision was undertaken with a view rather to 
equalise the incidence of assessment than to realize increased revenue. 

42. In the Dacca l)ivision a revision was made of the tax unpersons 
in the municipalities of Naraingunge and Madariporo, the effect inliotb 
cases a decrease in tho net demand. In Kuraingunge this amounted 
to Rs. 120-12-6. In tho Kishoregunge Municipality in tho district of 
Mymensingh the assessment was revised with the result of an increase of 
Rs. 257-12 in tho annual deumnd of the tax. 

43. In the Patna Divi.-iion a general revision of assessment was made in 
the first class jnmnicipalities of Chupra and Arrah. The result of the revision 
in both cases was an inercfiso in the demand of the tax. 

44. In the Bhagulpore Division a general revision of house-property in 
the Monghyr Municipality was undertaken during tho year under report. The 
lastaBsessment was made so long ago as the year 1869-70. The result of the 



reviaiA i» reprated to be e deoreiwe of Rs. 2,131 in the nominal annual demand 
of tho houso-rate, and is attnbutod to the restriction of the municipal boundaries in 
1876, and the destruction, about five years ago, by the oncroachmonts of the river" 
Ganges, of nearly the whole of a mohuUah or section of the town called the 
Lall-Derwaza. There was, howler, no real reduction in the municipal 
income, tho actual collections being in excess of those of the previous year. 
The assessment of the Maldah Municipality was also revised during the year 
and was fairly distributed among the rate-payers according to tlicir circumstances! 
There was no increase or decrease made by the revision, but only an improve- 
ment in the collection of the tax. In tho Kissciigungo union a revision of the 
assessment was made with the result of an increase of lis. 337-8 in the demand 
of tax. 

45. In the Chota Nagpore Division the assessment of the Hazaribagh 
Municipality was revised during the year, but the new assessment has come 
into effect since tho close of tho year. 

4fi. Freah impostH levied during the year . — During the year tho jirovisions of 
the Bengal Municipal Act, 187ti, relating to the Jovy of a tax on carriages, 
horses, and other animals, were extended to the Municijiality of Jessore. 
Sanction was also given to the Commissioners of the Sasseram and 
Doomraon Municipalities in the Patna Division, to tjie levy of a fee, not 
exceeding that 8])ccified in seotiou 134 of the Municipal Act, upon all carts 
kept or habitually used within the limits of the munici])idilicH. In the case 
of Doomraon the orders took cflbct from the beginning of the current ofticdiil year. 
Authority was also given during tlio year to the (knnmissiouers of the Jajpore 
Municipality in tho Orissa Division to register all carts kept or habitually* used 
or let for hire within the municipality, and to charge a fi'o for such 
registration at rates not exceeding lis. 4 per annum, or Ks. 2 i>cr half-j’car. 

Towards the close of the year sanction was accorded to the iinposition by 
the Commissioners of tho Hazaribagh Municipality of a tax on all 
carriages that arc kept or habitually used williin the n»utiicipality. 
Sanction was also given to the levy of a fee for tho registration of carts in this 
municipality. • 

47. ih'cvjimtion of Municipal During tho year under report a 

proposal was submitted by the Commissioner of the Burdwan Division, at tho 
instance of tlie Magistrate of llooglily, for tho transfer of a village called 
Molicsli Mullickpara from the second class municipality of Ivotrung to the first 
class municipality* of Scrampore. Tliis village was four miles distant from tho 
nearest point of tho Kotrung Municipality, and tho whole of the intervening 
tract of country was within Ibo jurisdiction of the St rainpore Municipality. 
Its isolated position was to a certain extent anomalous, and to remedy this it 
was proposed to aiaalgamati‘ it with tho Serainpore Municipulit)’. Tno proposal 
was agreed to by tho Municipal Committees of both the towns cd’ Kotrung 
and Serani])oro, and since tho close of tho year it has received the sanction of 
Government. 

Since the withdrawal of troops from the contonmont at Dorham pore and its 
virtual abolition as a military station, it has been deemed advisable to include 
it within tlio municipal limits of tho town of JBerhamporo, in ordm* to provide 
for its conservancy and to legalize the assessment of municipal tax<,*s upon the 
inhabitants. These arrangements received tho sanction of Goveruiuent with 
effect from 1st April 1882. 

On the loth November 18S1 the Commissioner of Patna submitted a 
proposal for the inclusion within the limits of the Patna Municipality of two 
tracts of country lying on the south and west of the town. 'Die first tract 
contains a considerable bazar, and includes the serai or rc^st-lmusi! for pilgrims 
and other passengers to and from Gya. The management of tliis buildmg is in 
tho handvs of the Municipal Commissioners of Patna. Since, liowover, tlio tract 
lay outside municipal limits no control <'.oald bo exercised over the conservancy 
of the tmurket, nor was there anj safeguard against tho pollution of tlio water of 
the tanks. To enable the Commissioners to provide for tin; due supervision of 
these matters, it was rocommendod that this tract sliould ho included witliiu tlie 
municipality, and the sanction of Government was given to the proposal on tho 
J4th December 1881, The second of these two tracts has, Ijoweyer, not boon 
included in tho nmnidpnUty, as on local enouiry, it was ascertained that the 
majority of the inhabitants of the place aro cultivators or agricultural labourers.

49. In the reyiaod forms of accounts prescribed by tho Government of 
India, many now headings have been introduced, and it would therefore be 
neither convenient nor useful to institute detailed comparisons between the 
receipts and expenditure of 1881-82 and those of previous years. The reasons 
for the fluctuations of some of the principal items are however given. 

60. The increased receipts under the head of Conservancy Cess were due 
partly to more careful collection of tho demand and partly to the extension of 
tho area of operation of the Houso Scavenging Act VI (J3.C.) of 1878 in 
certain municipalities. 

51. The increase, under the head of Tax on Persons was distributed between 
first and second class municipalities in the propor- 
tion noted in the margin. Tlicro was a decrease of 
Rs. 1 8,946 under this head in unions. The incre^ 
in first class municipalities is nominal, and is dun to 
an error in the mode of crediting the receipts from 
This mode of taxation prevails only in two first class 
municipaiities, viz. fiampore Beauleah and Arrah. The increase in second class 
municipalities was distributed over almost all the divisions as shown below—

There was, on tho other hand, a total decrease of Rs. 3,730 under this Jicad in 
tho Kajshahyc and Gooch Behar and Chittagong 
divisions as shown in the margin. The increase in 
tho Burdwaii Division was duo to tho collcjction of 
outstanding balances, and the revision of the assess- 
ments, and in the Presidency Division to tlie adoption 
of vigorous steps for tho collecjtion of tlie tax. 
In the Dacca Division it was mainly owing to the 
creation of the new municipality of Goalundo. Tho increases in other divisions 
are principally due to ordinary fluctuations in the collections. The decrease in tho 
Rajflliahj e and Gooch Behar Division was nominal, as tho tax raised in Kurseong 
has boon shown under tho head of Tax on Houses and Lands. The deoreMO 
under this head in unions was duo to the abolition of several unions dniing 
tho year. , „ 

52. There was an increase of Rs. 40,881 under the head of Tax on Owners. 

The statement in tho margin shows the manner in 
which tho increase’ was distributed. It was chiefly 
due to tho collection of the largo balance that 
remained outstanding at the close of 1880-81, in 
consequence of the collecting c.«<tabli8hmont having 
been employed for a portion of that year on Census 
work. The creation of the uuion of Poorco into a 
first class municipality also contributed to the 
increase.

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53. Thore was a gross increase of Es. 15^966 in the Tax on Carriages omd 
Animals, and a gross decrease of Bs. 3,371, the net increase being Bs. 12,595. 
Ihe decrcaso took place in the Suburbs, and is due to the smaller number of 
carnages and horses for which licenses were taken out during the year. The 
extension of the tramway to Kalighat enabled many persons to give up their 
private carriages.

64. The income from Tolls at Ferries showed an increase of Rs. 20,808 
ovei' that of the previous year. The bulk of the increase (Us. 20,G08) occurred 
in second class municipalifies. This increase, is duo to an ordt'r passed by the 
Lieutenant-Governor in June 1881, hy which municij^alities wore permitted to 
appropriate the receipts from ferries situated within their limits. There are 
now altogether 115 fcrricR in Bengal situated wholly or partly within municipal 
limits. 

65. There was an increase of Bs. 1,52,128 under the head of Miscellane- 
ous. To €omo extent this was duo to an alteration of the fornis of account 
by which a greater number of items haS been included under the general 
heading Miscellaneous Boccipts.” The sources of income which are ^ now

63. JSfiaMiskmmi and appUaneea frt e9iinguUhing Tlu« it a new 

head <A charge inserted in the revised forms, in previous years the expendi- 
ture on this aocount used to be shown under the head ** Miscellaneous.” The 
bulk of the expenditure was incurred in the Suburbs of Calcutta and Howrah 
under Act V (B.O.) of 1879. The Town and Suburbs of Calcutta possess 
a joint fire-brigade. The Howrah Municipality has a separate fire-brigade 
of its own. Under section 25 of the Act, the cost of the Calcutta and 
Suburban fire-brigade establishment is paid by the Calcutta and the Suburban 
Municipalities in the proportion of seven* tenths by the Corporation of 
Calcutta and three-tenths by the CommisBioners of the Suburban Municipa- 
lity; but in no case does the contribution of the Suburban Municipality 
exceed the sum of ten thousand rupees. This apportionment of the charge 
has boon found to be inequitable. The receipts from licenses to jute warehouse 
owners in the town were insufficient to cover tlio seven-tenths of the cost of 
the fire-brigade which the Calcutta Municipality has to pay, the consequence 
being that in the post year the Municipality had to meet the deficit from its 
geuoial revenues. In the Suburbs, on the other hand, thou^li the rates of 
license fees are 60 per cent, lower than in Calcutta, the receipts were sufficient 
to cover the three-tenths of the fire-brigade charges, and to loavo a considerable 
surplus. A Bill to revise these proportions, and to provide for the amalgama- 
tion of the Calcutta liro-brigado with that of Howrah was introduced into the 
Bengal Legislative Council at the beginning of the late session. It was passed 
W the Council on the 2l8t March, and is now awaiting the sanction of the 
Crovernor-General in Council. 

64. During the year 1881-82, 26 fires occurred in the Suburbs, in 
which property to the value of Ils. 4,53,689 was destroyed. The principal 
fire occurred on the li3th December 1881, in the promises of the Chitpore 
Hydraulic Press. 1 he house and machinery, with ten thousand bales of jute, 
were destroyed, causing a loss of Ks. 4,50,000. 

65. In Howrah 30 fires took place during the year, and the amount of 
property destroyed was estimated at Ks. 1,61,303. The principal fire occurred 
on the 21 st February 1882 in the press-house of the Ghoosery Nasmyth’s Press, 
when property to the value of lis. 1,50,000 was consumed. 

66. The only towns in the interior in which fire-brigades have been orga- 
nized are Bankoora and Bishenpore. During the hot season of 1879, in 
consequence of the occurrence of serious fires in the town and vicinity of 
Bankoora, the local community under the guidance of the District Mngistrate 
formed themselves into a fire-brigade for mutual aid and protection. The move- 
ment received the cordial support of the Municipal Committee, and was aided by 
them with funds for the purchase of apparatus and tools for extinguishing 
fires. During the year under report tho strength of the Bankoora fire-brigade 
amounted to 1,676 men, including officers. These arc all volunteers, and are 
divided into 20 companies. They are regularly drilled and taught to act in 
concert in emergencies. There were ten fires in tlie town during tho jroar, in 
extinguishing all of which the volunteers assisted with their fire-engine and 
tendered valuable service. The Bishenpore fire-brigade was organized in 1881. 
Its strength consists of 181 men, including oflicors. There were throe fires in 
the town during tho year, and all of tlieso were extinguished by the efforts 
of the brigade. 

67. LigMmg . — Tho only municipalities under Act V (B.C.) of 1876 in 
which tho streets are lighted to any appreciable extent are Howrah and the 
Suburbs of Calcutta, lu both these towns some of tho principal thoroughfares 
are lighted with gas. In Howrah a separate lighting-rate is levied under the 
provisions of Act V (B.C.) of 1873. tinder this Act the Municipal Commis- 
sioners arc empowered, with tho sanction of the Local Government, to extend 
from time to time tho area to be Uglited with gas, and to levy rates for the 
purpose. Tho only other towns in the interior m which expenditure exceeding a 
thousand rupees was incurred for lighting, wore Burdwan, Hooghly, Berham- 
pore, Dacca, Patna, Gya, and Mozufferpore. In all of these oil lamps are used, 
and it is questionable whether the advantages gained are more than nominal. 

68. Police . — The expenditure on aocount of police amounted to 
Rs. 5,55,635 against Rs. 5,54,286 in the previous year, showing an increase 
of Rs. 1,349. The increase was due to the issue of new clothing in some of 
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the munioi^alitieB. As Btatfid in paragraph 64 of the report for 1880-81. al| 
municipalities nnder Act V (B. 0.) of 1876».with the exception of Howrah and 
the Suburbs of Calcutta, have been relieved from the beginning of the year 
1682-83 from this charge, which was a heavy burden upon their revenues. 

^ 69. The following statement shows the strength of tho municipal police 
daring the year 1881 as compared with the previous year : — 
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The incroaso of two men in the superior grades of the aorvicc took placo 
in the districts of Burdwan and Midnaporo. The reduction in the lower gi-adcs 
was duo to the abolition of tho unions mentioned in paragraph 31. Tha per-

70. The Suburban Police is enrolled under Act II tB.C.) of 1806, and is 
under tho Commissioner of Police, Calcutta. The following statement shows 
the constitution of the force during the year 1881 ^ 
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71. Mainfenance of medical There was a slight increase of 

expenditure under this hend in second class municipalities. Tlio bulk of tho 
increase occurred in tho Burdwan, Patna, and Bhagulpore Divisions. The 
difference under this head in other classes of mnnicipid institutions was very 
slight, and does not need separate notice. The effect of the order of 20th 
February 1 882, by which tho charges hitlierto borne by Govornnicnt on account 
of dispensarias and hospitals were transferred to municipalities in lieu of 
tho cost of police, will bo shown in the next report. 

72. Vammiion , — In tho forms of account now supersoJed, there was no 
separato column for exhibiting tho expenditure under this heading. The 
charges were formerly included in tho charge for sfinitary ami charitable 
establishments. In the table below .is shown the results of vaccine opera- 
tions carried out during the year in municipalitic.s and dispensaries 
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TheTmlts olrtdned in Howrah, Nuddea, Kajfihahye, Darjeeling, Fnrpeed- 
pore, Backergonge, l^pperab, Patna, and Mozufferpore were reported to be 
Bati«faotory« , 

73. The CompnlBory Vaccination Act, V (B.C.) of 1880, waa introdaced 
during the year into the towns of Eungpore, Rampore Beauleah, Soorjr, 
Hooghly and OhinBurah, Pubna, and Bogra. Since the close of the year it 
has also been extended to Howrah. It is reported that no difficulty has 
been anywhere experienced in working the Act. The people in most cases 
yielded to simple persatision, and in the few instances where they proved 
refractory the issue of a summons was almost always effectual. 

74. In tho Suburbs of Calcutta the vaccinators attended the appointed 
vaccine stations every day for about two houi's, but the number of applicants for 
vaccination was only 808. Home vaccinations were also carried on, and 
numbered 992. A lee of four annas wfis charged oh each home vaccination. 
The total amount of fees realized was Rs. 248. In tlio town of Hooghly, 
four vaccine depots were opened, dates and hours for operations fixed, and 
notices issued. At Hamporo Beauleah tho schciuo Avas systematically carried 
out at appointed vaccine stations. Home vaccinations were also performed, 
and a sum of Es. 47-13 was realized as fees and credited to the munici- 
pality. 

‘*.75. In addition to tlieir ordinary work, the vaccination establishment 
was employed during tho year in making sanitary inspection of villages. The 
Superintendents of the Metropolitan, Durjcfsling, Kasterii Bengal, Behar, 
Sonthal Pergunnahs, and Rancihi Circles, and tlieir subordinates, performed this 
duty during the year, and the subjoined tabic shows the result — 

MiLliC Jit— 
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70. Water-mpplif . — The expenditure under this head shows a falling off 
of Rs. 6,574. The decrease was chiefly in Darjeeling, where the water- works 
were completed during the previous year. It is reported that the water- 
supply of the station is now both ample and good. The water is brought 
into the town in two lines of j)ipcs, one running from springs on Senchat 
and the other from a spring just below Jullapahar. 

77. The expenditure under this head in the Dacca Municipality shows 
an increase of Es. 4,393. It was due to the construction of a building for 
the residence of the Mechanical Engineer in charge of the pumping-station. 
The water-supply of this town is now fairly good. The water is raised by steam- 
power from the river Boorigunga, about 95,000 gallons of filtered water per diem 
being supplied through pipes extending over S J miles. Since tho close of the 
year the Commissioners have been permitted to borrow in the open market a 
sum of Es. 1,00,000 for the purpose of ’extending the water-supply. 

78. Tho Commissioners of tho Burdwan Municipality have also applied 
for permission to raise a loan of Rs. 1,00,000 for tho purpose of carrying 
into effect a scheme of water-supply in that town. It was at first proposed to 
supply fresh and wholesome water from tho river Domoodah by means of an 
open channel from the Banka Nullah, a tributary of that river, and thence 
through a series of large tanks accessible to the greater part of the town. 
TTiis scheme has, however, been abandoned on further consideration, and it is 
now proposed to pump water from the Banka Nullah, filter it, and then dis- 
tribute it by steam pressure through iron pipes and hydrants situated in 
Cerent parts of the town. The cost of the proposed works has been 







estimated at Ba, 2)86, dOO. The Maharajah of Bardwan has signified his 
wiBingness to contribute Bs. 60,000 towards the ^tk, and an equal amount *' 
has been jrtomisod by the Lieutenant-Governor in awi of the project*. The 
application of the Muni<^aUty was submitted to the Government of India 
for sanction under Buie X of the rules under the Local Authorities Loan 
Act Xt of 1879. The necessary sanction has recently been received 

79. The Commissioners of the Bhaguiporc Municipality are also desirous 
of raising a loan of Bs. 72,000 for the construction of water-works. Their 
sohomo provides for a daily supply of 320,000 pilous of filtered water 
from the Ganges to the part of the town which is most tliickly populated. 
The cost of the schonio is roughly estimated at Bs. 1,83,000. Of this 
amount, it is expected that Rs. 61,000 will bo raised by private subscrijitions. 
The Government of Bengal has promised to contribute Us. 60,000, and tho 
remaining Rs. 72,000 are to be raised by a loan. Tho application of tho Muni- 
cdpality is still under consideration. 

80. The question of the extension oi the Calcutta system of water-supply 
to the Suburbs was not finally decided when the year (dosed. "I’he Municipal 
Commissioners have been asked to come to a specidy determination on tho 
subject. 

81. Conservancy and busies improvement — The outlay under this head 
vfm less by Rs. 61,109 than that of the previous year. The decrease, how(‘.Yer, 
is only apparent, as the expenditure on road-cleaning, (fee., which was hitherto 
inclu(ied under this heading, has been separately shown in this report. If, 
tlierefore, the disbursements on this acscount bo considered as a part of 
conservancy, tho expenditure in 1881-82 is seen to have exceeded that of the 
previous year by Rs. 91,298. 

82. The conservancy provisions contained in Part VII of the Municipal

85. During the year Aci VI (B.C) of 1878, which provides for the 
cleansing of all private and public latrines within first class muuicipalitic.s, wits 
extended to tho municipalities of Sorampore, Miduapmv, Kiahuaghur, 
Kampore Beauleah, Purneah, and to furtlior {mrtions of Comillali. It is pro- 
pose<i to incorporate this Act in tho now Municipal Act. 

86i The statement in Appendix B shows tiio strength of the comservancy 
apd latrine ostablishinonts employed during the year 1881-82 in first class 
municipalities. 

87. In the Bardwan Division the conservancy of tho town of Burdwan 
(iontinued to bo efiicieutly supervised. Tho streets and drains arc daily 
swept and cleaned, and tho offal from slaughter-houses removed to muni- 
cipal trenching grounds. There arc ten pairs of public latrines in tho town. 
The night-soil from these and from 1,600 private houses, besides the palace of 
the Maharajah and the premises of the Bmlway Company, removed and burled 
once every day.

There are six latrines for males wd two for mmiiea One 
mehter is attacked to eack male and one mehtrani to each female latiane} a^ 
are required to live in houses built dose to the latrines. The Municipality 
acquired during the year three pieces of land at a cost of Bs. , 1,067 for tlm 
purpose of buryiM the night-soil of the town, 

89. In the Hooghly and Chinsurah Municipality the roads and ^ streeto 
are daily swept by the conservancy cartmen, and the sweepings utilized in 
filling up pits and low lands. Dhangur coolies are employed to clqanse the 
public drains, and also to repair the nnmetalled roads. There are 11 public 
latrines and two urinals. The night-soil is removed every day by mehters within 
fixed hours in wooden tubs to places set apart for its burial, and there 
buried in trenches previously dug lor the purpose. 

90. In the Serampore Municipality the conservancy work was fairly 
well carried out, and the arrangements for the removal of night-soil were 
efficiently supervised by the overseer under the direction of the Vice- 
Chairman. A piece of land, measuring a little more than throe beegahs, was 
acquired by the Municipality for trenching purposes. Daring the year the 
Commissioners devoted much attention to the improvement of bus tees. One 
hmtee^ which was on a government estate, was cleared and re-constructed in 
re^ar lines round open squares, with wide roads for the passage of scavenger 
carts. Other hustees were also taken in hand, but the improvements had not been 
completed when the year closed. The Commissioners of this Municipality have 
eince the close of the year applied for permission to raiso a loan of Ks, 20,000 
for the purpose of improving the municipal market of the town. This scheme 
is not only desirable in itself, but also notes out hopes of a considerable profit 
from a financial point of view. The application has boon submitted to the 
Government of India for sanction. 

91. In Utterparah the street sweepings were used in filling up filthy 
tanks, ditches, and cess pools. The work of removal of night-soil from private 
premises xfi not at present undertaken by the Municipality, but it is reported 
that the Commissioners have ajipointed a sub-committee to report on the 
eabject. There is only one public latrine and one trenching ground belonging 
to me Municipality. 

92. In we Howrah Municipality the conservancy establishment, besides 
performing the ordinary conservancy work of the town, viz. sweeping all t)ie roads 
and drains of the town every day, and removing the sweepings and other nui- 
sances, undertook the work of cleansing private tanks, trimming trees over- 
hanging roads, drains and tanks, removing encroachments upon roads and 
drains, while the superior staff was employed in enquiring into and reporting upon 
petitions for building houses, huts, boundary walls, or culverts for making excava- 
tions, for licenses for dangerous and offensive trades, and putting up scaffoldings 
and depositing building materials on roads, and the like. Daring tlie year two 
foul tanks and Six hollows were filled up, and one piece of low land was raised 
by the street sweepings. Twelve thonwand one hundred and forty-eighttons of 
night-soil were removed and buried in trenches. There wore six plots of land 
for this purpose, containing 77 beegahs. Experiments for cultivating these 
grounds were continued during the year, but they did not prove very sucoessfiil. 
The attention of the Commissioners was also devoted to the improvement of 
the sanitary condition of over-crowded* blocks of huts. Dunng the year 
eight of those hamlets were cleared aud reset, and a mUe and a half of roads 
constructed through thorn. The total ou^y in carrying out these improve- 
ments amounted to Rs. 1,649, and the money was in course of realization from 
the proprietors when the yeai* closed. 

93. In the second class municipalities of this division the only sort df 
conservancy work that was performed was sweeping the main streets. No 
regular arrangements exist in any of them for the removal and disposal of 
night-soil. In Baidyabatty, however, there are four public latrines, three of 
which are masonry structures, provided with galvanized iron buckets, and are 
divided into separate compartments for males and females. 

94. In the Presidency Division, the work of the conservancy and ni^t- 
soil departments of the Suburban Municipality was done by contract. The

w homd^ in return |br an annual |>ayment^cf Ba. 83,000, to cause to be swept 
erery day misk atreeta aB are mentioned in a jcdiedule attaobod to his Goatra<S, 
and to remoTe all BW^ings, garbage, and caroassesfrom the streets witUn such 
hours as the CommiBsionerB may from time to time aj^point. The refuse is carted 
to Budb flpota as the Commiaeioners appoint or permit, and is there utilized in 
filling up noxious tanks and raising low lands. It is reported that on tlie whole 
the BYstem worked satisfactorily. 

The contractor for the removal of night-soil receives an annual payment 
of Rs. 8^500. For this sum he supplies all necessary labour, rolling stock, Uvo- 
Btook, ana plant required for the removal of soil from 24,000 privies. It is 
reported that, owing to insufficient supervision, this work is not so efficiently 
performed as could be wished. 

There are in the Suburbs a largo number of public and common latrines. 
Of these 39 belong to private individuals or landowners, 20 to the Canal 
Department, and five to the Municipality. 

95. In the matter of huatee improvement the progress made in the Subur- 
ban Municipality was very satisfactory. The recla- 
mation of the seven villages named in the margin 
was undertaken during the year. All these villages 
wore situated in low, undraincd lands, full of filmy 
ponds and waterholes, and the dwelling-houses ‘ in 
them were hovels of the very worst description. 

They have now been raised and properly drained. Now roads have been con- 
structed Intersecting thorn in all directions for the passage of conservancy carts 
and for the convenience of the people, l^he old, filthy, and dila})idatod huts have 
been replaced by lines of good wattle and dab-houses with red tiled roofs, and in 
some instances, brickwork foundations, built in blocks with spaces between for 
perfiation of air and froo access of the sweepers. Each also been pro- 

vided with new and improved common latrines constructed of masonry, arti- 
ficial atone, and corrugated ironwork, and the old offensive privies have been 
removed. • 

Vigorous measures were also taken during tho year for the improvement 
of the gowaUa bmieeSf or villages inhabited by milkmen and cow-keepers in the 
Suburbs. The most filthy quart.crs inhabited by' the milkmen were in Bahir 
Mirzapore, Jogeeparah, and Wards’ Institution-lane, Manicktollab. It is 
reported that these quarters have been cleared, and the cow-houscs removed to 
more outlying parts of the Suburbs. There were 169 prosecutions against the 
owners of these filthy stables during the year, in 146 of which convictions 
were obtained, and fines to the amount of Us. 4,112 were realized. 

96. In Krishnaghur particular attention was paid to conservancy matters 
on account of tho increased unhealthinoss of tho town. Three public latrines 
were constructed during tbo year, and additional night-soil -men wore engaged 
for cleansing private latrines. Tho existence of woll-privios adds to the 
unhealthy condition of the town, but the Commissioners are reported to bo alive 
to the necessity of speedily closing them. The sanitary condition pf Santipore 
is also not satisfactory. Well-privies are reported to be common in tho town, 
and are seldom wited by meliters for the purpose of removing their contents. 
The only conservancy work that is done is the removal of street rubbish and 
bouse sweepings deposited on roadsides. The conservancy arrangements of 
the town of Hanaghat are also very defective. There is no establishment 
employed for the removal of foccal matter and no public latrines. Wcll-privios 
are reported to exist in great numbers in the town. 

• In Jossore, the conservancy of tho town is reported to have been well looked 
after during the year. There are six latrines ana one urinal for tho use of the 
public free of charge. The latrines are built in pairs for tlie two soxes and 
are washed once a day and coated with coal-tar when nece.ssary. There are 
two trenching grounds containing 7| beegahs of land. One of tho grounds is 
reported to be under cultivation. 

In tbo second class municipalities in the Presidency Division, excepting 
the tovms of Berhampore and Lalbagh, the conservancy arrangements are very 
meagre. In Berhampore the town is divided into five circles for purposes of 
conservancy. Each circle is provided with a couple of scavenger carts, and 
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the town Bwoepit)g«t aire rej^ularly removed and ntiUzed'in filling up holea^ and 
low lands. Tnere are also nine public latrines divided into compartments lor 
males and fema^ and two trenching grounds. In Lalbagh there are 1 fi latrines 
and four trencbing grounds. 

97. In the tw) first class municipalities in the Rajshahye and Cooch 
Bohar Division, viz., Eampore Beauloah and Darjeeling, the couservanoy 
work was fairly performed. In the former, arrangements have been made 
for the cleaning of privies in private houses in some moliullahs. The night- 
soil from these and the public latrines, of which there are at present two, 
is removed in iron carts with tight fitting covers and buried in the^renches 
outside the town. In Darjeeling the rubbish of tho town is disposed of by 
being shot down the hillside from two appointed stations. This arrangement 
has given rise to some dissatisfaction among tho rate- payers; but until the 
rubbish of the town can be removed by means of the tramway, no bettor me- 
thod than the present scorns within the means of the muiiiuipality. There are 
1 5 latrines and five urinals. It is proposed to construct throe more latrines 
during the current year. 

The second class municipalities in this (Hvisioii, so as their funds 
allowed, appear to have done their best to romovo offensive matter fi-om 
tho dwellings of tho people. In Dinageporo 25 coolies and 20 sweepers 
w^e employed to keep the town clean, and to romovo night-soil from public and 
private latrines. There arc four latrines in the town open to tho public free 
of charge. In the casu of private latrines a foe of ciglic annas a month 
was charged for each privy. In Nattoro one overseer and six sweepers attended 
to the conservancy of the town. In Pubna, Serajgungo, Bogra, and Sheropore 
sweepers were regularly employed throughout the y<jur to keep tlio towns 
clean. There are however no public latrines in Pubna, Soraj gunge, and 
Sheropore, and only 3 in Hr)gra. In llungpore nine sweepers and four carts 
wore employed for the removal of town sweepings. Tiiero are three public 
latrines with two sweepers attached to each. The Oonimissioners of this muni- 
cipality are reported to have undertaken to cleanse by their establishniont all 
private privies voluntarily placed under their management on payment of a 
certain foe assessed according to tho circumstances of tho owners and tho 
number of people using them. In Serajgungo the residents of a ix)rtion of 
the town voluntarily ofibred to assess themselves, and thus raise a fund for tho 
employment of mentors by tho municipality for tho removal of night-soil from 
private premises; but the scheme had to be given up, as under Act VI (B.C.) 
of 1878 a night-soil tux could be imposed only in first class municipalities. 
Hiis will be remedied under tho now law. 

98. In the Dacca Division there is only one first class municipality , 
which is the town of Dacca. This town is much over-crowded in parts, and 
it is a work of great difficulty to penetrate to the s lurces of disease and dis- 
comfort which lurk in all its remoter rec.esses. One very objectionable feature 
is the existence of deep ditches, lcK;ally called gors.’’ These holes, which 
are generally situated at tho backs of houses, are the receptacle of all kinds of 
filth. Sometliing is being done to fill these up; but great difficulty is 
exj;)orienced in consequence of the passive obstruction offered. Tho 
principal streets of tho town arc swept t>nco a day, and tho rest of tho streets, 
lanes, and bye-lanes twice a wet?k. The night-soil of the town is removed from 
private premises and buried under gi'ound in places set apart for the purpose. 
In the second class municipalities, with tho exception of the towns of Narain- 
gunge, Furreedporo, Madariporo, Burrisal, and Nussirabad, there was absolutely 
no attempt at conservancy in any shape. In these five towns some arrange- 
ments exist for keeping the principal thoroughfares clean, and there are a few 
latrines morfe or less efficient in all of them. 

99. In the Chittagong Div.sion, the town of Chittagong has 13 public 
latrines distributed over tlie more thickly inhabited quarters. Each latrine 
is in charge of a sweeper, and the night-soil from all of them is daily carted 
away to the jail garden and buried. In Comillah the night-soil of the private 
and jmblic privies in those parts of the town to which Act VI (B.O.) of 
1878 has been extended is removed every day, and buried at a distance of 
more than a mile from the town in a piece of laud which has been acquired 
for the purpose. 
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100. In the Patna Diyiaion, the City of Patna presents great difficulties in- 
the way of any thorough system of conservancy. The narrow winding 
cause constant obstruction to the passage of conservancy carts, and the distance 
to which they have to laurry their loads lor disposal lessons their usefulness by 
throwing an undue strain upon the capacity of the live-stock. Tliere are six 
latrines in the city, all situated in well selected sites, and much used by the 
people for whom they were built. There is also a latrine near the Bankipoi.'o 
Railway Station, which was constructed specially for tho accommodation of 
travellers, and is much resorted to by thorn. In Gya, the conservancy arrange- 
ments are of a fairly efficient nature. Every moniing the streets 
regularly swept, and the rubbish carried away from roadsides. The night-soil 
is removed from private premises and buried in trenches. There arc two 
trenching grounds and 18 latrines belonging to the municipality. In Arr^, ^ 
there are four public latrines. The night-soil from thoso anil tho private 
privies in some parts of tho town is removed and buried in trenches. The 
street sweepings are used in filling up ditches and hollows in the town. 
In the town of Mozufforporc, there are nine public latrines and six depots 
where private sweepers deposit the night-soil they collect. The whole 
accumulation is then carted away every night to places on the outskirts of 
tho town specially reserved for tho purpose, and tiiere deposited in trenches 
and covered over with dry earth. In the town of Durbhunga, there are two 
masonry and 39 mat latrines There arc three plots of land belonging to the 
municijiality wlicre the night-soil is buried. In tho town of C^lmprali, there 
are three latrines for males and tlirce for females, and two trenching grounds. 
To facilitate the collection of night-soil from private privies, II depots have 
been est Wished by the municipality, at each of which a sweeper is employed. 
Street sweepings, when they are not used for filling up liollows, arc carted 
away beyond municipal limits and buried there. No information about the 
tjonservancy of the second class municipalities in tho Patna DivisioTi is 
given in tho general report of the Commissioner. 

101. Tho conservancy arranggments of the town of Mongliyr, in tho 
Bhagulpore Division, have been highly commended by tho Sanitary Com- 
missioner. Tho Municipal Conimissionors d(5Voto much personal attention to 
the work. All the streets and lanes are swept every day, and the drains, 
waterways, slaughter-houses, and bazars aro looked to and cleaned. It is 
reported that the cultivators of tho surrounding country readily avail them- 
selves of the facilities offered by the municipal conservancy arrangements for 
manuring their fields. Rupees 14 per beegab is charged for tho work. 
There are 13 masonry and 13 mud latrines in different parts of tho town. 
The latrines aro built in pairs for tlio separate accommodation of males and 
femah?8. One male and two female sweepers remain present at all hours at 
each latrine. In Bhagulpore, there are 7 1 public latrines, of whicli 1 7 are 
constructed of masonry, and the rest arc mat and wattle structures. The 
narrow lanes and alleys are swept once a week, and tho refuse used in filling 
up hollows in the town. In Purnoah, tho preliminary arraiigomcnts for intro- 
ducing tho scheme of cleansing private privies by municipal agency were made 
during the year under report. There are two public latrines iu the town, and 
steps ore being taken for the construction of a few more. 

All the second class muiiicipalities, except English Bazar and Maldah, 
are provided with public latrines more or less completely. 

102. In Pooree, the streets and drains aro swept twice a day, and the 
refuse is carried outside tho town and buried in the sands on tho seashmo. 
The night-soil is disposed of in the same way. There are Id latrines in tho 
town, of which 12 are of masonry. 

Among the second class municipalitios in tho Orissa Division the con- 
servancy of the town of Cuttack was well looked after during tho year. 
The conservancy establishment consisted of ono sub-oversoci-, two jemadars, 
20 sweepers, and 20 carts with 20 bullocks. There are 23 public latrines in 
tho town. The night-soil from these and tho private privies is buried iu 
trenches in grounds set apart for the purpose. In Balasoro there wore 15 
mehters employed to keep the town clean. A latrine was constructed during 
the year, at a cost of Rs. 530. ^ 
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103. In Chota Na^ore Divinion the oonservancj of the towns of 
Hazaribagh, Chattra, Kancm, and Purolia was fairly well attended to. In the 
other towns there was no adequate establishment for the purpose. In dl the 
towns, except Echak, there were public latrines for the convenience of the 
poorer inhabitants. 

104. The following table shows the proportion of total income spent 
under the head of ** Public Health” in the municipalities of the different 
divisions during the year 1881-82 : —

108. Sanitation and Drainage , — During the year under report the expen- 
diture under this head amounted to Es. 1,63,588 against Rs. 37,899 in the 
previous year, thus showing an increase of Rs. 1,25,689. The increase was

109. The inmaee in the Suburbs was due to the construction of masonry 
drains on both sides of the Hussapugla road. This road is one of the principal 
thoroughfares in the Suburbs, and is a continuation southwards of the Chow- 
ringhee road. One of the most unsatisfactory features of tho Suburban Munici- 
pality is its drainage. With a few exceptions tho drains througliout tlio munici- 
pality are open ditches, excavated in a soft porous soil with insufficient slope and 
insumcient outfall. They are as a rule very deep and tortuous, and are overgrown 
with trees, and passing through private lands and between tho basements of 
houses can only be cleared out with great difficulty. Some improvemeut was 
made in this respect by the clearance of the large outfall drain, which carries 
the maidon drainage past the east side of the General Hospital. The bottom 
of this drain was thoroughly silted out and laid with a layer of well rammed 
brick and lime rubbish. 

no. In Howrah the expenditure under this head represents tho cost 
of constructing a masonry drain, 1,990 feet long, on the northern side of the 
Chaiidmaree road. Among tho other first class municipalities the expenditure 
under this head was heaviest in Gya, viz., lls. 32,378. The amount was incurred 
in completing parts of the drainage scheme noticed in paragraph 88 of the 
report for 1880-81. 

111. The increase in second class municipalities was chiefly due to the 
inclusion in the accounts of the year under report of tho cxpeiidituro on drainage 
incurred in Dinagepore during the previous two years. The accounts under 
this head were formerly kept separate from the gouoral fund account of tho 
municipality. 

112. To ascertain the cause of the outbreak of malarious fever in tho 
district of Nuddea in a severe epidemic form during two years in succession, 
a Commission was appointed in November 1881, having the Sanitary Commis- 
sioner as President, and armed with powers to direct such remedial measures as 
they might consider urgently called for. They wore directed to spend the cold 
season in visiting the worst villages and examining carefully their sanitary 
condition and the cause of their unhoalthiness. They were desired, us far as 
possible, to iuspcct all tho roads constructed during the previous lf> years, and 
to ascertain whether the waterways provided in such roads were adequate or not. 
'I'hey were also requested carefully to enquire into tho obstruction of drainage 
by the silting up of old channels and croeaa, and to give special attention to the 
quality of the supply of drinking-water. A sum of Rs. 60,000 was })laccd at 
their disposal to make any improvements that in the course of their empiiry 
might seem to be urgently called for. The Lieutenant-Governor also made a 
special grant of Rs. 50,000 in aid of the Road Cess Fund of the district, on 
tho understanding that a substantial proportion was to be spent on supply- 
ing bridges and culverts where the drainage was obstructed by embanked 
reads. The report of the Commission was received after tho close of the year.

In Pooree 6^983 houses affording accommodation for 20,588 lodgers were 
registered dnrixig the year under 632 licenses. The receipts from fees and 
finenunounted to 11,525, and there was an opemng balance of Bs. 3,096; 
The total amount available for eimenditure was therefore JRs. 14,621, ^e 
actual expenditure amounted to Ka. 7,780. There were 267 prosecutions 
under the different sections of the Act and the byedaws under it. In 
250 oases convictions were obtained, and fines amounting to Rs. 442 were 
realised. The two pilgrim hospitals at Pooree and Pipii were efficiently 
maintained. Six thousand three hundred and eightydwo persons obtained 
relief in them, of whom 5,899 were out-door and 483 in-door patients. The 
total contribution from the fund towards the support of the hospitals was 
Bs. 2,385, while the cost to Government amounted to Rs. 660, being half the 
salary of the two hospital assistants in charge of them. One vaccinator on 
£b. 10 per month was paid from the fund for three months, and 322 persons 
were vacmnated. 


**. In Gya the Act is reported to have been satisfactorily worked during 
the year. It is, however, believed to be looked upon witli disfavour, and 
will continue to be so until the Gyawals perceive the benefits which must 
result from more efficient drainage and better' conservancy. Five hundred 
and twenty-eight licenses for the accommodation of 19,363 pilgrims were 
issued during the year. The fees for these and for the medical officer’s 
certificates under the Act amounted to Rs. 14,582. The number of prosecutions 
instituted for the infringement of the provisions of the Act was 56, and the 
amount of fine realized was Rs. 890. The total receipts under the Act, 
inclusive of a balance of Rs. 15,760, which remained at the close of the previous 
year, amounted to Rs. 31,232, and the total expenditure to Rs. 13,926. The 
heaviest item of disbursement was a suifi of Rs. 12,005 granted as a oontribn- 
iion from the lodging-house fund to the municipality for conservancy and the 
improvement of drainage. Fever was prevalent among pilgrims in September 
1881, and caused 129 deaths. There were also throe deaths from small-pox and 
24 from cholera. 

In Deoghur the Act was enforced from April 1881, and its working is 
reported to have been fairly satisfactory. Fifty-eight licenses securing slieher for 
1,770 persons were issued. The total receipts amounted to Rs. 402 and 
the expenditure to Rs. 43, leaving a balance of Rs. 359. It is proposed to utilize 
the balance in providing a better water-supply for the town and an improved 
i^'stem ci house conservancy. 

Since the close of the year the provisions of the Act have been extended 
to the town of Ooloobariah in the district of Howrah. The town is situated at 
the head of the Orissa trunk road, and is the point of departure of large 
numbers of pilgrims to Pooree, who are taken down by water from Calcutta, 
and commence their land journey from that place. There are several bazars 
here, lining both sides of the trunk road, and on an average from 350 to 400 
pilgrims per diem pass through the place at the various pilgrimage seasons, 
wmch extend over a great part of the year. Most, if not all, of these stop for 
the night in the lodging-houses in the bazars, the sanitation of which is reported 
to bd very defective. The huts are low and damp, and ore often dangerously 
crowded ; there are no privies, and the banks of the canal and river are freely 
resorted to. To improve the condition of the town and to afford protection 
to pilgrims. Act IV (B.C.) of 1871 has been introduced with effect from 1st 
July Iwt. 

Proposals have also been made for the extension of the Act to the towns 
of Baneegunge in Bnrdwan and Danton and Gurbetta in the district of llidna- 
pore, and are still under consideration of Government. These towns are situated 
on roads leading to Pooree, and large number of pilgrims pass through th^ 
on their way to Hie temple of Juggoimath. 



118. Audit of Jjfmieipal AeeomU. — In Septembor 1881 the Examiner of 
Local Acoonnta having been povidcd with a proper staff for the purpose 
undertook the work of auditing the accounts of niofuasil municipalities. 
During the latter half of the year under review ho formally audited the 
accounts of 184 municipalities and unions in the Burdwan. Presidency, Raj- 
shahye and Cooch Bohar, Dacca) Cliittagong, Patna, Bhagulpore, Orissa, 
and Chota Nagpore Divisions. 

In the great majority of cases the accounts of these municipalities had not 
been previously audited, and in all such cases the preliminary audit extended 
over the accounts of the two, and, in some eases, the thro(i, preceding years. In 
all cases the audit reports were forwarded with such remarks as tlic Accountant- 
General deemed necessary to the municipalities concerned through tho 
District Magistrate. Tho accounts of tho Howrah Muiiici]>ality were audited , 
every month, and those of the Burdwan Municipality every quarter. 

119. A comphsto sot of forms of account for the use of iiiunicipalitios, 
together with instructions for using them, were jirepared by the Examiner 
during tho year and circulated to all Municipal ComniisHioners. These forms 
have been very generally adopted, and considerable simplicity and uniformity 
of practice has resulted from their use. Somo municipalities, however, have 
objected to tho forms, and the Municipality of Patna in particular has 
declined to adopt any of them. These cases arc a small minority, and if is 
hoped that as the advantages of the forms become more ai)parent they will bo 
universally adopted. T’he point will bo considered in connection with tho now 
Municipal Bill. 

120. Arrangements are now being made for the extension of tho system 
of local audit, and a system has boon introduced by which the accounts of all 
municipalities will bo audited at least once a year ; those of the larger towns 
being audited oneo every quarter or once every half year. The total amount 
contributed by all municipalities in the province towards the cost of the 
Examiner’s Office is lis. 18,478. 

121. Municipal wants of the !Pronnee, — The chief municipal wants of tho 
Province arc bettor drainage, improved conservancy arrangements, and a purer 
supply of water for drinking and other domestic purposes. 

The following is a summary of tho wants of the principal towns in 
Bengal 

1. Burdwan ... ... An iinprovoJ water-supply; extension of the latrine system 

llii-oughout tho ninnioipality ; improvomout in the 
drainage of some parts of tho town ; tilling up of foul 
tiinke ; and the construction of a lueut-murket and a 
slaughtor-houso. 

2, Midnaporo ... The most pressing wanls of lliis town are masonry 

drains ; a survey of the town ; more piihlio latiines ; 
more wells and tanks, and tho inq)rovcnieut of old 
ones ; and Bti*eet>lighting. 

Better drainage and water-supply; nioro latrines and 
better lighting and watering of roads ; and a building 
for the municipal ofliec. 

Improved drainage ; l>ettor roads ; a good market ; and a 
graraug ground for cattle. 

Repair of the slope of the Grand Trunk Road for so far 
as it borders on tho river Uooglily. 

Improved drainage ; a better system of water-supply ; and 
a tramway. 

7. Suburbs of Calcutta ... Better drainage ; a purer water-supply; better lighting 
of the streets ; more public latrines ; obliteration ot 
foul tanks; and improvement of busiees. 

8. Eoshnogliur ... Tho improvomout of the river Aujouuh, and oonstruotioa 

of drains. 

9. Sontipore.., ... Improved drainage ; a Mahomedan burial-ground, and a 

stronger municipal establishment. The Commissioner® 
have ^so placed under the head of the most pressing 
wants of the municipality inoreasod pay to tl^ 
teachers of the municipal English school.

house. 

18. Gya ... The wants of this town are — (1) better drainage; 

(2) filling up of offensive hollows ; (3) oleausing and 
improving the existing tanks and public wells ; (4) 
means of flushing the masonry drains of the town 
(0( public urinals ; and (0) watering of roads. 

19. Arrah ... ... Improved drainage and a good system of night-soil oon- 

sorvanoy.

122. Legislatwe measures affecting municipalitm in Bengal. — During the year 
the Government of Bengal had in view certain measures of legislation aroct- 
ing the municipal administration of the province. Since the close of the year 
these measures have been introduced in the Council of the Lieutenant-Governor 
for making laws and regulations. 

123. The first is a Bill to amend and consolidate the law relating to 
munldpalitioa. Its object is to modify and extend the present Act relating to 
municipalities in Bengal with the view of ^ving the people a larger share in 
the management of their own affairs. As changes introduced are consider- 



able, it has beea thought more ^nvenieut to repeal the existing iaw, and to 
pas^ a revised and consolidated measure, than to introduco a merely amend- 
ing BilL The present Act relates to institutions of four different kinds, viz, 
municipalities of tlio first class, municipalities of tho second class, unions, and 
stations. It is proposed to abolish these distinctions, and to have only one 
class of municipalities, ‘which will embrace, besides tho two classes of munici- 
palities now existing, such unions as are sufficiently advanced to be entrusted 
with municipal responsibilities, mid tho two stations under tlie Act both of 
which can without difficulty be raised to the status of inuiiicipalitioH. Tho 
less advanced unions will bo placed under the Local Boards, which it is intend- 
ed to establish by a separate Act of the Legislature. The retention of 
Chapters III and IV of the present Act, which treat of unions and stations, 
will thus be rendered unnecessary. It is intended that the Municipal Com- 
missioners shall, as a rule, bo elected by tho rate-payers, the Government 
reserving only a power to nominate one-third of the whole number of Com- 
missioners. No cz-officio Commissioners will be appointed, and the existing limita- 
tion of the number of salaried officers of Government will be retained. Instead 
of the Commissioners retiring by rotation, as at present, it is proposed that tho 
whole body of Commissioners, as well as the Chairman and Vice-Chairman 
shall remain in office for three years. The Chairman will bo either ap})ointed 
by Government or elected by tho Commissioners ; the Vice-Chairman will, as 
at present, be elected by the Commissioners, but the sanction of Governuieiit 
will no longer bo required. Municipalities in tho interior arc no longer 
required to bear their own police charges, and Part V of tho present Act, 
which relates to ibis subject, has been omitted from the now Bill. Tho 
powers of municipalities to adopt more advanced schemes of town consurvaucy 
and improvement have boon gi-eatly enlarged. Parts VI to X of the Bill, in its 

} )rcscnt form, contain provisions relating to such matters as water-supply, 
ighting, tho construction and cleansing of latrines, and the establishment and 
regulation of markets ; but as many of these provisions arc iiia])})licablo to tho 
circumstances of an average mofussil municipality, it has beoTi expressly doclai’ed 
that none of these parts shall be extended to any municipality except at the 
request of tlie Commissioners at a meeting specially convened for the purpose. 
It is anticipated that tho Commissioners being now elected will only ask to bo 
vested with such powers as the rate-payers may desire thorn to exercise, 
and as arc suited to the requirements of tho municipality. 

1 '24. The second measure is a Bill to authorize the making and to regulate 
the working of road tramways in Bengal. Proposals wore njcoivcd by this 
Government from local authorities for tho construction of tramways at Howrah, 
Patna, and elsewhere, and it was found necessary, in order to give effect to 
these, to have an Act passed empowering the local Government to authorize 
promoters to construct tramways, to break up tho roads for tho purpose 
of laying the rails, to run cars upon them, to levy tolls u])on passengers, 
and to do all acts that may bo necessary for tho efficient making and 
working of tramways with duo regard to tho public safety and convenience. 
The only Act on the subject of tramways in force in Bengal is Act I of 1880 
of the Bengal Council, which is a s))ucial one for Calcutta, and is so framed 
that its provisions cannot be extended to other municipalities or places- It 
was therefore decided to draft a general Act, which will apply to all loctil 
authorities, whether in municipalities or in rural districts, in whom tho charge 
of roads is vested. The Bill has l)ccn passed by tho Legislative Council, and 
is now awaiting tho sanction of the Governor-General iu Council. 

125. Tho third measuro is a Bill for the general control of coolies iu hill 
municipalities. Tho object of this Bill is to regulate the conditions under 
which certain coolies may work for hire, and be hired in lull municipalities 
where their labour supplies the only form of locomotive power ordinarily avail- 
able. Numerous comijlaints were made by residents of Biirjooliqg of tho mis- 
conduct and extortionate charges of datidy men and porters, and it was decided 
to bring them under a law similar to the Act for tho reguhitioJi oi hackney 
carriages and palankeens, by which, on the one hand, their charges will bo 
limited to a certain tariff, and provision will bo made for tlie ])uiii8hmcnt of 
misconduct, and, on the other, they will be secured the payment of such hire 
08 they may earn. The Bill now awaits the assent of the Governor-General 
in Council.*

I AM directed to submit, for the information of His Excellency 
the Governor-Cioncral in Council, the followinj? report on municipal taxation 
and expenditure in the Lower Provinces of Bengal for the year lS82-8y, 
together with classified statements showing the income and expenditure of the 
municipalities, unions, and stations during ilmt year, prepared in accordance 
with the instructions contained in the ordcr.s of the Government of India in 
.he Home Department, No. 2 — 103-14 A, dated the 27th July 1882. 


CALCIJTTA- 

2. Veriod embraced hy this report . — By Act I (B.C.) of 1882 the Calcutta 
Municipal year was made to coincide with the official year from 1st April to 
31st March, instead of, as was formerly the case, with the calendar yeai'. This 
change was made in accordance with the instructions of the Government of 
India communicated in your letter No. 160, dated the 19th October 18S1. The 
present report in so far as it relates to the Calcutta Municipality accordingly 
comprises a period of 15 months, viz., from 1st January 1SS2 to Jlst March 
1883. 
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8. General eUeHon of Oemmiaeionere.-^Oi^ of the cWef e^ts of importance 
in the history of the year was the general election of Municipal OommisBioners 
held on the 2nd October 1882. This woe the third general election since the 
introduction of the, elective system under the provisions of Act IV (B.O.) of 
1876. Eleven thousand four hundred and thirty-seven persons were registered 
•os qualified to vote, andtlie number of votes given, including plural votes in 
wards with more than one Municipal Commissioner, amounted to 24,338. The 
following statement shows the number of persons of each nationality who were 
registered as voters at each of the three elections that have been held : —

It will be seen that, while the Hindoo voters have doubled during the six 
years, the Mahomedans have inqreased more than tbroo-fold. and the 
Christians more than six-fold, while the Jews have increased nearly twenty- 
fold. It is satisfactory to notice the marked growth of public interest evinced 
on this occasion and the gratifying evidence it afi'ords of the increasing desire 
of the people of Calcutta to take part in the management of the affairs of their 
city. Both in the increase in the gross number of votes recorded — an increase 
as compared with 1S79 of upwards of 80 per cent. — and in the keenness of 
competition for scats in some of the wards, there is evidence that the political 

S ulse of Calcutta has been decidedly quickened by six years of municipal free- 
om. Kor is this all. An inspection of the lists of elected Commissioners 
shows thaf of those who held office prior to the election of 1882, 22 
were re-electcd and 20 oitlier were not candidates or wore rejected by the cons- 
tituencies. It aiqiears also from the record of attondaiioes at committee meetings 
that of those ’’Commissioners who werje re-elected, all but 4 were conspicuous for 
their industry and attention to munir^iV^l work, while of the 2C who bavo found 
no place in the new*Corporation, only U seem to have ** given any considerable 
portion of their time to their duties as Commissioners. This is an encouraging sign 
of the desire on the part of the people to secure the best men as their representa- 
tives, and shows that a seat at t4ie Municipal Board is neither sought by candidates 
nor cotuerred by the rate-payers as a mere honorary distinction, but is regarded 
by both alike as a position which involves real duties and substantial 
responsibili ties. 

4. Meetings of the Commissioners. — Ihirty-seven general meetings were 
held during the, year, of which 24 wore special general meetings. The 
number of meetings held by the various standing' committees was 129, 
including 51 meetings of the I'own Council, 10 of the Water-supply Exten- 
sion Committee, and 17 of the Bustce Committee. Four Special Commit- 
tees were appointed during the year. Ihese were the Conservancy Com- 
mittee of 1882, which held 10 meetings, tlie Sanitary Committee appointed * 
to consider the memorial presented to the Lieutenant-Governor by a number 
of influential residents of Calcutta, the Budget Committee, and the Souttar 
Memorial Committee. The total number of attendances at meetings aggregated 
3,292 out of 6,223 invitations during the 15 months, showing an appreciable 
increase over the figures of 1881. The increase was slightly greater among 
, the nominated than among the elected Commissioners. 

6. Street improvements . — Various structural improvements in the streets 
of the town were efl’ected during the year, some from capital, some from 
the regular Town Improvement (Revenue) Fund, and some from other 
revenue funds. For the former the money was chiefiy found by the sale 
of surplus lands and of the out-offices of the Town Hall. Among the 
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lands so disposed of was a portion of the old Mahratta Ditch, W%ation8 
question has been raised whether any portion of the ditch is the H^ond 
property of the Commissioners, and if so, whether it is advisable that a site®, 
sucn historical interest and importance should be obliterated. This matter is^ ^ 
now under the consideration of Government. A part of the sum realized by the 
sale of the surplus lands was, at the instance of the Town Council, devoted to 
acquiring lands for the purpose of widening the Chitpore roai A 
grant of Rs. 60,000 had been made by Government for this purpose 
from tho assets of the old Fire-Brigade fund, and a further assignment of equal 
amount had boon provided in the Municipal Budget. It was found, however, 
that the cost of carrying out this important scheme in its original comprohen-* 
sive form was practically prohibitive ; and the funds originally provided were 
supplemented by the appropriation of Rs. 50,000 out of tlu* sale-proceeds of muni- 
cipal lands alreedymentioned. The Commissioners completed during the year the 
widening of the road for a length of 700 feet between Burtollah and Machooa 
Bazar Street. The widening of Nimtollah Street and Dharmahatta Street 
at its junction with tho Strand Road was effected at a cost of Rs. 19,858’ out of 
the pjj^oceeds of tho sale to Government of the out-offices of the Town Hall. 

• These two important thoroughfares, which formerly tapered at their orifice^, 
causing almost incessant blocks among the gorged cart traffic, have now fine 
wide entrances in which blocks no longer occur. • . ‘ 

General street improvements at a cost of Rs. 46,241 were effected out of 
revenue. One of these — tho widoninir of Sikdarparah Street at a cost of 
Rs. 10,054 — has met a great want by substituting u carriage road westwards 
from Chitpore Road for the narrow foot-jTath wliich previously existed. The 
surplus of the Hackney Carriage bbmd, •supplemented by a grant of Rs. 2,721 
from the General Fund, — in all Rs. 20,981, — was expended on new hackney# 
carriage stands properly paved and drained. 

6. Mii^ceUaneoua proceedingn of the Town Council. — Among tlie miscellaneous 

matters which were dealt with by tho. Town Council during the year were tho 
passing of lilies to regnlato the licensing of depots for the sale of straw, Imy, 
and timber; tho ])roposed establishment of a ticiitral railwa,y station; the estab- 
lishmoni anti mamteiianco of wator-trougli.s for, cattle ; the quality of tho gas 
suiipliod by tlie Oriental Gas Company ; and tho dis]>osal of arVoar rate-bills. 
These bills had lioou accunnilating from 1870 down to tho second quarter of 
1879 and the labours of tho Sub-Ooinmittee resulted in the cancellation of bills 
aggregating ils. 70 This is Ji heavy loss to the municipality, for although 
a*largo fiai’t of the amount ii'-proscntcd bills made or s(mt out in error, a sub- 
stantial part represented perfectly good luid realizable assets, which would have 
boon recover(?d had ordinary jiroiiiptitiah? been used in collect iiig them. These 
facts do not reflect credit on the management of tho flnancos of the Corpora- 
tion in the thrci^ years innnedialely foll(»wing the establishment- of the present 
system of municipal administration. * 

The year under reviciw witnc-ssed the settlement of the question of 
increaping"^ the supply of filtered water and extending it to the suburbs. This 
important question had formed the subject of protracted negotiations between 
the Government, the Commissioners, and tho Suburban .Municipality, and it 
has now^ been finally arranged tliat tho increased sujjply shall be provided by 
means of an iron main froip Pultah, forty-eight inches in diameter, and capable 
of supplying 12 million gallons per diem, of which eight millions will be 
reserved for the town and four millions will bo available for the suburbs. The 
price at which the Suburban Municipality #Bre to receive their water will, if 
necessary, bo settled by arbitration. 

7. Finances of the MunicApalUg. — At the end of 1881 the t,< dal debt of tho 
Corporation amounted tp Rs. 1,44,14,777, against which tlujre wan a sinking fund 
valued at Rs. 20,1 2, 5\)7. The net indebtedness of the Municipality at tho 
beginning of tho period under review was therefore Rs. 1,24,02,270. 
During the year Rs. 9,60,500 was borrowed on two occasions. On the 
otheif nand, the Government debt was reducoil by Rs. 1,50,754 and the 
value of the sinking fund was raised to Rs. 23,31,145, or by Rs. 3, 18,638. 
On tho 31st March 1882, therefore, tho net indebtedness of tho Corporation 
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montl'jtoted to Rs, 1,28,83,378. The loans raised during the year were 
guC^Irod partly for expenditure on works to be executed from capital and partly 
the cost of the new out-fall sewer. They were raised at 4J per cent., being 
/the first loans raised by the Corporation at less than 5 per cent., and were taken 
up at an aveiSrage premium of Rs. 2-3-3 Although during the last 3J years 
the Cor^ration has borrowed in all Rs. 12,00,500, the not tnunicipal debt has 
practically remained stationary, haying boon Rs. 1,28,78,770 on the 1st 
January 1880. 

8. Betoenm (ordinarf /). — ^Tho following statement shows the revenue of the 
Municipality during 1882 and three months of the y»ar 1883, compared with 
that of 1881. These figures will not agree with the statement of income and 
expenditure of the Municipality appended to this report, as the latter contains 
figures for twelve months of the official year 1882-83 ; —

9. The receipts of t.bo Police-rate Fund, Hackney Carriage Fund, and Jute 
and Fire-brigade Fund, wliich aro separately brought to ac(!ount, have been 
excluded. The two last-named funds have now been closed, Tho receipts 
of the Municipality for 1881 included one quarter’s collections of the house- 
rate at the higher rate of 8^ per cent.; whereas during the period embraced 
by the present report this was le\ded throughout at 7^ per cent. Night-soil 
fees also were levied at a lower rate durinir 1882-83, and otrireduction of 
Rs. 30,000 was thus caused in tffi) demand. Notwithstanding this, however, 
and in spite of the fact that tho house-rate receipts of the previous year were 
swollen by the recovery of arrears aggregating Rs. 15,000 which had no 
counterpart in tho past year, tho total collections of 1883 (twelve months) 
exceeded those of 1881 by Hs. 26,979. This satisfactory result was duo 
partly to greater promptitude in realizing the current demand, partly to 
increased license receipts in consequence of tho demand for the first three 
months of 1883 being made payable in advance, and partly to the higb« r ^vents 
paid by the Tramway Company. The bond Jida growth of revenue is estimated 
at about Rs. 40,000 for the twelve months of 1882.

11. The total exi)en(Hturo during 188*2 amounted to lla. 22,05,600 against 
Rs. 27,01 ,805 in 1881, wliilfc ill the wImjIo 15 months from the 1st January 
18S2 to the 31st March 1883 the total expenditure w'us Ks. 1,80,000 less tJiau 
the estimate, and > Us. 1,00,853 less than the n)oeipts. It appears, however, 
that the amounts actually falling due and paid w’^ithin the first quarter of 1883 
on account of interest and sinking fund w’-ei’o less by about Us. l,33,0f)0 than 
the proportionate share for that period oC the corresponding charges for the 
whole year. The gemiral fund, therefore, ended the 15 months virtually 
poorer by Us. 20,000, though nominally richer tlian on the 1st .lanuarv ]8v2. 
The expenditure, liowover, was cOnsidorahly below the estimate, and it is 
a satisfactory feature of the oporsitions of the year that almost all the savings 
.occurred in current expenditure, while the grants were exceeded ou works of 
improvement. The rcceijits of the Water-rate Fund aggregated Us. 6,23,052 
for the 16 months. Of this sum, Us 4,95,496 was collected during 1882, being 
Hs. 30,727 in excess of the colloctioii.s of 1881. The disbursements, hoivever, 
added to the proportionate slitire of interest and sinking fund charges, exceeded 
the receipts by Us. 28,000. This rate is levied at 3 j)or cent, on the annual 
valuation against a possible maximum of 6 per cent. The Lighting Uatc, 
which is levied at the maximum rate of 2 per cent., showed a small excess of 
receipts over expenditure. The Police-rate Fund also showed an increase in 
the net balance at the close of the year of more than Us. 20,000, although liie 
rate was reduced in 1883 from to 2J ])or cent. Tliis result is satisfactory. 
The old Jute Warehouse and Firo-Ilrigailo Fund was closed shortly after the 
end of the period under review under the operation of Act IV vU-G. ) of 1882. 

12. ’ The receipts under the bead of license fees aggregated Us. 0,12,377 
during the 15 mouths. Of this amount Ks. 4,96,798 was on amnint of 1882, 
against Us. 4,87,659' collected in 1881. I’rado and profession licenses yielded 
Rs. 3,25,Ud, carriage and horse licenses Us. 1,20,733, trade refuse fpes 
Rs. 44,108, hackney carriage registry fees Hs. 30,024, and cart registration 
fees Rs. 98,933. Ihoro was an increase of 2 in the number of Joint-stock 
Companies, of 258 among traders, and of 2.422 among shop-keepers of all 
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Awbile iihe number of merobants fell from 1,774 to 1,760, and of itinerant 
from 7,262 to 6,914. The collections under this head for 1682 
iuunted to Rs. 2,63,406. The number of carts registered rose from. 
d,095 to 19,732, the receipts being largely in excess of those of 1881. The 
increase is said to be mainly due to the greater commercial activity that 
prevailed throughout the past year. The number of first and second class 
hackney carriages registered during the year increased, but there was a falling 
off in the number of third class carriages and palankeens, owing to the further 
extension of the tramway. 

13. Sanitary condition of the Town. — Water-supply . — The sanitary state of 
the town received an unusually large share of public attention during 
the year, and the alleged prevalence of conditions at variance with the laws 
of hygiene led to the publication of severe strictures in the local press, 
and on some occasions to wide divergence of opinion among the Commis- 
sioners themselves. The measured of .improvement which mainly occupied the 
attention of the Commissioners were numerous and important, aud included 
the extension of the water-supply, both filtered and uniiltered, the com- 
pletion of the sewerage system, the improveiftent of the privies of the town 
and of the arrangements for tho romoval of night-soil, the reclamation of 
bustees, and the obliteration of foul and dangerous tanks. Tho arrangements 
for the extension of the supply of filtered water have, as already mentioned, 
been completed. The new engines and tho main have been ordered from 
England, &nd it is hoped that ihe end of 1884 will see the works fairly on the 
road to completion. Meanwhile a virtual increase of tho present supply has 
been made by the extended use of uufiltered water for a variety of less 
important pui*poses. The* efforts of the Corporation to meet tho growing 
requirements of the town are illustrated by the following figures, whicli show 
the average daily supply of water in each year since 1879 : —

14. According to the census returns, the population of Calcutta was prac- 
tically the same in 1881 that it was in 1870, and the supply available per liead 
was therefore proportionately greater. The increase in the supply of unfiltered 
water was obtained by working tho old engines to tlieir fullest extent, as it was 
considered safe to do this in view of the early completion of the scheme for the 
extension of the uniiltered supply. It is hoped that this scheme will be in work- 
ing order during the current cold season . The now engines are calculated to (ieli ver 
4 million gallons a day, working six hours, and it is estimated tliat over 2 
million gallons of filtered water, now used for ])urpuses for whicli unfiltered 
water would be suitable, will thus be set free. When the new scheme for 
increasing the supply of filtered water is completed, tho present actual supply 
of filtered water will bci about trebled, Tlie execution of these two schemes 
canuot fail to have a salutary effect upon tho health and general well-being 
of tho town. 


15. Drainage , — A largo amount of progress was made in 1882-83 in 
the extension of the drainage system. An expoudituro of Rs. 4,19,933 
was incurred in laying down 20 67 miles of sewers of all classes and in 
constructing 3,596 new house connections. The agitation in the press 
during the cold weather of 1882-83,^ and the attacks which were made by a 
certain sectiou of the community upon tho whole system of under- 
ground drainage, as applied to Calcutta, have invested the subject with an un- 
usual degree of interest, and have caused tho existing arrangements to be 
investigated with a minuteness which, whatever may be tho result, 
cannot fail to throw much valuable light on this important subject. The total 
mileage of sewers actually laid down is — brick-sowers 36*77, and pipe-sewers 
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or 1^-91 xnilea in all. Good progress was made during i^nittee 
and it is now r^^orted that only about 16 • miles of pipe-scwers rematheir 
be constructed. ^ important change was introduced during the year by toi- 
br^fer of the night^aoil establishment to the Health Officer. This reform n. 
said to have infused a larger amount of energy into the department, and to 
have resulted* in a material degree of improvement. 

16. Beelamation of huttUes, — During the past year the importaijt 
work of re^aiming the bustles deceived more practical attention at the 
hands of the Oommissioners than In previous years. .The scheme for the 
reclamation of tho large 8001*166 l^agan bustee of 64 bighas, whioii was 
drawn up and taken in hand in 18S1, was carried almost to completion, 
and the projected works of improvement *, were constructed at the expense of 
thd Municipality. Tho Patwar Bagan bus^tee, measui'ing 29 bighas in extent, 
was also taken up ; the oi^ners were induced to undertake the works ordered 
by the Committee at their own cost, anH these are now said to be rapidly 
progressing. Proceedings have also boon ta^ on with regard to ‘ the Hathee 
Bagan, JorapookUr and Gowalpara, Bamun * Bagan, Colvin, -Kola Bagan, 
and other bustees, and tho schemes have all'^ made more or less progf ess. 
The areas of the bustees so dealt with aggrJ')gato 29 ‘i bighas. In addi- 
tion to these, the Jora Bagan bustee, which covers 28 bighas, was taken* in 
band under tho new section 283A of the Municipal A^ct, which confers extensive 
summary powers on the Coinmis-sioners for tho reclaffi>ation of bustees whose 
owners prove contumacious. Tho original cost of the syjhcmo for the reclama- 
tion of this bustee, as estimated, exceeded four lakhs of rupees, but tho 
modifications subsequently made proved so acceptable to thi^o people that the 
owners of tho bustee have in almost every instance consenteOd to give up, free 
of cost, the land required for the municipal, improvements, rt^couping them- 
selves by the enhanced value of the remainder. Thirty-three tan.^* were obli- 
terated during the year at a net cost of only lls. 1,708 to the 

but very many old and objectionable tanks still remain. Thirteen 
38 tanks were filled up by their owners. *6,. 

17. MohuTohgy of the year, — There was nothing worthy of noN® 
the meteorology of tho year. Tho average temperature was a 
higher than usual, and tho average liumidity was also high, especially 1 ^ 
October and November. The rainfall was practically normal, falling shor \ 
of the average of the last 48 years by only two-tonths of an inch. The 
distribution, however, was to some slight extent unusual, being in excess 
in February and October, and in deficit in June, July, and August. The price 
of food was generally moderate, rice selling at Ks. 2-9, Rs. 2-3, Rs. 2-1, and 
Re. 1-14 per maund according to quality. These prices entitle the year to 
rank as a year of plenty. 

1 8. Mtguiration of vital etaiistics — B*rMs.-r-The number of births regis- 
tered was 7,505, besides 1,852 registered during the first three months of 1883. 
The birth-ratft of 1 882 was 1 7*3 per mille, which is slightly in excess of tliat of 
the previous year. Among tho various races, tho recorded birth-rates per mille

The Health Officer of the Municipality observes that the statistics for non- 
TAsiatics and mixed races arc open to great doubt, and a recorded birth-rate of 
42*7 per 1,000 certainly seems abnormal. It is probable that tlie actual 
number of births is on tho whole correctly returned according to races, whereas 
the birth-rate is calculated upon a census population which was reduced by the 
inclusion among non-Asiatics of many members of the mixed races. It is im- 
probable that there is any appreciable concealmeut of births among the Eurasian 
dass.

ip *‘*^111 the preceding decade present \ol^ctions under this ho rate is also 
^^xcess of the decennial mean. The tv of carts registeaths in 1882 was 
. ^ 3 , 177 against 13,030 in 1881, and an average o.excesa of thje ten years 1872-8A. 
*Thero were also .3,434 deaths in the period froirfiter cony to March 1883. The 
death-rate permille was 30*4 against an’averagiAer of>. Tho main cause of tho 
increase was cholera, which was unusually pwereae, being credited with 2,240 
deaths against 1,693 in 1881, and a decenni^palerage of 1,341. TJie Comniis- 
sioners point out that tho 3 ^car was undoubyfll^ one of general . prevalence of 
cholera, and that the outbreak was more severe in the tracts adjacent to Calcutta 
than in Calcutta itself ; and tho^' infer, iiqt only that tho outbreak was due to 
general and not to local causes, but that local causel tended to mitigate it. It is 
possible, however, to push this inference too far. It would certainly be unfi^ir 
to point to tlie increase in cholera tuortality in Calcutta and ascribe it wholly 
• to municipal neglect, without adverting to the general influonces of the season 
which tho experience of tlio metropolitan tracts generally shows to have been 
in operation. But it is quite certain that had tho Commistyipners of Calcutta 
pursued for solne j'ears tho policy which they have now adopted. — had they 
adopted the advice unceasingly tendered to thorn by their officers aiid provided 
properly for the sanitation of tho bustces, and removed well-known sources of 
disease which tveiro undoubtedly rcinoveable, — tho mitigation of the outbreak 
would have been much greater and the mortality consequently much less. 
The responsibility for a great deal of .pliolcra mortality in lb82 unquestionably 
rests with the predecessors of tho present Commissioners. The Army Sanitary 
Commission quite justly remark : — “ From what has been said, it will bo seen 
that increase of cholera in Calcutta is a perfectly legitimate consequence of 
filth nnremovod yi-nd accumulating among the dwellings of the people, and wo 
liavo also scon where the blame of this lies.” 

20. The other chief diseases show a sensible decrease of mortality, 
especially small-pox, M'hicb caused only 17 deaths during 1882. It is to bo 
observed, however, tliat there were as many as 38 deaths from small-pox in tho 
first quarter of 18^3, Under pressure of this outbj^eak vaccination was pushed 
on with great vigour, and it is reported that 0,063 persons w'cre vaccinated 
witbin the quarter in question. Tho infant death-rate was as usual very- high, 
being 427*1 per mille. In other respects the vital statistics of Calcutta for 
1882-83 do not present any remarkable features.

Compared 'With the figures of 1881-82 tho statistics show a decrease of five 
in the total number of municipal institutions in the (jountry. If each class is 
taken separately, it will be seen that there was an increase of one in the number 
of municipalities of the first class, and a decrease of two in that of the second 
class. The number of instituthms styded Unions fell from 58 to 64, but that of 
Stations remained tlio same as in the previous year. Tho town of Naraingungo, 
which was a second class Municipality, was raised to the status of a first class* 
Municipality, .with effect from the 1st Januaiy 1883. 

22. llio decrease of tw'o in tho number of second class Municipalities’* 
was due to the abolition of the Municiiialitios of Kalaroah and Kaligungo in 
tlie district of Khulna. The Union of 8itamarhi in tho district of Moxufforpore 
was created a second class Murricipality*, with effect from the Ist October 1882. 
The decrease of four in the number of Unions was due to the abolition of the 
Unions of Jehaiiabad, Cliand, and Chynjiore in tlie district of Shahabad, and of 
the Cantonment Union at Berhampore. A now Union was created durintr the 
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year at Khnimckporo in the district of Mon«»hyr. Both the two swuittee ■ 
were abolished after the close of the year, and^iavo been converted into 8 « 3 their 
class Municipalities. «n-

24. In the first class Municipalities there was a decrease of 5 in the 
number of Kuropean CommissiouHrs and an increase of Ai in the number of 
native Commissioners. ^Plio number of official Gomraissioners fell from 1S6 to 
175 and that of non-official Commissioners rose from 341 to 3b9. 

26. In tlie sectuid class Municipalities the Euro})ean t^hmicnt in the 
maua^in^ boards decreased by 25 individuals, while the nninber of native 
Commissionc^rs increased by five. There was also a fulling off in thcnumber'of 
both official and non-official Commissioners. I’herc was a total decrease of 20 
Commissioners in the constitution of second class Municipalities, and this is 
explained by the fact that two second class Municipalities were abolished during 
the year and one was transferred to the first class. 

20. There was a total decrease of 29 in the number of members of Union 
Committees. This was duo to the abolition of four unions and the erection 
of one into a second class Municipality. The total number of Commissioners 
in stations remained tlie same as in the previous year, but there was an ac- 
cession of one in the number of Km*opean Commissionc^rs. 

27. If the wliole number of Kuropean Commissioners is compared with that 
of native Commissioners, the proportion is three to five. The legal })ro- 

E ortion of official . to non-official Commissioners is still apparently cxeetided, 
ut this is entirely due to the inclusion under the term “officials” of 
all persons in the einj)loy of Government in every d(‘partmcnt wliatsoover. 
The Municipal law regards as officials only those who aro employed iu the 
Judicial, Police, or Uevonuo Departments. 

28. Meetings of Oommiftet S. — 'J'ho statement in the margin shows the number 

of met^tings hold by the Commis- 
sioners of first class municipali- 
ties. Tlie municipalities of 
Midnaporo, G 3 ’a, Arrah, Mozuf- 
ferpore, Jessore and Chittagong 
failed to comj/ly witli the pro- 
visions of the law, wJiich require 
that meetings shall be hold 
generally onco a inontlj. Tljis 
failure w'us cspcciullj' marked in 
the cases of Jessore and l.-hitta- 
gong. I’ho Commissioner of 
the Presidency Division, in 
writing about the attendance of 
the Commissioners of the .Jchsuro 
Municipality, mys — “ The atten- 
dance at tliese meetings was un- 
satisfactory j the highest number 
of Commissioners, including the 
Chairman, attending any one 
meeting was eight only. Want 
of interest in municipal matters 
has often in my experience been 
characteristic of the Commi- 
aioners of this municipality.” In Chittagong, though tho number of ordinary

. m thy meetings -was only five, the Commissioners did active work in 
v£cer Committees. The Distrioi Magistrate's remarks on this point arc quoted 
fjlTTl'e — “ The Government resolution concerning local self-government fell 
riiei'uther flat in Chittagong. The Commissioners are not able to devote much 
df more time to public duties than they at present do, and they have always 
shewn good interest in their municipal work, and in speaking their opinion 
freely. I think the general opinion in the town is that very little benefit is 
likely to be gained by change from the existing system. I have continued 
steadily from the time I cumo to the district to put the municipal work as much 
as possible into the hands of the Commissioners, and to interfere as little as 
possible. The result is that, nearly all the work is done by the Vice-Chairman, 
who is their own nominee, and this is the best an^lngemcnt.’’ 

29. In the Burdwan Division the attendance of the Commissioners with a 
few exceptions was generally fair. In the Burdwan Municipality the attendance 
of the elected Commissioners was very creditable. Almost all of them attended 
all the meetings. In the ojniiion of tho Commissioner of the division the 
municipality was vigorously and ably managed ” during the year. In the 
Midnapore Municipality, where there were eleven meetings during tho year, 
the attendance of tho Commissioners was generally fair, and most of the 
native members evinced a lively interest in the affairs of tho municipality. 
It was their practice to sit by turns every Wednesday to decide cases under 
tho Municipal Act, and assist the Vice-ChairmaTi by enquiring into petitions 
referred to them for disposal. In tho Ilooghly and Cliinsurali Municipality 
the non-ofiicial members took much more interest in municipal affairs than tlio 
official members, and the Chairman entrusted most of liis duties to the Vice- 
Chairman and his non-official colleagues. In Seraniporo most of tho Commis- 
sioners attended the meetings regularly, and showed a satisfactory 
interest in the discharge of their duties. During tho year under report the 
Uttorparah Municipality sustained its reputation for good management, and 
the members of the Corporation continued to devoto much time and attention to 
its welfare. The appointment of the former Vice-Chairman, Baboo Bojoy 
Kissen Mookorjee, to bo the Chairman of tho municipality for a term of two 
years was mentioned in tho report for 1881-83. Tho Commissioner of the 
division, Mr. Beames, thus notices his work: — ‘‘ This gentleman discharges his 
duties with great zeal and efficiency, and tho excoUont condition of tho town 
is mainly due to his constant supervision and care.” In Howrah several of 
the non-official Commissioners regularly attended the meetings of the Muni- 
cipality, and showed much interest in its affairs. 

30. In the Presidency Division the Municipal Committee of the Suburbs of 
Calcutta is composed of 13 ex-officio and 20 ordinary (’ornmissioners. Of the 
ex-officio members, inclusive of the (. liuirman and Vice-Chairman, one (the 
Vice-Chairman) attended all the thirteen meetings held during the year, C)ne 
attended II meetings, two 0 meetings, eight loss than 6 meetings, and one did not 
attend any meeting. Of the non-official ordinary members, two attended 12 
meetings, throe attended 10 meetings, foui’ 9 meetings, three 8 meetings, 
two 7 meetings, three G meetings, nine less than 6 meetings, and three failed 
to attend any meeting at aJl. In Kishnaghur tho attendance of tho Commis- 
sioners was satisfactory. The lowest number of meetings attended by any 
ont) member was 9. In Santipore the attendance of the Commissioners is 
reported not to Lave been so satisfactory as it should have been. There 
were 25 meetings held during the year, and out of seventeen Commissioners, 
only nine attended 2 meetings. In Banagliat the Chairman alone attended all 
the meetings held during the year. The ordinary members wore apathetic, 
and displayed very little interest in the affairs of the Municipality. 

31. In the Rajshahyo and Cooch Bchar Division the attendance of the 
Commissioners of the Kamporo Bcauleah Municipality was not very satisfactory. 
Of twenty-six Commissioners, three attended 6 meetings, one 7 meetings, and 
tho restless than 6 meetings. The Chairman alone attended 10 meetings. The 
Committee of the Darjeeling Municipality consisted of sixteen European and 
three native members, of whom eight were officials and eleven non-officials. 
Tho attendance of tho Commissioners was on the whole satisfactory. 
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32. In the Dacca Division the attendance of the Commissioners of thd^xoittee - 
Municipality was not very satisfactory during the year undcjr report, ^eir 
Commissioners, however, did good work in investigating complaints a?n- 
in reporting upon petitions rolating to the imposition and revision of taxes.*' 
The tovrn of Naraingung© has only recently been raised to the status of 

a first class Municipality, but the work done by the Commissioners is said to bo 
very creditable to them. The Commissioner of the division, Mr. Alexander, 
writes thus about the improvements made in the town : — “ Daring the past nine 
months veiy great improvements have been effected. I who have known Narain- 
gungo during tlie past 15 years hardly recognized the place when I visited it 
last in January 1883. In the place of a small dirty village buried in douse 
matted jungle, full of filthy*' ponds with narrow muddy footways, it is now 
open in all directions down to the river side with broad roads intersecting it in 
all directions ; many fine buildings have been and are being ere(;ted ; Kf)lid quays 
and landing places are being constructed ; and the whole place has the air of a 
thriving trading centre with rajiidly increasing business.” 

33. In the Patna Division the Commissioners of the fi rst class Municipalities 
wore not so regular in tlioir attendance a.s could bo wished. In Patna only on© 
Commissioner t tho f^hairnum) attended all tho fifteen meetings held during the 
year. Tho District Magistrate makes tlic following remarks about the personnel 
of tho Municipal Committee : — 

“ T cannot say that th(‘ history of tho Patna Municipality during tho past year has 
boon altr)gether a lirtiditahlo one. Tho Ooiamissiouora novor soomod to know their own 
wishoB. rtometimcH the majority wislusd for a paid Vioe-Chairman, Boinetim«>B for an 
honorary one assisted by n paid Socrotary, and somotinios for both a paid Vino-<’hairman 
and a paid Socrotiiiy. Patna it is well known is a city full of factions, and unfortunately 
rej)reBontativca of most of thorn wero found amongst tho Municipal Uominissionors. Tho 
result was ]irivato ijuamilling, iudel'ensihio exjirosaiona used publicly and ])riv»itely, and a 
coiiipleto want of nuaiiiiuity (a want of unanimity too very ditloreut from inticlligent 
oppohition) in many imp(»rl.aiit joints. Bspucially want of uminimitv was manifest 
conccniing tho appointment of a Vice-Chairmon and tho retention or <dlierwise of tlm 
8ccrotarv. Matters oulminntHl since tho conclusion of tho ycju* in what, looked very hko 
an attempt to oxpol tho nnmilwrs uho opposed tho retention of the latter. A meeting was 
held on trie i?nd April, in which the Soerotury laid before niy prodocossor a list- of geiithv 
mon who were alleged to have srirved their three years, aud therefore bound to letiro. The 
neoessary action was taken on this, and a few days afterwards I disoovered only just in 
time tliat the dates hud before mj'" predecessor w'ere incorrect, and tlmt tho so-called out- 
going monibors had atiothor year to servo. It was to say the least a curious coineidouco 
that four ont of the tlvo gentiomon who wero put up for rotirenumt voted for tho abolition 
of iJio Secrotaiy. The whole five were appointed on the same daj', so that if ouo went out 
all would have lo do so. 

nio fcietTetai’y has since placed his resignTalion in my hands, which has been accepted. 

“ The real cause of this want of unanimity is, I believe, tho dread of the pormaiieut 
■alariod Viee-Uhaimiau beeoming a partizaii of one of the factions ; nor do I pei« how either 
a Hindu or a Mussulraun <\mld avoid becoming bo more or less. My own ('pinion is — aud 
this opinion is, I ht.'liove, shared by the bulk of tlu' Municipal Commisri oners— that the work 
will never bo satisfactorily cairiod on until there is a Eui'opcan Vice-Chairman of high 
character on u sufficient salary.” ^ 

34. In til© Bhagulpore Division the attendance of the Commissioners was 
pretty regular. 

35. In the Poorco Muniidpality in tho Orissa Division the Tiumbor of 
meetings held during tlu* year was 12, and the average attendance of the 
Commissioners at each meeting was 8. 

30. The number of meetings held in the second class Municipalities in the 
Burdwan Division was on an average 13*5 during the year ; in tlic Presidency 
Division 13-7 ; in the E.tijshahye and Cooch Behai’ Division 11 '5; in the Driecu 
Division 14-6 ; in tho Chittagong Division 9*6; in tho Ifhagulporo Division 
10*2; in tho Orissa Division 11, and in Chota Nagpore 6*8. Tho Patna 
divisional report contains no information on this point, 

37. Elective Syste^n . — There was no change in the number of municipalities 
in which tho elective system was in force. These were three in number, viz., 
Seramporo, Burdwan, and Kishnaghur. In Sorainpore the introduction of the 
property test in the election of Commissioners has materially impaired the popu- 
larity of tho system. The Chairman has rcxiortod that the people take very 
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; xn thterest in the polling, and that at a recent election none of ^ the rate- 
^xcpfifs took the trouble to attend personally to record their votes. It is import- 
17^' to observe that the i^stem was successful before the introduction of the 
riie^s. 4 rate, which reducea the number of voters from 7180 to 602. This will be 
d»' rectified under the new law. 

38. In Burdwan the town is divided into four wards for the purposes of elec- 
tion. During the past year there was a vacancy of one member each in three 
of them. Out of 5,149 persons entitled to vote, 1,921 persons exercised the 
privilege, and the highest number of votes secured by any one candidate 
was 414. 

39. In Kishnaghur five of the elected Commissioners retired from the 
Committee during the year, but the election of members in their places excited 
very little interest among the people. There was a contest in one ward only, 
and the number of votes obtained by the successful candidate, out of four com- 
petitors, was 79 only. The Cliairnian of the municipality reports as follows:— 
“ It is noteworthy, however, that very few respectable persons voted, the efforts 
of the partizans on either side being directed to gain the votes of poor rato-pay- 
ers somehow or other dcpoiideiit upon the candidates. Some cf these did not 
know why they had come to vote, and liad to be told that they were electing 
their Municipal Commisaioiiera. The rules allow the poorest rate-payors to 
vote, and 1 doubt whether their votes ai‘o freely given.” lie suggests that a 
property qualification for voters should be introduced. This will be provided 
m me rules to be framod under the now Act. 

40. Ward Committees . — In the Burdwan Di\nsion, the town of Burdwan 
is divided into four wards for the purposes of election. Each ward consists 
of a certain nuniber of nioliullalis of the municipality, but no Ward 
Committees exist in the strict sense of the law to supervise conser\'ancy, and 
sanitary and other matters. During the year under report the Commissioners 
of the Midnaporc Municipality divided the town into four wards, and apiiointcd 
four gentlemen as members of each of th(5 wards. Towers under various 
sections of the Municipal Act have boon delegated to them. 

41. III the Presidency Division, as stated in the report for 1881-89, six 
Ward Committees have lanm appointed for the six wards of the town of Kish- 
naghur. 'J^hoso Committi'os were composed mainly of Municipal Commissioners 
and one or two res])octable rcsiilents of the wards who take an interest in 
municipal affairs. Tlu'v were entrusted with the powiT of li*okmg after 
and preventing encroachinmits on draiu.s and roads, su])orintending tlio work 
of sub-overseers and coolio.s einployod in rejiairing and opening kutcha roads, 
revising the asseshincnt of the lumse-rate, and superintending the con- 
servancy opcr.ntions. The Chairman of tlie Municipality states that some of 
these Ward Committeos have uono their work satisfactorily, and that the 
roads and drains of the town were bc-ttor kept during the year under 
report than in any previous year. Ho adds, however, tliat in matters 
of assessment these Committee^ showed a tendency towards undue leniency. 
There were no W^ard (committees in any of the second class Municipalities 
of this division, except in the Municipalities of Soutli Barrackpore, North 
Barrackpore, Baraset and Nailiatty in the 24-Porguimahs. The duties of 
these Committees were confiued to the work of a8.sesBmcut only, no other powers 
having been delegated to them. 

42. In the liajshahye and Cooch Behar Division there are no Ward 
Committees in any of tlie Municipalities except Dinagepore and Rungpore. 
In the former there were five such Committees during the year, and in the latter 
two. The duties of these Committees were to report after personal enquiry on 
petitions for reduction or romission of taxes. 

43. In the Dacca Division the scheme for the creation of elective Ward 
Committees mentioned in tlie last report was abandoned, as it proved a failure. 
In the Barisal Municipality the Ward Committees appointed unaer the Municipal 
Act had nothing to do during the year, as there was no now assessment to be 
made. ’'I'he preparation of new assessment lists under sections 79 and 80 
of the Act was tho only power delegated to them. In the Kishoregungo 
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Munieipulity the daty oi making asseasments wqa entrusted to a Committee 
consisting of twelve members, and it is reported that they performed theit 
duties satisfactorily. In the Jamalpore Municipality in the district of Mymen^ 
singh seven Ward Committees wore appointed dui-ing the year for the seven 
wards into which the town is divided. The assessiuGiit of taxes was the 
only duty entrusted to them. In tlio Shereporo Municipality the ward 
system was introduced during the year. The Municipality was divided 
into ten wards, and the total number of members appointed to them was 36. 
The power of assessing taxes on the rato-pjiyers was the only power that was 
delegated to them under section 53 of the Municijial Act. 

44. In the Patna Division, the Patna Municipality is divided into eleven 
wards, each of which is in charge of two or three Municipal Commissioners. 
Their duty is to hold local enquiries and report uj)on petitions referred to them. 
It is stated that the number i)f Ward Commissioners being small, great incon- 
venience is experienced in the disposal r»f cases requiring local enquiries. It 
is propos(‘d to organize elective Ward Committee's in this Municipality. In 
Gya the Ward Coinrnittoes did not work well during the year. The Chairman 
reports that tlie members showed a very lukewarm interest in the business 
before them. In Arrali the Ward Cominittees were entrusted with general 
power to 8U])ervise the coiifiory&ucy of the Wards ; and are reported to have been 
of some service. In the (. bupra Municipality tliere are four Ward Committees, 
consisting of tliree members each. Their chief duty is to supervise the conser- 
vancy operatioii.s of their respective Wards and to report on any matters referred 
to them by tho Vice-Chairman. Eaidi Ctnnmittoe deputes one of its members 
every wc'ck to hear the conservancy reports of its mohullahs. The Conservancy 
Sub-Overseer submits hisrejiorts once a tlay to this member, who forwards them 
to tho Vico-(-3iairniau of the Municipality with his remarks and recomnjondations 
for final orders. Each Committee has a book in which are noted briefly the orders 
given in matters other than such as are merely routine. 

45. In the lihagulporo Division Ward Committ<5es exist in the Muni* 
oipalities of Hhagulporo, Puriusah, and English Pazar and in tho station of 
Jamalpore in the District of MonghjT. 

40. Municipal JJencltcft, — Tl»c stfitoment below shows tlio w’ork done by 
tho Commis.sioiu.’rs of first class Mimicipalities in tlieir cnpacjity us Honorary 
Magistrates in disprising of cast's of nuisance and breaclies of conservancy 
rules : —

48. Asaesnmnnts . — In the Presidency Division tlie work of tlio assessment 
department of the Suburban Municipality was satisfactorily performed. The 
number of houses inspected, ro-valued and re-assessod during the year was 
1 1,047, of which 1,000 were pucca and 9,087 wore thatched housows. The number 
of houses which were cither for the first time brought under assessment or the 
valuations of which were enhanced on account of improvements was 5,875. It 
is reported that the year’s operations resulted in an increase of Rs. 6,000 in the 
house-rate assessment. In the Santiporo Municipality a re-assessment of the 
rate on holdings was made during the year under report. The revision took 
effect from the commencement of the current year. It is reported that the 
re-assessmcnt added about Rs 400 a year to the income of the Municipality. 
There was a re-valuation of the house property made during the year in the 
Ranaghat Municipality, The work was divided by the Commissioners among 
ttuAnselvcs, and it is reported to have been satisfactorily performed. The 
object of the revision is said to have been to equalize tho incidence of the 
house-tax. In the second class MutiicipoL'tics in the Presidency Division revised 
assessments were made during the year in tho jSouth Suburban, Rajpore, 
Kumarkhali, Mohcsliporc, Chanduria, Dcbhatta, Bcrhaiiipore, Junghiporc, and 
K.andi Municipalities. In Bcrhamporc the revision of assessuient was made 
in consequence of the inclusion of tho Berhampore Cantonment and some 
additional villages in the Municipality. 

49. In the Rajsliahye Division the general revision of assessment which 
was made in the Darjeeling Municipality in 1881-82 came into effect from 
the commencement of tho year under report. The result of the revision was 
the raising of the demand of house-rate from Rs. 14,197 to Rs. 17,000. 
A general re-assessmcnt of taxable proportjr was made during the year 
in all the second class Municipalities of this division, with the single exception 
of Puhiia. The result of the revision in Dinagepore was that certain anomalies 
in the assessment were coiTccted, and a graduated scale, according to the cir- 
cumstances of tho people, was adopted. It is reported tliat in Nattore tho revised 
assessment made in 1881 82 underwent a further and more thorough revision. 
The revised assessments in Serajgunge and Bogra took effect from Ist April 
1883. In Shorepore and Ruugpore the alterations were slight. In Kurseong 
and in the union of Julpigoroe tho revision resulted in an increase in 
the demand. 
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60. In the Dacca Division the assessment in the Naraingunge Mamci« 
pality was altered from a tax on persons ufRler clause (a) of section 77 

of Act V (B.C.) of 1870 to a rate on the 'annual value of holdings under 

clause (1) of that section. It is reported that this alteration in the 

mode of assessment effected an increase of lls. 5,570 to the iucomo of the 

Municipality. In the second class Municipality of Nalcliitty iho assessment 
was revised during the year. It yielded an incTeaso of lis. 1 1)-4 to the income 
of the Municipality. The assessment is reported to be now neither heavy 
nor oppressive to the people, and tt) bear a fair proporti«)n to their circum- 
stances and property. The average rate of taxation is stated to bo Ils. 3-2-3 
per holding per annum. In the Shoropore Municipality . in tbo district of 
Mymensingh the assessment of the tax on pensons was also revised during the 
year. The revision effected an incroaso of Ks. 77S-S in the demand of the 
tax. 

51. In the Chittagong Division the assossmont of tlio Brahinunbaria 

Municipality was revised during the 3 oar uinhir report, and thci rosult was an 
increase of Ils. 300 in the income of the Municipality under the head of “ tax 
upon persons ” ’ 

52. In the Patna Division tlioro was no revision of assessment ih any of 
the first class Municipalities except Durbliunga. The result of the revision is 
reported to have been not very successful. In Patna and Mozufforporo tlie 
practice of collecting the tax bj' half-}- early instalments was changed, and the 
municipal dues are iiovv collected every throe months. 

.'53. In the Bhagulpore Division the assessments in the Monghyr and 
Colgong Municipalities wore revised during the }'our. The result of the 
revision in Monghyr was an incroaso of Rs. .302-2-3 in the collections of 
the house-rate for 1882-S3 over those of 1S81-S2. In Colgong the revised 
assessment came into operation from the beginning of the current year, 

5-1. In the Orissa Division there was a triennial revision of assessment in 
some of the wards of the Cuttack Municipality. The result was a net increase 
of Us 320-13-3 in the demand. 

55. Frrfth imposts levied during the -During the year tlio provisions 

of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1870, w'hicli provide for the hwy of a tax on 
carriages, horses, and other animals were extended to the Municipality of 
Durbhunga. The tax was introduced during the secjond half of tho year, and 
90 horses and 22 vehicles were registered and charged at full rates. Mention 
wan made in tho report for 18S1.82 tliat sanction had been accf)rdcd to tho Com- 
niissioncrs of tlio Dooinraon Municipality to register all carts kept or habitually 
used within the Municipality and to ebargo a fee not exceeding that spotnfiod in 
section 131 of the Municipal Act for such registration. The <»rders took effect 
from tho commencement of tlio year under report. Sanction was aUso given dur- 
ing the year to tho levy by the Commissioners of the Jessoro and English Bazar 
Municipalities of fees for tho registration of carts kept or used within the limits 
of those Municipalities. 33ie fee sanctioned for Jessore was annas two per 
month or annas twelve per half-year upon every cart, Tiiat for English 
Bazar was Rs. 2 per half-year. 

56. llectifimtion of municipal boundaries , — In April 1882, eth Commis- 
sioner of tho Patna Division submitted a proposal from the Commissioners of 
the Revilgunge Municipality for the revision of the boundaries of that Munici- 
pality. Tho object t)f the revision was stated to be to make the eastern and 
western limits of tho town distinct and capable of identification. I’hc proposal 
received tho sanction of Governraent in tho following month. 

57. The boundaries of tho Durbhunga Municipality were also revised 
during the year. The proposal was made by the Municipal Commissioners 
with a view to provide for tho sanitation of certain villages lying on the 
outskirts of tho eastern boundary of the Municipality. 

58. In March 1883 the Commissioner of the Rajshaliyc and Cooch Behar 
Division submitted a proposal to revise tho bouudarios of tho ilampore 
Beauloah Municipality in tlie district of Rajshahye. Tho object of the 
change was the inclusion of eight suburban villages within the limits of the 
town. The proposal received tho sanction of Government in July 1882. 

69. During the year under report tho Commissioner of Dacca submitted a 
proposal for the cxclusiou, from tho limits of the town of Dacca, of eight hamlets 
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which had hitherto been included within the Municipality. These villa^ps were 
very remote from the centre of the town and were thinly populated. The tax 
raised from them, though inconsiderable, was felt as a heavy burden by the 
people. In the infancy of the Municipality the inclusion of these tracts 
was probably thought advantageous as helping to swell the municipal income 
without adding much to its expenses. But it has been found impracticable to 
extend to those tracts the filtered-wator supply which the town of Dacca now 
possesses, or to light the streets in them, or to attend properly to their con- 
servancy, and it was therefore considered expedient to coiitract the Munici- 
pality within limits whicli wi\l render it practicable to extend equal advantages 
to all parts. The sanction of Government was accorded to the proposal, and 
the revised boundaries came into effect from the 1st October 1882. llie revi- 
sion had also the effect of excluding from the municipal limits the khedda 
grounds at Dacca. 

60. The limits of the town of Mohesporo, a second class Municipality in 
the district of Nuddea, were extended during the year by the inclusion within 
them olriwo villages called Haniidpore and J alii pore. Both tliese villages He 
on the borders of the Municipality and enjoy the advantages of municipal ad- 
ministration as regards the means of communication. But their sanitary 
condition was defective, and they fonned a source of danger in times t>f 
epidemics of disease. The population of the villages wore moreover mostly 
engaged in pursuits other than agricultural. The revision was sanctioned, and 
it came into effect on the 1st January 1888. 

61. Income . — The following statement shews the receipts of the different 
classes of Municipalities, Unions, and Stations during the [year 1882-83, as 
compared with the previous year

65. The increased receipts under the bead of Conservancy ccss were duo to 
the introduction of the Latrines Act VI (B.C.) of 1878 to tiie Municipality 
of Bhtiguljiore and to the extension of the area of operations under the Act 
in certain other Municipalities. 

66. The increase undcsT the lioad of Tax on Owners of houses and lands 
was chiefly duc^ to the transfer of the Mnnici 2 )ality of Naraingunge frcjm the 
second to the first class. I’liere was an increase of Rs. 8,003 under this head 
in the Suburban Municipality due, it is said, to improvement in the collections. 

67. Thb increase under the head of “Lighting tax,” which is levied 
only in Howrdh under Act V (B.C.) of 1873, was duo to the extension of the 
area of lighting. 

68. There was a total increase of Rs. 33,204 under the hcadof Tax on 
carriages and animals. This amount was distributed 
among all classes of Municipalities in the maimer 
showui in the margin. The increase was duo to 
greater activity of trade during the year under 
report. In Appendix A will be I'ound a statement 
showing the number of carriages and animals 
licensed during the year under rujiort in first class 
Municipalities. 

69. Tbe increase under the head of Tolls on 
roads and at ferries was due to the order of Government passed in Juno 1881 by 
which Municipalities wore allowed in cortaii cases to appropriate the receipts 
from ferries situated within their limits. 

70. The next head of income which demands special mention is MiseeU 
laneous rec$ipts. The statement below shows the sources of income which cAome

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70. EaiahlUhmmi and AppUaneen for extingmshing fires. — The expenditare 
under this head amounted to Rs. 18,359 against Rs. 15,4'^8 in the previous ^ear. 
There was an increase of Rs. 2,156 in the Suburban Muipcipality, due to increas* 
ed contributions paid by the Municipality on account of the maintenance of the 
fire-brigade. In second class Municipalities the charge under this head rose 
from Rs. 141 in 1881-82 to Rs. 1,283 in 1882-83. The ManLcipaUtics in which 
the bulk of the expenditure was incurred wore Bankoora, Bishciipore, Bhuddos- 
Bur, and Bogra. 

In the suburbs of Calcutta thcro occurred 26 tiros during the year, and 
property to the value of Rs. 11,46,8.83 was destroyed. TIjo principal fires woro . 
those which occurred at the Strand Bank Jute Press, the Camperdown Jute 
Press, and at the Chitporo Hydraulic Press. In the last named place a fire 
occurred at about the same month of the previous year, when property worth four' 
lakhs of rupees was destroyed. In Howrah 20 fires tof)k place < luring the year, 
and the property destroyed was estimated at Us. 55,000. There were 4 large 
tiros, in one of which tlio Calcutta Fire Brigade rendered very material assist- 
ance. 

80. Lighting. — The expenditure under the head of lighting shows an 
increase of lis. 14,410 over that of the previous 5'ear. 4’ho increase was 
distributed among all classes of Municipalities, Unions and Stations. The only 
MunicipaUty which shows a decrease is the suburbs of Calcutta. In ITowrali 
the increase was due to the increased area lo which the gas lighting was 
extended during the year. In the second class Municipalities named below 
lights were introduced for the fiist time during tho 3*ear under report: — 
Rankoora and Bliuddessur in the Burdwan Division; Jhissecrhat in the Presi- 
dency Division ; Bogra and Slierepore in the Kajshahj’o and Cooch Behar 
Division ; Burrisal and Nalcliitly in the Dacca Division ; Barh, Buxar, Sasseram, 
Ilajiporc, and Lalgungo in tho Patna Division ; Deoglnir in tho Bhagulpore 
Division; Cuttack in the Orissa Division ; and liancheo in tho Ghota Nagporo 
Division. 

81. Peliee. — Tho*cxpcndifure on account of police fell from Rs. 6,55,635 
in 1881-82 to Rs. 1,19,622 in tho year under report. This was duo to tho fact 
that effect was given during tho year to tho policy of Government by which all 
Municipalities except the Suburbs and Ilowrali, were entirely relieved of the 
charges on account of police, in order that, tlioy niight bo able to utilize their 
resources more complotoly in carrying out schemes of improvement as regards 
conservancy, drainage, and water-supply. 

82. The Howrah municipal police force consisted of 3 inspectors, 4 
sub-inspectors, 19 heiid constables, and 337 constables. The total cost of 
the force including office establishment and contingencies amounted to 
Kb. 47,615. One-fourth of this amount, or Rs 11,004, was paid by Government 
and three-fourths, or Ks. 35,721, wero borne by the* Municipality, 

83. The strength of tho Suburban Police Force consisted of 2 superintend- 
ents, 68 subordinate officers, and 654 constables. Among tho subordinate 
officers there were 30 Bengalis and 16 up-conntry men. T’he constables 
included 78 Bengalis and 558 up-country men. TTjo cost of tho force, which 
amounted to Rs. 1,53,743 in lbS2, was paid in equal proportions by 
Government and tho Municipalit)^ 

84. The Lieutenant-Governor has since taken over threo-fourths of the 
Police charges in tho Suburbs and Howrah, in order to make funds available 
to these Municipalities for expenditure on water supply. ^ 

85. Maintenance of Medical XnstUntibns. — T’ho expenditure under this head

Thr«o now diapeosaries were established during tlxe year within Municipalities. 
Of these, one was at Berari in the town of Bhaugulpore, one at Barripore in ^e 
24*Pergunnah8, and one at Ramjibunpore in Miduapore. The building in which 
the charitable hospital at Monghyr was located being insufficient for the wants 
of the station, and low and unsightly, it was resolved by the Commissioners 
to enlar^ and improve it. Mr. 11. Dear, an influential resident of tho toyni 
and a Municipal Commissioner, expressed his williugness to erect a new build- 
ing for tbe hospital at his own expense. The ofl'er was accepted and the 
building was under construction when the year closed. It will be 208 feet 
long and 42 feet broad, and will bo divided into suitable wards for male and 
female* patients, both European and native, and a ward for opthalmie cases. It 
is also stated that provision will be made for the isolation of contagious 
eases and for an operating room. 

87. Another very useful institution which was opened during the year was 
the Eden Sanitarium at Darjeeling. This is a hospital for the troatinont of 
European patients and convalescents on payment of a graduated scale df 
fees. Tho receipts of the hospital from private sources up to 31st October 
1883 amounted to Rs. 37,258, and the expenditure up to that period W'as 
Hs. 33,411. The cost of construction and furniture aniounted to ils. 1,68,070, 
the greater part of which was contributed by Oovernmeut. 

88. Vaccination.-^' I he statement below shows the results of vaccine 
operations carried out during tho year in Municipalities and dispensaries : —

89. louring the year under report the Compulsory Vucjciiiatiou Act, V 
(B.f'.) of 1880, w'jis extended to the Municipalities of Howrah, Utterparah, 
Gya, Sasserani, Monghyr, and English Bazar in Maldah, and to the station of 
Jamalpore. At the close of the year the Act was in force in fourteen 
towns. 

90. In December 1882 tlic Sanitary Comini8.sioner submitted a set of 

rules for the guidance of officers of the Vaccination Department in the perform- 
ance of .their vaccination and sanitary duties. I he rules provided for tho sub- 
mission, in the shape of a monthiy diary of prescribed form, of information re- 
garding the number of operatims performed by the vaccinators and their 
results, and also tho sanitary condition of visited. The rules were 

approved by Government in January 1883. 

91. llie table below shows the number of villages visited by the officers 
of the Vaccination Department as Sanitary Inspectors ; —

Rs. 9,038 over that of the previous year. The increase is observable mostly in 
second class Mumcipalitios, where ihe expenditure rose from Hs. 5,627 to 
Bs. 12,674. Unions and Stations show diminished expenditure under this head 
by Rs. 746 and Rs 41 respectively. Howrah and the Suburbs of Calcutta spent 
nothing on this object ; bat the other first class Municipalities ^ew an increase 
of Rs. 2,777. The greater portion of the expenditure was incurred in the town 
of Dacca, for the maintenance of the watcr-works. 

93. The scheme for supplying tho town of Burdwan with water from the 
Damuda, referred to in the report for 1881-82, .was undertaken during the year 
under report , and the construction of the necessary works was entrusted to 
Messrs. Marillier and Edwards, coutractr>rs. 

94. A scheme for supph-ing tho Municipality of Howrah with filtered 
water was under consideration when the year closed. It contemplated bring- 
ing the water from Rishra, a place on tho west bank of tho river within the 
jurisdiction of the Serampore Municipality, and three miles below the point 
from which water is drawn by the Calcutta Municipality. Tlio initial cost of 
the scheme was estimated at Rs. 13. J lakhs, and the working charges at 
Rs. 29,190 per annum. It provided for a supply of 10 gallons per head' of 
filtered water of similar quality to that supplied by the Calcutta water-works. 
The scheme was submitted for the sanction of Grovcniment, but as it 
appeared doubtful wlietlier it would be safe and wise to take the water from 
tho Hooghly at Rishra, or indeed from any point below Pulta, the Commis- 
sioners have been asked to reconsider this matter and come to a settlement 
about it in the first instance. They have been also asktjd to prepare a scheme 
that will include all the riparian iiiunicipalitieH between Serampore and Howrah. 

95. 3’he llhagulpore water-supply scheme, to which reference was made 
in paragraph 79 of tlio report for 1881-82, has not yet been finally settled. 
A revised estimate has been submitted by the Commissioners, and has been 
referred to the Public Works Department of Government for report. 

96. Much has been done during the j^ear under re\Hicw towards tho ex- 
tension of the system of water supply to the Suburbs of tho town of Calcutta. 
The Commissioners of the Suburban Municipality having expressed their in- 
ability to provide the means for a sufficient supply of filtered water to tho 
Suburbs, it lias been decided to place them in a position to d(>fray tho cost of 
providing a 18 instead of n 45 inch main. To tins end they have been given 
to understiuul that Goveriiineiit will be prepared to relieve the municipality of 
one-half (about Rs. 38,000) of tho charges now bomo by it on account of ^loHco 
with effect from tlio beginning of the ensuing financial year. The ^necessary 
machinery is now on its way from England. A bill has also been recently 
introduced into the Council giving the Commissioners power to levy a water 
rate ki the Suburbs and to construct tho necessary works for the distribution of 
the water. The water-works will admit of a daily supply of 4,()0(>,()00 gallons 
of filtered water, but it is considered desirable for the present to restrict the 
supply to half this quantity. 

97. Conservancy and liusUe Improvement. — I'he expenditure under this 

bead shews an increase of Rs. 34,413 over 
that of the previous year. The increase 
took place in all classes of Municipalities, 
Unions, and stations, except only in the 
Municipality of tho suburbs of Calcutta, 
where there was a decrease of Us. 8,212. 
Tho statement in tlie margin shows in 
detail the particulars of the increased 
expenditure under this head. 

Tho conservancy provisions contained

During the year, Act VI (B.C.) of 1878, which provides for the cleansing 
of all private and public latrines within first class Municipalities, was extended 
to the Municipalities of Chinsurah, Howrah, Jessore, Darjeeling, Comillah, 
and Bhagulpore. 

08. The conservancy of first class Municipalities continued to be generally 
well looked after. There was also some improvement in this respect in second 
class Municipalities, Unions, and Stations durihg tlie year under report. 

99. The statement in Appendix B sliews the strength of the conservancy 
and latrine establishments emph>yed. during tlie year 1882-83 in first class 
Munioipalitics. In the matter of tho improvement of hmtees^ the Suburban 
Municipality shewed connnendable energy. An extensive bmtee^ called the 
Haldarbagan buatee^ inhabited by a low class of people, called Kawraha^ whose 
diicf occujiation is tho breeding of pigs, was entirely clearcd.of tlieso animals, 
and the piggeries (»wnod by Chinamen wore brought under more complete 
supervision by the municipal agency. Tlie Commissioners also initiated pro- 
ceedings in the case of three other bmieea situated in Bliowaniporo, called the 
Woolfutbagan, Gungararn, and Kasiabagan hmtecs. They were insjicctod and 
reported upon by the Sanitary C<1mmissioner and tlie Health Officer of Calcutta, 
and their report was adopted by the Commissioners at a meeting. It is stated that 
tho necessary notices to tlie owners of the Jiamlets have been served, and that 
steps are being taken to carry out the recommendations of tho medical officers. 

100. The following fcablo shews tho proportion of totnl income spent under 
the head of “ Public Health” in the Municipalities of the different divisions dur- 
ing tho year 1882-83 ; — 



in these provinces during tho year 1882-8f3 was Ks. 48,961 against 
Rs. 25,849 in the previous year. Tho increase occurred in first class Municipal- 
ities in tho interior, in second class Municipalities and in Unions.

The decrease in the Suburban Municipality was due to the cessation 
of expenditure in consequence of the completion of the drains alonj; the 
liussapugla road. In second class Municipalities a decrease is shown, 
as the expensive drainngt) works in the town of Dinugopore W'cre com- 
pleted during the previous year. The drainage of the Lalbagh Municipality 
in the district of Moorsbedabad w'as also completed during the year and a 
system cf subsidiary drains was under construction when the year closed. 
T'lie drainage of the town of Kungpore was also completed during the year at 
a coat of lis. 10,059 ; and the e%ct of tho improvement in the drainage upon 
public health has been most salutary. The death-rate of tJio town before the 
drainage scheme was undertaken ranged from 3-l*01 to 39 34 per 1,000 of 
population, whereas it is now 24*82, 

104. In the Darjeeling Municipality ♦ho Lochnnghur Jhora drain was 
ira proved, and lengthened, and several n*'- . etoue drains were constructed. The 
drainage of the town of Gya was proceeded with during the year, and one of 
the series of drains embraced by the scheme sanctioned in 1880-81 was 
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completed during the year at a cost of Rs. 17,782. In the Durbhunga 
Municipality two sluice gates were erected at the mouths of two large drains 
which convey the overflow of the Bagmuttiand Kamla rivers. In the Purneah 
Municipality the drainage of the old station, which is water-logged in 
consequence of obstructions caused by the Ganges and Darjeeling road, was 
taken in hand during the year. Bystomatic drainage schemes were inaugurated 
during the year in the Municipalities of Uuliia, Berampore, Sun and Tumlook 
in the Burdwan Division.

108. During the year two influential native residents of Dacca, Baboos 
Roop Lai Dass and Raghu Nath Dass, made a donation of Rs. 10,000 to the 
Municipality for the purjiose of extending the embankments along the river- 
facing of the town, known as the Biicklaud Bund. The liberality of these 
gentlemen was duly acknowledged by Government at tho time, and the corre- 
spondence on the subject was published in tho OalcuHa Gasette. 
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110. Working of the Pilgrims' Lodging-house Act IV (B.C,) of 1871. — This 
Act 00 amended by Act II (B C.) of lh79 wao in force during the year in the 
towns of Pooreo, Gya, Deoghur, and Ooloobariah in the district of Howrah. 
Since the close of tlio year the Act has been extended to tlie towns of Ranee- 
gungo in Burdwan, and Danton and Gurbetta in the distri'ct of Midnaporc. 

111. In Pooree, 5,994 houses affording accommodation for 10,153 
lodgers were registered during the year under 259 licenses. The receipts 
from fees and fines amounted to Rs. .5,554, and th.crc was an opening 
balance of Rs. 6,846. The total amount available for expenditure was there- 
fore Rs. 12,400. 'Che actual expenditure amounted to Rs. 8,407. There were 
only 22 prosecutions instituted during the year against 267 in 1881-82 The 
falling off in the prosecutions is reported to be due to the fact that breache.*? 
of conservancy rules are now punished under the Municipal Act. In 19 cases 
convictions were obtained, and fines amounting to Rs. 171 were realized. 
The Fund maintains tho two pilgrim hosjntala at Pooreo and Pipli. During 
the year 18S2, the two dispensaries gave relief to 635 in-door patients and 
10,452 out-door patients. The cost to the Lodging-house Fund for the support 
of the two institutions amounted to Rs. 3,720. Two vaccinators were 
employed by tho Committee of the Fund on a salary of Rs. 10 ouch pernionsom 
for four months. They vaccinated 721 persons, and in 547 cases tlio operations 
were successful. 

1 12. In Gya, 528 licenses were issued during the year for the accommo- 
dation of 19,204 lodgers. The total income of the Fund, including a balance 
of Rs. 17,300 -wdiicli remained in hand at the close ot tlio previous your, 
amounted to Rs. 32,108. The total expenditure of tho year was lis. 2r,51G. 
The number of prosecutions instituted during the year was 31, and the amoimt 
of fines realized was Rs. 280. The working of tho Act is reported to have 
been on the whole satisfactory, and the conservancy of the town was well 


looked after. 

113. In Deoghur, 128 licenses were issued during the year under report 
against 58 in tho previous year. This indicates that fair jirogrcss has boon 
made in working the Lodgiiig-houso Act in the town. It is reported that 
about 25,000 pilgrims visited tho temples in the town during tin? month from 
September 1882. The receipts of the Fund, inclusive of a balance of Rs. .359 of 
the previous year, amounted to Rs. 888, and the expenditure to Us. 242. There 
remained a balance of Rs. 047 at the clo.so of tho year 1882-83. 

114. In Ooloobariah, tho Act was enforced from tho 1st July 1882. The 
number of licenses issued during tho year was 37 only. The rccci]>t8 amoimtcd 
to Rs. 400, and the expenditure to Rs. 452. Two sweepers and two nightmeii 
■were employed from tho fund for attending to the conservancy of the bazar. 
A latrine was provided for the coDvenicnce of lodgers, ami one was under 
construction when the year closed. Many foul tanks wore cleared of weeds 
ami rank vegetation, and coolies wore employed to cut the overgrowth. On the 
whole a good beginning was made in carrying out tho provisions of the Act. 

115. Atidit of Municipal Accotink. — During tho year tho Kxamiuer of Local 
Accounts was assisted by three auditors. Towards 
its close three more auditors and two a.ssi8tunt 
auditors were sanctioned by Government. For 
facilitating the work of audit, a division of tho 
province into circles was made as shown in the 
margin, and an auditor was allotted to each circle. 
With this staff tho Local Examiner audited the 
accounts of 28 Municipalities in the Tresidoney 
Division, 22 in the Patna Division, 8 in the 
Bhagulpore Division, 14 in the Rajahahye Division, 
14 ill tho Dacca Division, 4 in the Chittagong 

Division, 1 in tho Orissa Divi.sioii, and 23 in the Burdwan Division. Most of tho 
accounts wore audited up to the 30tli September 1882, and audit reports vyere

amounted to Hs. 12,115. 
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1 16. Hemnrkahle events of the year . — On the night of the 8th March 1883 the 
office of the Suburban Municipality was partially destroyed by fire. Property 
worth lla. 7,000 to Its. 8,000 was destroyed, besides Government securities and 
currency nctes to the amount of Ks. 31,900 deposited with the Commissioners 
by CDiitractora, and valuable office records and books. It was at first supposed 
that the tire was caused by lightning, but it was subsequently discovered 
that this belief was unfounded, and that incondiarism was the real cause of 
the destruction of the records and the building. The durwan of the Municipal 
Office was tried and convicted of the theft of certain currency notes which were 
supposed to have been destroyed by the fire, and was sentenced to two years’ 
rigorous imprisonment by the Magistrate of the Suburban Police Court at 
Alipore. 

117. Another fire occurred during the year, and destroyed the office of 
the Jaj pore M unicipality in the district of Cuttack. The building was a mud 
aud wattle structure witli a thatched roof, and was situated close to another 
shed which was used as a rost-houso for travellers and itinerant vendors of 
g<iods, who sometimes cooked their food in a verandah of this hut. An enquiry 
was held by the Sub-divisional Officer of Jajpore in jierson to ascertain the 
(;ausc of the fire, but no evidence was forthcoming from which it could he 
gathered that it was the work of an incendiary. The fire broke out on the 
morning of the 20th March 1883, aud destroyed all the records and furniture, 
of the office. 

118. During the year under report a case of etnbcz/.lemeiit of public 
money occurred in the Cuttack Municipality. The head clerk of the municipal 
office, who was also the accountant of the Municipality, misappropriated to 
his own use diverse sums of money amounting in all to Ks. 841-8. The 
man was tried for the officrice, and convicted and sentenced to six years’ 
rigorous imprisonment. 

119. Amendment of the Bengal Mnninipal Act, 1876. — The Bill to amend 
and consolidate the law relating to Municipalities in the interior of tbo province, 
referred to iu paragraph 123 of the report for 1881-82, was under the consi- 
deration of the Bengal Legislative Council when the year closed. The Bill 
has since been passed by the Council.

I AM directed to submit, for the information of His Excellency 
the Governor- General in Council, the following report on municipal taxation 
and expenditure in the Lower Provinces of Bengal for the year 1883-84, 
together with classified statements showing the income and expenditure of 
the municipalities and unions during that year, prepared in accordance with 
the instructions contained in the orders of the Government of India in the 
Home Department No. 2 — 103— 14A, dated the 27th July 1882. 


OALOUTTA 


2. As stated in the report for last year, the municipal year in Calcutta 
now coincides witli the official year, and the present review of the work 
of the Calcutta Municipality embraces a period of 12 months from 1st April 
1883 to 81st March 1884. 

3. Meetiti 0 ft of the Commmvmrs, — ^Twenty-six general mootings were hold 
by the Commissioners during the year, of which eight wore special general 
meetings, four were quarterly, and five w6ro special meetings. Of standing 
committees there were 11(1 meetings, and of imcGial committees 27 
meetings. The Town Council met 41 times, tlie Water-supply Extension 
Committee 14 times, the amalgamated Tank and Bustoe Comniittee 18 
times, and the Market Committee 12 times. The Sanitary Committee, 
which is one of the two special committees, held 18 meetings during 
the year, and did a large amount of important business. The to^ number 
of attendances at meetings amounted to 2,347, out of 5,188 invitations, 
which compares somewhat unfavourably with the corresponding figures of

tbe previotts year. The distinction obaerrable between the amount of atten- 
tion to work BQown by elected and nominated CommuBioners respectiyelj 
seems to be gxadoally disappearing. The elected are to the nominated 
CommiBsioners as 48 to 24, bat their atten^nces in 1881 were os 48 to 
18*1, in 1882-83 as 48 to 17*7, and in the past year as 48 to 20*2. 

4, Wor^ of the Tonen Council — The Town Council, as usual, dealt with 
a large number of miscellaneous matters of yaiying degrees of importance. 
Among others were the preparations for the reception of Their Ko3ral 
Highnesses the Duke and Duchess of Connaught, the negotiations for the 
lease totiio Corporation of the Mahratta Ditch, a number of minor street 
improvements, the most considerable of wliich was the construction of a 
road to connect Arpooly Lane with Pimchanantola Lane, the Marcus Legacy, 
and the inspection of articles for food and drink exposed for sale. There was 
reason to believe that considerable quantities of ghee, mustard-oil, and other 
provisions were exposed for sale after being so adulterated as to be unwhole- 
some, and even dangerous, and it was felt that the jiublic, especially the poorer 
classes, was not able to protect itself adequately against frauds of this descrip- 
tion. A qualiiiod Insiiector on Hs. 100 was accordingly appointed experiment- 
ally to examine articles of food exposed for solo, and is reported to have done 
much good. 

AjTangements have been made at the instance of the Howrah Municipality 
to systematize the licensing of hackney carriages, and the now rules have come 
into force from the 1st Ajjril last. Tho hackney carriages of Calcutta are, as a 
rule, very inferior, and it is hoped tliat some improvement will now be effected.

Against the debenture loans the Commissioners bad a sinking fund of the 
nominal value of Rs. 23,31,145. In July 1883 they were authorized to borrow 
three lakhs by means of debentures, bearing interest at 4) per cent, on the 
security of their water-rate. The money market, however, was not favour- 
able, and the Commissioners raised a loan of ha 97,800 only. During the 
year the Government debt was reduced by Ks. 1,57,228, and the reserve of 
Sinking Fund rose to the nominal value of Rs. 25,59,385. Allowing for this 
amount, tlie indebtedness of tho Corporation amounted to Rs. 1,25,95,710, 
being Rs. 2,87,668 less than at the close of 1882-83. 

6. Income . — Tho following statement compares the income of the Munici-

The total expenditure from the General Fund is shown to bo Its. 19,65,265. 
To this should be added the fourth instalment of payments to the Reserve or 
Sinlrmg Fund, amounting to Rs. 32,498, which was not paid tiii April, but 
was due for the year 1883-84. Tins would raise the expenditure to 



Bs. 19,97,7634 Tbe toifeil «xpciti<lltafe jf 4tO him ^b» 
exceeded the veo^pts hy Hs. 60,003, lii«teiad of by Bs* 3,06,363 es jpronded 
for iu the budget, and [sAiort 01 the emouht (Bs. 23,66,863) oroyided in 
the budget by Bs, 2,69,100. Of this decrease upwards of One lakh bi rupees 
was on account of ibe exp^diture bn bustee improyement, which fell largely 
short of '\he estimate. There was a saying of Bs. 25,334 in the payments 
to the Sinking Fund, in consequence of the loan whicb had been projected 
not having been rmsed during the year. There was also short expenditure 
of some Bs. 40,000 under the head of road repairs, and Rs. 16,000 in . conse- 
quence of the postponement of the repairs of the Town Hall. The expendi- 
ture from Ibe Water-rate Fund is shown to be Bs. 4,99,430. Allowing for 
a quarter’s instalment (Rs. 2,500) to the Sinking Fund, which was paid in . 
April, the receipts exceeded the expenditure by Bs. 10,633. This result, as 
compared with that of the previous year, is satisfactory. The expenditure 
from the Lighting-rate Fund was less than the receipts by Bs. 6,340! 

8. State of the Special There are certain special funds the accounts 

of which are not included in the above statements of receipts and expen- 
diture. The receipts of the Police-rate Fund during the year amounted 
to. Bs. 2,81,548, and the disbursements made to the Commissioner of 
Police on account of the municipal share of the police expenditure amounted 
to Bs. 2,78,556. Including the oj^ening balance of the year, Rs. 21,630, 
there remained a sum of Rs. 24,622 in hand at the close of the year. The 
receipts of the «/Mfe Warehouse • Fund comast oi 20 per cent, of the collections 
under the Licensed Warehouse and Fire-Brigade Act of 1883. The old 
arrangement, under which the Commissioners were bound to pay seven-tenths 
of the cost of the Fire-Brigade, lasted till the middle of May, when the net 
deficiency was found to bo Rs. 8,519, which sum had to he made good from 
tlio General Fund. The receipts of the new fund amounted to Rs. 4,054 
against disbursements of Rs. 3,010. The balance was a set-off against the 
Rs. 8,519, and reduced the contribution from the General Fund to Rs. 7,475* 
The gross receipts of the Hackney Carriage Registration Fund amounted to 
Rs. 19,010, against Rs. 17,343 in tlie preceding year. The increase was 
probably due to the Exhibition. After defraying working expenses, the receipts 
from Calcutta, the Suburbs and Howrah are divided in the proportion of 
eleven-sixteenths, four-sixteenths, and ono-sixteenth respectively, the Calcutta 
share being credited to the TV)lice Fund. The receipts from carriages plying 
between Calcutta and Dum-Bum are divided iu equal proportions between the 
Calcutta Municipality and the Dum-Dum Cantonment. The receipts of the Cart 
Registration Fund amounted to Rs. 74,196, and the disbursements to Rs. 4,739. 
The balance is shared by Calcutta, the Suburbs and Howrah in the proportions 
of nine-twelfths, two-twelfths, and one-twelfth. The Marcus Legacy Fund was 
created during the year. In 1864, Mr. G. T. Marcus left property of the value 
of ab<jut Rs. 1,16,000 for the ben(^t of Calcutta, subject to the liability to 
pay £250 a year to his sister, Mrs. Thornton, during her life. For this purpose 
Rs. 70,000 was invested, and the balance was utilized in building the Municipal 
Office. In the course of the year under review, information was received of 
the death of this lady, and the Administrator-General made over to the 
Corporation the securities to the value of Rs. 70,000, together with a cash 
balance of Rs. 2,228. The Chitjftors Road Improvement Fund had an opening 
balance of Rs. 1,55,207, to which was added Rs. 20,592 during the year, 
being the sale proceeds of surplus land and building materials. The expendi- 
ture amounted to Rs. 1,63,829, leaving a balance of Rs. 11,969. Aal the 
claims for compensation for property acquired, however, were not finally 
adjusted at the close of the year. 

9. Percentage of rates. — The various branches of municipal taxation were 
levied during the year at the same rates as in 1882-83, viz : —

di Wards Nos. Ij 3, 4, 6, and 9 was revised during the year. The Tidimticm was 
enhanced in 4)540 eases, and reduced in 1,135 cases. The increase is tliie 
aimsed rental -valuation of property amounted to Rs. 3,28,978, and the 
decrease to Rs. 1,07,048, with the net result that the rates were increased by 
Es. 82,638. 

^ 11, The work in the Bill, Collection, and Warrant Departments sustained 

the efficiency displayed in previous years. The gross demand made by the 
Bill Department amounted to Rs. 21,98,046, against Rs. 21,89,237 in 1882-83. 
THIie outstanding balance on the 31st March 1884 was Rs. 67,240 as compared 
with Rs. 92,680 in the previous year. It is stated that this would have been 
reduced to Rs. 46,289 had not bills to the amount of Rs. 20,951 been returned 
W the Collector and Warrant Officer a few days before the close of the year. 
Of the toital demand of the year, the Collector recovered 92 '24 per cent, 
against 90*96 per cent, in the previous year. In the Warrant Department 
the outstandings amounted to Rs. 44,849 against Rs. 73,999 in 1882-83. 
Collections in the Night-soil Department are still backward as compared vrith 
those of the four principal rates, but some improvement was effected during 
1883-84. The officicnc)’^ of tlie collecting staff of the Corporation and, the 
material progress that has been made in successive years in the realization of 
tho municipal demands is evidenced by tlie following statement, which shows 
the percentage of collections realized in each of the last six years : —

These figures reflect high credit on the officers of the Corporation, especi- 
ally on the Collector, Babu Omesh Chundor Dutt. 

12. The receipts under the head of License fees aggregated Rs. 4,94,735. 
Four-fifths of tho foes realized during the 15 months of 1882-83 and the 
fees realized in 1881 amounted to Rs. 4,89,902 and Rs. 4,87,659 respectively. 
Trade and profession licenses are shown to have yielded Its. 2,64,508 ; carriage 
and horse licenses Its. 1,00,159 ; trade refuse fees Rs. 38,603 ; hackney carriage 
registration fees Rs. 17,053 ; and cart registration foos Rs. 74,208. The 
receipts from the carriage and horso licenses are gradually falling off owing 
to the extension of the tramways. In 1881 the receipts were Rs. 1,03,823, 
in 1882-83 Rs. 1,02,479, and in the year uader review Rs. 1,00,159 only. It 
is observed that the receipts of the License Department daring a year in which 
trade was active, and in which the Exhibition attracted such a large concourse 
of strangers, did not come up to the expectations formed by the Budget 
Committee. 

13. Zauf miti , — The Corporation wore engaged in nine civil suits during 
the year, being plaintiffs in eight cases and def enoants in one ^ case. Of the 
eight suits, decrees in favour of the Municipality were obtained in six cases, the 
remaining two cases being uendiog when the year closed. In tho case in which 
the Corporation were defenoants, an application was made to the High Court by 
a rate-payer praying for the issue of a writ of certiorari against the Commis- 
sioners in the matter of tho assessment of his house. The High Court held that 
it had no power to issue such a writ against the Commissioners, as they had 
acted yrithip the powers conferred on them by the Mfinicipal Act. Judgment 
was given during the year in tho case of Anderson versus the Corporation. 
Mr. Anderson sued the Corporation, togetlier with the Secret^ of State, for 
the recovery of damages sustained by him in March 1882 in consequence of 
his carriage and horse falling into an excavation in Chowringhoe Road, ^ which 
had been made under orders of tlie Executive En^neer, Ist Calcutta Division, 
who, on behalf of Government, had obtained j^mission frpm the Municipality 
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to inake it. Mr. Ai^brson clftmied dauiegiBa to tbo extent of Bst 50,000. *X1ie 
High Court held that there was negli^noe on the part of the oontraotors, 
ana that the Soorotary of State was not Hable. The damagea were fixed at 
Rs. 6,500, and it was ordered that the oosta of the plaintifE should be paid by 
the contraotor and the Corporation, and the costs of the Secretary of State by 
the plaintifi, wHch, however, he was empowered to recover from the contractor 
and the Corp(»ation. Having regard to tne result of this case, the Commissioners 
decided that it was not expedient to allow any excavations in the streets to be left 
open without payment of a fee sufficient to defray the char^ of maintaining a 
special ’establishment for supervising the fencing and lighting of the openings 
at night. In the Criminal Courts 12,387 persons were prosecuted for various 
offences, against 11,611 during the 15montliB ending the Slst March 1883. The 
increase occurred among the cases instituted by the Conservancy Department, 
in which 6,698 persons were prosecuted, 2,870 persons were fined, 2,114 
persons were warned and discharged, 1,560 cases were withdrawn, and 154 
oases were dismissed. The total amount of fines imposed was Hs. 6,703. 

14. Water-supply , — There was some increase in the supply of filtered water 
during the year, the daily average being 7,975,960 gallons against 7,868,062 in 
1882.-83 and 7,208,453 in 1881. In the hot weather, March to June, when the 
needs of the Town are the greatest, and the filters work best owing to the river 
water being more free from silt, the daily average reached 8,238,000 gallons. 
The Commissioners state that the increase of the supply in the hot weather is 
not recognized by those who use the water. When the weather becomes hot, the 
consumption of water is so much increased that the portions of the Town which 
are less favourably situated have a very inadequate supply. The dwellers in 
connected houses all want water simultaneously, the head of water is not 
sufficient to roach all ports of tlie Town at once, the entire supply is intercopted 
by the connections lying nearer to the head works, and none is left for those 
which are more remote. The officers of the Department were, hbwever, not 
unmindful of the necessity of adopting measures to mim’miso the mcoiivciiience 
hy securing a more equal distribution of water. Exporiments were made during 
the year by which the water was shut off periodically from those parts of the 
Town where the pressure is generally high, and by this means much relief was 
afforded to those parts where it is generally low. After some trials, an arrange- 
ment was arrived at which appears to have given satisfaction to the public. 
It has long been recognized that the supply of filtered water is incommen- 
surate with the essential requirements of the Town. Calcutta is now, 
however, within measurable distance of an adequate provision of this first 
necessity, though unfortunately it does not seem probable that the new 
extensions will be in working order by tlie liot season of 1885. The uiifiltered 
supply shows a steady progressive increase, the daily average during the year 
under review being 2,035,808 gallons against 1,988,175 in 1882-83 and 
1,257,387 in 1881. 

16. Drainage , — In regard to th^xtension of the drainage system, the work 
done during the year under review does not compare favourably with that of 
previous years. In 1881, 74,751 feet of pipe sewers were laid down, and in the 
15 mouths of 1882-83 a furtlier length of 109,158 feet was completed, hut in 
1883-84 only 46,672 feet of sewers were constructed. It is urged that the work 
WM retarded to some extent by tlie time of the superior officers being taken up 
with preparing an answer to tno charges brought against the Department. Two 
Tears ago tlie Oommissioners were sanguine that the main drainage scheme would 
be practically completed before the end of 1884, and it is the more desirable that 
this should not be delayed, for the reason that anangements will probably have 
to be made before long for extending the system. Out of the 46,672 feet 
of sewers constructed, 18,796 feet were converted into paths from 3 to 10 
feet wide, and 3,713 feet were converted into roads 15 to 20 feet wide. The 
Commissioners observe that, as the Town has been more and more opened up for 
conservancy, there has been a steady increase in the quantity of refuse removed. 
In 1878 the number of waggon loads removed by the Municipal Railway was 7,284. 
This has gone on increasing year after year, till in 1883-84. 14,189 waggon 
loads were removed. There was a faliing off in the number of house connec- 
tions: 2,159 houses were connected against 3,053 in the 15 months of 1882-83. 
The total expenditure on the sewers during the year was Rs. 1,76,757, in 
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adiUtion to Bs. 3,57,624 gj^t on the storm-water outfall works. Of this l^er 
amount one-h^ was contnboted by Govommeut. 

16. progress was made m the construction of metalled roads, 

. but there was a fiedling oft in the road repairs. The j^ant for repairs was 
Rs. 2,86,204, but the exponditore amounted to only Rs. 2,45,575. Maxiy 
streets mid lanes are in a bad state of repair, which is specially noticeable 
during the rains in the northern division of the Town, and it is therefore 
unsatisfaotory that the Engineer's Department failed to utilize the whole grant. 

17. Jfbwa The question of the reclamation of bustees was 
repeatedly before the Commissioners during the year. Tlie points on which stress 
has been laid by Government are— 

(1) — The obliteration of foul tanks and the substitution for them of 

stand-pipes and bathing platforms. 

(2) ^Tlie provision of means of access for tlie conservancy carts or wheel- 

barrows, the connection of all premises with the pipe-sewers, 
and the cleansing of the connecting drains and the waste lands 
of the bustees. 


The latter class of sanitary measures is the more important of the two. 
It appears that a great divergence of opinion existed as to the extent of bustee 
area in the Town, as well as the number of bustees, and it was accordingly 
resolved, as a preliminary measure, to have the whole of them surveyed and 
classified by the new conservancy establishment under the control of the 
Ohsdrman. The result showed the bustees to bo as follows : —

These figures are not strictly accurate, as the census of tho bustees was not 
carried out by professional agency. Accepting the figures as approximately 
correct, the report showed that there are 124 bustees, with a total area of 
1,582 bighas, in tho north of Calcutta. The special establishment sanctioned 
during 1882-83 for the cleansing of bustees consisted of 200 scavengers, called 
dhangurs, with 32 carts and 12 noons, under two Inspectors, assisted 
by one sircar each. Thejr commenced their work in the north of tho Town, and 
cleansed 72 bustees covering an urea of 1,370 bighas, which were then placed 
under a permanent staff of 156 dhangurs. The work thus done consisted 
of the removal of accumulations of refuse which was buried in holes and 
ditches and covered over with earth, the levelling of the surface, 
and the filling up of small ponds and hollows, in this way the whole 
of the bustees in Wards 4 and 8 and the greater part of thoso in 
Wards 2, 3, 6, and 9 wore thoroughly cleansed, and a regular staff assigned 
to them to provide for their conservancy in the future. Exclusive of the bustees 
80 treated, it seems that an area of 952 bighas remained outside the operations of 
the special establishment. It is explained that nearly the whole of this area was 
cleansed for the time by an extra establishment while the Exhibition was open, 
but the work done was not sufficiently thorough to admit of its being placed 
under permanent conservancy arrangements. 

18. The structural improvement of the bustees stands on a diffeu^ent and 
higher footing from their conservancy arrangements. Eighteen projects, cover* 
ing an aiya of 453 bighas, of this class were under the consideration of the 
Commissioners during the year. 

Work, however, was completed in one bustee only, riz. Sora^bagan, 
covering an area of 64 bighas. This project had been first taken in ^ Id by the 





Bustee Committee m 1881. In four bustees; area of 18^' bighii^ 

work was well adyoneed. In ^orteeba^pi, about one mile of roadway ytm oon^ 
structed. nearly, half of the cost being pmd by the Municipality, and the remain- 
der by the owners. Bewering to a length of 4,655 feet and surface drains^ to ibe 
extent of 2,055 feet wore al^ executed. The cost to tho Municipality on 
account of tho Boorteebi^n project amounted to Rs. 28,767. The cost to the 
owners is not known« , I^e works executed up to the end of tho year in the 
four bustees, in which some actual progress was Aiado, are shown below : —

The other thirteen projects appear not to have advanced beyond tho preli- 
minary stage. Tho area dealt with under the compulsory jirovdsions of sections 
280-283 A of the Calcutta Municipal Act was in all 481 bighas, out of the total 
bustee area of 2,222 bighas. Tho Municipal Commissioners are of opinion that 
it should not be assumed that the whole of the remaining area will require the 
adoption of similar coercive measures. They remark : — 

“ As a matter of fact, when tho projects now in hand have been carried 
through, not much bustee land will remain to need structural improvement, 
while the owners of this residue are in many cases manifesting a readiness to 
carry out the improvements required by the Commissioners without legal 
measures of coercion. In no loss than three of the bustees taken up in 1883-84, 
the owners have come forward and have spontaneously constructed or are 
constructing the roads that are wanting.’’ 

19. JBathing-plat/mna . — ^Four bathing platforms, supplied with unfiltered 
water, were erected during tho year, and were eagerly resorted to by tho 
neighbouring inhabitants. The Commissioners state that “ it is now clear that 
the poorer inhabitants will readily accept bathing platforms in lieu of foul tanks, 
but that separate accommodation is needed for females.” The cost of the 
sanitary and structural improvements carried out in the bustoes as given by tho 
Commissioners is as follows : —

The grant made by tho Commissioners for this purpose was Rs. 1,50,000; 
out of which only Rs. 55,871 was expended.^ The Commissioners remark that 
the expenditure could be shown at a much higher figure if certain heavy charges, 
for which provision had been made on account of acquisition of land and 
salary of special establishment, but which were not actually incurred, be brought 
into the accounts of -the year. ^ 

20. Tank-fiUing . — ^During Ihe year under review forty-four tanks were obli- 
terated, besides 477 small holes and pits. These were filled up with refuse 
covered over with earth, and with the materials obtained by levelling xncnmds

mlamadon Or obliteration of which is a matter of very great importanoe. 
llie Commiasioners express tho intention of acquiring many of the tanks 
in future, converting the larger and better tanks into small public squares, and 
filing up only the smaller and dirtier ones, the spaces thus liberated being 
utilized £>r bathing platfonns, or for building stables for cattle and milch cows. 

21. Vital staUaUas . — The number of births registered was 7,655 as com- 
pared with 7,500 of the previous year. The avcrago number for the previous 
ten years is 6,7913, but this decennial mean admittedly does not represent cor- 
iroctly the annual number of births in tho Town. The birth-rate was 17*6 per 
mille as compared with 17*4 of the previous year. The Health Officer is of 
opinion that biiih registration is still defective, though grudually manifesting 
sij^s of improvement. As compami with European standards, tlie birth- 
rate is certainly low ; but allowance must bo made for tho floating character of 
tho population of Calcutta where only 33 per cent, are females. Among the 
various races, the recorded birth-rates per mule wore —

22. Tho number of deaths recorded during tho year was 12,346 as compared 
with 13,453 in the previous year, giving a death-rate of 28*4 j»or mille against 
t31. Tho mortality from cholera was severe, 2,122 persons having died from 
this cause. This number is loss than that (3,390) recorded in 1882-83, but is 
greater than that of any previous year since 1870. The deaths from dysentery, 
diarrhoea, and fevers show a decreaso. The mortality from small-pox, however, 
was higher than in either of tho three preceding years. Tho wave of small pox 
is now advancing, and there are signs that the disease will be again present 
in an epidemic form during the ensuing cold weather. Tho number of vacci- 
nations performed was 9,538, of which 8,357 were primaiy vaccinations and 
1,181 re-vaccinations. Tlio ratio of success in primary vaccinations was 99*38, 
and in rc-vaccinations 16*17.

Compared with the figures of 1882-83, there was a decease of one in the total 
numi^ of municipal institutions in the oonntiy. Taking each class separately, 
it will be seen that there was an increase of three in the number of second 
t ifaa municipalities. The town of Bali, which formed a ward of the Howrah 
municipality, was s^arated from it, and constituted a second class municipality. 
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The statLonB of JmsAelpoi^ in the dietriot of Mongrh^ find Sd^’bj^ge la 
the Sonthal Perguimahs were convertod into municipuities of the second olaae 
during the year. The town of Koteohandpore in the district of Jessore waa 
raisea from status of a union to that of a second class municipality, and 
the municipality of Echak in Hazareebagh was abolished. 

24. The decrease of two in the number of unions was due to the aboli* 
tion of the union of Manbozar in Monbhoom and the conversion of Eoteohand* 
pore into a second class municipality as stated above. 

25. The stations of Jamalpore and Saheb^un^e having been erected into 
municipalities) there was no municipal institution of that denomination in the 
oountiy, 

26. Under the new Municipal Act III C. ) of 1884, the distinction 

between various classes of municipalities has been abolished, and the only 
difference which has been established consists in the constitution of the Munici- 
pal Committees. In the uiajority of cases these include representatives elected 
Dj the rate payors, there being only IG municipalities in which the members 
are all nominated by Government. 

. 27. The municipality of Moheshporo was transferred from the district of 
Nuddea to the district of Jessore in April 1883 on the transfer of the 
Bongong sub-division in which it is situated. 

28. Constitution of Comnittoes . — The constitution of the Committees of 
the various muniei^ialities was as shown in the table below : —

29. In the first class municipalities there was an increase of one in the 
nnmbor of European Commissioners and of four in the number of native Com- 
missionors. There was a decrease of two in the iimnbcr of official Comiuisr 
sioners, and an increase of seven in that of non-oflicial Commissioners. 

30. In the second class niunici^ialities there was an increase in the number 
of both Eurojiean and native Commissioners, being 10 in that of the former 
and 51 in that of the latter. 3 he official element in the managing boards of 
'these municipalities decreased from 371 to 365 ; and tliere was an increase of 
67 in the number of non-official Commissioners. The total increase in the 
number of Commissioners in second class municipalities was therefore 
61. This was due partly to the separation of the town of Bali from the Howrah 
Municipality and its constitution into a second class municipality, and partly 
to the formation of the stations of Sahebgunge and Jamalpore and the 
union of Kotechandpore into municipalities of this class. 

31. The number of mombers^ of Union Committees decreased by 18 
daring the year. This was owing to the abolition of the union of Maiibazar 
and the conversion of the union of Kotechandpore, in Jessore, into a second 
class municipality. 

82. Compared with the figures of 1882-83, there was a net increase of 
19 in the stron^h of the Municipal Committees during the year under ro|>ort. 
The European element decreasea by 7, but the number of native Commis^ 
sinners rose from 1,790 to 1,816, There was also a corresponding increase in 
the number of non-official Commissioners and decrease in that of official 
members. The increase in the strength of the former was 33 and the 
decrease in that of the latter was 14. On the whole there was amarked tendency 
on the part of the district authorities to entrust the management of the 
mimicipal'afiairs of the country to the people themselves.

34. In the Burdwan Division, the attendaoco of the Commissioners 
at the meetings of the first class municipalities was on tho whole fair, 
and tho non-official members as a body shewed an interest in tho affairs 
of their municipalities. In tho Burdwan Municipality, out of 12 elected 
Commissioners, all of whom are rospoctablo native residents of tho town, 
eight attended more than half tho number of meetings held during tho year. 
Tho Commissioner of the division considers this to be on tho whole 
a well managed municipality.” In tho Midnapore Mnnicipality there were 
il ordinary meetings and 6 Sub-Committeo meetings held during tho year. 
These meetings were generally well attended and “ most of the native members 
showed an interest in the affairs of tho municipality.” In thu Hooglily and 
Chinsurah Municipality, out of 18 meetings neld during the year, oiJy 3 
meetings were attended by more than* half tho number of Commissioners: 
six native Commissioners attended half or more than half tho number of 
mectiTi|^s. Tho Magistrate of the district, who is also the Chairman of tho mu- 
nicipality, thus writes about the work of tho Municipal Committee ; ** In con- 

clusion, I bog to state that many of the Commissioners took an active interest in 
municipal matters, and tho municipal servants generally did their work fairly 
well ; but more sujiervision cut of doors is required. This will probably be 
provided when the new Act comes into force : what is wanted is a paid officer who 
will be out all day looking after the various out-door deportments, and unfettered 
by too much office work. The office is in very good order, and no fault has been 
found with the accounts, which have l>ccn recently audited by tho Government 
auditor. Tho Viise-Chairman is entitled to much credit for his office manage- 
ment.” In Serainpore, the Municipal Gommitteo met 18 times during tho year. 
Tho meetings were generally well attended, and most of the Commissioners 
took a lively interest in the affairs of the municipality. The working 
members of the Municipal Committee of Uttarparali were all non-official native 
gentlemen, presided over by a non-official Chairman. The attendance at Ithe 
meetings was good, and the interest displayed .by tho Commissioners in tho 
affairs of the town was keen and praiseworthy. In tlio Howrah Municipality, - 
out of 33 Commissioners, including tho official members, who held office during 
the year, two attended 28 meetings, one 27 meetings, one 26 meetings, two 24 
meetings, three 23 meetings, one 21 meetings, one 20 meetings, one 19 meetings, 
two 18 meetings, two 17 meetings, two 15 meetings, one 13 meetings, one 11 
meetings, and two 10 meetings. The Commissioners mot regularly on the first-

35. In the Preeddeney Division the CommissioTierB of tlie Suhnihan 
Municipality met thirteen times during the year. Only the Chairman and the 
Vice-Chairman attended all the meetings. The attendance of tlie other ea?- 
oMeio Commissioners, of whom there were thirteen, was very unsatisfactory. 
Among the non-official Commissioners, who numbered twenty-two, one 
attended 12 meetings, two 11 meetings, and three 10 meetings. Ten Commis- 
ffloners attended less than 10 but more than 5 meetings. Two of the Commis- 
inonors did not attend at all, and have ceased to bo Commissioners under 
section 22 of the^ Act. In the Kishnaghur Municipality the Commissioners held 
11 meetings during the year for the teansaction of business. Their attendance 
at the meetings was not very satisfactory, only ten Commissioners on an 
average being present at all tne moctings. In Santiporc, which is one of the 
municipalities m these provinces in which the Commissioners are all non- 
officials, except the Chairman, the total number of meetings held during the 
year was 17 and the attendance of the CommiHsioners was on the whole more 
satisfactory than in the previous year. In lianaghat the attendance of the 
Commissioners at the meetings of the Municip^ Committee was not very 
satisfactory. Out of seventeen members excluding ex-officio Commissioners, only 
one attended 9 meetings. The Commissioner of the Division reports that 
more than half the number of Commissioners displayed very little interest in 
municipal affairs. In Jessore the Commissioners hold 10 meetings, which was 
double the number of meetings held in the previous year. The attend- 
ance was, however, not quite satisfactory. Only one meeting was attended 
by 11 Commissioners out of 19, who held office during the year. The 
rest of the meetings were attended by 5 r>r 6 Commissioners. In addition 
to the general meetings, seven sub-committee meetings were held for miscel- 
laneous purposes. 

86, In the Rajshaliye Division, the Commissioners of the Ramporc Beauleab 
Municipality bold seven general and four special meetings during the year. 
Of 25 Commissioners only two attended 9 mootings and three 6 meetings. 
The rest of the members did not attend oven half the total number of meetings. 
The Committee of the Darjeeling Munifnpality consisted of 24 European and 
four native Commissioners. Seventeen Commissioners attended half or more 
than half the number of meetings held during the year. The attendance was 
on the whole pretty fair. 

37. In the Dacca Division, the Committee of the Dacca Municipality met 
13 times during the year. The Chairman and the Vice-Clj airman attended 12 
mootings each. One Commissioner attended 10 mecjtings, five attended 7 
meetings and the rest less than half the total number of mcotings. In Narain- 
gunge the Commissioners hold 17 meetings. The attendance at tliose meetings 
was fair. 

38. In the Patna Division, the Municipal Commissioners of the Patna 
City met 18 times during the year. The average attendance at each meeting 
was 12'6. The Commissioners appointed towards the close of the year a paid 
Vice-Chairman, who also possesses professioTial knowledge as on Eu^ueer. The 
District Magistrate, who was also the Cliairman of the municmality, thus 
writes about the work done by the retired Vice-Chairman. “ Moulvio Fazl 
Imam had taken office under peculiar circumstances. He had been led to 
expect that his appointment would be a paid one, but he had Ic^^ally continued 
to work,' even when he found that the contrary, was the case, fie nas been of 
great assistance to mo, and was thanked by the Commissioners for the kind in- 
terest taken by him in all municipal matters during his incumbency as their 
Honorary Vice-Chairman.” The number of meetings held by the Commissioners 
of the Chupra Municipality was less than the provisions of the law require, but the 
Commissioners took much interest in the aifairs of the town. The Vice-Chair- 
mau, whoso report is countersigned by the District Magistrate, writes as follows : 

The Commissioners as a body worked well both on the Bench and as members 
of l^e several Ward Committees, and great assistance to the Vioe-Chair- 
man was lent by the members (especially Babu Deokumar Singh and 
Mr Ghosh) of the special sub-committees in the diape of reports on the

to particniar hotuseholders when widening eertnin roads, on the beet ind& of 
dismbuting the educational grant, and various other matters. The only f^ult to 
be found with these sub^oommitt^s was on the score of unpunctuality in the 
submission of tiieir reports. Besides increasing the educational grant more 
than five*fold, the following were the chief improvements that the Oommis* 
sioners succeeded in ejecting in the course of the year : two new rows of 
privies for males and females, forming a large pucca latrine, were built: more 
patent moveable latrines were introduced; a urinal was constructed at the 
cutcherries ; a cart-shed and a bullock- shed were erected ; a new bridge over 
the Khanooa Nalla was made and a new sluice constructed ; the old pueoa 
roads had for the most part a fresh layer of kmker given them and some 
altogether new metalling was completed; and a beginning was made of 
lighting the town.” 

89. In the Bhagulpore Division, the Commissioners of the Monghyr Muni- 
cipality held 12 general and 8 special meetings. Of the 20 Commissioners who 
held office during the year, one attended 12 meetings, three 1 1 meetings, one 10 
meetings, two 0 meetings, and the rest less than halE the number of meetings 
convened during the year. The Vice-Chairman, Mr. G. Thomas, attended all 
the meetings. He is an excellent officer and displayed great energy and tact in 
the performance of his duties. In the Bhagulpore Municipality there wore Iteld 
during the year under report 14 gonoral and 2 special meetings. The average 
attendance of the members at each meeting was nine. The Commissioners 
generally took an active and intelligent interest in the afPairs of the muni- 
cipality. In his general administration report the Commissioner of the 
Division made the following remarks regarding this municipality : — ‘‘ The 
Bhagulpore Municipality lost during the year its most useful member, Rai 
Gopal Ghuuder Sircar, Babadoor, Vice-Chairman, who effected many iraprovo- 
ments. Hai Shib Obundcr Banerjee, Babadoor, has been elected in his placa 
He is also reported to bo a very energetic and excellent Vice-Chairman.” In 
the Purneali Municipality there were 12 ordinary meetings held during the 
year under section 40 of the Act. Of these two were adjourned for want of a 
quorum. A special meeting under section 41 was also held chiefly to revise 
the budget estimates. The attendance of the Commissioners at the ordinary 
monthly meetings was pretty fair. 

40. In the Orissa Division, the Municipal Commissioners for the town 
of Pooree held 15 meetings during the year. The Committee consisted of 
4 European and 14 native members. The average attendance of the Commis- 
sioners at each meeting was 11. 

41 Tlie number of meetings held in the second class municipalities 
in the Burdwan Division was on an average 15 2 during the year. In the 
newly created municipality of Bali, the Commissioners took a great interest 
in their work and fully appreciated the responsibilities they have taken upon 
themselves. In the Presidency Division the average number of meetings 
held was 10*7 ; in the Rajshahye Division lO’o; in the Dacca Division 12*6 ; 
in the Chittagong Divi8i<in 2*8 ; in the Bhagulpore Division f 1 *3 ; in the 
Orissa Division 12; and in the Ohota Nagpore Division 10*2. In the Patna 
Divisional Report no information under this head has been given this year also. 

42. Elective syetem , — The number of municipalities in which the elective 

system was in force during the year was tliree as in previous years. These 
were Rerampore, Burdwan, and Krislinaghur- The system worked satisfac- 
torily in all of them, and the elected Commissioners took much interest in 
the affairs of their respective municipalities. ^ , 

43. The Joint-Magistrate of Serampore and Chairman of the local 
municipality thus reports about the Municipal (Committee of Serampore 

“ I have much pleasure in endorsing the remarks made by the Vice- 
Chairman as to the interest taken by the Commissioners m the affairs of tlie 
municipality. The interest shown by them has been both keen and intelligent.” 
** The charge of undue fondness for long speeches, which I have seen brought 
against the Commissioners of this municipality, is certainly quite inapplicable 
to them now, whatever may have been the case in former days. The Dusiness 
is got tibrough rapidly and with no more discussion than is absolutely 
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njBcessary, There has been ft marked ftbaence o£ fnefloh in the wtnkma of like 
Committee during the year. My acknowletQpnents axe due to Baboo Nundolal 
Ck>8s^ for the effectire manner in which he has discharged the somewhat 
onerous duties . ofYico-Chairman.” 

44. In Burdwan there were five vacancies in the list of elected Com- 
missioners for four of the wards of the municipality. In one ward there was 
no contest, but in Hie other three wards 14 candidates offered themselves for 
election for only four vacancies, and there was a spirited contest. More 
than one-fourth of the registered number of voters appeared at the poll and 
recorded their votes. 

45. In Krishnaghur an election was held during the year to fill up four 
vacancies among the electod Commissioners. There were only four candidates, 
and Hie highest number of votes secured by any one candidate was 147, 

46. The elective system has now been introduced into almost all tho 
municipalities in these provinces under the operation of the new Municipid 
Act, 111 (B.C.) of 1884, which came into force on the Ist August 1884. 

47. Ward Committees . — ^lii the Burdwan Division there were no regular 
Ward Committees in any municipality except Midna|)ore, but in some towns the 
Commissioners divided themselves into various sub-committees. These sub- 
committees . were fully utilized in investigating matters of importance, and 
submitting reports for consideration of the whole body of Commissioners 
assemblod in meeting. 

48. In the Presidency Division the only first class municipality in which 
there were Ward Committees was Kishnaghur. Their duties were to super- 
intend the repair of fair weather roads, and to revise assessments and report on 
petitions for remission of taxation, &c. It is reported that in matters of 
assessment and in reporting on petitions for remission of taxation the Ward 
Committees always recommended for reduction, so that from the date of their 
establishment the assessment of houso-rate in this mimicipulity has considerably 
decreased. Among second class municipalities 'in this division. Ward Com- 
mittees were appointed in tho North and South Barrackpore, Barasot and 
Naihati municipalities. Their duties were confined to the work of assessmont 
only. 

49. In the Rajshahyo Division the municipality of Darjeeling was divided 
into wards, and each ward was placed in chai'go of a single Oommissionor for the 
puipose of inspection. No regular AVard CommittoeH, under section 50 of Act V 
(13.C.) of 1876, were appointed. Among tho second class municipalities in this 
division, AVard Ctnumittocs were appointed in two only. These were Ih'nagoporo 
and Kungiioro. The members of these Committees express their opinions after 

S orsonal enquiiy on petitions of appeal against municipal assessments. No other 
uties seem to have been delegated to them. In the Pubna and Serajgagen 
municipalities the Commissioners take in turn the duty of inspecting and 
reporting on municipal matters. In the former municipality each Commis- 
sioner is held to be a reprosontativo of one or more mohullahif. 

.50. In the Dacca Division tho municipality of Nasirabad was divided 
into five wanla in March 1882, but Ward Committees wore not ajipointcd 
till 18th August 1883. These Committees did not do any work during 
the year under report, as tho , necessary powers were not delegated to them 
till Hie 14th April 1884 after tho close of the year. Tlie municipality 
of Jamalpore was divided into seven words, and Ward Committees wore 
appointed with powers delegated to them under section 53 of the Muni- 
cipal Act to assess taxes. The town of Sherepore was divided into ten 
wards during tho year, and Ward Committees appointed in each ward. In. 
Kishoregunge Word Committees are temporarily appointed whenever tho 
municipal assessments on holdings have to be revised. In tho Bazitpore muni- 
cipality there were five Word Committees in work during the year. Their 
duty was to prepare the assessment lists of the various wards into which the 
town is divided. 

51. In the Patna Division, as reported last year, the Patna Municipality 
was divided into eleven wards, each of which was put in charge of two or 
more Commissioners. All questions relating to the assessment, remission 
and reduction of the house •ta:!iL and house scavenging fees are referred to them 
for enquiry and report. In Gya meetings were held of the Ward Committees, 
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but it is r^orted that the members took r&cv little^ interest in their 'vrork, 
and were not regular in their attendance at the meetings. In Ward 

CoQUoittees hare be^ in existence since 1879, but it is reported Jhat their 
importance has not much increased siuce the time thcy^'Na|£p ^pointed* 
Their duties consist in looking after the cleanliness ^ the town. 
In the Chnpra Municipality the Ward Committees continued to work well 
during the year. ^ In addition to the duty of supervising the conservancy 
oj^erations of their respective wards these Ccmnutlocs wore entrusted 
with the power to report upon petitions ooucoming the assessment of the 
house tax. 

52. Munie^al statement below shows the work done by the 

Commissioners of first class municipalities in their capacity as Honorary 
Magistrates in disposing of cases of nuisance and breaches of conservancy 
rules;—

54. AsBetMtenia , — In tho Burdwan Dirision, an assessment of new and 
improved holdings was made during the year in the Howrah Municipality. 
In the second class municipality of Ghattal the tax upon occupiers of holdings 
was raised in order to meet the expense of re^excavatiug a canal for the 
drainage of the town. In Kotrung also tlio assessment was revised during the 
year. There wore 103 petitions hied by tho assessocs objecting to the revised 
assessments. The petitions were heard by & Committee of tho Commissioners. 

55. In the Presidency Division, the work of the Assessment Department 
of the (Suburban Municipality was satisfactorily performed. During the year 
the Assessor inspected j re-valued, and re-assessed 8,069 houses, of wnich 1,094 
were masonry buildings and 6,975 ware thatched structifres. Under the 
orders of the Govomment of India dated tha^lst December 1883, No. 5-105-81, 

tho buildings noted in the margin, which are 
i’ JI* situated within tho limits of the cantonment of 

8,’ TbJoJrriionHSpitoi’. Fort William, were exempted from municipal 

6 sar *on’'**u«rterr*”' Hoipitti. taxation. This caused a loss of Its. 7,009 in 

6*. i^e^anninR Home for nurtea. house-rato and Rs. 2,220 iu house-servico fees, 

a St* The net result of the year’s operations of the 

e c oapito Assessmont Department was a decrease of Rs. 1,178 

ia house-rate and an increase of Rs. 30 in the house-service fees. The existing 
assessment was revised in the following second class municipalities : — Joynagore in 
tho 24-Pergunna]i8, Kushteaiu Nuddoa, Chonduria and Debliatta in Khulna, and 
Berhampore and Lalbagh in tho district of Moorshedabad. In the other 
municipalities in this Division, the assessments of tho {irevious year wore 
adopted with slight alteratious on accviunt of deaths, desertions, and now 
arrivals. 

56. In the Rajshahyo Division, the assessment of tho Eamporo Beauleah 
Municipality was revised during tho year. The result of the revision was not 
finally known when the year clospa. The assessments of the second class 
muuicipalitit^s of Seraj gunge, Bogra, Shorepore and Kuugporo were revised 
during the year. 

57. In the Dacca Division, tho assessment of the Furreedpore Muni- 
cipality was revised. Certain assossees who were exempted in the previous 
year wore re-assessed during tho year under report. The result was an 
increase of income amounting to Ks. 126. In the Goalundo Municipality 
the Commissioners exempted all persons fitmi taxation who had hither- 
to paid less than three annas. Those who paid three annas and four 
annas a quarter have been allowed to pay two annas and three annas 
respectively. This reduction in the assessment caused a decrease of 
Bs. 45*8 in the total income of tho municipality. The rate of taction varies 
from two annas to Rs. 50 per head. In tho Madoriporo Municipality the 
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were slightly raised doimg the jrear. The tax paid vaadisd .&om 9 ^^es 
'.%Ee. 1-9-0 a month. Iversons drawing fixed sahucies are asse^d at e^ht 
annas upon every 100 Bs* of their income. Others whose eazn^gs vary are 
assessed at four annas lipon eve^ 100 Ks. of their estimated income. . The 
tax upon public buildings is levied at the rate of 7\ per cent, on the assewed 
annual vmue of the same. In Burrisal a revision of the assessment was 
undertaken during the year, but the result was not known until the year closed. 
The assessments in the Nalchiti and Shereporo Municipalities were revised 
during the year, and the revision resulted in a slight increase of income. 
During the year under report there was a partial revision made of tlie 
fussessment of Kishoregunge Municipality, resulting in an increase of 
Bs. 110-4<3 in the annual demand. 

58. ' In the Patna Division, the assessment was revised in tlie three first 
class municipalities of Patna, Oyai and Arrah. In the Patna Municipality the 
work was entrusted to one of tlie Municipal Commissioners. Forty-two 
mohullahs have been assessed by him since the close of the year. In Gya 
the wotk of revision commenced in Dci^cmber 1883, and was not completed 
when the year closed. In Arrah the revised assessment has been brought into 
force from April last. The revision resulted in an increase of Bs. 1,505-13-2 
over the demand of the previous year. The increase is said to be due partly to 
the increase in the number of new houses built during the year, and partly 
to the assessment of houses which had hitherto escaped assessment or had been 
under-assessed. 


59. In the Bbagulpore Division, the assessment was revised in the muni- 
cipalities of Japialpore and Dcoghur. In Jamalpoi'e the revision was not 
finished when the year closed. In Deoghur the revision caused an increase 
of Bs. 1C2 in the income of the municipality. 

60. Ill the Chota Nagpore Division, partial revision of assessment was 
made in the municipalities of Banchi and Furulia. In Ilazareebagh the 
tax upon persons is in force. It is levied at the rate of one-half per cent, 
on the known or estimated income of the assessee. In the Chatra Municipality 
the rate of tax is Bs. 2-3-6 per house per annum. In Puvulia the rate is from 

a pie to 2 pies in the rupee on incomes ranging from Rs. 36 to Ks. 3,00,000 
per annum, according to a fixed sliding scale. In the Chyebassa Municipality 
the lowest rate is 9 annas and the highest Bs. 36 per annum. 

61. In the course of audit of the accounts of the Mozufferporo Munici- 
pality, it was found by the Examiner of Local Accounts that the assessment of 
house property in that municipality was made by a mohurir under the super- 
vision of the Municipal Secretary. The illegality of the procedure was pointed 
out to the Chairman of the Municipality, and it has been reported that the 
practice has since been discontinued. Sanction was given during the year to 
tiio Commissioners of the Sitamurhoe Municipality to levy a tax upon persons 
occupying holdings within the municipality according to their circumstances 
and property within th6 municipality in lieu of a rate on the annual value of 
holdings. 

62. About the commencement of the year certain betel-growers of Chatra 
in the Baidabatty Municipality complained of the action of the Commissioners 
in assessing their betel-gardens to municipal tax on the ground that as the 
lands on which betel is grown are not cultivated by the plough, but by the 
spade, they were not arable lands, and that they were not exempted from 
municipal taxation. This view was opposed to the opinion of the Advocate- 
Gcnered, who held that betel lands were arable lands within the meaning 
of section 79 of the Bengal Municipal Act, 1876. The Commissionor of 
Burdwan was accordingly asked to instruct the Municipal Commissioners 
of Baidabatty to exempt these betel-gardens from municipal assessment. 
A question was raised during the year in the Darjeeling Municipality 
whether in assessing house property the valuation should be made upon the 
building, including the furniture it contains. It appears that in Di^eding 
houses are commomy let furnished, and that the Municipal Commissioners used 
to fix the municipal tax upon the gross rental or letting value of house 
plus furniture and not upon the actual letting value of the holding 
exclusive of the furniture. The Legal Remembrancer on being consulted 
agreed with the views expressed by the Commissioner of the Bajahahye 





Divisioa that this mode of as^eannetit wag quite opposed to the proy^omr of 
the Act. This opinion has been communicated to the Municipal Ck)mmi8Biotterifl^ 
63. Froth w^otU Imtd during the gear , — ^During the year the provisions w 
the Bengal Municipal Act, 1876, which provide for the levy of a tax on caniagei^ 
hoises, and other animals were extended to the municipality of Bali in the 
district of Howrah. The tax was levied during the second lialf of the year, 
and 21 horses and 12 vehicles were registered and diarged at throedourths 
of the maximum rates mentioned in the third schedule of the Act. Sanction 
was also accorded within ihe year to the Municipal Commissioners of Bogra 
to levy a tax on carriages, horses, and other animals' mentioned in the said 
schedule at rates not exceeding those specified therein. Sanction was also 
given to the imposition of a fee under section 134 of the Act on the registra- 
tion of all carts kejit or habitually used within the municipality. Authority was 
given to the Municipal Commissioners of Hazaribagh on tlie 8th October lSb3 
to impose a tax, under section 122 of Act V (13.C.) of 1876, upon all horses 
and other animals kept or habitually used within the limits of the municl- . 
pality. The orders came into force from the Ist April 1884. Sanction was 
also givon during the year to the Coinmissiouers of the Jamalporo Municipality 
in the district of Monghyr to impose a tax on carriages and horses, and 
to levy a fee on the registration of ‘carts ai rates not exceeding those specified 
in the third schedule annexed to the Act, and in section 134. The provisions 
of the Municipal Act regarding the registration of carts wore extended 
to the municipalities of English Bazar in the district of Maldah and Kandi 
in the district of Moorshedabad. 


64. Mectrfication of municipal boundariet , — ^During the year under report the 
four villages named in the margin were transferred 

Boiiorp, from the Howrah to the Bali Municipality. This 

necessitated a revision of the boundaries of the two 
iiiiUee pimciigiiora. Viiunicipalitics. The revised limits came into 

operation from the 1st April 1884. 

65. On the 10th July 1883 the Commissioner of the Burdwan Division 
reported that, owing to the exclusion of the railway station and its approaches 
from the limits of the Hooghly Muniidpality, certain prosecutions under the 
Hackney Carriage Act, which was extended to that munitdpality when the 
railway station wjis within municipal limits, had failed on the ground that the 
Act was not in force at the railway station where the ojBPonces were committed. 
I'o remedy tliis state of things, two alternative proposals were mad© — (1) to 
extend the provisions of the Hackney Carriage Act to the railway station and 
its approaches by a fresh notification under section 54 of that Act ; and (2) to 
extend the limits of the municipality so as to include witliin it the railway stanon 
and the roads leading to it. The latter proposal was preferred by the Municipal 
Commissioners, as it had the effect of bringing under the operation of the Act 
certain shops that had grown up roimd the milway station, and wliich, it was 
stated, needed municipal supervision. This was approved by the Ideutenant- 
Governor, and a notification revising the western boundaries of the Hooghly 
and Chinsurah Municipality was published in the Calcutta Gazette. These 
orders took effect from the Ist January 1884. 

66. In March 1 883 the Commissioner of the Burdwan Division reported 
that the villages Moheshpore, Kughunathporo, Koollcyra, Gheea, and Toy- 
gharia, which were included in the Jehanabad Union in the district of 
Hooghly, were purely agricultural villages, and as such were not liable to bo 
assessed to municipal taxes. These villages have therefore been withdrawn 
fipom the operation of tlie Municipal Act with effect from the 1st July 1883. 

67. The boundaries of tho union of Perozeporo in the district of Backer- 
gupge were revised during the year. This union, which was created in 1875, 
consisted of a part of the village of Perozeporo and two other villages named 
Baerkati and iLumarkhali. In May 1883 the ConizniHHioner of the Dacca 
Division recommended that the entire village of Perozeporo, as well as tho 
villages of Masimpore and Krishnagor, should bo included in tho union. He 
reported that these villages were close to the head-quarters of the sub-division, 
and were not agricultural villages, such as ought to be exempted from tlie 
aeration of the Municipal Act. Tho propostd received thq^.sanction of 
Government on the 13th August 1883.

69. The boundaries of the Madhubani Municipality in the district of 
Durbhunga were also revised during the year. The revision was m^e with 
the view of including within municipal limits a village called Maharajgunge 
and portions of two other villages named Bhawra and Supta, where the cutchexy^ 
the school-house, the dispensary, tho dak bungalow, and some good private 
residences arc situated. 

70. Income , — The following^ statement shows the receipts of the difPerent

74. The increase under the head of CvMWvancy Cess occurred chiefly in 
tho Municipalities of Midnapore, Darjeeling^ and Naraingungo. Thero was a 
slight increase under this head in ITowrah, Rampore Beaulcah, and Mliagulpore. 
The increase in Midnapore was duo to the introduction of the Latrines Act 
VI (B.C.) of 1878 to fourteen more mohullahs of tlio town. Owing to tho non- 
obsorvanco of certain formalities, the introduction of tho Act in these additional 
mohullahs was considered to have been illegal, and tho Commissioners have beei^ 
asked to submit an ^plication for the formal extension of part IX of the 
new Municipal Act III (6.G.) of 1884 to these mohullahs. No explanation of 
the cause ox increase under this head in the Darjeeling Municipality has been 
given in tho annual administration report of the municipality. The increase in 
Naraingunge was due to the enforcement of the Act for the first time in this 
municipality during the year. The increase in the (jases of the other muni> 
cipalities was duo to the realization of the aircar demands of previous 
years. 

. 75. Tho increase under the head of Teas on persons was duo to the conver- 
sion of tho stations of Jamolpore and Sahibgunge and tho union of Kotechand- 
pore into second class municipalities. 

76. The collections under the head of Tax on owners of Iwuses and lands 
showed an increase in the municipalities named in 
the margin. The increase in Midnapore was due to 
the realization of the demand for 1882*83 in 1883- 
84. In Howrah the increase was nominal, tho Liffht- 
inq rate having been erroneously credited under this 
head in the divisional returns submitted by the 
Commissioner. This accounts also for the non- 
exhibition of any receipts under the head of Lighting tax in the comparative

78. During the year the Darjeeling Municipality received a special grant 
of Bs. 3,760 being the capitalized value of rent of certain locations taken up for 
public puiposes. An advance of Bs. 698 was made by Government to the 
Nall Municipality to enable the CommissionerB to meet current expenses so 
long as they had no funds of their own. Bs. 298 of this sum was repaid 
dunng the year. 

79. Jne*dgnee of taxation . — ^Tho incidence of municipal taxation 

per head of population was eleven annas one pie during the year. The inci- 
dence of total municipal income from all sources per head of population was 
fifteen annas and three pio. 

80. Total 8um availahU , — The balance at the close of last year as shown 
in the accounts appended to this report was Bs. 6,86,529, which added to 
tibo income of tho year 1883-84 gave a total sum of Bs. 36,32,194 available 
fi>r expenditure. The total expenditure during the year amounted to 
Bs. 28,01,356, as shown in the statement below, and the balance at the close of 
the year was Bs. 7,30,839.

ties. There was a decrease of Hs. 751 in the expeuditure under the head of 
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Office eatabliiilimex^ ’’ in imionB, but an increase of Rs. 2,377 nnder ** CdOlaefion 
charges.*’ Th^ was no expenditure against stations, as that dase of munioi- 
pal institutions ceased to exist during the year. 

85. JEstabUthmmt and appUantei^ for extmgukhing The expenditure 

under this head amounted to Hs. 4i6.729 against Rs. 18,359 in the previoas year. 
The increase in the Suburban Municipality alone amounted to Rs. 29,503. 
In Howrah the expenditure was less by Rs. 438. There was an increase of 
Rs. 147 in other first class municipalities and a decrease of Rs. 841 in second 

municipalities. The increase in the Suburbs was dhe to the cause stated in 
paragraph 79 of the report for 1883-83, viz., increased contributions paid by tbo 
municipality on account of the maintenance of the firo-brigado. Act IV (B.C.) 
of 1883, which repealed the Jute Warehouse and Fire-Brigade Act of 1879, 
came into force on the Ibth May 1883. The Commissioner of Police for the 
Town of Calcutta has been empowered by this Act to maintain an efficient 
fire-brigade for the town and suburbs of Calcutta and for the Municipality 
of Howrah, and for this pmpose the Municipal Commissionors have been 
directed to pay to the Commissioner of Police 80 per cent, of the foes and 
fines levied under tlie Act. Under the old Act the payments by the Suburbs 
on this account were subject to a limit of Rs. 10,000 a year. During the 
year 1883 there occurred 19 fires in tho Suburbs, and the aggregate value 
of property destroyed in tlieso fires amounted to Rs. 1 1,689. There were 
ten fires in Howrah, destroying property to the amount of Rs. 768 only. 

86. The expenditure under tlie head of lighting shows an increase 
of Rs. 10,054 over that of the previous jear. The bulk of the increase 
was incurred in the municipalities of Naramgungo and Pooree. There was 
also increased expenditure under this head in the Municipalities of Jessore, 
Darjeeling, Patna, Gya, Mozufierjjorc, Durbhunga, Arrah, and Monghyr. 

87. The expenditure on account of polm amounted to Rs. 1,05,650 
against Rs. 1,40,622 in tho previous year, showing a decrease of Rs. 43,972. 
Tho municipalities of the Suburbs of Calcutta and Howrah are the only 
two municipalities, besides Calcutta, whi<?h now bear a portion of tho 
cost of the police establishment of the couuti^. The strength of the Suburban 
l^:>lice consisted of 2 Superintendents, 68 subordinate officers, and 654 
constables. Among the subordinate officers there were 27 Beng^is and 17 
up-country men. In tho rank of constables tliero were 04 Bengalis and 573 
up-counti'ymon. The cost of the force, wliich amounted to Rs. 1,48,558 in 
1883, was paid in G(mal proportions by Government and tho municipality after 
deduction of fees and fines. 


88. Tho Howrah Municipal Police Force consisted of 3 Inspectors, 
3 Sub-Inspectors, 14 head-eoiistubles, and 325 constublos. The total cost of 
the force, including office establishment and contingeiicitis, amounted to 
Rs. 44,040. Olio-fourth of this amount or Rs. 11,010 was paid by Govem- 
ment and three- fourths or Rs, 33,030 were borne by tho niumcipality.

93. Water-supply . — The expenditure under this head was Rs. 2,46,626 
against Rs. 34,117 in the previous year. There was no expenditure undci’ this 
head during the year in the municipalities of Howrah and the Suburbs of Calcutta. 

In the otlier first class municipalities in the interior 
of the province, the expenditure rose from Es. 20,891 
to Rs. 2,35,049. There was a decrease of Rs. 2,428 
in second class municipalities and of Rs. 147 in 
stations. The unions showed an increase of 
Ks. 926. The bulk of the increase in first class 
municipalities occurred in Burdwan, Dacca, and 
Darjeeling as shown in the margin. 

94. During the year under report considerable progress was made in the 
construction of ttio Burdwan water-works. The settling tanks, three in number, 
were completed, tlie greater portion of the piping was laid down, and the 
masonry dear-water reservoir and two ^filter beds were near completion when 
the year closed. 

95. The increase in Dacca was due partly to the repairs of the tunnels 
and filter-beds and partly to the purchase of lands for the purpose of extending 
the water-works. With a view to meet the heavy expenditure which the 
project for extending the supply of pure drinking water throughout the town 
wiU involve, the Commissioners obtained the sanction of Government to draw 
Rs. 50,000 from the Water-works Maintenance Fund, and to raise a loan of 
Rs. 50,000 in the open market. The sum of Rs, 50,000 which has been borrowed 
from the Maintenance Fund was the gift of Nawab Abdool Gunny, of

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Dacca. Daring tiic year Kawab Ashaa tbe aon of the former nobleman, 
granted a sum of Bs. 11,000 to the Commissioners to extend the waternerapply 
to a portion of the town in commemoration of the visit of His Boyal Hi^tmess 
the Duke of Connaught to this countiy. 

96. The increase in Darjeeling was owing to the extension of the water 
service to the Ttimsang and Bhohtea bustees, to the native town, and to tiie 
elaughter-hoase. Three additional jhorai or springs were connected with the 
main pipes from Sonchal, by which the daily supply of water has been raised 
from 69,500 to 75,000 gallons. Eight additionul hydrants were provided, and 
an auxiliary line of pipes was laid to guard against damage to the main pipes 
doling the rains. 

97. The scheme for supplying the municipality of Howrah and the other 
riparian towns lying between Seram pore and Howrah, referred to in paragraph 
9*4 of the report for 1882-83, made no advance during the year, owing to the 
question of ways and means not having been settled yet. 

98. The question of the extension of the Calcutta water-supply system 
to the Suburbs engaged the careful attention of Government during the year. 
One of the great ditficulties in the way of the Suburban Commissioners has 
been removed by the Government t^reeing to relievo them of throe-fourths 
of the police charges from tlio beginning of the current financial year. A Bill 
to give effect to the scheme and to authorize the Commissioners to levy a 
water-rate is now before the Legislative Councdl. 

99. In August 1883 when the Lieutenant-Governor visited the tovim 
of Hooghly, the Municipal Commissioners presented a memorial to him in 
which they asked the help of Govenunent in providing a supply of filtered 
water for that town. It appears that the idea of a water-supply for Hooghly 
was taken from the arraugements made on the opposite sido of the river 
for the supply of filtered water to the largo body of workmen engaged 
upon the Hooghly railway bridge works. It was reported that the arrange- 
ments there were entirely successful and greatly conduced to tlie health of the 
workmen. An officer of the Public Works Deportment was deputed to prepare 
a scheme and to frame estimates of the cost. A pridiminury estimate amount- 
ing to Bs. 1,80,000 was prepared hj liim, but before he could submit his final 
report he died. Since the close of the year the Commissioners liave applied for 
the services of another engineer to complete the scheme, and the Executive 
Engineer of the 13 urdwan Division has been insti’mded to undertake the duty. 

100. Tho Bhagulporo water-works schfjmo made little progress during tlio 
year in consequence of the imixissibility of raising tlie necessary funds. Since 
the close of the year, however, the Lieutenant-Governor has agreed to have the 
works carried out by Government, tho services of tho officers of tlio I\iblio 
Works Department being given free of cost. The works ore now in progress, 
and will, it is hoped, be completed, or nearly so, before tho 31st March next. 

101. Tlie water-supply of the municipalities in the eastern districts of 
Bengal is chieffy drawn from rivers, and is fairly good. 

102. Conservancy and Busiee Improve- 
ment , — The expenditure under this head 
shows an increase of Ks. 60,312 over 
that of the previous year. The iucre^e 
took place in all classes of municipalities 
except Howrali and in unions, as shown in 
the margin.

107. During tho year Act VI (B.C.) of 1878, which provides for the 
cleansing of all private and public latrines within first class municipalities, was 
extended to certain additional portions of Howrah, to certain mohullahs of the 
Hooghly and Chinsurah and the Rampore Beauleah Municipalities, and to 
Patna. The scale of houso-service fees in the Commillah Municipality was 
reduced from 8 to 6 per cent, on the annual valuation of holdings from the 
beginning of the year 1888-84. Revised scales of fees were sanctioned for 
the municipalities of the Suburbs of Calcutta and Kishnaghar, and the limits 
of operation of tho Act in the fonner municipality was curtailed by the ex- 
clusion of rural tracts. The Act was withdrawn from the town of Purneah. 

108. The statement in Appendix B shows the strength of the conservancy 
and latrine establishments employed during tho year 1883-84 in the first and 
second class municipalities in the province. In the matter of the improvement 
of huttees very little progress was made in the Suburbs daring the year. The 
projects for improving tho Woolfuthagan and Gungaram bustees to which 
reference was made in paragraph 99 of the report for 1882-83 were not 
carried out. Tlie Engineer’s estimates were found faulty and unreliable, 
and he was severely censured. Subsequently, the Engineer resigned the 
service of the municipality, and the work of framing proper and correct 
estimates after actual measurements was entrusted to the waiti overseer. The 
question of improving the Kalighat bustee or blocks of huts surrounding and abut- 
ting on the tompio of KaU was before the Commissioners since the year J 880, but 
beyond having the temple-yard paved and the kmdu or sacred tank on the 
east of the temple cleaned out and repaired nothing has up to this time been 
done to improve the busUe, 

109. In the Howrah Municipality the bustees marginally noted, covering an

degree lettered by a decision of the High Court in tho case of Baboo Gobindo 
Lai Seal and others versus the municipmity of Howrah. In this case the plain- 
tiffs were owners of a bustee called Bagdiparrah, wliich wag in so insanita^ a 
condition as to be highly prejudicial to the health of the inhabitants. The Muni- 
cipal Commissioners on toe report of the Sanitary Commissioner for Bengal and 
tho Civil Surgeon of Howrah called upon the owners by notices under section Sl65 
of ActV (B.C.; of 1876 to carry out the recommendations of the medical inspectors 



’ 29 ) 

Pa^ oi these ovdezs irere complied with, but the owners refused to canr out 
the order to widen the lane running throngh the biuteey and the Honfcipa} 
Oommissioners finding them eontumacious proceeded to do the work themselres, 
and to recover the cost from the plaintiffs, who thereupon instituted suits 
against the Commissioners in the Court of the Judge of HoogUy. The 
decision of the Judge was in favour of the municipality, but the plaintiffs 
appealed to the High Court and succeeded in having the judgment of the 
lower court reversed. 

110. In the Serampor^ Municipality, the Rishra busieey which belongs to 
Government and which was in an insanitary condition, was leased to the 
owners of the Hastings Jute Mills, who improved it considerably during 
the year by levelling the ground, coustructing long lines of huts for their 
workmen with open coi^ounds and broad roads, and providing suitable 
latrines and good tanks. The Cbampdani busiee, which was in a very filthy 
state and where cholera prevailed severely in 1882, having been accidentally 
burnt, was improved by the manager of the mill situated in the bitsiee, who 
has also constructod a covered reservoir in which the condensed water 
of tho mill is filtered, and then supplied to the workmen. 

111. The following table snows the proportion of total income spent 
under the head of Public Health’* in the municipalities of the different 
divisions during the year 1883-84 : — 



112. PuhUe Insiruetion . — The amount spent on education by municipalities 
m tlieso provinces during the year 1883-84 was Rs. 87,305 agsiinst Rs. 48,961 
in the previous year. The increase occurred in tlio first and s(}cond class muni- 
cipalities, except Howrah and the Suburbs of Calcutta, and in Unions. The

118. Under the provisions of section 32 of the 
Bengal Municipal Act, 1876, the Armstrong road 
in the Poorco municipality and a portion of the 
Kumtowl road in the llurbbunga municipality 
were transferred to the charge of District Road 
Committees. 


110. Tho success of tramways in Calcutta created a desire in the inhabi* 
tants of important mofussil towns, such as Patna, Howrah, and other places, 
to have similar facilities for quick locomotion in their towns also ; but as Act I 
(B.C.) of 1880 was a specim Act passed for Calcutta and the Suburbs, a 
general Act applicable to all the territories under tho Government of Bengal 
■was passed during the year. Soon after the passing of this Act an application ' 
was received from Mr. Gilbert Finlayson of Bankiporc, contractor, for the 
construction of a line of tramway in the city of I'atna. Tho application 
received the sanction of the Lieutenant-Governor on the 28th January 1884, 
and tho articles of agreement entered into between Mr. Finlayson and the 
Municipal Commissioners of Patna were published in the Calcutta Gazette of 
the 30th idem. Endeavours were made to raise a Company to work the con- 
cession, but they have unfortunately been so far unsuccessful. 

120. The completion and ' opening of the lino of tramway acroas tho 
Calcutta maidan, from the Kidderpore bridge to Dhurrumtplloli, raised the 
question whether the provisions of Act I (B.C.l of 1880, or tliose of Act III 
(B.O.) of 1883, would govoni the working of tnis line. It was manifest that 
Act I of 1880 could not properly apply to this new lino, as it onl}y contem- 
plated the construction of tramways by routes lying within tho jurisdiction of 
the two municipalities of Calcutta ana the Suburbs respectively, and it was not 
intended that its provisions should apply to any part of tho province which lay 
outside tho jurisdictions of the Calcutta Corporation or the Municipal Commis- 
sioners for tho Suburbs. The maidan being outside tho jurisdiction of both 
tliese municipalities, the provisions of the Calcutta Tramways Act, 1 880, could 
not apply to the line of tramway between Dhurumtollah and Kidderpore 
bridge. Tho construction of the line might have been governed by the pro- 
visions of tho Bengal Tramways Act, III (B.C.) of 1883, which applies to all 
tramways not under Act I (B.C.) of 1880, but it was found to be inconvenient for 
administrative purposes that the former Act should apply to the maidan, which 
was really, though not technically, a part of Calcutta, and there was tho 
further difficulty that the Kiddcrporo-Dhun*iimtollah Tramway had actually been 
constructed ana opened for traffic without the issue of any order under section 5 
of the Act, and without making any agreement. The Act did not povidc for 
the issue of an order in respect of a tramway which was already con- 
structed. Under these circumstances, it was considored desirable to pass a short 
Act amending Act I ( B.C.) of 1880, and providing — 

(1) that for tho purposes of the Act, tho Maidan, Fort, &c., shall bo 

considered to be part of Calcutta ; and 

(2) that in respect of tho area so included, tho Government of Bengal 

sliall exercise all tho functions which are vested by the Act 
in the Corporation of Calcutta and tlio Suburban Municipal 
Commissioners respectively. 

The Act was passed sinco tho close of the year and has become law as 
Act II (B.C.) of 1884. 

121. It was a subject of frequent complaints by visitors and residents 
of Darjeeling that ilicro was no rule or law by wliich the porters and dandee^ 
wddahs m that station could bo controlled. To supply this want Act V (B.C.) 
of 1883 was passed during tlieyoar, and extended to the Darjoeling Municipality 

with effect from the 15th Juno 1883.

124. In Pooree 5,821 Abuses affording aoeommodation for 7,788 loda^ 
wore registered durW the year under 226 licenses* The receipts from foes 
and ffnos amounted to Ks. 4,580, and there was an opening balance of Rs. 3,903. 
The total amount available for expenditure was therefore Rs. 8,483. The 
charges under all heads, including the sum of Rs* 4,000 which the Oommiitea 
made over to the municipality tor purposes of conservancy ahd sanitation, 
amounted to Rs. 7,042* The total number of prosecutions instituted und^ 

, the Act was 74 against 22 in the preceding year. Convictions were obtained in 
55 coses, in 16 cases the defendants were acquitted, and 4 cases wore pending 
at the close of the year. The fines realised amounted to Rs. 463-8. The 
pilgrim hospital at Pipli is the only dispensary now maintained from the 
Loagiog-House Fund. The dispensary at Pooree was maintained by the 
municipality. During the year tli© Pipli Dispensary gave relief to 113 indoor 
patients and 1,688 out-patients. The cost to the Lodging House-Fund for the 
support of the institution amounted to Rs. 778-12-7. The amount of the Govern- 
ment contribution was Rs. 303-6. The cost of dieting each indoor patient was 
one arma six pies. Two vaccinatoi’S at Rs. 10 each per mensem were enter- 
tained from tho fund for a jpeariod of tliree months to carry on vaccination 
in the town of Pooreo. Tlio inspection of tho lodging-houses was conducted 
by the Health Officer with tho assistance of a mohurir of his office during the 
fum* principal festivals of the Lluthjatra, Doljatra, and Pancliakand Makar jatras, 
when the influx of pilgrims into the town was groat. The inspection of the 
inside of the temple was made by tho Hindoo members of a sub-committee 
appointed for the purpose. 

125. In Gya 452 licenses were issued during tho year for the aoccommo- 
dation of 15,558 lodgers against 528 licenses issued during the preceding 
year for 10,204 pilgrims. The decrease was due to the inauspicious character 
of tho year and insufficient rainfall, which compelled tho agricultural classes 
of Bengal and the Upper Province.^ to remain at their hpmcis. The receipts 
of the fund, including a balance of Rs. 7,592, which remained at the close of 
the previous year, amounted to Rs. 19,470. The total expenditure of the year 
was Rs. 18,665. Twonty-ono certificates under section 0 of Act IV (B.O.) of 
1871 were granted against 56 in the previous year. Tho decrease is re- 
ported to be due to tho fact that almost all the houses in the town,, in which 

^ pilgrims are lodged, liave already been certified as fit to be lodging-houses. 
There '-^were 23 prosecutions instituted during tho year and fines amounting 
te’Rs* 121-8 were realized. Tho Committee of the liodging- House fund contri- 
buted a sum of Rs. 17,132 to the municipality for drainage and conservancy of 
the town and for the construction of a new pilgiim hospital. Two licenses were 
withdrawn during the year under section 20 of the A(^ for failure on tho part 
pf the owners to keep tlieir houses in proper repair. The health of tho 
was comparatively good, and there was no epidemic outbreak of 
cholera or small-pox. The few cases of, cholera which came under notice 
were personally visited by tho Health Officer, Dr. Maclood, and under his ins- 
tructions sulphur fumigation was enforced. The Committee consisted of three 
official and three non-official meuibers. They met only twi5o during the year, 
and closed it with a balance of Ks. 805 in hand. 

126. Id Deoghur 137 licenses were issued against 128 in the preyioos 
year. The receipts of the fund, including a balance of Rs. 647, amounted 
to Rs. 1,234 and tho expendituro to Rs^. 633. A sum pf Rs. 350 was spent 
in improving the water-supply of the 'town, and Rs. 210 were mfkde over 
to the municipality for purposes of conservancy and medical charity. The 
fund was administered during the year by a Committee consisting of 
two official and three aon-ofilcial members with the sub-divisional offi.cer as 
Obairnian. They held five meetings. 

127. In Oolooberiah there were 40 applications received during lihb 
year for' licenses, but in two cases they were refused,. as the applicants were 
reported by tho Health Officer not to have had sufficient accommodation in

issued duiing the year was therefore 37. Tlie total receipts of the fond, 
Mdading the b4ance of Es. 14, which remained at the close of I9S2-63, 
amotmtea to Es. 622. The expenditure amounted to Es. 377, leaving a balance 
of Hs. 146.* 'nio pommissioDor of the Bardwan Division inspected the town 
in K^ovember X883, and reported that he. was pleased with the improvo- 
ment that had taken place since the introduction of the Act. During the ' 
year an atten^t was made by ' some of the lodging-house keepers at Ooloo- 
. . mriah to evara the law as regards the taking out of licenses by keeping 
lodgers during the day only, and sending them away at sunset; Section 7 
, of Act lY of 1871 prescribed that the owner of any house not licensed » 
as a lodging-house under the Act, who shall receive any lodger in such 
house shall be punished with a line of Rs. 2 for every lodger for each 
night during any part of wliich such lodpr shall be an inmate of such house. 
To guard against evasions of this kind, the Act was anionded during tlio year, 
and owners of lodging-houses are now required to take out licenses whether 
they accommodate lodgers by day or by night. The Amending Act was 
passed by the Bengal Legislative Council on the 20th January 1884, and is , 
numbered I of 1884. It received the assent of the Grovcrnor-G-enoral on the 
1st March 1884. 

128. No report of the working of the Act has l)eea received frbm Rauoe- 
gungo and Gurbetta for 1883-84, as it was not in force in those towns through- 
out the year. In Daiiton the operation of the Act lias been suspended ponding 
the introduction of the local self-government measui^e. as the income likely 
to be raised under the Act would be too small to boar the cost of improve- 
ments in the water-supply and sanitary condition of the town. 

129. Liberality of private gentlemen * — The liberality of Mr. Dear, ^ of 
Monghyr, in bearing the whole cost of a building for the Mopghyr Hospital 
WHS noticod in paragraph 88 of the rejport for 1882-83. During the year 
under report that gentleman gave another instance of his generosity by offer- 
ing to nuild at his own cost a clock tower to the Fort of Monghyr. The 
plans and estimates of the work w'ero prepared by the local engineering 
officers of Government, and approved by tne Public Works Department. The 
building is now in course ot construction. 

130. Rajah Suigya Kantha Acharjea Chowdhry Bahadoor of Mookta- 
gacha, in the district of Mymensingh, proposed on the occasion of his investi- 
ture with the title of “ Rajali Bahadoor” to devote a sum of Rs. 20,000 for the 
building of a Town Hall at Nussirabad, tbo chief town of the district, and 
with this view he deposited during the year in the local treasury Rs, 10,000 
in the name of the Magistrate of the district. 

131. During the year another native nobleman, Kumar Girija Nath Roy, 

. of Dinagepore, offered to spend the sum of Rs. 20,000 for extending the 
' drainage scheme throughout the whole of the town.

THE CALCUTTA MUNICIPALITY. 

2. Chungen m (he Corporation . — During the year under j'oport sevt'i-fil 
changes took place in the personnel of the Municipal Connnissioii. Six Coin- 
inissionors ajijiointed by Govornnu’iit resigned their stjats. To fill up tlnur 
places fiv(; gentlemen were appointed, and one seat remained vacant when Die 
year (dosed. This has sinco been filled up. 

Of the elected Commissioners four resigned during the year and four 
were elected, 

Resides the above, Jl elected and 4 nominated Coinniissionors submitted 
their resignatioiLS in consoquenee of the appointment of a Couiiuissiou under 
section 28 of Act IV (B.C.) of 1876. Of those, 20 gentlemen, who oircred 
themselves for re-oleetion, were again returned as ColnmissiolK^rs. 

3. Twenty-four general meetings were held by the Coramiasioners during 
the year, of which 10 were special general meetings, 3 were quarterly, and 6 
wore 8]^>ecial met' tings. Of Standing Committees there were 120 meetings, and 
of Special Committees 22 uicctiugs. Th© Town Council mot 49 times, the

Water-supply Extension Committee 9 times, the Bustee and Tank Committee 
20 times, the Market Committee 9 times, and the Sanitary Committee 3 times. 
TliC total number of attendances at meetings amounted to 2,116 out of 4,520, 
the maximum number ])ossible. 

4. Work of ike Toton Council . — The Town Council dealt with a large 
number of matU'rs of varying degrees of importance. Among others were the 
arrangements made for the repayment of the debentures of 1864, the carrying 
out of miscellaneous improvements in the town, chiefly C(msistiiig of the exten- 
sion and widening of roads, the steps taken to provide more commodious 
hackney carriages, presentation of addresses to Lord Ripon on the eve of his 
departure from India, and to Lord Dufferin on his arrival in Calcutta, provision 
of additional establishment for extending vaccination operations owing to the 
prevalence of small -pox, and the permanent appointment of an officer for tlio 
inspection of articles of food and drink. 

o. Municipal Loans . — At the cud of 1883-84 tlio total debt of the Corpora- 
tion amounted to —

Against Iho debenture loans tlio Commissioners had a sinking fund of 
the nominal value of Rs. 25,59,385. A d(?bcuture loan of Rs. 25,62,100 hear- 
ing interest at 6 jier cent, fell due on the 31st December 1881, and was rei)aid 
by the Municijial Commissioners, the sinking fund being used up for this pur- 
j)ose. The operations for paying off the matured debentures were very success- 
fully carried out. During the year tlio Commissioners borrowed Us. 15,00,000 
by debentures bearing interest at 5 per cent, for tlio extension of the drainage 
and wator-works, and a temporary loan of Rs. 5,00,000, without interest, was 
obtained from Govcrnnient. 

6. Income. — T*lio following statement compares the income of the muni-

Tho expenditure from tho General Fund exceeded tho receipts by Its. 3,oS,l]G. 
This included Its. 33,408, being an instalment credited to fln> Ihfsorve 
Fund on account of 1883*cS4, which was not paid within that y(;ar. The 
expenditure from tho AV^iter-rale Fund exceeded tho receipts by Rs. J 6,070, 
and tho Lighting-rate Fund had a deficit of Rs. 18,957. 

S. State of tJic Special Funds . — There are certain funds not included 
in tlio above statements wliieh arc inaiutaiiied for sj>ecial pui’po.ses. The 
receipts of tho Foltcc-raic Fund during tho year ainounlod to Rs. 2,85,418, 
and the disbursements made to the Goiumissiouer of Police amounted to 
Rs. 2,83,250. Including the opening balance of tho year, Rs. 24,622, there 
remained a sum of Rs. 20,790 in hand at the close of the year. , The receipts of the 
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Jute Ware-house JFmd amounted to Rs. 33,381 ; 80 per cent* of which, Bs, 18,635, 
was payable to the Oommissioner of Police for maintenance of the fire-brigade. 
After meeting collection and inspection charges, there was a surplus of 
Rs. 1,031, which was credited to the General Fund. The receipts of the 
Baclcmy Carriage Regutratim Fund amounted to Rs. 15,384, out of which 
Ks. 5,767 were expended on account of establishment and other charges, 
leaving a surplus of Rs. 12,61$. The receipts of the Cart Registration Fund 
amounted to Ks. 72,193, and the charges to Rs. 5,503, leaving a surplus of 
Rs. 60,690. The Marcus Legacy Fund had 4 per cent. Government securities 
to the value of Rs. 70,000 and a cash balance of Rs. 4,275. Tho Chitpore Road 
had a balance of Rs. 11,969 at the commencement of tho 
year. The expenditure for the acquisition of land amounted to Rs. 24,521, 
thus exceeding the amount at credit by Rs. 11,052, which was to be made 
good from the General Fund. 

9. WorJeing of the various departments of the Municipality . — Tho gross 
demand made by the Rill Department amounted to Rs. 22,59,683, against 
Rs. 21,93,045 in 1883-84. Tlic outstanding balance on 31st March 18S5 was 
Rs. 63,545, os compared with Rs. 67,240 in the previous year. It is stated 
that this outstanding balance would have been reduced to Rs. 31,908, had not 
bills to the amount of Rs. 3 1,.')77 be ui returned by the Col leet(»r and Warrant 
Officer a few days before the end of the last quarter of tho year. Of the tottil 
demand of the year, the Collector realized 91*03 per cent., ag.aii)Rt 92 24 per 
cent, in the previous year. In the Warrant Department the outstandings 
amounted to Rs. 4(5,105, apiinst Rs. 44,849 at tho end of liSS3-s4. 

10. The receipts under the head of license fees aggrogatisl Rs. 4,85,104, 

as compared with Rs. 4,94,735 in tho previous yCt-ir, and tlio deeroaso is attri- 
buted to slackness of trade. Trade and profession IicenK('s are sbown to have 
yielded Ks. 2,64,183; carriage and horse licenses Rs. 09,744 ; trade ivfusti 
fees Rs. 36,944; hackney carriage registration fco.s Ks, and cart 

registration fees Rs. 72.203. 

1 1. Law suits . — 'rbe Corporation were engag(‘d as phiintiO's in seven civil 

suits, of which two had been 2 )cndiiig from the j)revious 3 'oar. 4’hree suits were 
decreed in fnvour of the (Corporation, two suits were n revred to arbitration, 
and two suits were poii<Ung wlien the ^’^ear closed. Ji was stated in the report 
for 1883-84 that Raboo Nundo Lai .8oso, owner of No. (55, Ragb bazar Street, 
ajipliod to tlio High Court, jiraying for the issue of .a writ of against the 

t.;oinmia.sionors in the matter of the assessment of his house. Rut Mr. Justice' 
Figot held that the Hi^h Court had no power to is.siic» .such a W'rit against the 
Commissioners. Ruboo Nundo Lai Rose preferred an a}>]>eal from that order, 
and tho Appellate Reuch lield that the Commissioners had not been guided by 
the principle laid dowui in section 104 of the Calcutta Muiiicij>al Act. Dm 
order of the lower court was revcr.sed, and the rule nisi for tin* certiorari ngain.st 
the ComrnisaioiKirs was made absolute. In one case the Coinniissioners bad to 
defend in the Ptdice Court a cliarge brought against them for (’au.sinf^* a 
nuisance filling up a tank with street refuse. The Magistrate, after making 
a personal ins])ectu>n of the locality, dismissed the charge on tho ground that 
the Corporation had taken the best niean.s in their j)Owor to abate the serious 
danger to public Iiealtli caused by tho filthy tank. In the criminal courts, 
16,690 persons were pro.'^ecutcd fur various offences, against 12,387 in 
1883-84. In tlie Licen.se Dejiurtiuent the lines inqmsod amounted to 
Rs. 5,188. in the Consorvamy Department to Rs. 4,780, and in the Health 
Officers Dopartimuit to Rs. 2,321. Prosecutiojis under the Vticciiiatiou Act 
were for tho first time instituted in tho Police Court : the number of summons 
issued w'as 358, and the amount of fines imposed was Rs. 32 only. 

12. MeteoroUgy of ytv/r.— -The year 1884 was characterized by drought 
and abnormally high temperature in the early months ; a temperature of 103-7®i\ 
was registered about the middle of Ajiril. The rainfall was below the average, 
viz. 62*()1 inches against 66*38, the average of tho preceding 48 years. 
During tlic first four months hardly any rain fell. There was a rise in 
prices of food, but there was no distress in the town. 

13. Vital statistics .— vital statistics of the town have been drawn up 
for tho calendar year 1884 instead of for the official year 1884-85. This 
change was recommended by tbo Army Sanitary Commission, so that tlie 
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)u;alth statistics of Calcutta mav easily be comparable urith the sanitary records 
of other totims and countries of the civilised world. The number of births 
registered was 8,290 as compared with 7,434 in 1883, and 6,985 the mean of 
the preceding decade. The ratio of registered births per 1,000 of population 
was 19*1 as compared with 17*1 in 18«3. The average birth-rate in England 
is 34*4 per mille. The registration of births was comparatively satisfactory, 
and showed results better than those of any year of which there is record, 
though it is apprehended that birtli registration in (jalcutta is still imperfect. 
Among the various races, the recorded hirth-rates per mille were —

14. The number of deaths recorded during 18S4 was 13,256 as compared 
with 12,325 in 1883', giving a death rate of 30.5 per mille against 2S-4. Tho 
year 1 884 was cxeeptionully unliealth)" in two respects ; there was a severe 
outbreak of cholera in tho rinmtliM of March, April, and May, causing 1,616 
deaths against a moan ligure for the same months for tho j)revious 14 yours of 
60.1. Sniiill-])ox also pr(ivnilod to an unusual extent, causing 47B deaths against 
73 in 1883 and 17 in 1882. 

15. A'ppoinitnmt o f a Commias^iuu muler suction 28 , Act /F(/?. C.) of 1876 . — 

In tho beginning of duly 1884 a memorial, signed by the Honourable II. S. 
Cunningliam and 1,911 other residents of the town of Caleiitta, was jiresontod 
to the Li('ut(;nant-Govcrnor, praying that a Coininissi(m may bo api)ointcd 
under section 28 , Act IV (H.C. ) of 1876 , to enquire into the sanitary condition 
of 1 lie town. The meinorialislH urgo<l (1) that the stops taken by the Com- 
inissionors for the general sanitary iinju’oveiiiont of the town were inach'quale ; 
( 2 ) that the mortality of Mareli and A])ril 1884, especially that from <*holera 
and Kinall-pox, was of an abnormal and alarming character, and that th(u*o was 
a likelihood of the recnn-ence of tho mortality in the suc‘Coc<ling j'ear; and (3) 
that tho Coinmissionorit as a b(»<ly wore not qualified to judge of the special 
sanitaiy measures m<wt ininuxliatoly required, or to realize the responsi- 
bility under wliieh iliey lay as regards tho condition of tho imljoaltliy 
portions of the <*.ity. This memorial was forw^arded to the Commissioners, 
with tlie nxjuest that no time should bb lost in 2>roparing a comprehensive 
.schemi' for, first, the thorougJi sanitary improvtnuent, and secondly, for the 
structural improvement of tho streets of Ihetown. T«) this object the Govcni' 
iiuMil of liengal invited their oo-ojieration, and proposed to appoint a l^Vumnissioii, 
of which tiic Chairman of the Corporation would be tho President, and 
of which the members would be- of their own body nomiimted 

by the Commissioners, with two medical ofiicers, an engineer and a 
non-oflicinl European gent Ionian to bo nominated by Govenimenl. It was 
2»ointcd out that tlie duty of tho Cominia.sion would be not to sit in judg- 
ment iiprin the proceedings of the Commissioners, but to draw up (1) for eueli 
section of the town a complete sclnmic for the reclamation of hustees, tho 
filling up of tanks, the provision of water-supjdy, surface drainage and the 
like, and (2) for the wliole town such a scheme of structural improvemonts in 
the way of opening up of new streets and straig-htening or cnlargirig e.xisting 
streets, as might come within the limits of the probubic finaiicia.l rc'sourccs of 
tho Corporation. The Commissioners rejected the jmqiosal madi; by Govern* 
mont, and tho Lieutenant-Governor was therefore obliged to accede to the 
prayer contained in tho memorial, and accordingly on the 14tli August 1884 
a Commission, under section 28 of Act IV (li.C.j of 1870, was appointed, 
consisting of — 

(1) The Sanitary Commissioner for Bengal. 

(2) A member to bo appointed by tlie Commissioners in meeting 

within thirty days of the date of the Government notillcation, 
or in their default by the Lieutenant -Gov or nor. 

(3) The llun'blc II. Beverley of the Bengal Civil Service. 
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1 6. Tlie members of the Commission were requested to report whether 
they wore of opinion that tho cleaning and the consorvancy of the town wore 
defective to an extent likely to be prejudicial to the health of tho inhabitants 
of tho town, or of any part thereof ; and if they should bo of such opinion, 
to Kjiocify in their report what furtlior prt>vi8ioii should be made for tho 
cleaning and conservancy of the town up to tho end of 1885-86, and to 
submit an estimate of the cost of tho said further jirovision. Tho Commis- 
sioners selected as their nominee Mr. II. J. S. Cotton, of the Bengal Civil 
Service. 

17. The Commission concluded their enquiry in the month of January 
last, and submitted their report on tho 19th of that month. 

18. The Commission, while giving the Commissioners every credit for the 
way in whicii they had controlled their hnaiicos, wore of opinion that the 
expenditure for the cleaning and conservancy of th(‘. town had not been on a 
Hciilc commensurate with its requirements. They hold 58 meetings, took 
the evidence of a numhor of witnesses, wlio came forward to testify regarding 
tlie work of the Corporation, and visited nearly all the hustees and other 
insanitary parts of the town. Tho following is a suiuniary of their principal 
recommon datiuns ; — 

Under the head of Drainage they proposed — 

I. — That unfiltered water he laid on to as many sower-summits as 
])OHsiblo, with a view to tlio more cffticliial ilushing of tlu^ 
pi})e-sowers. 

II.— -That an addition of from 5 to 10 ])ei* cent, be made to the estab- 
lishment for (ileauing the sewers, with view to the more 
frequent examination of tho ]>ipc-sowors. 

III. — That the connection of liousos and surfacc'-draiiis with the 

sewers be j>uslu>d on more rjipidly. 

IV. — That the supervision of liousei drainage be improved. 

V.— That tlie underground system of drainugo be extended t'» 
Hastings. 

VI. — That the drainagcj of Bagh Baxar bo taken into t;arly uoiisiiler- 
ation. 

Vll. — ^That tho Mahratta Ditch bo obliterated. 

In regard to Waier-mp/jlf/ llio Coininission recommendod — 

VIII. — That greater economy be exercised in tho use of filtered watei 
for road watering and flushing drains and latrines. 

IX. — That more stand-j>i])Os b’o ijrected in husloi's. 

X. — That the extension works be pu.shod on as rapidly as possible. 

XI. — That more rapid progi'C'ss ho made in tho distribution of unliltor- 
ed water in tlio principal streets. 

XII. — That foul tanks bo filled as fast as ijossible under the presiiiit 
system. 

XIII. — That fiml tank.s which cannot be filled be dewatered and guarded 

in the hoi season. 

XIV. — That section 263 of Act IV (B.C.) of 1870 be more strictly 

enforced. 

XV. — That some restriction be placed on making excavations. 

XVI. — That the Corporation obtain power to till wells and to forbid the 
sinking of wells in unwholesome localities. 

XVll.— That the river-water used at tho bathing platforms be periodi- 
cally analysed. 

XVIII. — That at least 75 batliing platfoims in all be constructed before 
the close of the year 1 885-feC. 

As rcgai'ds Latrines they recommiuided — 

XIX. — That, wherever ])ossih1e, privies should have unillterod water 
laid on and be connected with the sewers. 

XX . — Tliat the public latrines be made free. 

XXI. — Tliat separate latrines be constructed for women. 

XXTI.— That zemindari latrines bo connected with the sowers and with 
tho water-supply. 

XXIII.— That more public latrines bo erected. 
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XXIV. — That more iirinals ho erected. 

XXV. — That the supervision iii the Ni"ht-soll Department he improved. 

XXVI. — "Ihat bettor provision be made for the removal of cowdung 

cither through the sewers or by carts. 

In ro.spoot of the Hoads and Com^inmner/ the Commission proposed 

XXVll. — That the roads in this north of tlie town be provided with 
sid(vdfiiins. 

XXVIII. — That the road scraping establishment be increased by 20 per 
cent. 

XXIX. — That tJic road-sweeping establishment be increased by 20 per 
cent. 

XXX. — That the e.sta]jlisliineiit for removing horse-droppings be in- 
creased. 

XXXI. — Tlnit tlie number of conservaney carts and cattle be increased. 

XXXII. — Tliat tbo railway ])latform accommodation bu' conservaney carts 
be increased and imjnovcd. 

XXXTII. — That tho rcdling‘-sb>e.lv of the railway be increased. 

XXXTV. — That Ihe sn])crvismg ageney in the Hoads and Conservancy 
I)(‘partnicnt Imj strengthened. 

XXXV. — Tliat all tho surface conservancy be placed under an Excciitivo 
Health Olliecr. ^ 

Tlio Commission recomnnmdod generally — 

XXXVI. — That the registration oC births and deaths be placed more 
directly under the control of the Health OHicer, and 

XXXVll. — That the Suburbs he placed under tho same municipal admini- 
stration as tho Town. 

ITow far these recommendations have been earned out, or arc being carried 
out, by tUo Commissioners, will be noticed in tho history of tho yoar 1885-80. 

MUNICIPALITIES IN THE TNTEIUOR OF THE PUOVINCE. 

H). During’ the year 1884-85 great chonge.s wore introduced in tho law 
which regulated tho jn’occdure for tlio administration of municipalities in 
Heugal. Tlie old Municipal Act V (ll.O.) of 1870 was repealed by Act 111 
( 11. C.) of 1884. This Act w’as passed by the Hengtil Legislative Council on 
liio 1th A])vil 1884, and it received the assent of His Excellency the Goveriior- 
Copy aiMi.'xoa. Cbuiftial ou thci 15th of that month. By a 

Ann ixiiv .A. notification, dated the OOtli April 1884, the 

Act was brought into force on the 1st August following. The first and the 
most noteworthy innovation tliat was introduced by this enactment was the 
bestowal of the privilege of electing their reprosontatives in tlio Municipal 
Board to the rate-payers living 'within municipal limits. Two-thirds of tho 
number of Commissioners of each munbupality as fixed by Govomment were to 
be elected by tho vaio-payers, tho remaining ono-tliird being nominated by 
^ ^ ^ g Government. A copy of tho notification fixing 

■ the number of Commissioners for each municipality, 

constituted before tho passing of tho new Act, is anuexod. 

20. JnfrodticfioH of the decline system . — This sy^stem of electing Municipal 
Commissioners by the votes of tho townspeople, which was in force in previous 
years in only tho three municipalities of Serampore, Burrlwaii, and Kishnagbur, 
was introduced during the j'^ear under report in all tho municipalities in the 
jirovinco, except those named below : —

21. The next change which was effected by the new law in the farmer 
state of things was the abolition of all distinctions in the classification of muni- 
cipalities. The now Act provides only for ono class of municipality instead 
of two as formerly; and “unions” and “stations” have ceased to exist The 
latter had fallen into disuse before tho passing of tho now Act, while the class 
of municipal institutions called “unions” under tho Act of 1876, which 
were in most cases essentially rural in their character, have now been with- 
drawn from the operation of municipal laws. 

22. Tho first election of Commissioners in all the municipalitios, oxcoptthose 

situated in the districts of llooghly 
and Howrah and the eight niunici- 

Soiith Dum-Dam imd cipalitios mentioned in the margin 
iiuduriu. situated in tho district of tho 2Ji-Per- 

gimnahs, was liold on the ‘ioth November lh«4. In tho metropolitan muni- 
cipalities tlie elections were held on various dates in November aud Hocomher. 

2i.i. Kules were framed under section 15 of the Act for the election of 
Commissioners and were published in the Calcutta Gazette, 'fhere were three sets 
of rules prepared — one for the regulation of elections in all municipalities in the 
interior of the province, another set for tho Howrah Municipality, and a third 
set for tho Suhui'bs of Calcutta. In the last-named municipality the use of 
. „ voting papers was permitted ; in all the others votes 

wore given mva noce, Cojiics oi the three sets oi 

election rules are appended. 

24. Ojnnion of local officers mi the elections . — After llui elections were 
over a circular was issued to all Oomniissioncrs reij nesting them to submit 
a general report as to the results of the elections held in their respective 
divisions, showing the proportion of voters who exercised tlic fraiieliiac to 
registered ratc-jjayers, the class cjf men elected, and the general working 
of the system of personal utteudaiuie and rhd voce voting. From the 
reports received, it appears that throughout tho province a general interest was 
displayed by the people in tho election proceedings, specially in towns at the 
head-quarters of districts and in those which are contiguous to tho metropolis 
of Calcutta. The attendance at tho polling stations was very satisfactory, and 
in Home places devices and decorations were put up on tJio day of ilic cJoctions. 
There is a general consensus of opinion among the district ofiicers that the 
system of vind voce voting was well suited to the cirimmstu rices of tho country. 
In the Suburbs of Calcutta, where the elections were (5onductt?d by means of 
voting papers, the proceedings were more dilatory, and in this cases of illiterate 
voters there was risk of the votes being obtained by misrepresentation. The 
Magistrate of tho 24-Terguiinahs thus writes in lus report on the Suburban 
elections : — 


“ It was not to bo oxpocted that so large an nndoitaking as this (probably 
indeed tlie largest of its kind which has over heou attoriipted in India), 
unfamiliar as it was in its uaturo to almost all — candidates, voters or establish- 
ments — concerned in it, could possibly bo conducted without tho slightest error, 
misunderstanding or failures. Our registers, which were prepared in 17 days 
with groat labour, were far from being perfectly accumte, and methods of 
procedure of doubtful expediency when begun had to he continued ratlior than 
that change sliould he made which might lead to greater inconveniences. It 
is inipossible for us to say that experience has Imd no lessons to teach us, and 
has failed to show us errors, which, on another occasion, may bo avoided ; but 
I believe tlial the work has been done as well os could have been reasonably 
expected under all tho circumstances. 

“ I have already referred to the lessons to be taught uh by the expcaience 
of these elections. 'Iho chief of those, in my opinion, is that the system of 
voting papers is mot well adapted to a body of electors, a large imml>er of 
whom are illiterate and of a low class. It is open to mucli abuse, and in 
practice has been found to give much trouble and occasion for objection and 
dispute. In the mofussil elections, the apprehensions of those who have 
thought that voters of the higher classes would not assemble at the poll with 
those of the lower have proved to be without foundation, and I would advise 
that in future tlic system of oral voting should ho adopted in the Suburbs also, 
polling places being multiplied so as to meet the couvcnieuco of tlie electors.

In some other points — for example, the nomination of candidates — I think the 
Suburban rules are bettor than tbo otliers.” 

“ In conclusion, it has Ratified me to find that whatever shortcomings and 
errors may have been committed in the conduct of the elections, the results 
appear to have been generally accepted as satisfactory by the public. I see 
no reason to doubt that the gentlemen elected will prove valuable and efficient 
Commissioners. The only matter which I see reason to regret is that more 
activity and interest have not been shown by the European and Mahomedan 
communities.’* 

2i0. Result of ike elections . — The statement below shows the number of 
registered rate-payers and votci-a and the number of persons who actually voted, 
the number of elected Commissioners, and their professions; — 
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Kogarding tbo personal qualifications of tbo persons elected, the district 
and divisional officers are of oiiinion that in every place tbo successful candi- 
dates are well fitted by intelligence, acquaintance with business, and resp(*ct- 
ability for the post of Municipal Commissioners. The present election will stand 
good for three years. The new body of Commissioners in general entered upon 
their work from the beginning of the year 1885-80. 

26. Number of Municipalities . — Inclusive of the Suburban Municipality, 
the number of municipalities in the iutorior of tlic province was 129 
against 127 in the previous year. The increase of two in the number of 
municipalities was owing to the establishment of a new municijiality at the head- 
quarters of the district of Khulna, and the conversion of the union of Jiilpigoroo 
into a municipality. On the 2Cth April 1884, Mr. Barrow, the Magistrate of 
Khulna, submitted a proposal for the creation of a municipality at th<i head-quar- 
ters of the district. He stated that as the place was rapidly increasing in 
population, and now houses were continually being built, n«> delay 
should be allowed to take place in assuming control over the town in 
order to prevent cncroacluuent on roads and tbo commission of nuisances by 
the large number of workmen congregated in the place for building 
operations. Accordingly a notification was published in tbo CalcnUa Gazette 
of the 20th May 1884, declaring the intention of the Lieutenunt-Goyornor 
to constitute the town of Khulna, comprised of the villages of Khulna 
with Koylaghat and Helatola, Buuiakhamar, Tootpara, Gobarchaka 
with Shekbpara, Noornagar, IShibbati with Charabati, and Chota Boyra 
with Bariapara, with effect from tho 1st July 1884, unless good reasons 
were showm to the contrary within one month from tho date of the publication 
of tho notification writhin tbo town. Some petitions of objection against tho 
measure were presented by the inhabitants of the villag-es of Gobarchaka 
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Shekhpara and Noomagar, and it appeared on enquiry that most of the inhabi- 
tants of those villages were agriculturists. It was therefore decided to exclude 
them from tlie limits of the proposed municipality, and the rest were formed 
into a municipality with effect from the 1st October 1884. As the muni- 
cipality was ostablislied in a newly-created district wh-ro public 
opinion was comparativoly feeble, and education was in a backward state, 
an elective constitution has not been granted to it, but the Commissioners 
have been allowed to elect their own Chairman. The number of Commis- 
sioners has been fixed at fifteen under section 18 of Act III (B.C.) of 1884. 

27. The town of Julpigoree, which was a union under the old Municipal 
Act, was created a municipality under section 8 of the Act with effect from 
the 1st April 1885. The name of the nmuicipality has boon entered in both 
the first and second schedules of the Act, and the number of Commissioners 
has been fixed at twelve. 

28. Of the remaining 51 unions, which were in existence on the Slst 
March 1884, tlio following have been recommended by the Commissioners 
concerned for erection into municipalities

29. Since the close of the year, orders have been passed extending the 
provisions of the new Municipal Act to the towns of Perozepore in the district 
of Backergungo, and Tikarec and Daudnugger in the district of Gya. The 
names of these niuuicipalitics have been inserted in botli the first and 
second schedules of the Act. The number of Commissioners for Perozepore 
has been fixed at ten and for tho other two at twelve each. The Act 
came into force at Perozepore from the 1st July 1885, and in Takaree and 
Xlaudnugger from the 1st October last. 

30. In October 1884, tho Commissioner of Burdwan submitted a proposal 
for the creation of a nninicijmlity at Asscusole, a station on the East 
Indian Bailway. It was stated that the concentration of tho railway 
officials at this place had rendered it a very important place, and that tho 
necessary sanitation was not likely to be secured by any other course than by 
creating it a municipality. Accordingly a proliniina^ notification was issued on 
the 6th November 1884, announcing the intention of the Lieutenant-Governor to 

declare the town of Asscnsole, comprising the mohul- 
lahs noted in the margin, to be a municipality, un- 
less good reasons were shown to tho contrary within 
six weeks from tho date of the publication of the 
notification within the town. No valid objections 
were raised against the proposed measure within 
tlie appointed period, and the town was created a municipality under

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Act III fB.C.) of 1884, with eflfect from the 1st July 1885. It has been 
entered in both the first and second schedules of the Act, and the number of 
Commissioners has been fixed at ton. 

31. The district of the Sonthal Pergunnahs being a non-rogulation 
district, the general laws of the country, which have effect in other parts of 
the province, must be specifically extended to it, before effect can bo given 
to them. Accordingly a notification, dated the 6th November 1884, was 
published in the Calcutta Gazette^ under section iV of the Sonthal Pergunnahs 
settlement Regulation, 1872, directing that the Bengal Municipal Act, lU 
(B.C). of 1884, shall have force and effect in the boutlial Pergunnahs, and 
shall be deemed to have come into operation on and from the 1st August 
1884.

Compared with the figures of 1883-84, there was a uoweaso of 329 in the 
total number of Commissioners, This was owing to the number of Commis- 
Kioners having boon fixed by Government under the provisions of section 13 
of the new Municij)al Act at a lower figure than the number actually in 
office under Act V (B.C.) of 1876. The diminution Wcas also partly due to the 
abolition of ex-officio ap])nintmcni8 which arc not authorized by the now Act. 
The few Government officials (altogether 61 in 1884-85 against 463 in 
1883-84) who have been appointed to be members of Municipal Uonimittees 
were almost all appointed as Cliairmcn by name. 

The effects of the general introduction of the ele(;tive s 3 ’^stom arc illustrated 
by the fact that the number of nominated and cx-officio Commissioners was 
reduced from 2,264 in 1883-84 to 979 in the year under report, while the 
number of elected Commissioners increased from 41 to 997. It siioiild be borne 
in mind also that the number (979) of nominated Commissioners in 1884 85 
includes the whole of the official Chairmen, and also all Commissioners 
nominated by Government under section 16 of the Act in cases where the rate- 
payers failed to exercise their power of election. This was notably the case 
in Kurseong, where not a single election was made. 'I’ho proportion of 
two-thircs to one-third fixed by section 14 of the Act between the number of 
elected and nominated Commissioners has not been shown in the statements 
for the Kajshahyo Division, which are incorrect in this respect. The number of 
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European Commissioners decreased by more than 50 per cent. This was 
mainly due to the fact that in very few towns Europeans stood as candidates 
for election. In most towns in the interior, the great bulk of the rate-payers 
are Natives, and European candidates stand a very poor chance at the polls. 
This result was foreseen by Government in framing the Act, and cannot be 
considered a sign of failure. 

33. Meetings of Committees . — The statement below shows the number of 
meetings held by the Cornuussioners of each municipality in the province during 
the year 1884-85 : —

34. It will bo soon from tho above ntatemeut that out of 113 munici'* 
palitioH, regarding which information on this point has been given in tho 
divisional reports, the Commissioners of forty municipalities held less 
than 12 meetings, which is tlio minimum number proscribed by section 38 of 
the Act. It has boon explained that in most of those places tho municipal 
work was not so heavy and multifarious as to require tho assembling of the 
Committees once a month. The attendance at the meetings was, on tho whole, 
satisfactory, and tho new body of Conitnissionors, whcrevi*r they took their 
seats before the close of tho year, showed a better roster of attendance than their 
predecessors. “ This may be due,” says Mr. Lyall, the Commissioner of the 
Chittagong Division, “ to the introduction of tho elective principle in 
tho constitution of tho municipalities, or it may bo owing to the infusion of 
new blood, it being a fact that newly-appointed members g(‘iicrally attended 
niore regulai-ly tlian old members.” iMie Commissioner of the llliaguljmre 
L)ivisi<in makes tlie following remarks in his report on the working of the 
municipaliti€\s in his division : — Tho opinion which my contact with the 
munici|>alitics has led me to form regarding certain amongst tho number is tho 
following : Monghyr and Jamalporo arc tho best organized municipalities. 
They work .smoothly and show the best results. Bhagulpore, the largest 
municipality, while apparently being active, is bohindliaud, and has some 
serious driiwback.s against it. Tho old scandal of the state of tho roads 
has continued pretty much during the past year. They are now to bo renova- 
ted with kunkur, and wc are hoping for improvement.” * * ♦ ‘^Maldahand 

English Bazar are paralysed by the smallness of their funds, which forces them 
to limit their acjtion to petty improvements. Sahibgunge, judged by practical 
results, is progressing ; blit in working out tho provisions of tho law, the 
Committee are slack. Tho other municipalities call for no remarks.” 

{io. JVitri/ Committees . — As stated in paragraph 47 of the report for the 
year 1883-84, there were no regular ward committees in any of tho municipalities 
in the Burdwan Division except Midnajiore. In tho Howrah Munici- 
pality several special and standing committees were appointed by tlio Commis- 
sioners to consider and report on variou.s subjects connected with the working 
of the municipality. 

36. In the I’rosidency Division, ward committees were appointed in the 
municipalities of South Barraokpore, Bai-aset, Baranagore, and Naihati, in the 
district of the 24-Pergunnahs. In no other municipalities in this Division 
ward committees were appointed. In the above municipalities tho duties of 
these committees were eoiiliucd to the work of assessment only. No other 
powers were delegated to tliem. 

37. In the Kajsliahye Division, ward committoes were in existence 
in only two of the municipalities. These were Dinagoporc and Rung])ore. 
Tho functions of these committees wore to express tlieir opinions after personal 
enquiry on petitions on appeal against municipal assessments. 

38. In the Dacca Division, w'ard committees were appointed under 
the Municipal Act only in tho municipalities of Burrisal, Nasirabad, Jamalporo, 
and Sherepore. In Burrisal, Jamaljiorc, and Sherepore the ward committees 
were entrusted with the j)Owcr of assessing taxes. In Nasirabad, the ward 
committees were vested with the powers under sections 191, 19o, 202, 
204, 208, 210, 224, 225, 230, 231 and 251 of the Municipal Act. They 
were also empowered to issue notices under tho existing bye-laws, which wore 
not required to be issued by tho Commissioners at a meeting. It is reported 
that several of tho ward committees did much towai’ds tlie improvement of 
their respective wards. 

39. In tho Patna Division, ward committees were in existence in the 
districts of Patna, Gya, Durbhuusra, and Ghupra. Tliey had, however, very 
little work to do during the year under report. 
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40. Municipal BeneMs . — The statement below shows the work done by 
the Munieipal Commissi oners in their capacity as Honorary Magistrates in 
disposing of cases of nuisance and breaches of conservancy rules

41. In the Rajsliahyo Division, there wore three municipal benches in 
work during tlio year, vis,^ at Nattorc in the district of Raj’shahj'-c, Sherepor© 
in the district of Bogra, and at Darjeeling, Oases arisirtg under the Municipal 
Act in the other municipalities were disposed of by Stipendiary and Honorary 
Magistrates, who did (fther criminal work besides. 

42. In the Dacca Division, municipal benches were constituted only in 
the towns of Dacca, Naraiiignnge, Burrisal, Jamalpore and Sherepore. At 
Jauialpore and Sherepore, however, the benches did no work during the year. 

43 In the Bhagulpore Division, besides the cases tried by the bench 
of Magistrates, there were 18 i municipal cases tried by Stipendiary Magistrates, 
and the amount of fines inflicted and realized was Its. 185-8. 

44. There was no municipal bench, properly speaking, in any of the 
three (iistricts of the Orissa Division In Cuttack, there is a bench at the iiead- 
(juarters, presided over by a Stipendiary Magistrate. It disposes of all cases 
occurring within the jurisdiction of the sudder sub-division, which the Magis- 
trate of ihej district makes over to it for trial. They include cases under Act V 
of 1861 and the municipal laws, as well os Penal Code offences. Out of the 
fines imposed and realized by magisterial authorities, Ks. 814-1-4 were credited 
to the municipal fund. Jn Pooree, municipal cases were tried partly by 
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Deputy Mag^Istratos of the regular stafE, and partly by a judicial bench of 
Honorary Magistrates. 

In Balasore^ the Hon’ble ICumar Baikantha Nath Dcyi Honorary 
Magistrate, tried all cases under Act V of 1861 and Act V (B.C.) of 1876 from 
the be^uning of the year till November, when ho went to attonci the meetings 
of the Legislative Council in Calcutta. During his absence the sudder bench 
and the Deputy Magistrates of the head-quarter staff tried these cases. In the 
two sub-divisions of Kendraparah and Jajpore, municipal cases were disposed 
of by the sub-divisional olheers. 

46. In the Chota Nogporo Division, no municipal benches were consti- 
tuted in any of the municipalities during tlie year. In Uanchi, cases under 
Act III (B.C.) of 1884 and the Gambling Act were tried by a Deputy Magis- 
trate. The fines imposed, amounting to Its. 224-2, were credited to the muni- 
cipality. In Purulia, these coses were tried by an Honorary Magistrate 
sitting alone. 

46. Assessments , — In the Burdwan Division, now and improved holdings 
to the number of 598 were assessed within the limits of the Howrah Munici- 
pality during tho year 1884-85; 373 holdings were ascertained to be non- 
existent and were struck off tbe assessment books. Tho total number of 
appeals against now assesHments was 195. In 139 cases the valua- 
tions were i-oduced ; in 34 cases tbe assessments were confirmed; 12 appeals 
were struck off for non-attondanco of appellants ; and 10 cases were pending 
for enquiry at the close of the year. In Culna a revised assessment was 
made during tbe year by which the amount of demand was reduced from 
Rs. 6,903 to Ks. 0,670. 

47. In the Presidency Division, the assessor of the Suburban Municipality 
inspected and re-valucd 6,220 houses in Ward No. 3 comprising the tliannalis 
of Eutally and Baniapookur. Of these, 83*2 were ’ pucca and 5,388 
were thatched houses. The result of this revision was not known before 
tho close of tlic year. In the Kidderpore Ward, owing to the acquisition of 
lands by Government on account of the wet docks, 98 masonry and 1,080 
thatched liouscs were dismantled and removed. I’his resulrc'd in an annual los.s 
to the municipality of Rs. 2,803 in house rate and Rs. 2,779 in fees for the 
edeansing of latrines. Two masonry and 45.5 thatclied homses were rebuilt in tho 
neighbourhood of the site selected for the docks, which resulted in an increase 
of Its. 1,060 in house-rate and Rs. 1,227 in house-scavenging fees. Jn the 
remaining wards of the municipality 31 new masonry holdings and 493 kutcha 
houses were hrouglit under assessment. 3’his caused an increase of Rs. 1,594 
in huusc-rate and Rs. 1,370 in the conservancy cess. The net result of the 
^^•ar’s operations showed a decrease of Rs. 149 in the house-rato and Rs. 182 
in tho latrine fees. 

A revision of the existing asse.ssnients was made in the Baraset, Soutii 
Dum-Dum, ond Barripore Municipalities in the district of the 21-Pergunnahs, 
in Meherjioro in Nuddea, and in the Satkhira Municipality in the district of 
Khulna. 'I’he result of the revision in Mehcrporc was a falling off of Rs. 300 
in tho income of tho iimni<*.ipality. In Satkhira it caused an inerease of 
Rs. 294. Tho result of the revision in liaruset, South Dum-Dum, and 
Barripore was not known before the close of the year. In the other muni- 
cipalities of the division the assessments of the previous year were adopted 
with alterations on account of deaths, desertions, <&c. 

48. In the Rajshahye Division, partial alterations ill the assessment lists 
wore made in the municipalities of Pubua, Bogra, Natlore, and Kurseong. 
I’he result o.f these alterations has not been reported. 

49. Ill the Dacca Division, a revision of assessment was made in the 
municipalities of Burrisal, Nalehiti, Slioropore, Kislioregungo, and Baz^tport^ 

50. In the Chittagong Division, the tax levied in the Chittagong Muni- 
cipality was a house-rato. It was realized at the maximum rate of 7^ per cent, 
on the annual value of holdings. The tax in all other municipalities was 
an assessment on persons according to their circumstances and property. 
A conservancy cess, at the rate of 6 per cent, on the annual value of holdings, 
was levied in the municipality of Commillab, in order to reimburse the 
Commissioners for the cost of establishment employed by them for cleansing 
private and public latrines. 
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♦01. In the J*atna Division, a revision of assessment was made by Moulvi > 
Sjed Fiizlur Kahmun, a Municipal Commissioner, wliu was ajipoirdod Honorary 
Assessor in September 188J1. Since his appointment and up to the eloao of tb: 
year, he assessed 77 mohullahs, and increased the donuind of tlie house-rat*' 
by Its. 0,010. In Gj’a the w'ork of revisiii{>f the assessment was commenced ii, 
1888-84), but was not finished during 1884-85. In Moliliaree the assessment 
wore revised during the month of March last, which resulted in an addition o 
Rs. 665-1-6 to the income of the municipality, the total demand of the house- 
tax having increased from Rs, 4,086 to Rs. 4,741. It is reported that several 
appeal cases ai'C pending, and that after all these cases arc disposed of the net 
gain to the municipality is not likely to exceed Rs. 400. No alterations in 
the assessments were made in any of the other municipalities in this Division. 

52. In the Bhagulpore Division, the revision of assessment of house-pro- 
perty in the town of Jamalporo, reported in paragraph 69 'of the report for 
1883-84, was completed during tho lust year. It resulted in a decrease of the 
income of the municipality by Rs. 899-2. In the Bhagulpore Municipality the 
existing assessment was not regularly revised, but some new holdings were 
entered in the register of assessment, and the valuation of the improved holdings 
was raised. In Colgong the assessment was revised during the year on the 
coming into operation of tlie new Municipal Act. It is reported that tho 
revision caused an increase of Rs. 300 over the old assessment. The Com- 
missionors of the Sahchgungc Municipality caused a r(‘vision of the assessment 
to l>e made during the year under report. It is reported that the revision will 
C/Uuse a slight increase in the income of the niunicij)alit.y. 

53. In the Orissa Division there wns no alteration made during the 
year in the mode of assessment, nor was there any revision of the existing 
assessment made in any of the municipalities, in Cuttack the tax on per- 
sons was assessed at one per cent, on the supposc‘d income of the rate-payers. 
Tax on carriages and horses was imposed at half rates, and that on carts at 
full rates. The rates of assessment at rooreo and other municipalities have 
not been reported. 

In Balasore there was a projjosal under discussion to cliange the snodo of 
assessment. Writing on this subject, the Magistrate of Balasore observes as 
follows 

There has os )’C‘t been no change in the mode of assessment, which 
continues to be at the rate of 7J per cent, on the annual value of Govem- 
uicut holdings, and in all other cases of a rate of 12 annas per Rs. 100 
oil what the Commitleo has estimated as the annual income of tho rate- 
payers. The })roposal to (diungo the mixed .system for a uuil'oiiu tax of 7^ per 
cent, on the animal value of holdings Las raised much division among the 
Municipal Commissioners, and some cxcitonieiit among the rate-payers. 7’liero 
is a very strong feeling against the; clumge, because*, the j)n.*scnt systoiri touche.s 
tho bulk of the ])opu1alion with the very utmost possible leniency : in fact 
hardly touches them at all. The tofiil assessment on houses is only Rs. 7, 634 
per annum ; but 7^ ])er cent, on Goverimuuit holdings brings in Rs. 081 of this, 
and 14 persons with incoiiic.s of not le.ss tlian Rs. 933^- per mensem (who pay 
the full legal maximum) contribute Rs. 1,176 more. Tliis leaves tuily Rs. 4,477 
of assessment to be distributed overall the rest of the inhabitants. It must be 
rememb(',rcd, too, that a very considerable proportion of this small sum is paid on 
salaries drawn from tho Government at the rate <»f 12 annas per Rs. 100 of salaiy. 
The non-ofiicial residents have hut to find some Rs. 3,000 a year among the 
whole 20, (UK) and odd of them, say 2J annas apiece every year. Tho people 
find that, under the existing system, they pay much less than half of a light 
assessment ; whilst the Government itself, the well paid officers of Government, 
and some dozen of rxce])tionally wealthy men, make up much tho bigger half 
of the assessment among them/’ 

“ On the other hand, the Government officials and tho dozen or so of men 
of known great wealth do not think it by any means fair that they should pay 
so large a proportion of the house assessment. The wealthy men urge that they 
are obliged to pay h s. 84 a year, whereas if tfie system of taxing the annual 
value of their houses {prevailed, a house must have a letting value of Rs. 93 ^ 
per mensem before it could bo taxod Rs. 84 a year. Now, there is not one 
residence in the whole municipality that comes up to this. Indeed, I only know 
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of one ciiso in which a rent of more than Rh. 50 is paid even in the European 
fjiMiter. The Government oflicials urp^ that they are compelled to pay 
in< re in proportion than non-officials who are just as rich, and often much 
ri( jicr. For the official salaries ai*e known to a pice, and cannot evade payinje 
til l wlnde tax due upon them, while the true amount of non-official incomes are 
in ist (!arcfully concealed, and ai*e always very much iinder-Rtated. In fact, tho 
C(‘ itest is a very pretty one. Tho wealthy and tho official residents complain 
ti. it they pay, under the existing system, very disproportionately. The non- 
w ^althy and the non-official retort that the wealthy and the officials ought to 
p.iy more in proportion than the rest of tho town. (1 do not see the logic in 
t!)e case of the very many officials who are really poor), and that this 
movement is nothing but a selfish device of the rich to shift some of their 
hiurdon (to them so small as to be scarcely sensible) on to the shoulders 
of tho poor (who are reprosented as being ground down to tho dust by even 
the present incidence of tho tax).” 

“ But on one most important point all parties are closely agreed, whether 
they bo residents of the town or members of the municipality. It is accepted by 
every body, as a sort of axiomatic matter of course, that, whichever system is 
finally adopted, the total house assessment shall be unchanged. Tne rate- 
payers and the Oommi.S8ioner8 are all determinedly resolved that, come what 
may, they will not raise the present house assessment. Tho advocates of the 
existing system ask, what is the use of having all this quarrelling and distur- 
bance since tho municipal income is to remain unchaugeil, and their opponents 
reply that, tliough the income is to fie unchanged, it is worth all the trouble 
and disturbance to ensure that all contributo fairly to it.” 

fact, tho present contention is nothing more, whatever than a 
heated discussion aa to whether (a given iuef>me being to be collected) 
tho system of section 86 (a) or that of seetiou 86 (6) of the Bengal 
Municipal Act of 1881 is the preferable method of collecting it. Such 
a discussion would bo proper enough before oillitr method had been decided 
upon, but it seems to mo to be out of place when once a selection has 
been made, unless tho municipality is lo be distinctly bettered by the 
change, it does not seem to me to be open lo the opponents of the existing 
method to argue (as in fact the}^ do argue) that the niethod of section 85 (a) 
<if tlie law is radically, and in its essence, unfair; neither can the same argu- 
ment be used against section 85 {h) by the other side. Wo are all bound to assume 
that IhcoreticaUy one method is just as righteous and proper as tho other, and 
so it is loft to every munitapality at the beginning to make its choice between 
eitlicr of two unobjectionable plans. Hut when tho choice has once been made. 

1 d</ nf»t think that an alteration should bo allowed, unless very good reason is 
shown for it. Here I see no reason for it, if the municijial income is to bo left 
uuchuugod. Now, as when tho municipality was first started, all who find that 
85 (a) will give them loss tax to pay, vote against 85 (<>) ; while all who find 85 {0) 
will relieve them of some pressure from the tax, vote against 85 (a). 'Fho party 
in favor of 85(«), who are incomparably tlie larger number of the rate-payors, 
and about half tho CoinmiHsionors, had the question decided in their favor. 

1 see no reason for re-ojiening that question at the cost of raising a heated 
controversy and considerable animosity at the very outset of the now system 
of adrainistratiou, when it is still quite certain that incomparably the larger 
number of the rate- payers, and about half the Commissioners, are in favor of tho 
existing state of things ” The Commissioner of the J'jivisiun, Mr. Metcalfe, 
adds — “ I agree with Mr. Grant that such a change in the mode of assiossmeut 
should not be allowed if nu increase in tho income of tho municipality is expected 
from its introduction. It appears tliat the question arose from the fact of a mixed 
system of taxation— one for Government buildings, and another for*other rate- 
payers — prevailing in Balasore. Buildings such as cutcheries, circuit-house, d5,k 
bungalow, &c., belonging to Govcniin cut, cannot be assessed except on their 
annual value, because they cannot have such occupiers as the law requires to 
calculate the tax on income. In all municipalities where there are Government 
buildings, a uniform system of taxing the income from them, as well as from the 
public at large, cannot possibly be introduced. I do not see, therefore, why 
uniformity in one mode of taxation should be preferred while it is impossible in 
the other, and especially when no advantage is to be gained by the cnango.” 
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54. In the Ohota Nagpore Division, a revision of assessment was made 
in the Ghattra Manicipalitj. It resalted in a decrease of Rs^ 825 in tlie 
income of the municipality. It is reported that by this many poor people 
have been exempted. A partial revision of assessment was made in the Ranchi 
Municipality. It raised the demand of the tax from Rs. 4,660 to Rs. 6,422, 
of which Ks. 5,951 were collected and Rs. 93 remitted, leaving a balance 
of Rs. 378 at the close of the year. It is reported that of this amount, * 
Rs. 286 have since been collected and Ks. 68 remitted. 

55, Fresh imposts lemed during the year , — During the yesff the foovisions 
of the Bengal Municipal Act V (B.C.) of 1876, which provided for the levy of a 
tax on carriages, horses, and other animals, were extended to the municipalities 
of Baidabati in the district of Hooghly, and Borhampore in the district of 
Moorshedabad. A proposal was made by the Municipal Commissioners of 
Pubna for levying a tax on all four-whoolod carriages kept or habitually used 
within the town at rates not exceeding those specified m the third schedule 
of Act V (B.C ) of 1876. The authority appued for was granted by Govern- 
ment on the 16th Apnl 1884, in the exercise of the powers conferred on it by 
section 78 of the Act. 

66. In May 1882 the provisions of section 122, Act V (B.C.) of 1876, 
were extended, with the sanction of Govenuuent, to the Durbhunga Munici- 
pality. They continued to be in force from that date until 1883, when 

the Commissioners at a meeting resolved to withdraw them. The date from 
which this order for withdrawn was to take effect was, however, not recorded, 
and, as a matter of fact, the tax continued to be levied up to March 1884. 
In the month of May following, the Commissioners again decided upon 
re-imposing the tax, and issued notices under section 124, Act V (B.C.) of 
1876, to the owners of carriages and horses, calling on them to pay the 
usual tax. Some of them, however, objected to pay the tax until fresh 
sanction of Government was accorded to the measure. The question was 
referred for opinion to the Legal Remembrancer, who held that, as the 
Municipal Commissioners had the power to take off the tax without the 
semetion of the Lioutenant-Goveriior, and as they had reoorded a resolution 
rescinding the order imposiug the tax, though they did not expressly fix any 
date for its withdraw^, they must be considered to have treated it as with- 
drawn from March 1 884. He was of opinion, therefore, that the Municipal 
Commissioners could not re-impose the tax in May 1884 without fresh sanction 
from Government. The requisite sanctioa was accordingly given on the 
28th November 1884. 

57. Sanction was given on the 11th July 1884 to the Commissioners of 
the Bishenpore Municipality, in the district of Bankoora, under section 78, 
Act V (B.O.), of 1876, to the levy by them, under section 134 of the Act, of a 
fee not exceeding Rs. 4 for a year, or Rs. 2 for a half-year, on the registration 
of all carts kept or habitually used within the municipality. 

58. The Commissioner of the Presidency Division submitted on the 28th 
Mari^h 1884 a proposal made by the Gommissioners of the Nuddea Munici- 
pality for authority to levy a fee for the registration, under section 133 of Act V 
(B.O.) of 1876 of all carts kept or habitually used within the municipality at the 
rates not exceeding those mentioned in section 134 thereof. The required 
authority was granted for the registration of carts, and sanction was given for 
the levy of the fees with effect from the Ist October 1884. 

59. Sanction was given on the 8th December 1884 to the Municipal 
Commissioners of Durbhunga to levy a fee, under section 143 of Act 111 
(B. C.) of 1884, from the Ist February 1885, for the registration of all carts 
kept or habitually used within the municipality. The rate sanctioned was 
not to exedhd Ks. 4 per annum as provided by section 142 of the Act. 

60. The Commissioners of the Kotechandpore Municipality, in the 
district of Jessore, applied in February 1884 for sanction to the imposition by 
them of a tax on carnages, horses, and other animals, mentioned in the third 
schedule of Act Y (B. 0.) of 1876, and to the levy of a fee on the registri^on 
of carts kept or habitually used witldn the municipality. The requisite 
sanction was given with effect from the 1st July 1884. 

61. Sanctioa was also given during the year to the Commissioners of the 
Pooree and Balasore Municipalities tg impose a tax on carriages and on horses 
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and other axurnale mentioned in the fifth schedule of Act III (B. C.) 
of 1884, and to levy a fee on all carta kept or habitually used within the 
municipalities, at rates not exceeding Rs. 4 per annum, or Ra. 2 per half-year. 

62. ReciifieaUan of munvnpal houndarioi, — A proposal was made during the 
year for revising the boundaries of the Burdwan Municipality by withdrawing 
a village called Fakirpore from its limits. This village is situated at a 
distance of more than a mile from the nearest group of buildings in the 
municipality. The whole population numbered only 88 persons, of whom 48 
followed agricultural pursuits. The tax paid by them amounted to only 
Rs. 22-4-9 per annum. There were no good roads to the village, and the 
inhabitants derived no benefit from the municipality, either in the shape of 
lighting, conservancy, or in any other way. The Municipal Commissioners there- 
fore recommended that the village should bo withdrawn from the operation of 
the Municipal Act. Government sanctioned the proposal with effect from tlu> 
1st November 1884. 

63. During his tour in the cold season of 1884, the Commissioner of the 

1. ooRra. I 8. Taihiiua. Burdwan Division found that certain villages 

2 . Nibhiu'i. I 4. PuranahRfc. named in the margin, included within tho muni- 

cipal limits of the town of Culna, were ossentimly rural in their character, the 
greater proportion of the inhabitants living by agricultural pursuits. He there- 
fore suggested to the Municipal Commissioners the advisability of excluding 
these villages from the boundaries of the municipality, especiatly as they wore 
situated at a distance from the main town, and produced an income which was 
quite inadequate to tlioir wants. The Commissioners concurred with his sugges- 
tion, and recommended the withdrawal of tlie four villages from the operation of 
tho Municipal Act. The Government of Ben^ accepted the recommendation, 
and in the exercise of the powers conferred on it by section 13 of Act V (B.C ) 
of 1876 excluded tho villages from tho limits of the Culna Municipality with 
effect from the 1st September 1884. This revision has given tho municipality a 
compact and well-defined boundary. 

64. Towards the close of the year 1884, a proposal was made for the revi- 
sion of the boundaries of tho Bishenpere Municipality, in the district of Bankoora, 
with a view to exclude from it about 680 acres of uninhabited land situated 
within tlie'villages of Koostoria, Chooramonipore, and Shyamsundarpore, and to 
include within the limits thereof two hando or reservoirs of water, known as 
Krisitthand and Jummhand, The proposal was sanctioned under section 9 of 
Act III (B C.) of 1884 with effect from the lot April 1885. 

65. Alwut three-fourths of the Goalundo Municipality as it,' stood in 
February 1881 having been swallowed up by the eiicroachmonts of the 
river Ganges, the railway, together with all its numerous empli> 3 ’^^ 8 , botli 
European and native, was removed inland. Tho baxars followed tho railway-, 
and quite a new town was erected outside the old boundaries of the municipa- 
lity. To provide for an adequate conservancy service and efficient supervision 

sanitary matters in the new town, it was consi-

66. Tho boundaries of the Colgong Municipality in tho district of 
Bhagulporo were also revised during the year,;, It appeared that an indigo 
factory called the Gungledihi concern, and a large tract of country in which 
there were only low-lying paddy fields situated at the distance of a mile and a 
half from tho Colgong Railway station, were included within the municipality, 
and that althhugh the factory paid Rs. 4 a month as municipal tax, it derived 
no advantage of any kind from the municipality, and that thc road leading 
from Colgong to the factory, though witliin the municipality was never 
kept in repair by the Committee, but that the owners of the indigo concern 
had to undertake the repairs at their own cost. Much inconvenience was also 
felt by tho Municipal Police in having to keop,watch over a tract of country in 
wliich there wore no houses. It was therefore resolved by the Commissioners in 
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meeting to ask Government to revise the boundaries of the municipality by 
excluding therefrom the indigo factory and the paddy fields. Their recom- 
niendation was accepted by Government, and the revised boundaries were 
sanctioned with effect from the 1st February 1885. 

67. Towards the close of the year 1883-8-4, a proposal was submitted by 
the Commissioner of the Orissa Division for the revision of the boundaries of 
the Pooree Municipality by including within them two villages, named Matia- 
para and Mabantishahi. The object of the Commissioners was to bring under 
municipal supervision a tank, named ludradumna, and a place calhid the 
Goondichabari attached to the temple of Jugguniuith. Large number of 
pilgrims congregate at these places, and their sanitary condition was anything 
but satisfactory. It was therefore resolved by the Commissioners that a con- 
stant sanitary control should be established over the tank and the environs 
of the Goondichabari in the interests of those visiting the place. It 
was also reported that nearly all the people of these villages were employed 
in pursuits other than amcultural. The proposal was sanctioned by 
Government on tlie 14th August 1884, and the villages of Matiapara and 
Mali^ntishahi wore brought under the operation of the new Municipal Act 
from the Ist October 1^84. 

68. Owing to the withdrawal of troops from Hazareebagh, the canton- 
ment there virtually ceased to exist as a military post from the 15th May 1884. 
It was proposed therefore that the cantonment which was surrounded on all 
sides by the town should be included within the limits of the Municipslity of 
Hazareebagh. The Municipal Commissioners agreed to the profiosal, and recom- 
mended that the cantonment should be united with the municipality with effect 
from the 16th idem. As, however, it was illegal to give retrospective effect 
to any scheme of taxation, the union of the cantonment with the municipality 
was sanctioned with effect from tlie 13th June 1884. 

69* The following statement shows in a condensed form the 

municipal revenue raised in these provinces daring the year l884-h5 as com* 
,^^ed with the previous year. The statement has been prepared in a different 
from that mven in paia^a^ 76 of the report for 1883-84 This was 
4eoeMitated by the abolition of au distinctions by the new Municipal Act as 
the maasiffcation of munioipalitieB. The statement, however, shows 
the reompts ^vision by division, so that an idea may be formed at a glance 
,ipeBpe<ding the. progress made in each division in the directiouiof Local Self- 
Government, and the xesouioeB possessed by each for works of improvement 
of a peti^anent nature • 
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70. It will be seen from tbe above statement that the total muhibipal 
revenue of the year fell short of that of the previous by Rs. 1,79,668. 
The decrease occurred in all the divisions except Dacca, (!^ittagong, and Bha^ul- 

S ore, in which the receipts were more than in 1883-84. There was a sl^ht 
ecrease of Rs. 1,525 in the Howrah Municipality, but the Suburban Municipa- 
lity showed a falling oif of Rs. 27,457. In the former the decrease was caused 
by the separation of the villages of Bellore, Barrackpore, Echapore, and Mali 
Fanch^hurra from the Howrah Municipality, ana their inclusion within the 
municipal limits of Bali. In the case of the Suburban Municipality, the decrease ' 
was due partly to tlie withdrawal from the operation of the Municipal Act of 
certain Government buildings situated in the Lower Circular Road and the 
Bhowanipore Road and thoir inclusion with the limits of the cantonment of 
Fort William, and partly to the removal from Kidderpore of a large number of 
holdings on account of the proposed wet docks. The amount of decrease in

71. The increase in the Dacca Division was due to the increase in the 
number of holdings in the Dacca Municipality on account of the Dac(;a- 
Mymensingh Railway, and the collection of arrears of previous years in the 
Municipalities of Goalundo, Burrisal, Nalchiti, and Muktagacha. In the 
Kishoregunge Municipality there was an increase of Rs. 328 in the tax upon 
occupiers of holdings, which was duo to the revision of assessment and to the 
assessment made upon new settlers. The increase in the Chittagong Division 
was slight. 

72. The increase in the Bhagulpore Division was principally under the 
head of “ miscellaneous receipts,” This was due to the sale 2>i'0ceeds of two 
ranges of shops lielonging to the Monghyr Dispensary being credited to the 
muaicipal fund during the year. They have since been invested in Govem- 
niont securities.

28,06,642, 
as shown in the atatoniont below, and the balance at tlie close of the year was 
lls. 4,98,602.

10,815 in the 
cost of establisho 
ment and oolleo* 
tion charges taken 
together. There 
was an increase of 
expenditure on 
account of estab- 
lishment proper in 
all municipalities 
in the province, 
except the Subur- 
ban Municipality 
and tiie municipa- 
lities in the Dacca 
and phota Nagpore 
Divisions. Thede- 
creasein the Subur- 
ban Municipality 
was due to tne em- 
ployment of an un- 
paid Vice-Chair- 
man in the place of the salaried officer who had held that post in the municipality 
for several years. It is very doubtful whether this economy was conducive to 
efficiency in the administration of the municipality. The report of the muni- 
cipality, which was received on the 6th January 1886, after repeated reminders, 
was very meagre in details and full of inaccuracies. It does not show a single 
work of importance to have been executed during the year. As, however, the 
scheme of amalgamating a large portion of this municipality with the Metro- 
politan municipality of Calcutta is about to be considered in the Legislative 
Council, the Lieutenant-Governor hopes the time is not far distant when the 
suburbs will make a better figure. The collection chargos proper showed a 
decrease of Rs. 10,691 below those of the previous year. The decrease was 
distributed over all the municip^ities in the province, except the Suburban 
Municipality and the municipalities in the Kajshahye and Onssa divisions, in 
which there was an aggregate increase, under this head, of Rs. 1,046. This 
general decroaso in the cost of collection was due to the diminished revenue which 
was realized during the year, the collecting agency in the majority of cases 
being paid by commission at a fixed rate upon the total sum of municipal dues 
collected by them. 

81. jEstablishmmt and appliances for extinguishing >irM.-~The expendi- 
ture under this head amounted to Bs. 11,479, against Ks. 46,729 m the 
previous year. The decrease, which amounted to Rs. 35,2.50, was due to the 
non-payment by the Suburban Municipality of its share of the cost of 
the Metropolitan fire-brigade during the year, and was therefore only 
apparent. Tlio Municipal Commissioners failed to arrive at a decision within 
the year as to the rate of license fee to be- charged for jute warehouses 
situated in the suburbs, and consequently no foes were realized by them 
from the owners thereof during 1884-85. Twelve fires occurred in the 
Suburbs, destroying property to the value of Rs. 83,350, Besides these, 
there occurred another fire just before the commencement of the year on the 
river, which might have been attended with most disastrous results to the ship- 
ping in the port of Calcutta, It broke out on board the American ship 

lying off Matia^ooj, laden with 27,022 cases of kerosine oil. TWily-five 
hours elapsed before the flames oould be got under, and the loss is estimated at 
Bs. 2,50,000. In the Howrah Municipality the number of flres which occurred 
during the year was also twelve. The value of property destroyed by these 
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vu «stiinated Bt Ba. 61,194. Bt one fira onle the low 

tj . • *» ji 


the amount of Bm. 6,000* . Eighty per cent, of the fees were paid to the 
Commissioner of Police^ Galouttai who was in charge of the entire fire-brigade 
establishment. 

82. The expenditure under the head qf liohHng shows an increase 

of Rs. 7,522 orer that of the previous year. The bulk of the increase 
occurred- in the municipalities in the Patna Division. There was also an 
increase of expenditure under this head in the Suburban Municipality. This 
was due to 67 kerosiue lights being added to the number of lights burnt 
during 1883-84. ^ 

83. The expenditure on aecount of police amounted to Rs. 55,983 
against Bs. 1,05,650 in the previous year, showing a decrease of Rs. 49,667. 
This was due to the operation of section 7 of Act IV (B.C.) of 1884, under 
which the proportion of the cost of police chargeable to the municipal 
funds of Howrah and the Suburbs is not to exceed one-fourth of the estimated 
total expenditure of the year. After the passing of the new Municipal Act III 
(B.C.) of 1884, it became illegal to ppend any part of the municipal funds on 
the payment of the police employed in municipalities, as Part V of Act V (B.C.) 
of 1876, which contained provisions reading the appointment and payment 
of municipal police, was omitted. Howrah and the Suburbs of Calcutta 
being the only two municipalities which wore not relieved, under tlie orders 
of 20th February 1882, from the charge of maintaining the police force 
required for their watch and ward, it became necessary to pass a separate 
Act to meet the cases of these two municipalities. Act IV of 1884 was passed 
by the Bengal Legislative Council on the 4th April 1884, and it received 
the assent of the Governor-General on the 22iid of that mouth. It came 
into force on the day on which the Municipal Act came into force, i,e., on the 
Ist August 1884. 

84. The strength of the suburban police consisted of two Superintend- 
ents, 68 subordinate officers and 654 constables, as in 1883-84. Among the 
subordinate officers there were 30 Bengalis and 15 up-countiTmeu. In the

89. The provisions of tiie Act, while affording sufficient protection to 
children and permanent residents of towns, have failed to secure an equal 
measure of benefit to immigrants, visitors, and temporary sojourners. To 
remedy this defect it has been proix>sed to'ainend the Act— by permitting 
notices to be served on the parents of children, in the same way as in the 
case of adults, requiring such children to be vaccinated within fifteen days 
of the service of notice ; secondly ^ by authorizing the Ilealtli Officer to require 
any unprotected person on board any vessel arriving in the Port of Calcutta 
to be vaccinated; and thirdly, by requiring persons occupying houses, mui 
the masters of vosoels, to afford reasonable access to a public vaccinator 
to ascertain whether the inmates are protected or not. A Bill to this effect 
has been introduced in the present session of the Bengal Legislativ'e OounciL

After deducting the amount of increased expenditure from that of decrease, 
the net decrease was, as stated above, Rs. 12,569. 

92. During the year the construction of the Burdwan water-works 
was completed, and they were formally opened by the Lieutenant-Governor 
on the i.th November 1884. The regular supply of water commenced from 
the Ist December. The measure has proved to be of OTeat benefit to the 
inhabitants of the northern portion of the town in which the pipes have been 
laid and hydrants set up. It is reported that at first many of the inhabitants 
were unwilling to use the filtered water, but the prejudice soon died away, 
and now about 99 per cent, of the inhabitants have begun to use it. Owing 
to scanty rainfall during the past two years, many of the tanks in the 
town dried up, and there would have been scarcity of water, if tho water- 
works had not been completed. ^ The supply of water is ample, and the 
Government Chemical Examiner is of opinion that “ the water is of good 
potable quality.” It is stated that tiie Commissioners have sanctioned house 
(jounectious, which will soon bo carried out. There wore erected 60 hydrants 
during the year, but applications for more have been made by tho inhabitants. 
The ]>ooplo living in tho southern part of the town draw their supply from 
the Banka nulla and tho Eden Canal. 

9-‘l. In the Seramporo Municipality, the manager of tho Wellington 
.Tuto Mills had a large cistern constructed, capable of containing 73,000 gallons 
of water from the river of comparatively pure quality, for the benefit of 
the work-people in the Mahesh and Kishra bustees. 

94. The scheme for supplying filtei'ed water to tho riparian municipalities 
lyingbctweoiiHowrah and Serampore, referred to in paragranh 97 of fho report 
for 1883-84, did not make much progiess during the year. Plans and estimates 
of the scheme were under preparatiou by the Executive Engineer ot the Burdwan 
Division, whose services have been lent by Government for the purpose, 
free of cost. A meeting of delegates from the municipalities of Howrah, 
Serampore, Bali, Baidyabati and Kotrung was held, and it was decided 
that the municipalities should make a pro rata contribution to meet the cost 
of the plans and estimates. 

95. In the Presidency Division, the municipalities in the district of 
the 24-PergunaaliB obtain water froip local taims and rivers, but tho 
sources of supply are neither good nor abundant. In some of tho municipalities, 
such as Baranagore, South Barrackpore, North Borrackpore andNaihati, the 
chief source of supply is the river Hooghly, but the people living in tho interior 
have to depend upon tanks and ponds which dry up in the hot season. Bussirhat, 
Taki and Boduria are supplied by the river Ichamutty, and Goverdanga 
by the Jumna. With tho exception of Bimugger, every municipality in the 
district of Nuddea has a river flowing by it, and a part of tho population 
draw their supply of water from them. Tho river Jellingheo supplies water to 
Kishnaghur, the Hooghly and the Harinore khall to Santiporc, tho Churni to 
Kanaghat, the Bhugirathee to Nuddea, the Gorai to Kushroa and Coomerkhally, 
and me Bhoirub to Meherpore. T%e water-supply of the Jessoro Municipality 
also is obtained principally from the Bhairub. The water of this river is fair 
in the rains, but bad iu tho cold season, when it becomes little better thau a 
stagnant pool. In Khulna the water-supply is drawn from the rivers Bhairub 
and Rupsa. In the Moorshedabad district the main source of sup^y for the 
towns of Berha^oroj Lallbagh and Jungipore is the river Bhagiratnee. The 
municipality of ^ndi is supplied with water by the river M^urukhec. 
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96. In the Kajahahye Division, oppbvtnnity wastaken the CbmmissionerB 
of the Rflonpore Beanleah and Nattore mnnicipalitieB, at time of the flood* 
ing of the Ganges in the rainy season, to flush out all the stagnant pools, 
tanks, and wells in these towns. 

97. In the Dacca Division, nearlv two^tbirds of the population of the 
town of Dacca are now supplied with filtered water from the water-works; 
the rest resort to tanks, wells, khalls and the river. The Connaught extension 
of the water-works, referred to in paragraph 95 of the report for 1886-84, was 
completed during the year under report, and a new line of pipes is being laid 
through one of the principal streets of the town at the cost of a native gentleman, 
Baboo Madan Mohan Bysack, who has made a gift of it to the Immicipality 
in memoiy of his late brother Baboo Lai Mohun Bysack. 

98. In the Bhagulpore Division, the water-works project for the town of 
Bhagulpore, referred to in paragraph 100 of the report for 1883-84, did not 
make much advance during the year under report. Materials for the construc- 
tion of the works were being collected when the year closed. The Govern- 
ment of Bengal has lent the services of the Superintending Engineer and his 
subordinates for the undertaking, free of cost. Since the close of the year 
a great advance has been made, and the works will probably be completed 
in the course of the present year. 

99. In the Orissa Division, tho town of Cuttack mainly receives its supply 
of water from the two rivers that surround it, and also from scattered wdls. 
During the rainy season the floods in the rivers cause the water to be excep- 
tionally muddy, and make its use for drinking purposes undesirable. The wells 
and tanks situated near the rivers also become unclean from percolation of 
flood-water from the rivers. Noting has yet been done towards the intro- 
duction of water works. 

100. In the Pooroe Municipality tho water-supply is entirely drawn from 
wells and tanks. There are three large tanks within the town. These are 
called the Nurendra tank, tho Markanda tank, and tho Indradmmona tank. 
The greater number of tho tanks are useless for drinking purposes, as they 
contain foul water. There is a large number of wells in this town, but not 
fit for use. During the pilgrim season, when people from all parts of India 
assemble here in immense numbers, great difficulty is experienced in procuring 
good water, and the poorer pilgrims and lower classes generally are compelled 
to use whatever they can get, and the town is constantly exposed to the risk 
of pestilence. 

101. The Commissioner of the Division thus writes on the subject : “ The 

vei^ unsatisfactory nature of the water available in most of the tanks and wells 
in Pooroe attracted my notice when I wont there on inspection during the last 
cold weather. I requested the Civil Sur^ou to examine the well water of tho 
different parts of the town, and tlie following extract from Dr. Lyons’ letter will 
show the result of his examination, and tho causes to which this bad state of^e 
water-supply is attributable. He says: ‘I have examined two samples of 
well water from each of the seven, sahies of the town, and one from the 
Nurendra tank, much used by the town |>eopl0 and by the pilgrims who visit 
Pooree * * *. All fifteen samples sho?^ the presence of organic matter in 
solution, and sand in suspension ; besides in eleven of them (including the 
Nurendra tank), insects and various forms Cff life were visible, sample No. 1 being 
the worst, in which ^ht different forms of insect life were observed under the 
microscope. The soil in which the town of Pooree is built is extremdiy permeable, 
and sewage, spillage and the like quickly gravitates to the sub-soil water level, 
which according to season ranges but fi*om 6 feet to 11 feet from the surface. 
Tile drainage of the town is at present but partially carried out, and conser- 
vancy by the municipality is very limited. Hence the soakage from the private 
latrines and from the house di&is, often situated not far off from house- 
wdQ, contaminates the drinking water-supply, and without exception no well 
in the town ban in these ciroumstanoes he regarded as free &om organic 
taint * « Even with a more effbient system of drains^ and conservancy 
it does not seem practicable to ovmome entirely the difficulty of providing a 
pure drinking water-sapj^y otherwne then ty a system of filtration, and 
obtaining the supply frw a source froe from contamination.’ 
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102. Cimurernyu^Th^ ex^diture tmder this head amounted to 
Bs. 5, 18^309 agamst H& 4,99,136 in the previous year. The increase occurred

Deducting the amount of decrease from the total of the increase, the net 
increase was Rs. 19,203. 

104. The work of conservancy in the Howrah Municipality so far as 
regards the removal of surface refuse, the sweeping of streets and the 
clearing of drains was carried out with efficiency, but the arrangements 
for the removal and burial of the night-soil of the town were not satis- 
factory. The various trenching grounds leased by the municipality hav- 
ing been in use for several years have become thoroughly saturated with 
night-soil and the deodorizing properties of the earth have been to a groat 
extent destroyed. The Commissioners propose to cease operations in these 
lands for some time, and to sow them with stronsr feeding crops, such as reana 
grass, sugarcane, &c. In almost all the other municipalities in the Burdwan 
Division, the streets were regularly swept by swtepers employed for the 
purpose, and the sweepings were utilized in filling up unwholesome tanks, 
holes and hollows within municipal limits 

105. The conservancy arrangements of the Suburbs of Calcutta were very 
unsatisfactory. The roads were swept at uncertain intervals and the drains were 
never properly cleared of deposits of earth and the refuse which flows from 
house drains. The work havmg been given out on contract is constantly ill- 
performed. The night«soil service was also perfomed very indifferently, fo the 
other municipalities in this division, there was no uniform system of conservancy 
maintained for the swooping of streets and removal of refuse and night-soil. 
In Barripore, Joynagore,Taii andBaduriain the district of the 24-Pergunnahs, 
in Nudaea, Eumorkhally and Mehorpore in Nuddea, in Moheshpore in Jessore, 
and Satkhira in Khulna, there was no fixed establisfament of coolies. In the 
North Dum-Dum Municipality in the 24-P^ganDahs, in Kushtoa in Nuddoa, and 
Dobbatta and Ohandurian in Khulna, there was no conservancy establishment 
at all. In all these places temporary cooliea were employed at intervals when 
required. The arronfl^ent for sweepers is r^rted to have been good in the 
towns of Jessore, Berhampore and Lalbagh. Most of the roads in those towns 
were swept daily, and the sweepings and other refuse were regularly removed in 
carts and baskets to the places assimed for their deposit. In the latter two 
municipalitieB drains were regularly cleaned by drain coolies, and dead bodies 
of paupers were carried away by domes employed by the municipalities and 
burnt at the municipal cost. 

X06. In the Bajshahye Division, the conservancy of the towns of Dinage* 
pore, Rungpore, Rampore Beauleah, Daijeeling, Pabna and Kurseong was 
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well looked after. In Darjeeling the street sweepings and garbage were 
carried away in spring carts drawn by ponies^ and shot down a precipice 
below a location calM the ** Fomdale ” on the Victoria Road. To facilitate 
the work of removing the refuse, numerous boxes for depositing stieet sweep- 
ings and garbage have been provided in the bazar alongside the roads, and at 
the expense of owners in private compounds. 

1 07. In the Dacca Division, the conservancy arrangements of the towns 
of Dacca and Naraingunge were commensurate with the means of 
those municiplaities The street sweepings and garbage of the towns of 
Dacca, Naraingunge, Furreedpore, Burrisal, Nasirabad and Muktauacha were 
utilized in filling up pits, holes and low grounds. Those of Goalundo were 
removed to the adjacent chur, where they were burnt. The sweepings in 
Madaripore, Nalchiti and Jhalokati were thrown into the river or khall flowing 
by. In Jamolpore and Sheropore these were disposed of by private indivi- 
duals ; in the former in their own compound, and in the latter at a public 
place provided for the purpose in a mohullah called Madhabpore. 

108. In the Bhagulpore Division, the conservancy supervision in the 
towns of Monghyr and Bhagulpore was satisfactory. In Monghyr the sweepings 
were regularly removed every day from the roadsides, and utilized in filling 
up unwholesome hollows and useless wells in the town. The contents of reser- 
voirs and coss-pools were removed in barrel carts, and were disposed of in pits 
in the municipal waste grounds set apart for the purpose. ^ For purpose of 
complete supervision, the town was sub-divided into two divisions, and eacli 
division was placed in charge of an overseer with an adequate establishment. 
In Bhagulpore the sweepings were carried to the public garden, and there 
utilized as manure for enriching the soil. 

109. The conservancy proyisioiw of part VII of Act V (B.C.) of 1876 was 
extended to the following municipalities during the year : —

Part IX of Act V (B.C.) of 1876, regarding the regulation of markets, 
was extended to the Patna Municipality during the year. 

Act VI (B.C.) of 1878, which provided for the cleansing of all public and 
private latrines, was extended to the Shahagunge Mohullaii of tho Hooghly 
and Chinsurali Municipality, and to the municipalities of Rampore Beauleali 
and Naraingunge. 

Part Ia of Act III (B.C.) of 1884, which corresponds to Act VI (B.C.) 
of 1878, was extended to the Raneegunge Municipality towards the close of 
the year. 

Part X of Act III (B.C.) of 1884, which corresponds to part IX of the 
old Municipal Act and contains provisions for the regulation of markets, was 
extended to the municipalities of the Chittagong, Baidyabati, Raneegunge, and 
Roserab. 

Bye-laws wore framed by the Municipal Commissioners and confirmed 
by the Lieutenant-Governor for the municiptoies of Howrah, Jessore, Dacca, 
Naraingunge, Nasirabad, Chittagong, Sitamarbi, Doomraon, and Monghyr.

1,287. , The 
decrease occurred in the munici* 
Mlitios in tlio Burdwan and Presi- 
dency Divisions other tlian those 
of Howrah and the Suburbs of 
Calcutta, and in the Bhagulpore 
and Chota Nagpore Divisions.

for lb8d-84, jt was stated that to provide for the registration and control of 
porters and dandewallahs in the hill stations in these provinces, Act V(B C 1 of 
1883 was passed. By a notification, dated the 25th May 1883, the Act was 
extended to the Darjeeling Municipality with effect from the 15th June 
following, but the law was actually worked from the 1st January 1884 Under 
section 4, the Vice-Chairman of the Municipality was appointed registering 
officer. Under section 10 a table of rates of hire was framed by the MuniciniS 
Commissioners, in respect of all coolies empowered to work by the job or for anv 
period not exceeding ii4 hours. It was approved by the Lieutenant-Oovomor 
rido Appendi* F. and published in the Calculia Gazette, A copy 

of the notification is annexed. From Ist January 
to 31st December 1884 the number of licenses granted was 697 Thirteen 
licenses were returned during the year, there were therefore 684 licenses in 
force on the 3Ist Docoroher. One hundred and fifty brans badges were 
issuedduring thp year at a cost of Rs. 155. It is reported that though coolies 
frequently offered themselves for hire without their badges, no action was taken 
under section 9 of the Act, as it was desired to work the law with moderation. 
It was for this reason also that no action was taken under sections 12. 13 and 14 
though numerous complaints were received against the coolies by the RegistorimJ

the Act, but It w expected that the expenditure will bo much Ism in fntnra 
ye^. It IS reported that the Act has conferred great benefits to tho visitors 
to Daijeehng. Before it was p^ed, the station was infested by labourera, 
mostly Ttobetims, who worked at their pleasure and took what rates the^ 
cuose to asK, and who made tiieniselves obnoxious in a variety of wuys, were 
insolent, clamorous and turbulent, and C5ompletely beyond any control except 
what the police could exercise oyer offences committed in their sight. Now 
there are 700 registered coolies in the station, a number quite sufficient for the 
wants of the pla^, who know what thier duties are and at what rates they are 
entitled to be paitd. The fact tliat the coolies are now identifiable has Tnqde them 
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more amenable to control. As jret there has been no prosecution under 
Act, as complaints to the Registering oiB&cer have had the effect of piK>curing 
oompHanoe with the provisions of the Act. 

116. Loam cmtraeted hy Municipaliiiti8.’^yh& following statements show 
the loans that have been obtained by municip^ties and other corporations 
from Government and also those raised by them with the sanction of Govern- 
ment under the Local Authorities Loan Act, 1879. The first statement 
was published in the Cedmtta Gazette of the 23rd December 1885 in accordance 
with the rules issued by the Government of India imdcr the Loan Act. Both 
the statements wore prepared from the accounts kept in the o£Qco of the 
Accountant-General, Bengal.

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117. Working vf the Filgrmi LoSging-houee Act IV (B C,) of 1871.-^This 
Act 88 amended by Act II (B C.) of 1879 and Act I (B 0.) of 1884 was in force 
during the year in the towns of Pooree. Gya» Deoghur, Ooloobariah in the 
district of Howrah, Raneegunge in Burdwan, and Gurbetta in the district 
of Midnapore. In Baneegunge there were no proceedings taken under the Act, 
as all the hotels or lodging-houses in the town were closed, and no applications 
were received for the grant of licenses. 

118. In Pooroe 5,802 houses afiording accommodation for 10,695 lodgers 
were registered under 314 licenses. The income of the year from foes and 
fines amounted to Es. 6,075-6*6 against Rs. 4,580 in the year before. The 
increase was due to a largo influx of pilgrims during the last Dolejattra 
festival, the time being a propitious one for pilgrimage from a Hindu point 
of view. The total receipt8.of the year, including the dosing balance of 1883-84, 
amounted to Es. 7,516-10-2. The charges under all heads, including Rs. 2,000, 
which the Lodging-house Committee made over to the municipality for purposes 
of conservancy and sanitation, amounted to Rs. 5,190 against Rs. 7,041-12-3 in 
the previous year. There were 41 prosecutions instituted under the Act during 
the year against 74 in 1883-84. Convictions were obtained in 36 oases, two 
trials resulted in acquittals, and three cases were pending at the close of the yoar. 
The only medical charity which was managed by the Lodging-house Committee 
was the Pipli Dispensary. It afforded relief to 138 indoor and 1,749 outdoor 
patients, and cost the Committee Ks. 1,085-11-5 for its maintenance, besides a 
contribution from Government amounting to Rs. 802-10-3. The average cost 
of dieting each patient was one anna and five pics only. During the year 
several batches of poor pilgrims came from the North-Western Provinces 
to visit the temple of Juggunnath, and were obliged on account of their 
poverty to take shelter in the gardens of their pandahs (priests). The pandahs 
were prosecuted under clause 19 of the bye-laws under the Lodging house Act. 
The cases were pending when the year closed. The Commissioner of the Orissa 
Division considers the lodging-houses in Pooree to be hot beds of disease, and 
the houses are so closely packed that there is litrle* or no ventilation. He 
adds — ** I see no immodiate possibility of any improvement till the railway 
is extended to Pooroe, when pilgrims will have less necessity to linger in order 
to rest and recover their strength before the home journey. If the country 
around were favourable to camping, I believe few would uso the lodging- 
-houses, but the country is so^ wet and undrained that there arc no suitablo 

camping grounds.^’ The inspection of the conservancy arrangements 
within the great temple was made by the members of the Sub-Committee 
^pointed by the President of the Lodging-house Committee for this duty. 
The inspection of the lodging-houses was made by the' Health Officer with the 
assistance of the municipal staff. 

119. In Gya 546 licenses were issued for the accommodation of 17,057 
lodgers against. 452 licenses for 15,558 pilgrims issued during the previous 
year. Fifty new certificates were granted by the Health Officer under sec- 
tion 6 of Act IV (B.G.) of 1871 against 21 issued during the year 1883-84. 
The certificates were given to owners of lodging-houses aftor personal inspection 
of the houses by the Health Officer, and on his being satisfied that the houses 
were sufiiciontly ventilated and had within a reasonable distance a sufBcient 
’ supply of water fit for human consumption, and had also sufficient privy 
accommodation, and were otherwise lit for the reception of lodgers. On the 

K rodnotion of these certificates, the requisite licenses were granted by the 
Castrate under section 3 of the Act. The receipts of the year, including a 
balance of Rs. 804-11-1, amounted to Rs. 14,764-3-1, and the expenditure 
amounted to Rs. 13,711-15-1. There was a balance of Rs. 1,042-4 in hand 
on the 81st March 1885. Tliero were 92 prosecutions instituted for breaches 
of the* provisions of the Act, and the aggregate amount of fines realized was 
Rs. 1,100-4. The Lodging-house Committee contributed to the municipality 
a sum of Es. 12,000 for the following purposes : —

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Tlie Committee under the Act consisted of three ofSciel and three non- 
official members. They met only twice during the year. It is stated that 
they htul no occasion to hold more meetings, as all conservancy matters under 
the Act were dealt with at the ordinary monthly meetings of the Municipal 
Commissioners. The number of deaths among pilgrims was 314 against 116 in 
the previous year. The increase was ^counted for by the Health Officer as 
being due rather to more accurate registration of deaths and closer supervision 
over the pilgrims than to any actual increase of mortality, as there was no 
epidemic of cholera or fever during the year. During tlio pilgrim seasons the 
lodging-houses were constantly visitod by the Health Officer ; and where cases of 
cholera occurred, the houses were disinfec^ by sulphur fumes and other means. 

120. In Dooghur 149 licenses were issued during tlio year for the accom- 
modation of 3,631 lodgers against 137 licenses granted in the previous year. 
ITie receipts of the fund, including a balance of Rs. 601-1, amounted to 
Rs. 1,221-7, and the expenditure to Rs. 1,028-4 11, leaving a balance of 
Rs. 193-2-1 to the credit of the fund at the close of the year. The Lodging, 
liouse Committee gave a grant of Rs. 700 to tlie local municipality for 
expenditure on the conservancy of the town, and constructed a reservoir 
for water and a well at a coat of Rs. 238-7-6. The Committee mot throe 
times during the year, and exercised a strict supervision over the working 
of the Act with a view to prevent the accommodation of pilgrims in unlicensed 
houses. The working of the Act in the town of Deoghur was on the whole 
satisfactory. 

121. In Ooloobaria 20 applications were received during the year for the 
grant of licenses to open lodging-houses. In all the cases licenses were granted 
on the cortiheate of the Health Officer as to the fitness of the houses for the 
recq>tion of lodgers. The receipts of the fund including an opening balance 
o£ Rs. 148-2-9 amounted to Rs. 662-6-9, and the expenditure to Rs. 473-1-4. 
The conservancy establishment employed by the Oommitteo consisted of two 
sweepers at Rs. 6 each per mensem for sweeping the streets daily, two mehters 
at Rs. 9 each for removing night-soil and urine from- the public latrines and 
urinals in the town, of which there are two of each kind, and one poon at Rs. 6 
for supervising the work of the sweepers and tho mehters. Besides these, there 
woro six more mehters employed by the Committee, who were paid by the 
lodging-house keepers and other residents of the town for removing filth from 
their houses. Tho night-soil of the town and the street sweepings were daily 
removed to a considerable distance from the town, and there buried under 
ground at a proper depth from the surface. The Committee hold nine meetings 
during the year and toot a great interest in the working of the Act. 

122. In Gurbotta, the working of the Act commenced from tho 1st 
January 1884. Tho receipts of the fund during the year 1884-85 amounted to 
Rs 1 10-8, and the expenditure to Rs. 68-2-3. A set of bye-laws was framed 
under section 37 of Act IV (B.C,) of 1871, and approved by the Lieutenant- 
Governor under section 38 thereof on the 11th November 1884. The Lodging- 
house Committee, which consisted of three official and three non-official 
members, held throe meetings during the year, and were very careful in super- 
vising tho working of the Act in the town. Three prosecutions were instituted 
during the year under section 17 of the Act, in two of which the accused were 
convicted. A sweeper was employed by the Oommitteo on a salary of Rs. 4 per 
month for sweeping the streets of the town and separate places were fixed for 
the burial and burning of corpses. It is reported that since the enforcement of 
the provisions of the Act the mortality in the town of Gurbetta has consider- 
ably diminished, and there was not a single case of cholera or small-pox during 
the year. 

123. Aetiim taken hy Government under sections 63, 64 and 65 of the 
controlling sections of the Municipal Act — These sections aro numbered 
59 to 66. The Select Committee in the report on the Municipal Bill thus 
explained -the object of these sections: — “ Wo imagine that the principle 
will generally be accepted, that it is desirable to leave to municipalities the 
greatest possible freedom of action so long as precautions are taken to ensure 
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that the liberty accorded to them will be rightly used. It is in the application 
of the principle that differences of opinion will be found. In our view the 
Docessary precautions do not lie in the direction of restraining the power of 
the rate<payers to elect their own representatives or of the Commissioners to 
elect their own Chaiman. We should prefer to attain our object by pro- 
viding~>/rs^, that the Magistrate shall have full opportunities of knowing what 
the municipality is doing or resolving to do; secondly^ that power shall be 
reserved to restrain a municipality from doing any specific act which may be 
dangerous to the public peace or injurious to the common interest ; thirdly, 
that measures sliall be possible by which a municipality may be compelled to 
perform any specific duty which it may have neglected to fulfil ; and fourthly ^ 
that a municipality which may show persistent neglect or incapacity shall be 
liable to be suspended for such time as the Government may direct- To these 
safeguards we are disposed to attach much importance, and we have not 
only included them in the Bill, but have emphasized them by classing them 
together under a sub-head of Control in that part of the Bill which describes the 
constitution of the municipality.” A case in which the power of 8U8j)ending 
the proceedings of the Commissioners vested in the Local Government 
under section (>3 was ozercised occurred in the Patna Municipality. (.)n the 
.‘list March 1884, tlie Commissioners of this municipality elected Mr. R. C. 
Mackcimic, a Civil Engineer, to be their Vice-Chairman for a term of two years 
on a salary of Rs. 800 a month, in consideration of his performing the (lutics 
of Engineer to the municipality in addition to those of the Vice-Chairman. 
The election was sanctioned by the Lieutenant-Governor under the first 
proviso to section 30 of Act V (B.C.) of 1876, When the new Municipal Act 
came into force and a new set of Comqaissioners were elected, they passed 
a resolution to the effect that they were entitled under the first part of section 25 
to elect a Vice-Chairman without reference to the previous appointment 
of a Vice-Chairman under Act V (B.C.) of 1876. The Commissioner of the 
Division pointed out to the Municipal Commissioners that their proceedings 
were ultra virea^ and that the appointment or election, by wbatevername it may 
bo called, of Mr. Mackennie v as saved by clause 3, section 2 of Act III (B.C.) 
of 1884, but they persisted in tlieir course and refused to reconsider the 
matter. The Commissioner was therefore compelled to pass an order under 
section 63 suspending the execution of the resolution and reported the matter 
to Government. The Superintendent and Remembrancier of Legal Affairs, to 
whom the question was referred for opinion, held that even if the election of 
Mr. Mackcjinie as Vice-Chairman of the Patna Municipality was not an appoint- 
ment under the Act of 1876, the new Act cannot affect the validity of the 
election for two years of the Vice-Chairman, nor affect his right to salary for that 
period, nor the liability of the Commissioners to retain his services under the 
contract. T’he Commissioners order has accordingly l)een directed to bo in 
force until further orders. 

124, Another case in which the powers vested in the Government under 
clause 2 of section 63 were exercised occurred in the town pf Burrisal in the 
district of Bnekergunge. The town is situated on the western bank of a river 
which goes by the name of the town. In front of tlie station there has 
formed a sand bank, or what is called in the vernacular a ohur. It remains 
totally submerged from May to November, but during tlie rest of the 
year a few patches of eartn here and there get dry owing to the fall of 
tlio river. One Chundi Charan Rai alleging himsolr to be the proprietor ’ 
of tlie sandbank applied to the Chairman of the Burrisal Mxmicipality 
for permission to cause excavations to be made near the water^s 
edge and earth to bo heaped on the chur: The Chairman gave him 
the necessary permission believing that ho was not entitled to take into 
consideration the probable f uifber use which the petitioner would make of the 
land thus raised artificially. Some of the residents of the town complained 
to the Magistrate against the order of the Chairman, under cover of which 
Chundi Charau Rai was laying the foundation of a bustee right in front 
of the town, which 'would seriously injure the health of the public. 
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Tlie importance of keeping the sand bank clear of habitations was so 
thorongmy recognized that a resolution to acquire it, in order to prevent its- 
ever being cultivated was passed by the municipality so long ago as 1872, but 
tlie proposal f^l through in consequence of want of urgency, as no attempt 
was ever made W any one to cultivate it. The Civil Surgeon of the district 
was of (minion that if the ehuf be allowed to be built upon it would vitiate 
the whole drainage of the town. The Magutrate of tlie district therefore 
passed an order under section 63 suspending the execution of the order 
granted by the Chairman of the municipality permitting Baboo Ohundi 
Charan Kai to make excavations on the ehur^ and reported the matter 
to Government for informatiim and further orders. The Commissioner of the 
Dacca Division, who was consulted by Government, stated that he had not the 
** slightest hesitation in saying that the result of erecting a buatee in front of the 
station, as desired by the petitioner, would be fatal to the health of the town. 
No inteiference with the river frontage should be permitted.” On the receipt 
of this report, the Lieutenant-Governor coniirpiea the order of the Magistrate, 
and directed that it shall permanently oontiuue in force without any modifi- 
cation. 

1;?5. The Bengal Local Self-Government Act of 1885. — A report on the 
working of municipal and other institutions in which the people of the 
country take a share in their management would not be complete unless some 
notice were taken of a measure which was passed at the lost session of the Bengal 
Legislative Council, and which is calculated to excite a practice.! interest among 
the i)eopl6 in the management of their own aJSairs, to develop self-help and self- 
reliance, and to promote the establishment of voluntary and intelligent agencies 
to assist the Government in the administration of the internal affairs vi the 
country, viz, Act. HI (B.C.) of 1885, the Bengal LiOcal Self-Government Act. 
The object of this enactment is to give the people of Bengal u substantial 
interest and responsibility in the management of their own local affairs. The 
existing District lioad and School Committees have very limited powers, and 
these powers ore generally exercised under close official control. The Oom- 
mittees hardly offer any attraction to men of education and ability who desire 
to participate in the monageinent of public business, and they afford no relief 
to the Government staff in the administration of the departments of work 
with which they are supposed to deal. The Local Self-Government Act will 
supply the people with tnat field of usefulness tiiey wanted, and will, it is 
hope(l, relieve Government officer's of much responsibilty. It is to have 
force and effect in every district in those provinces, except in the disliicrt.s 
of Singbboom, the Sontoal Pergunnohs, and the Chittagong Hill 'iVacts, 
and in the town of Calcutta, and in all those towns which are incorporated 
into municipalities under the provisions of the Bengal Municipal Act III 
(B.C.) of 1884. It provides for the establishment /of a District Board 

in every district and of Local Boards in 
Bub-divisions of districts, where the Lieute- 
nant-Governor may think thoro is available 
material for the formation of such Com- 
mittees. It directs, however, that in every 
sub-division of the sixteen districts, named 
in the margin, a Local Board ^lail bo 
established. It also provides for tho formation of Union Committees in a 
village or group of villages in any sub-division of a district. The members of 
Union Committoes shcul be elected from among the residents of the unions, 
and shall, in no case, be less than five or more than nine. The Act has, 
however, given the Lieutenant-Governor power to direct, by an order in 
writing, for reasons to be stated in such order, that any Union Committee shall 
consist, either wholly or in jjart, of members appointed by the Commissioner of 
the Division. The constitution of Local Boards in the districts mentioned 
above shall consist of members, of whom two-thirds are to bo elected and one- 
tbird nominated by Government, in all the other districts the members of 
Local Boards are to be appointed by Government, but the Lioutenant-Qoveruor 
has been vested with the power to enter tho name of any district in tho

A District Board abaH condst such number of membeis aS tlm lieutenant^ 
Governor may fix by notification, but it i^all not be less than nine. In districts 
where Local Boards Eball have been establi^ed, the District Boards ebidl 
consist of members, one-half of whom shsB be elected by <he Local Boards, 
and the other half appointed by the Government; The Act has entrusted these 
Boards with extensive powers and duties in regard to roads and communi- 
cations, hospitals and d^ensaries, sanitation, vaccination, famine relief, taking 
of census, maintenance of staging ban^alows, holding of fairs and exhibitions, ' 
and other matters of public interest and utility. They have also been entrusted 
with the maintenance and management of all pimaij and middle schools 
under public management within £eir respective jurisdictions, and Uio distri- 
bution of grantsdn-ald among private institutions for the promotion of prima^ 
education. Powers have also been given to them to construct and maintain 
tramways, railways, and water-works, and to take charge of or construct 
public buildings on Malf of Government. Such are briemy the provisions 
of the measure which was passed by the Bengal Legislative Council on 
the 6tli April last, and received the assent of llu Excellency the Governor- 
General on the 11th July 1865. It now remains with the people of the 
country themselves to show by their attendance and devotion to work in 
the Local and District Boards which are about to be formed whether the 
concessions made in the Act liinitod though they are at the beginning, 
should be widened, and more important afiairs of me country placed in their 
hands. 

126. Conclusion . — In the report for 1881-82, a brief summary of the 
municipal wants of some of the principal towns of the province was given. In 
this year’s report, a short account of the present condition of these towns has 
been famished. It will be found in appendix G.

r/*e 29th Stmietnher 1884.— The foUowiasr rules fox the eUoiioii of Miinicipal Com- 
missioBeiB in all HimioipalitieB in the Burdwan. Presidenoy, Bajshahye, Daooa« Ohittaeong, 
Patna, Bhag^poxei Orissa,' and Ohota Nagpore Dixisions (except Howrah and the Stihurbs 
of Calcutta), have heen laid down by the Lieutenant-Oovernor under section 15 of Act 
III (B.C.) of 1884:— 

Of the qmUJieatwn of .wtera, 

I, Persons otherwise qualified to vote inust he males, who have ^resided within the 
liznits of the municipality for one year previous to the date of the election. 

3. Subject to the above rule, all persons who have, during the year immwliately 
preceding the election, paid an aggregate amount of not less than Be. 1-8 in respe^ of any 
ratea imposed by the Act, and who have been duly registered as hereinafter provided, shaU 
be qualified to vote. 

3. Subject to the proviso contained in rule 1, any person who, being a member of a 
joint undivided family, one of the members of which has, during the year pmoeding such 
deotion, paid in respect of any of the rates imposed by the Act an aggregate amount of 
not less than Ro. 1-8, is a giuduate or licentiate of any University, or holds a oertifinate as a 
Pleader or Mooktear, or holds any office or employment carrying a salary of not less than 
Bi. 50 per mensem, shall be entitled to voto. 

Of the regkMimt of voters. 

4. As soon os possible after these roles shall have heen published, the Magistrate of 
(he district shall cause to be prepared a register of penons quaMed to vote. Such register 
shall be prepared from the assessment lists, trom enquiries made by persons specially deputed 
for cho purpose, and in such other manner as may appear expedient. Such register shall, 
from time to time, be oorrected and added to as the Magistrate may direct. It shall be the 
duty of the Chairman of the Municipality to furnish the Magistrate or the Sub- Divisional 
Officer with any available infonnation required for the preparation and correction, from time 
to time, of the register in question. 

5. At least one month before the date fixed for the elections as hereinafter provided, 
an extract from the renter, showing the persona qualified to vote withiu each ward, shall be 
published at suitable plooes within that ward. A copy of the whole register shall also 
published at the municipal office. 

6. The Magistrate, or such other gosetted officer as he m^y depute for the purpose, 
shfdl sit to hear and decide objections to, and claims for, registration of voters on some date 
of which at least three days’ notice shall have been given, and which shall be at least ten days 
after the publication of the lists in question, and at least one week before the date fixed for 
the oommeuoemeut of the elections; and such decision shall be final. 

7. The ward lists os amended, after the hearing and decision of claims and objections, 
shall bo considered aa the final lists of persons entitled to vote at the Sections, and no person 
whose name does not appear in the word lists vhoU be permitted to vote. 

0/ the qmlifioalioth and the nonnination of candidates. 

8. Any penon qualified to vote under those rules shall bo qualified for nomination as 
a candidate. 

9. Any rate-payer qualified to vote may nominate any other qualified person as a 
candidate. 

10. The Magistrate shall, at least six weeks heforo the date fixed for tho oommenoe- 
ment of the eleotious, issue notices calling for nominations of oaudidatos. Buoh nominations 
shall be delivered at the municipal office within fourteen days from the date of publication 
of the notices in question. No names of candidates shall be received after the expiration 
of such period. 

II. 'I he preliminary list of oaudidatos, with the names of tho persons nominating them, 
shall be published in each ward, and at the munictpal office, at least throe wee^ before the 
date fixed for the commencement of the eleotious. A notification shall at Uie same time he 
published, fixing a date for the hearing of obiectionB to candidates. Such date shall be 
at least one we& later than the publioation of the notification in question. 

12. The Magistrate, or suon other gantted officer as the magistrate may depute for 
thepurpose^.shall hear and deoida all ohj^ons to candidates; and such decision shaU be 
final. Before publishing the final list, he shall ascertain that oil the eondidates ate eligible 
and willing to stand for election. 

13. The final list of oondidatee shall he wblished in each ward, and at the municipal 
office, at least one week before the date fixed for the commencement of the elcotioiiB. No 
candidate whose name is not contained in such list shall be eligible for election. 

Of the manner holding efeciions. 

1 4. The elections for the diffierent wsrds shall be held on such date as may be fixed hy 
the Lieutenant-Governor and notified in the Calcutta Gazette. 
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15. The Moffistrat.' shall decide at ^et ttlaesf the election for each ward shall be 

held. 

16. The date fixed for the eleotioa in eaob ward shall he duly notified by beat of drum, 
and by th^ubUoation of notioes in such ward at least one month beforehand. 

17. !ll^oh voter shall be entitled to vote for the ward in which hf? ordinarily resides, 

and for no other. He idtall be entitled to vote for as many candidates os there axe 
vaesnoies for such ward. . . 

18. AUpersonswishingto vote must be present at the elections. No votes by proxy 
or in writing wsU be receive. 

19. The Magistrate, or sucb other gazetted officer as the Magistrate may depute for 
the purpose, shall preside at the election lor each ward, assisted by a Committee of not less 
than three and not more than five rate-payers of the ward, nominated by the Magistrate. 

20. The proceedings shall oommeuoe by tlie presiding officer explaining the nature 
and objects of the meeting to the assembled votws. He shall then read out the list of 
candidates, and state the number of vacancies. 

21. Each candidate shall then he proposed by one qualified voter, and seconded by 
another. Subject to the control of the presiding officer on points of order, each candidate 
and his proposer and seconder shall be permitted to address the assembled voters on the 
subject of bis candidature. The names of candidates not duly proposed and seconded shall 
be removed from the list. 

22. In the ease of the number of the candidates duly proposed and seconded not being 
greater than the number of vacancies, the presiding officer, if no is satis&cd that not less 
than 10 per cent, of tiie registered voters for the ward or wards in which the election is 
taking place are present, shall at once declare such candidates to be duly elected. 

28. If the number of candidates duly proposed and seconded exceeds the number of 
vacancies, the presiding officer shall proceed to call fur a show of hands in favour of eaod 
candidate. The presiding officer shall decide and state which of the oandidatas have rooeiveh 
the largest number of votes by the said shows of hands. Should no poll be demanded 
against any one candidate, he shall declare such candidate to be duly elected. 

24. Any defeated candidate, or his proposer or secoiiuer, may demanded a poll on 
his behalf, as against any or all of the candidates selected under the above rule. 

25. When a poll is demanded, the votes shall then and there be recorded by the 
presiding officer wiw his own band. All objections to voters shall, if possible, be summoiily 
decided by the presiding officer, after reference to the register. No objections shall be 
entertained other than objections arising oat of matters subsequent to registration under 
rule 6. 

26. The presiding officer shall then and there declare such candidates as have a dear 
majority of votes to be duly elected. Provided that no candidate diall be declared to be 
duly elected unless at least 10 per cent, of the registered voten for the ward have appeared 
and recorded their votes. 

27. If 10 per oent of the registered voters for the ward are not present (Bole 22), 
or have not appeared and recorded their votes (Buie 26), the presiding officer shall report 
that the electors have failed, under section 16 of the Act, to elect Commissionen for 
the word. 

28. In case of an equality of votes for the same vacancy, and when the number of 
vacancies does not admit of all the candidates who have obtained an equality of votes being 
elected, the presiding officer shall postpone the election, fixing at the same time a date upon 
which the proceedings shall be re-commenced. When the majority for any candidate consists 
only of disputed votes, with reference to which further enquiry appears to bo necessary, the 
lesmt of such enquixy shall be notified on a subsequent date. 

29. The list of dulv returned candidates for the whole municipality shall be forwarded 
to the Commissioner of the Division for publication in the Calctstta OaaetU. 


MiBcellaneom. 

30. No election shall be invalidated on a point of form, provided that these rules have 
been substantially obeyed. 

81. No election shall be invalidated on account of any irroguliirity whatever, unless it 
shall appear that that irregularity was such as' materially to affect the result of the 
election. 

82. ^ No person in the employment or pay of the munioipaUtysludl, directly or indirectly, 
engage in oanvaosing for votes, or otherwise assist in the election of any candidate, otherwise' 
than by giving his own vote. Any breach of this rule will render him liable to 
dismiw. 

33. All coiris inclined in the preparation of the register of voten, the publioaHon of 
notices, the holding of electioni, or taking any other neocesaiy aotioiu under these riile^ riiali 
be payable by the Uommiseioaen out of she musioipal fond. .

elected, the presiding officer shall postpone tho eletion, fixing at tho same timo a date upon 
which the proceedings shall be ro-oommouoed. the majority for any (jniididato 

consists only of disputed votes, with reference to which furiher inquiry appears to be neces- 
sary, tho result of such enquiry shall be notified on a subsequent date. 

29 The list of duly returned candidates for the whole municipality shall bo forwarded 
to the Commissioner of the Division for publicution in tho Calcutta Gazette. 

Miwellaneom. 

30. No person in the employment or pay of the municipality shall, directly or 
indiraotly, engage in canvassing for votes, or oihorwise assist in the election of any candi- 
date, otherwise than by giving his own veto. Any broach of this rule will render him 
liable to dismissal. 

31. All costs incuiTed in tho prsparation of the register of voters, tho pnbUoation of 
notices, the holding of elections, or taking any other necessary actions under these rules, 
shall be payable by the Commissioners out of the muuioipal fund.

The 26th October 1884.— The following rules for the election of Municipal Commis- 
sioners for the ICtmidpaUi^ of the Suburbs of Calcutta have been laid $>wn br the 
Lieutenant-Governor under section 16 of Act III (B.C.) of 1884, 


0/ihe number of and Wanls. 

1. The Suburban Municipality shall bo divided into six wards, in the following 
manner : — 

Ward No. 1. comprising the police thanas of Oossipore, Chitpore and Ooltadanga. 

Ward No. II, comprising the thanas of Manicktollah and Baliaghatta. 

Ward No. Ill, comprising the thfmas of Entally and Baniapookur. 

Word No. IV, oom^iaing the thanas of Ballygunge and Tollygunge. 

Ward No. V, comprising the thanas of Bhowanipore and Alipore. 

Ward No. VI, comprising the thanas of Watgunge, Ekbalpore and Garden Beach. 

2. There shall be thirty Municipal Commissioners, of whom ten shall bo nominated 
by Government and twenty elected under those rules to represent the several wards. 

3, The twenty elected Commissioners shall be allotted to the soreral wards in the 
following manner 

To Ward No. I, three Oommissionors.

„ No. Ill, three ' „ 

„ No. IV, two „ 

„ No. V, five „ 

„ No. VI, four „ 

Of the qualification of wters, 

4, Persons otherwise qualified to vote must be males, who have resided within the 
limits of the municipality for one year previous to the date of tiie election. 

fi. Subject to the above rme, all persons who have, during the year iramedialely 
preceding the election, paid an aggregate amount of not less than Bs. 3 in respect of any 
rates iwiposed by the Act, and who have been duly registered as hereinafter provided, shal 
be qualified to vote. 

0. Subject to the proviso contaiuod in Rule 4, any person who, being a member of a 
joint undivided family, one of the members of which has, during the yoar preceding such 
election, paid, in res^Hjct of any of the rates imposed by the Act, an aggregate ammuic; of 
not loss than Bs. 3, or is a graduate or licentiate of any University, or holds a -certificate as a 
Header or Mooktear, or Bolds any office or employment carrying a sahiry of not loss than 
Bs. 60 per mensem, shall bo entitled to vote. 

7. EachvotershoUbtf entitled to vote for the word in which ho ordinarily resides, and 
for no other. Each voter shall have as many votes os there ore vacaaoios, and may give us 
many of these votes as ho pleases to any ono or more candidates. 

Of the registration of colon, 

8. For each ward a register shall he prepared by the Municipal Commissioners, in 
which riioll bo entered tho names of the persons qualified to vote at elections. This register 
for each ward shall be prepared os soon as possible after the apjiroval of these rules by 
Government, and hereafter shall be revised annually, and republished on the 1st October in 
each year. 

9. When the registers are ready, copies of them shall be affixed at the principal civil 
and criminal courts, and at the office of the CommirsionerB, and so much or them as may 
refw to each ward shall be affixed at each police'Station in that ward, and at such other places 
as may be deemed by tho Ghoiiman to be ueoessary. 

10. Objections to, and claims for, the regis^tion of voters may be made at any time 

being not leas than 18 days before the election. All such objections and claims shaU ^ 
heard by three Gommissiouers, to he ^pointed by the Chairman, who do not stand for eleo- 
tion in tho ward to which the objeotioDs and claims apply. The decision of the majority 
shall be final. ^ ^ 

11. No person shall be qualified to vote unless his name has been entered in the 
register of vot^. 

Of the quAhfimtvon cmd the nomination of candidates. 

12. The Chairman shall, at least 80 days before the date fixed os hereinafter provided 
for the oommenoement of the elecUona, issire notices oalling for nominations of candidates. 

13. Any perB(m qualified to vote under these rules shall be qualified for nomination as 

a candidate. 
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14. Any four personBi^gistereduB qualified to vote in any ward may nominate a 
oandidiito for oleotiou to represent such ward. I'he nomination shall be m^e in writing 
in the form annested to these rules, and the oimdidate shdll signi^ on the nomination pax>er 
his consent to the nomination. The nomination paper shall to delivered at the munioipal 
office not loss than 10 days Ix^fore the date fixed for we election. 

1(). The Chairman (dioll forthwith ascertain whether the nominators and the candidate 
respcctivoly are qualified in accordanoe with these rules. If satisfied in ^is respect, ho shall 
insert the namo of the candidate in a Hat of candidates for the Commissionersliip or Com- 
xnissiouerships to be tilled up. Such list sliall also contain a speoification of the quolifioations 
of the oandidate, and specifications of the names and qualifications of the i>erBQUB nominating 
him. 

10. On or before tho morning of the ninth day previous to the election, the Chairman 
shall cause a copy of the list to be afiixed at tho muuicipal ofiloe, and another at each police* 
station within tho \rard. 

17. Any registered voter may, within 48 hours from the publication of the list nt tho 
municipal office, object in writing to anv such nomination; his objectiou shall specify the 
grounds on wliicli it is made, tuid shall be dtdivered at the municipal office. 

18. Sucli objection shall, within 24 hours, be decided summarily by the Sub-Committee 
appointed by the Chairman under llulo 10, and the decision, which shall bo immaliatcly 
announcod, wall be final.

19. The election of Gommissioiiors in each ward shall bo held on such date (not being 
leas than 30 days after the publication of the register of voters under Rule 9) as the Chair- 
man, with the sanction of the Ijooal Ooveinmeut, mny appoint Tliis date shall be 
aunoau(«d by advertisement in the Caleutia Onzatict and in suoli iiowspapors as the Chairman 
may, think desirable ; also by a notice affixetl at the municipal office and at each ju)li(‘o- 
stution in the ward, and at any other place which may seem to the Chuiiman to bo uciuissary 
for tho due iinblication of tho notitio,

21. Tlie Municipal Coramiasioners shall appoint polling officors and other establish* 
ments, and may define their duties so far as they umy not be defined by these rules. 

22. The allcwani'cs of establishments shall be fixed by tlio ComiiiLssiouerR, and those, as 
well os all other expeiiscs incurred in conducting tho elections, shall bo ]>aid from the funds 
of the municiimlity. 

23. Jf the n\imb«r of oatididatos be not greater than the number of vmsaiicios, tlie 
Chaiminn shall declare the candidate or candidates to he duly eliMited If tJiere be any 
vacancies for which no candidates have appeared, the Ohoirmuu shah renort the fact for the 
information of Govenimont. 

24. If tho number of candidates be greater than the number of vap:mcie8, the Chair- 
man shall issue a public notice (to ho affixed at the municipal office, at tho police stations, 
and at as many as powible of the chief public offices, and to be otherwise notified iu such 
manner as mny seem to him necessary), declaring tho day and hours iu which, and the plac^e 
at which, the election is to be hold, and also the names of the candidates. 

25. The poll shall commence at 8 a.m. and shall close at (» i».m. 

26. Each oandidate may appoint, by a letter to the Clnurman, a copy of which shall be 
delivered by the candidate to each agent to serve as his authority, not more than two agents 
to be present at the polling place to watch the proceedings on his behalf, and to bring to 
the notice of the polling oifficers any instance of false personation or other malpractice which 
may come to their knowledge as the election nrooeeds. Such agents shall be hound to obey 
any directions which the pwsiding olli(3er snail give them for the purpose of keeping order ; 
and no election shall be invalidated on the ground that the jiresiding officer has excoodfid his 
poweis in this r^speoi 

27. The polling officer shall he provided with a list of the registered votera qualified 

to vote within the ward. ’ 

28. The votes shall be token by means of voting papers. 

29 A voter may either attend at the polling place and record his vote, or he may 
forward his vote to the polling offioor, so that it may reach him before the hour fixed for the 
close of the poll 

30. Any voter wishing to obtain a voting paper beforehand may apply, not less than 
five olefir days before the day fixed for the oloetion, at the munioipal office for a voting paper. 
Tho appUoatiou sh^ll he in writing, and shall bear the signature of the voter written with his 
uwn hand ; it shall specify his address and his number on the register. A voting paper 
in the form appended to these rules shall he at onoe forwarded to the voter by post» or W 
such other mode of oouveyauoe as may he convenieoit. 
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31. The voter having reoeived this voting paper may*— 

(1) Return it bj^ost, duly filled up, to the municipal office, in a closed cover 

marked “ Voting paper — Wiird No.—; ” or 

(2) Present it himself at the polling place withm the time fixed for the poll. 

32. All voting papers received at the office in aooordanoe with the first clause of the 
last rule shall be made over unopened to the polling officer to be opened by him publicly at 
the polling place within the hours fixed for tiie poll. 

^ 33 Should any cover received at the municipal office, and not marked as required by 
Rule 31, be found to contain a voting paper otherwise in order, such paper shall ne imme- 
diately placed in a cover and sent to the polling officer to bo dealt with according to 
Itule 32. 

34. No duplicate voting papers shall be issued, but any voter, to whom a voting paper 
may have been forwarded uudei* those rules, may nevertheless attend and vote in person at 
the polling place. In this cose the original voting paper shall be oonsidorod os cancelled. 

35. The voting papers sent out from the office under Rule 30 shall be printed on paper 
of a different colour from that used for papers to be furnished at the polling place. They 
shall bear the signature of the Chairman stamped upon them, and shall bo numborod <{on- 
sooutivoly, and duplicates of them similarly numbered shall bo kept in counterfoil. 

30. Any voter who may present himself at the polling place to vote shall appear before 
a polling officer, who tdiall question him as to his name, address, and number on the register, 
and af I or noting these facts in a voting paper (numbered consecutively), and in the coun- 
terfoil, shall hand over the voting paper to him. 

37. Tlie voter shall, if he can read and write, record his own vote on it, and shall pre- 
sent it to the presiding officer, who shall initial it, and shall enter the vote on the copy of the 
register made over to him under Rule 27. 

3S. If the voter be unable to read and Write, his vote shall be recorded for him by an 
offioiT authorized by the Chairman ; the paper shall then be retuniod to him for presentation 
to the presiding officer, who shall doal with it as directed in the preceding rule. 

35>. In all cases in which the voting paper is filled up in a language other than English, 
tlie name of the voter and of tlie person or persons for whom he votes shall bo entered in 
English by an officer authorized by the Chairman. 

40. If a voting paper received by post is not in order, the polling officer shall neverthe- 
less re<3eivo and record the vote, at the same time recording the ohjeoliou and separating the 
voting paper from those papers to which there is no objection. 

41. If an objection , on the sround of personation, of non-registry or any other cause, 
bomotle to the polling officer in any case, the vote shall nevertheless be noted and soporuted 
UP above, and the objection shall bo recorded. 

42. Any agent appointed by a cu.iididate in aocoirdanwi with Rule 2C may m8])oct any 
voting paper, lie may, at any time up to the close of the poll, ohjtKjt in writing to the 
reception of any vote, stating the grounds <»f his objections, and ho shall sign sucdi statement. 

43. If in auy cane the presiding officer shall find that a second voting pajior is presented, 
purjtorting to be on account of a person whose vote has been already recorded, he shall 
proceed in the same manner as in the wise mcntioncHl in Rule 41. 

U. At the close of the poll, the ]»reBiding c»ffioer shall transmit to the Chairman all 
ohjwtiims, together with all the records relating to them. Tlic Chairman, or, if ho bo 
prcvouled fjoin attending, a Sub-Committee of Commiasioiiers appointed by him, shall 
procood on tin* lioxt following day, not l>eing a Sunday or holiday, to hear and determine 
such objocstions, and the decision shall be final. 

45. At the close of the poll, the polling officer shall forward to tho Chairman all 
the voting papers, arranged according to their eousecutivo numbers, in a packet duly sealed 
and secured. 

40. As soon as may be after the decision of objection has boon concluded, the 
(lhairmau shall publish, in the Calcutta Qazrttey and at the munioi[)al office, the names of 
the person or iwreons in whose behalf votes have been rcn^orded, and the number of votes 

g iven for each of them ; and the candidates for w'hom the greatest number of votes shall 
ave been given shall be declared to have Ijeen duly elected. 

47. if the same person be a candidate for eleotion in more than ono word, on hi.s elec- 
tion for one ward bo shall oease to be eligiblo in any other word. 

48. In case of an equality of votes tho t'halrman shall give a casting vote. 

49. No election shall be invalidated on a point of form, provided that these rules have 
been substantiBlly obeyed. 

60. No eleotion shall be invalidated on account of any irregularity whatever, miless it 
shall appear that that irregularity was such as materially to affect the result of the election. 

61. No person in the omployment or pay of the municipality shall, directly or 
indirectly, engage in canvassing for votes, or otherwise assist in the election of any candidate, 
otherwise than by giving his own vote. Any breach of rule will render tlie offender 
liable to dismissal.

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APPENDIX G. 

DESCEimON as TOWNS. 

Howrah is the most important town in Ben^l next to Calontta and its 
Suburbs. It is the hood-quarters of the magisterial district of Howrah, and is situated 
on the west bank of the river Hooghly. It was oonetituted a munioipality in November 
186it. Its population is 99,764 and area 1 1 square miles. It is lighted with ^as and is the 
teiminus of the East Indian Ilailway. It has several mills and manufaotories of various 
sorts and some im^rtant docks for the repair of ships. It is oonneoted with Oaloutta by a 
massive pontoon Wdge constructed across the river in the year 1873-74. Howrah has a 
Town Hall and a fine bridge built over the railway oonneoting the northern portion of the 
town with the southern portion, where all the public offioes, the jail and the hospital are 
situated. 

Utterpnrnh . — Utterpamh is a small town situated on the north of Bali khal, and is 
bounded on the north by Bliadrakali, on the south by the Bali khal, on the east by the river 
Hooghly, and on the west by the East Indian Hailway line. Its area is about 1 squaro mile. 
The TJtterparah nihikari Sabah, the puhlio libra^, the charitable dispensary, the Q-ovemment 
English school, the vernaoidar school and the ^ri’s school, are the institutions which oontri- 
buto greatly to the importance of the place. The large and well-built hotisos and well laid- 
out gardens of tho wealthy residents add to the beauty of tlie town. 

fiferawpor#*.— Tlie Smumporo Municipality is situated on the right bank of the river 
Hooghly between Kotrung Municipality to the south, Bydabati Muniolpality to the north, 
and tho East Indian Railway to the west. A portion of it lies to tho west of the East Indian 
Bailway at Serampore station which is about 12 miles north of Howrah, the terminus. 
Tho municipality lies on the high hank of tho liiver Hooghly and on the slope outwards 
towards Dankooni heel. Towards the north, tho railway is voiy oloso to the river. It 
diverges from the river at tho shoulder formed by tho south side of a creek of the river, on 
which stands the old Danish settlement of Serampore. Tho munidpality begins a short way 
south of Becorafooly station where the branch trunk road lies immediately to the west of 
the Hue, and (Kimprises within its limits the Sertunpore station, whore the road following the 
river bonk, orosses the lino to the oast, and Connagor station th^o miles to the south of it. 
The area is about 5 square miles, and the length about 5^ miles. The northern end of tho town 
is the most thickly populated. Here is the old settlement of Serampore, now tho head-quarters 
of tho suh-division witu tho old missionary college, the cutohories, onurch, sub-divisional house, 
and other hnildiugs dating from tho time of tho Danes and the houses of the Gossain and De 
Families with many good houses, partly thoir property and partly that of others. By the 
college stands the India Jute Mill. The old curiom of ritih members of |oint families going 
out, and building houaes for themselves, gives the native quarter a very ininous appoarauoe as 
many old houses get out of repair. The population of Seramporo town, with BuUubpore 
and Chattra, is about lu,0(i0. 

Next to Serampore, BuUubpore and Chattra, is the Mohesh and Bishra ward. Mainly 
by means of tho Hastings and Wellington Jute Mills, this is becoming a busy place of trader 
On the aide of tho Grand Trunk road hero, there are the two Jiiggernath oars of Mobesli 
and BuUubpore, which are dragged every year. The interior of the ward west of tho road 
is thinly populated, and has not much tramo exiMipt bricks, which ore manufactured towards 
the railway. Population about 6,000, area IJ square miles. 

('onnagar, wnich is on the south of the Bishra ward with a similar population and area, 
is a village of eduoated mon. It has one of the earliest schools, which takes rank as a 
zillah school, a good vernacular school, a girl’s school with about 00 pupils. The main 
support of its inhabitants is tho income from the situations in Calcutta and elsewhere held 
by many of them. 

Hooghly and Chiiimrah . — This municipality is hounded on the east, by the Hooghly river, 
on the west, by tlie Grand Trunk road and the bridge at its junction with tho Buitola rood, 
on the north by Kharaarparah, and on tlie south by the French Chandranagore. 7’he area 
of tho town is about 6 square miles, and tho population according toth<» last census, is 01,177. 
Some parts of the town such as Hooghly, Chinsuroh proper, the major portion of Chandiu- 
nogore and Bhahngunge are thickly populated ; while others are more like large villages and 
are inhabited chiefly by the ponror classes. The river Hooghly runs along the oust and the 
Grand Trunk roail along tho west of the town up to Naldanga. The two main outlets for the 
discharge of the rain water are the Kooshigunge drain on tho south and the Bali klial on the 
north. The former drains Chinsurah and Chandranagore and the latter Hooghly. Besides 
these there ere other largo drains whioh as well as the two oliief ones communicate with the 
river. The present state of the town in comparison with its fonner condition shews 
great improvement, particularly in roads, drains and other sanitaiy works. Since the 
establishment of the municijiality many metalled roads have been constructed, and the 
conation of the kutoha roads lias also been greatly improved. The construction of now 
drains in several parts of tho town and tho closing up of well privies and others which 
existed on the side of the old Dutch drains in Ohinsur^, tho gradual tilling up of low places 
and stegiuvnt pools with l^o street sweepings, tho disoontinuanoe of the praotioeaj of throwing 
dead bodies into the rivor and fouling tho ohur lands, the ooustruction of puldio latrines 
at different localities, the removal and disposal of sight-soil, the regulation of toe burial and 
burning grounds, and tho lighting of some of the principal roads have greatly contributed to 
^6 comfort, convenience, and health of the people. 
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dBccr^Nucn.— 3!1ie town of Burdwon extonds over an area of about 8 equaie miles. 
Through the oentre of it, from west to east flows the river Bauko, a small stream that 
receives its swply from Iho river Damooda that runs in the same direotion on the aonth of 
the town. The town is open nearly throughout, and cannot boast of any buildings with 
eUims to arohitectural beauty. The |>alaoe of the Maharajah is a largo extensive innge of 
buildings solidly oonstruoted, but its environs are moan and squalid. There is ample rood 
oommunioation, but some of the roads require widening. There are some largo tanks belong- 
ing to the Mahartnah which used by the people for bathing and drinking purposes. 

ir«<fna/>or 0 .'~-Midnapore is situated on the north bonk of the river Cossye on the edge 
of the laterite. The town slopes from oast to west with a fall of about 50 feet in two 
miles. The drainage is naturally very good falling into the Cossye either through 
a khal which runs through the town or throu/h the paddy flclds lying on &o 
east. There is only one part oi the town lying in a smali hollow where there is any 
diflioulty about the drainage. Until of lute the town has had a very good reputation 
for health, but during the past two or three years the epidemic fever oaused a considerable 
number of deaths. The greatm* portion, of the rate-payers are small shop-keepers, and the 
municipality is by no means rich. Act UI (B.O.) 1864, was extended to the town of Midna- 
poreon the 1st April lh65. The population of the town acc.urdiDg to the last oeiisus 
was 38,924, 

Kishnaghur.--'Tho town of Eishnaghur is an irregularly built oolloction of huts and 
puooa buildings erected without much order or design. One predominating feature of the town 
18 the number of bamboo clumps which are found in all parts of it, and which bring a great 
profit to the owners. They greatly impede ventillation and aiford convenient shelter for the 
oommission of nuisance. The area of iho town is 7 square miles, and it contains a population 
of 27,477 persons. There are a few good broad roads, but the larger number of thorough- 
fares are lanes wliich become water-courses in the ruins. The town being built on the bod of 
an old branch of the Jelliughee consists of many ugly holes and low lauds that require either 
flUiug up or turning into serviceable tanks. 

Santipore . — The town of Santinoro is the second town in the district of Nuddoo. It is 
bounded on the north and east by tne rivulet called Nizur, on the south by the Gauges, and on 
the west by the Horipore khal. The area of the municipality is about 0 square miles. The 
generality of the people ore far more oivilisod than the i^abilants living in more rural towns 
of Bengm. There is, however, muoh party feeling among the inhabitants and the work of 
the munioipaUty is oonsoquontly retarded for want of unanimity. The sanitary condition of 
the town is not satisfactory. 

Jtmag/iai.’^Tho town of Eanaghat is situated on the hanks of the river Chtirni, which 
runs on Uie north and west. It has a khal on (ho north-east and the Eastern Bengal Btato 
i^ilway lino intersects it almost in the hiiddlo. The portion of the town lying to the west is 
inhabited by the well-to-do section of the community. It is remarkable for its good health, 
and is growing in importance since it has become the oonverging point of the luilway system 
in Control Bengal. 

Jesaore . — Tlio Jessoro Munioipalily is bounded on the north by Nowaparah and ShokhaU, 
on the west by the Jheuida road and Arif poor, on the south by tho Chansrah road and on 
the east by the river Bhaimb. Its area is nearly d square miles, and it contains 1 1 villages. 
The houses are mostly thatohod, and therefore peculiarly liable to ooaiiagratioa. Masonry 
houses ore rare, and snob as there are, are mostly m the occupation of prostitutes. There 
is indeed a very great dearth of house accommodation. To the oast and south of tho 
town, there is a largo tract of country which is mooli overgrown with j angle. Tho Bhairub 
supplies a large part of the town witli drinking water, and is the main agency for carrying 
away the droiaage of the town. Naturally tho uraiuago would havo been away from the 
river, hut by a system of deep cutting it has been taken through tho high bank into the 
river. This, of course, makes it additionally imperative to keep the drains door, a duty 
which is reported to he by no means adequately performed. The munioipaUty is 
crowded witii tanks, most of which are extremely foul, and is muoh overgrown with nuik 
vegetation. 

Khulna . — ^The new municipality of Khulna is at tho head-quarters of tho district of 
that name. It is bounded on the north by the river Bhairub, on the west by the villagos of 
Bara Boyra and Goalparah, on the south by tho Labonoora Nowdora khal and Mattiokhali 
khal, and on the east by the river Iloopsa. Its area is estimated to be 5 square miles, 
ooutaining seven villagos. A portion of tho town was muoh improved by tho Boad Cess 
Oommittteo just before the munioipaUty was established. 

Berhampore covers an area of about 10 square miles, and is divided 
into six wards, vix. Gorabazar, Cantonment, Berhamporo, Khugro, Sydabad, and ('^simbazar. 
With the exception of the last, ward aud port of the oydabad ward, tho entire portion of the 
town is thioluy inhabited. A sluioe gate was oonstruoted last year at Gorubazar at a 
cost of about 1^. 1,600, with a view to improve the sanitatiou of the town by opemng a 
oommunioation between the river Bhagirathi and a large heel to the oast. 

The station of DarjwUDg stands on the top of a spur of the Himmalaya, 
runoing nearly north to south. The European quarter is situated on the upper slopes of the 
spur, and tho lower portions contain the outoheiry, the police Unca and the bazar, whilst 
below these, Ues the native town, chiefly occupied by the poorer classes of nativM, and 
consistiiLg of huts built without method or regulariiy, and without m^oh regard to saoihition. 
Almost ul the houses within tho town ore built of bvioki or stone, and roofed with ooixugated or

The muttidpality of %a was establUlied in May 1865 under Act III (BvO.) of 
1864. The population liriu^ ydthin muniotpal liniits is 76,415 oooordiing to the oensus of 
Fehmary 1881. The town of Gya is situated on the western batik of the river Pholga 
wHoh dries up in hot weather, hut in the monsoon swells to a oonsiderable stream. The 
town may bo divided into three parts, vis. (1) Sahobgungo or the new town; (2) the 
European quarter, fmd (3) the old Gya town or Gyaji as it is called. The eastern portion 
is situated «»n a ridge running parallel to the course of the river which is its eastern 
boundary. The western side slopes gradually to a plain which is terminated on the south 
by the Brahmojoui and Gobaohhoa hills. Tho Ramsila and tho Hurli hills skirt the 
norihem slope of tho town. The greater port of tho town is thus in a valley with hiUs 
on oil sides. The houses in Gya are mode of pnooa or kutoha bricks and miii The 
first thing that strikes the attention of a visitor in Sahobgunge is its wide and clean 
streets, especially near the chawk or market, which are a striking contrast to the narrow 
lanes of the old town. The extreme limits of Gya extend about 4? miles by 2, but many 
parts of the included aroa are occupied by gardens and plantations. iSahebgunge is 
intersected by roads which are metalled with one or two exceptions. I'horo are no motdled, 
roads in the old town, its streets being ill-paved with boulders. The ghats on the river 
Phalgu, which ore many, are built of puoea masonry. Some oF those are now and in good 
condition. There are very few public buildings at Gya worth ineuiiouing. except the 
Government offices, the school, the public library and the dispensary. In the old town of 
Gya is the famous temple of Vishnupad overlooking the river l^halgu. It is visited by 
pilgrims at all times <»f the year. Thore ore, however, tliroe fixed times in the year when 
the pilgrims come in larger numbers, viz. in Mnvcli, September, and December. The climate 
of Gya is healthy and genial. It is very hot and dry lu the summei- mouths, but delight- 
ful in the C(dd weather, and in the rains which begin to fall Jiom Juno and continue till the 
end of September. The trade of Gya is considerable. Its exports are oliiefly grain, such 
as rice, pulses, linseed and tussur cloth manufactured at Maupur. The imports are chiefiy 
piece-goo^. A vast improvement has been effoctod in the present condition of Gya ns con- 
trasted with its past. Tho roads and streets have in many plac.vs been widened by 
breaking down the chahttraH (platforms) and other encroachments, and a complete system 
of improved drainage lias Ihjou pi*ovided. Many public latrines which were greatly needed 
have been opened for tho oonvenionoo of the people, and unwholesomo hollows have boon 
filled up. There has also been considerable improvement in the lighting of tho town. Simje 
the opening of the Gya-Tatna State liailway a great impetus has beou giveu to the trade 
of Gya, 

Arrah, — Tho municipality of Arrah was established in the year 1865. It has a popula- 
tion of 42,998 persons. Tho town is situated on a table laud somewhat uudulutiiig. The 
natural slope is towards tho north. Tho surface drainage all flows in this diruction, and 
thence into tho Ganges. Some eight miles from tho town is a small stream oalled tho 
“ Gaugeo,” which is probably the abandoned bed of a river. The town is divided inU, two 
portions by this stream. There are two largo bridges over it couueoting the two 
portions. 1'he town is rather crowded and tho condition of the lanes, though greatly 
improved, is not such as cjould he expected. Much attention is now being paid in 
their imijrovement. On tlie west of tlie town thera is a very large open space of ground or 
raoidau, in which tho offices of the Magistrate and Collector, the ohuroh, the Government 
school and tho oirouit bungalow are situated. The maidon also oontaius a raoe-oonrso, and 
is known by the name of Rumna. The place is generally regarded as healthy, though at 
times it supers from epidemics of cholera. 

Mozufferporfi.^T\\Q town of Mozufferpore was imjorpornted in November 1 864. It is 
skirted on the north by a narrow stream called the “ Burhi Gunduok.” The average length 
of the town from north-west to south-oost is two miles and a half and its breadth is two miles. 
It has an area of about 5 sqam:o miles. On the north and oast of the town there ore orohards 
and handsome gardens, and on the west are rural villages. The town, except in a few plac'cs, 
stands on sufficiently high laud. 

Durhhunga. — The municipality at this place was established on the Ist of November 
1864 under the District Towns Improvement Act of that year. Tlie town is situated on very 
low land, and abounds in tanks and largo hollows which were excavated in order to obtain 
earth for building purposes. It contains of 65,955 persons densely packed in parts. Tl has 
very few good wide roads, though in this respect it is bettor off than many otlior towns. 
fVfmi the period that tho Durbhunga Eaj came imder the management of tho Court of 
Wards, improvements have been made in this direction, and the Maharajah .since attaining 
his majority has continued to assist in tho work of improvement. The town owes to tho 
Durbhunga Baja a haudsomo hospital, a spacious regularly built bazar, aud sevci'al other oon- 
siderable advantages. Owing to the low situation and the denao crowding, the place has a 
reputation for unheslthmeBS from which the neighbouring distriot head-quarter towns oi'o 
comparatively free. 

Chnprah . — Chupra is a long narrow town, about 6 miles in length and throe-fourths of a 
mile in brf^adih, on the left bank of tho Ghogra just above the confluence of that river 
with the Ganges. The general slope of the town is from tho river bonk inwards. The 
natural drainage and the water-supply being good, the town is healtjiy. The inhabitants 
ore for the most part fairly well-to-do specimens of ortizons, agriculturists and traders iu 
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country produce, and tbeir servants und depeadanti. The soil of Ohupta is salt and 
gritty, but produces excellent crops. It is specially famed for growing good peaobes, roses 
and leeches. 

Uonghyr —The munidpality of Monghyr was ostaUidied in the month of November, 
1864. Its jurisdiction extends over an area of about 3i square miles. For fooilitating the 
collection of taxes, it is divided into 25 seotions or mohuUahs. The municipality oontainB a 
population of 55,372 persons as ascertained by the census of 1881. The town of Konghyr 
is situated on the ri{mt hank of the Ganges. Its distanoe from Calcutta by rail is 304 miles. 
It is oonnooted with we loop line of the Efut Indian Railway by a branoh line which has 
much facilitated the IvalBo of the district, and added much to the convenience of the residents 
of the town and suburbs. The junction of the Hues is at Jamalpore, a distanoe of six miles 
from Monehyr. The municipality contains 9,640 houses, some of whioh are very fine hand- 
some buildings. The scenery of the fort is ohanmng, and when the river, during the rains, 
overflows its hanks, the flood oxtendR over miles, and in some parts as far as the eye oan 
reach. All the Government ofllnes, except the^ ppet-offloe, are situated inside the fort, 
and almost all the European residents Live within its walls- This part of the town may be 
called the Chowringhee of Monghyr. The climate of Monghyr is saluhrious, and is much 
thought of by invalids who repair hither as to a i«mitarium — in fact, by many of the natives 
of Beugal it is oonsidered as such. The town is celebrated for its hardware monufactoriBS. 
Its artisans are very ingenious and are good workmen, and since the establishment of the 
Railway workshops at Jamalpore, almost every descuiptiun of iron and brass work may he 
made up in the town, suoh as no European workman need bo ashamed of. Locks made in the 
town are almost like, if not equal, to Chuhhs. Monghyr is unrivalled for its table-mats, ladies" 
fans, work-boxes and baskets ; also for the manuf^ure of pots of all kin^. Slate dishes and 
plates of every description are also manufactured in Monghyr. Those artioles aro prised by 
the natives of Bengal. The slate comes from the Laheta quarries. 

The town of Bhagulpore is situated on the ri|pUt bank of the river Ganges, 
but the main stream is now at a considerable distance from it, except the portion from 
Myagnuge to Berai'ai under which the river now flows. The length of tlie municipality is 
6^ miles, and the breadth generally, excepting the portion whioh hes to the south of the 
roRway lino, is about 1 mile. The area is about 73 square miles. The town is full of 
orchard gaidens and mangoo topes. There ore vesry few tanks or j heels within the muni- 
cipality. The land is high and low, undulating in places and flat in others. Owing to tlie 
natural drainage of the surface, the Monpe of rain water is free and perfect. TTho water is 
discharged into the Gauges tlirough ditches. By the constant action of water these ditches 
and the side-drains of the roods are getting deeper and deeper every year. The soil is 
yellowish, soft and sandy. There is very Tittle olay. Below a depth of about 6 feet to 10 feet, 
a layer of kunker is found in most places. The mace is full of tai* and date palms, maugue, 
look and neem trees. About two-tbirda of the population is Hindoo and one third Mahomedan. 
Their principal food-staples are rice, ludiaxi cOTn and wheat. The habits of the people are very 
simple. Summer heat is intense rising sometimes to 100 F. in the shade. In some winters the 
cold is severe, in others unt. The rainfall is on an average 50 iuohes annually. During the dry 
weather the westerly winds and during the rainy season easterly winds prevail. Several 
ranges of hills being close, tigers visit the town occasionally, and during the rains wild boars 
are sometimes driven in from the tmrm by the floods. On account of tho silting up of the old 
l^d of the Ganges, the place has become somewhat unhealthy since the last three or four years. 
Cholera and small-pox break out in Moroh, April and May, sometimos in epidemic form in 
portions of the town. 

FtfrHCflA.— The Pumoah MuiiioipaUty was constituted under Act III (B.C.) of 1864 and 
was established in the month of September of the that year. The area of the munieipality is 
114 square miles, hut it lacks very much in compactness. It is divided into six oiroles for 
administrative purposes : First, Modhubani which lies to the west and is bounded on the north 
and south by rural tracts, on the west by the old Soosy river, and on the oast by the civil 
station. It is well drained and oomparativriy healthy. Second, the civil station, containing 
the courts and tho public buildings, as well as the houses of the principal European residents. 
This portion of the town is also very healthy, and well dramed except the north-eastern 
IHjxtion of it bordering on tho old station. The third portion comprises the line bazar, 
Kombagh, Moharaj gunge, Sarupgimge, Gokulgunge, Madhupora and Baijnathgunge. It 
is decidedly unhealthy. The backwater from the fioura river lodges in a iraot of low 
land, and numerous oases of fever that occur eve^ year during September, October and 
November are attributable to a great extent to the insufficient drainage of the mareshes lying 
in the middle of this tract. Tho water level of tho Soura for about nine months of the year 
remain higher than the level of the marshes, and it is for this reason a thorough drainage 
of the marshes has hitherto been found imj^cticablo, but steps are now being taken to 
effect this. The fourth circle consists of Kbajanc^hat, Bhatta, and Bengalitolah. This 
tract is inhabited by tho Bengali residents and a sprinkling of the xneroontilo dass. A well 
metalled road runs through the whole section, and many kutoha roads are feeders to it. 
This part of the town is tolerably well dramed, and is much less unhealthy than the third 
circle. The fifth circle oemprises Nimtolah, Lolai-ke-Ohhauni and Shamsunder Ohhauni. 
It is not properly drained and is interwoven with jungles. It is obi 6 fl 3 r inhabited by the 
lower class of the people and is not at oU a healthy portion. The sixth division, of the town 
comprises the city l^rneah, including Alumgnuge and Jafirba^ It is bounded on the 
south and west by t&e Soiura river, on tho north by tho jungles of Jiiah&ear, AbduUanugger, 
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«Qd EhoUfa-ohoukh and on the east by the jong^les of Begamdeuri and Lalbagh. This 
portion is very thiokly populated, and priuolpally inhabited bv the mercantile and trading 
dosses. A metalled road, about three miles in length, runs from line bazar through the 
City bazar up to its northern extremity. The deep drains on both sides of this mam rood 
were very filthy, and the virulent type of the fever which generally visited the city after 
the close of the rains was mainly attributed to the filtliiness of these drains. They 
have now been filled up, and flat bottomed drains are being construoted in their stead. 
It is hoped that the recoustructioii of these drains will improve the sanitary condition of the 
town. 

Pooree . — The municipality of Pooree was established on the Ist April 1881. The town 
was managed by a union up to the beginning of the year 1881*82. I'he population within 
municipal Umits is 24,33(1 according to the census of 1831. The town lies close to the 
Boa*shore upon sandy grounds on the back of the Atharanalla river, which runs parallel with 
the coast, and only about two miles in*land. 'riic Jagannath Temple stands on the highest 
ground which is a sandy ridge running north to south, and whic^ acts as a wator-shed 
parting the rainfall to the east and west. As the sea-shore to the south of tlie town and the 
river bonk to its north are both higher than the average level of the town, its drainage is a 
difficult matter, and this difficulty is increased by the foot that a great many of tho stroots 
are no better than narrow lanos having no room for effioiout drains. Tho only pniotioable 
method seems to be to have two systems of drainage, one on oaoh side of tho watershed, each 
having a main outlet to the sea which must be artificially kept open, and be connected with 
the town by minor drains. Such a system bos been commenced for tho eastern side of the 
water -shed. The main outlet drain has beoii nearly oomploted, and tho work of connecting 
the minor drains with it is going on. The town exists for and depends on tho temple of 
Jagannath, and the groat body of residents is immediately connected with the temple 
in some form or other. It is in a very great degree a town of lodging-houses 
for the reqeption of the pilgrims who flook to it at oertain times in numbers that 
exceed tho populatiou commonly two-fold, and sometimes even five-fold. One of the 
great difficulties of tho Municipality and the liodging-houso Committee is to moot tho extra 
oonsorvancy requirements of this ouormons body of temporary visitors. Tho difficulty is the 
more felt as there oau bo no blinking of tho fact that the town is in a very insanitary state, 
and that tho mass of returning pilgrims andouhtediy make that state especially dangerous. 
Tho people are filthy in their habits and obieot to bo improved. Their privies are nothing 
but pits, and when one is filled with filth, it is covered up and another opened near it. In 
this way the whole ground inside and outside of the houses has for ages boon horribly defilod, 
and when the soU is saturated with uudroined rainwater, the oonsequeuoes are seen in the 
returns of public health. Under the auspicios of the Lodging-house Oommitoe, muoli has been 
done to put a stop to the praotice of erecting underground privies, but nothing can redeem 
the pollution of the soil in times past. The funds at tho disposal of the Muuicipl and 
Lodgiiig-houae Committees for purposes of oonsorvancy and sanitation havo boon helplessly 
insufficient, and the work of removal of night-soil has been hitherto very ill-done simply from 
want of funds. On tho oroaiiou of the municipality the chief wants of the town wore 
first a good drainage system to avoid as much as possible tho saturation of a deeply polluted 
soil ; secondly, arrangements for the thorough removal and burial of night-soil outside the 
town daily ; thirdly, a supply of pure drinking water suffioiently accessible to remove the 
temptation to use foul water ; and fourthly, a oouservanoy establishment sufficiently strong to 
keep the streets clean and the drains in working order.

I AM directed to submit, for the infonnaticn of His Excellency the 
Governor-General in Council, tho following Report on Municipal Taxation and 
Expenditure in the Lower Provinces of Bengal for the year 1886-87, together 
with classihed statements, showing the income and expenditure of the muni- 
cipalities during that year, prepared in accordance with the instructions con- 
tained in the orders of tho Government of India, in tho Homo Department, 
No. 2— 103.14A, dated tho 27th July 1882. 

THE CALCUTTA MUNICIPALITY. 

2. The report on the working of the Calcutta Municipality has been 
submitted separately with the review of His Honour the Lieutenant-Governor 
thereon. The present report deals only with the working of municipalities in 
the interior of the Province. 
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WORKING OF THE MUNICIPAL ACT, HI (B.C.) OF 1884. 

3. During the year 1886-87 an important change was made in the law 
which regulates the administration of municipalities. With a view to more 
effectively check the sale of adulterated food of any kind within municipal 
limits, ActlII(B.C.)of 1886 was passed during the year, amending section 251 
of the Act of 1884. The section as it originally stood only provided a check 
on the sale of articles of food or drink rendered noxious W adulteration. 
The discovery made towards the middle of tho year, that much of the gh»e or 
clarified butter^an article of human food of very common consumption, 
sold in Calcutta— -was being extensively adulterated with animal fats, caused 
considerable excitement, and induced many of the consumers to abstain 
altogether from the use of this substance. It was, however, declared by 
experts that the intermixture with gh^e of fat and other matters of a similar 
kind does not make it noxious as food, and the fraudulent adulteration of the 
article could not therefore bo dealt with under the provisions of either the 
Penal Code or the Municipal Act. A Bill was accordingly introduced into the 
Bengal Council with a view to amend tho Calcutta Municipal Act, so as to 
provide for the regulation of such cases. The Bill, in its passage through 
the Council, was amended so as to make it applicable also to the mofussil 
municipalities, and eventually it was passed as an Act amending both the 
Calcutta Municipal Consolidation and the Bengal Municipal Acts. 

Two cases were instituted in tho Howrali Municipality under the new Act 
for the sale of adulterated ghecf in the town. In one case the offender was 
fined Rs. 30, and the other cose was pending at tho close of the year. 

4. JStmber of Munidpalitiea* — Four towns were newly constituted munici- 
palities, namely, Ohogda in the district of Nuddea, Notroxona in the district of 
Mymensingh, Sonamukhi in the district of Bankoora, and Jehanabad in tho 
district of Hooghly. There were thus 138 municipalities in the Province at the 
close of the year, a^nst 134 in the preceding year. Of these municipalities* 26 
are situated in the Burdwan Division, 36 in the Presidency Division, 1 1 in the 
Kajshahye Division, 16 in tho Dacca Division, 24 in the Patna Division, 10 
in the Bhagulporo Division, and 5 in each of tho divisions of Chittagong, 
Orissa and Chota Nagpore. The statement in Appendix A shows the date of 
establishment of each municipality in the Province, the population within 
municipal limits, and the actual number of rate*payers in each. The average 
proportion of rate-payers in the municipalities for which complete figures arc 
given was 17'92 per cent, of the population.

In the Kurseong and Purulia Municipalities, however, the great majority 
of voters abstained from exercising their right, and Government appointed the 
Commissioners under sections 14 and 16 of tho Act. 

6. Result of elections held during the ye^ar.— No general election was held in 
any of tho municipalities, as tho Commissioners elected in 1884-85 continued 
in office during the year. Of the 84 hyc-elections held under section 27 to fill 
up vacancies in the place of Commissioners who had resigned, died or had 
ceased to be Commissioners, 80 wero conducted successfully. One failed through 
the non-attendance of voters, and the remaining three owing to nominations of 
candidates not having been submitted by the electors within the time prescribed 
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by ihe rules. In several cases the elections wore keenly contested, and the 
voters generally displayed considerable interest in the proceedings, except in 
one or two of the backward divisions. Although, towards the beginning of 
tho year, the rule requiring the attendance of 10 per cent, of the qualified 
voters at the polling station was repealed, the attendance of voters felt below 
that percentage only in six cases in all. The largest attendance was 80 per 
cent, in one case, and the average of all the successful elections was 20*5 per 
cent. The table given in Appendix B shows the result of these elections. In 
accordance with the instructions contained in Home Department letter No. 95, 
dated the 30th July 1887, a column has been added to the statement showing 
the number of persons entitled to vote in the wards in which the elections 
were held.

There has been a steady fall, from year to year, in the proportion of 
European and of official members to tho total strengtli of the Committoos. Tho 
sudden fall in tho number of official and European members who held office 
at the close of the year 1884-85 was the effect of tho general introduction of 
tho elective system in that year. 

9. Moetingo of Committees , largest number of meetings held during 
tho year was 34 in two cases— Bishenporo and Ghattal — with an average 
attendance of 60 and 50 per cent, respectively of the total number of Commis- 
sioners; and the smallest, 3 in one case, Bhabua, and 4 in two cases — 
Jugdispore and Notrokona, tlie latter having come into existence in January 
1887. All the Commissioners of one mmiicipality (Dumraou) are reported to 
have attended at every meeting held during tho year, and only in one case did 
the attendance fall below 25 per cent, of the strength of the Uommittee. Tho 
average attendance in about two-thirds of the municipalities, for which 
complete figures have been given, stood at or above 50 per cent, of the total 
number of Commissioners. The attendance was on the whole satisfactory.

In the Orissa Division there were no Municipal Benches constituted in any 
of the towns during the year. In Balasore all the municipal cases were tried 
by an Honorary Magistrate. Ho tried 140 cases, in which 129 persons were con- 
victed and 11 acquitted. The amount of hues realized wasBs. 171-11. 

In the Chota Nagpore Division also there were no Municipal Benches. In 
Purulia one of the Municipal Commissioners and an Honorary Magistrate 
tried most of the municipal cases which occurred within the municipality* 
The number of cases triod was 127, in which 219 persons were convicted and 
16 were acquitted. The cases of two persons were pending trial when the 
year dosed. Tho amount of fines imposed was its. 74-13-9, of which 
Rs. tO-0-9 were realized.

11.^ Asmments ^ — The statement in Appendix F shows the mode of 
assessment prevailing in each municipality in tho Province, the rate at which 
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the tax on holding or ou persons was levied, and the result of any revision 
of assessment made during year 18&6-B7. Taxation increased from 12 
annas and 1*647 pie per head to 12 annas and 4*894 pies. It was highest in the 
Municipality of Darjeeling, where the rates amounted to Es. 443-7, and least 
in the Municipality of Bishenpore, where the rates amounted to Re. 0-1-9, per 
head of the population. 

12. Fresh .mpo9t8 levied during year.— The provisions of the Bengal 

Municipal Act, ill (B.O.) of 1884, regarding the levy of a tax on carriages, 
and on horses and other animals, and the imposition of a fee for the registra- 
tion of carts, were extended during the year to the municipalities of Commillah 
in the district of Tipperah, Serajgunge in the district of Pubna, Baudnagor 
in the district of Grya, Jamalporc and Sheroporo in tho district of Mymensingh, 
Jamui in the district of Monghyr, Ohupra in tho district of Sorun, and Arrah 
in tlie district of Shahabad. The Municipal Commissioners of Souamukhi 
in the district of Bankoora also obtained the sanction of Government to the 
imposition of a fee for the registration of carts which are kept or under section 
143 of the Act for tho registration of carts whi^li are kept or habitually 
used within the municipality.

14. Feciijicaiion of municipal houndari€s.—-lii tho liajshahyo Division the 
boundaries of the Serajgunge Municipality wore revised by tho inclusion within 
municipal limits, at the request of tho residents, of two villages, named 
Bori Sealkolo and Soya^ Shoebulla, with a view to their sanitary improvement. 

In the Dacca Division the boundaries of the Perokepore Alunicipality were 
revised by the exclusion therefrom of certain outlying villages, whicn were 
said to derive no benefit from their amalgamatiou w ith tho mimicipality.

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In the Patna Dlyision alteration of boundaries was made during the year 
in the municipalities of Gya, Bhabua and Ma^ubani. In Gya the alter- 
ation was necessitated to remoye the yagueness of the western boundary; 
The boundaries of the Bhabua Municipality were extended during the year 
by the inclusion of the yillages of Ekhlashpur and Seon within municipal limits. 
In Madhubani the alteration was necessary for the purpose of including within 
the limits of the municipality the adjacent yillage of Bowrah, a portion of which 
was already included within the municipality. 

1' . Management of eaiih pounds. — An important step in furtherance of 
the system of local self-government was tlio transfer of the management of 
cattle pounds situated within municipal limits to the Commissioners of the 
municipalities concerned. Under a Resolution of the Government of Bengal in 
thePinancial Department, dated 29th April 1881, all receipts and charges on 
account of such cattle pounds were transferred from the Provincial to the 
Municipal accounts; but the management of the pounds continued in the 
hands of the District Magistrate. During the year under report the powers of 
the Magistrate of the distr;^, under chapters I to 111 of the Cattle Trespass 
• Tu. j tP w « V I 1871, were, by a notification* issued under 
^ ' section 1 of the Cattle Trespass Act Amendment 

Act, XVIII of 1883, conferred upon the Commissioners of municipalities in 
respect of pounds situated within municipal limits.

The discrepancy between tbe closing balances of 1885-86 and tho opening 
balances of 1886-87 in the Burdwan and iPatna Divisions is duo to the inclusion 
in 1886-87 of the balance at credit of the late unions at Sonamukhi and Daudna- 
gar. Tho former was constituted a municipality during the year ; and although 
the provisions of tho Act were extended to the latter town duiung the previous 
year, the amount at the credit of the late imion was not shown in that year’s 
account. 

17. Income , — It will be seen from the above statement that the total muni- 
cipal revenue of tho year exceeded that of the previus y^ by Bs. 2,02,533.

18. The total incomo from “ Taxation*’ amoimited to Rs. 20,93,935, against 
Rb. 19,93,461, showing a not increase of Rs. 99,474. With tho exception of 
tolls at ferries and taxes on kilns, all tho other heads of receipt from taxation 
show an increase ; and the result shows that tho Municipal Commissioners arc 
exerting themselves to watch and foster tho incomo under their control. 

19. The increase under ** Conservancy Cess ” was due to a large extent 
to tho levy of tho house service fees for tho first time in tho municipalitios of 
JesBore in the Presidency Division ; Pubna, Julpigoree and Nattore in the 
Rajshahyo Division; and Monghyrand Sahebgunge in the Bhagulporo Division. 
The receij)ts had also increased, chiefly in tho municipalitios of the Suburbs of 
Calcutta, Howrah, Midnaporo and Baranagoro. In the last-named town tho 
income rose from Rs. 2,275 in 1885-86 to Rs. 8,496 in 1886-87. 

20. The increase under ‘‘ Tax on persons according to circumstances and 
property” and “Tax on houses and lands ” was shared by all the divisions, 
except the Chittagong Division, where tho income fell from Rs. 30,727 in 
1885-86 to Rs. 30,361. Tliero was a marked increase in the municipalities of

21. The increase under “ Water tax” was duo mainly to tho levy of a 
water-rate for the first time in tho Burdwan Municipality. A sum of Rs. 17,137 
was collected during the year, at tho rate of 6 per cent, on the annual value of 
holdings. In tho Darjeeling Municipality the income under this head rose 
from Ks. 9,830 in 1885-86 to Rs. 12,268 during tho year under review. In the 
latter municipality the tax was levied at 3 per cent, on tho annual value of 
the holdings within the town. Those are the only two municipalitios where 
a wator-rato is levied. 

22. The receipts from loans rose from Rs. 240 in 1885-86 to Rs. 74,800 
in 1886-87. Tho chief items were a loan of Rs. 60,000 placed on tho market 
by the Howrah Municipality to pay off their share of tho cost of tho railway 
overbridge, and of Rs. 24,500 by the Burdwan Municipality to make final 
payments on account of the cost of constructing the water-works in that 
town . Tho bulk of the latter loan was floated at par, discount having been 
paid on a sum of Rs. 3,000 onl^ at Rs. 2-2-3 per cont. The loan bears interest 
at 5 per cent, per annum, and is repayable in 20 years. 

23. Tho total receipts from toils compare unfavourably witli the figures 

for the previous year. There has boon a large decrease in the Burdwan and 
Presidency Divisions. The Commissioner of Burdwan reports that the ferries 
did not let well, and that in the case of one municipality the bids obtained last 
year were abnormally high. The receipts in the 24-Pergunnabs and Nuddea 
districts fell from Rs. 10,665 and Rs. 2,250 to Rs. 1,467 and Rs. 815 respectively ; 
whilst no receipts are shown to have accrued to tho municipalities in the Khoolna 
district, where the income during the previous year amounted to Bs. 1,428. 
The Commissioner will be called upon to report why no income at all has been 
shown under this head aerainst several municipalities in the 24-Porgunnahs 
district, and all in the Khoolna district. « 
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24. There was also a decrease of Bs. 19,454 under Miscellaneoas 
receipts.” This was distribiitod among all the divisions, except President^, 
Dacca and Bhagolpore. In the last two divisions the revenue increased, and 
in the first the receipts did not fluctuate appreciaHy. The loss was specially 
felt in the Burdwan and Sorampore Municipalities in the Burdwan Division, 
in Daijeoling in the Rajshahye Division, in the Gy a and Chupra Municipalities 
. in Patna, and in Chyebassa in the Chota Nagpore Division.

29. (2) Lighting , — Tho increase under this head was shared by all 
divisions. In the Comillah Municipality the expenditure rose from lis, 48 
in 1880-80 to Rs. 5,253 in 1880-87. 

30. (4) Water-worhs.^Tho increase is mainly explained by the fact that 
for^ the first time a charge of Rs. 38,367 has boon shown against tlie munici- 
pality of tlio Suburbs of Calcutta. In view of the great importance of procuring 
a fair supply of filtered water, and of providing for tho reclamation of lustees, 
and for other important sanitary reforms in tho municipality, tho Commis- 
sioners were relieved by Government of one-half of the police charges 
previously borne by them, with effect from the beginning of the year 1884-85. 
it appears frt)m the present report of tho Commissioners that they have 
invested the accumulation of tho money thus sot free, amounting to Rs. 1,20,100, 
in Government securities. The charge, although shown under “ Water-works ” 
thus^ really represents the money invested during tho year for expenditure on 
the item in futimo. There was increase of expeumture under “ Water- works ” 
also in the municipalities of Bhagulpore, Burdwan, Darjeeling, and Howrah. 

31. (5), Moad-cUaning . — Tho increase under this head was distributed 

among all the divisions, except Dacca. 
In the Dacca Municipality tho expendi- 
ture daring 1886-87 was Rs. 10,729, 
against Rs. 19,482 during tlie previous 
year. There was a marked increase of 
expenditure in the municipalities named 
in tho margin. 

32. (G) Drainage works , — There was a general increase of expenditure 
m aU the divisions except Chittagong, where it fell from Rs. 1,371 in 1885-86

The increase was most marked in 
the municipalities of Hooghly and Chinsurah, Baranagar, Santipore, Daijeel- 
ingi Dinagepore and Naraingunge. 

33. {\Q) Ro(i^-watmng , — The bulk of the decrease under this head occur- 
red in the ratna Division, the charge in the Gya Municipality having been 
Ks. 614, against Rs. 3,006 in the previous year. There was an increase of 
ezpcnditme in the Suburban Municipality. No expenditure was incurred on 
this item in any of tbe municipalities in the Chota Nagporo Division. 

34. \l\) Comcrvancy, — Tbero has been a large reduction of expenditure 
under this head in tho municipalities of tho Suburbs of Calcutta, Dacca, Narain- 
gunge, Patna, Sasserom, Chupra, Hazaribagh, Ranchi, and Cuttack. The 
expen^ture increased during the year in the municipalities of Pooree, Daijeel- 
ing, Bishenpore, Gya, Nattore, and in those in the district of Moorshedabad. 

35. (12) Education, — The decrease occurred mainly in the Dacca and 
Patna Divisions. During the year under report, the Midnapore College, with 
its attached school and together with its buildings, library and invested funds, 
was transferred to the control and administration of the Midnapore Municipality. 
Tlie annual grant towards the cost of the maintenance of the institution has 
been fixed at Rs. 1,665, subject to revision after threo years, if necessary. The 
Municipal Commissioners of Ghattul took over tho management of the high 
English school in that town from its proprietory Committee. Tho Government 
grant of Rs. 600 per annum to tbe school has boon continued. Enquiries are 
now in progress regarding the transfer to municipalities of expenditure on 
education now mot from Provincial funds. 

36. Inspection of •municipalities hy the Sanitary^ Commissioner, — During the 
year the Sanitary (Commissioner visited 39 municipalities, and forwarded 
reports of his inspections to the Municipal Commissioners. He gives the follow- 
ing table showing tho result of his inspections

38. Working of the Portere and Pandywallas Act, V (B.O.) of 1883, in 
Datjeeling. — Tho Act worked satisfactorily during tlio last 15 months, viz. from 
1st January 1886 to 31st March 1887, and 860 porters and 605 dandy wallas 
were registered. All tho porters and dandy wallas who work by the job have 
been supplied with small brass badges. Only one prosecution was instituced 
under the Act. 

39. Working of tlte Pilgrim hodgmg-House Act, IV (B.C.) of 1871. — In 
Pooree 86S licenses were granted to lodging-house keepers for the accommo- 
dation of 22,541 lodgers, against 658 licenses in 1885-86 for 18,042 lodgers. 
The income of the year, including a balance of Ks. 4,748-12-11, was 
Rs. 18,845-15-7. The expenditure amounted to Rs, 8,688-8-3. A sum of 
Es. 1,898-8 was realized as fines for the infringement of the provisions of the 
Lodging-house Act, against Bs. 655 in the previous year. Tho increase wu 
duo to a greater number of prosecutions instituted by the Health Officer and his 
staff, who exercised a more strict supervision over the lodging-house keepers by 
counting the number of lodgers during the night and in the early hours of 
the morning. The Lodging-house Committee paid a sum of Rs. 4,852 to the 
Pooree Municipality for the purpose of conservancy and sanitary improvements 
in the town, and for the maintenance of the pilgrim dispensary. During 
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the year a cholera ward was erected at the Pipli Pilgrim Ho^ital, and 
a sum of Rs. 100 was sanctioned for the maintenance of the ward. One 
hundred and twenty-throe in-door patients and 1,88.*! out-patients were treated 
at the hospital. The total expenditure incurred by the Committee on acecount 
of this institution was Rs. 803-15-2. The cost of diet for each in-patient was 
1 anna and 6 pies. The Lodging-house Committee was composed of three 
official and three non-official members, with the Magistrate of the district as 
President, and the Civil Surgeon as Health Officer and ex-officio Secretary. 
The Committee met 11 times during the year for the transaction of business, 
and the attendance of the members was on the whole good. The space allotted 
for each pilgrim was raised from 12 to 18 superficial feet and 180 cubic feet, 
and measures were taken to improve the ventilatirm of tlie lodging-houses by 
widening their doors and putting up new windows. Of 793 lodging-houses, 
697 were thatched structures, 58 were one-storeyed, and 88 two-storeyed, 
masonry buildings. 

40. In Gya 525 licenses were issued for the accommodation of 15,592 
lodgers, against 498 licenses for 15,491 pilgrims during the previous year. 
The number of prosecutions instituted for breaches of the provisions of the Act 
was 64, against 67 in 1885-86. Thei'o were 57 (convictions, 5 acquittals, and 2 
cases were pending at the close of the year. The total amount of fines realized 
was Rs. 367, against Hs. 275-10 in the previous year. The total receipts 
amounted to Rs. 13,920-2-9, including a balance of Rs. 1,821-10-8, and the 
total expenditure was Rs. 11,833-14-6. There was a balance of Rs. 2,086-4-3 
at the close of the year. The Lodging-house Committee contributed a sum of 
Rs. 10,151 to the Gya Municipality for the purpose of constructing a building 
for the pilgrim hospital. There wore 613 deaths among pilgrims, against 
244 in the previous year. The increased mortality was due to the prevalence 
of cliolera and fever during September 1886 and March 1887. The Lodging- 
house Committee consisted of six members, of whom throe were officials and 
three non-officials. They met four times during the year. 

41. In Deoghur the Lodmng-house Act is reported to have worked 
satisfactorily. This receipts under it increased from Rs. 529 in 1882-83 to 
Rs. 904 in 1886-87, aod the number of licenses granted rose from 128 in the 
former year to 208 in the year of report. The expenditure during the 
year amounted to Rs. 897-2-1, which was more than doable tlie amount 
spent in the previous year. Rupees 508-5 wore spent on original works, 
against no expenditure in 1 885-86. The Lodging-house Committee contributed 
Rs. 210 to the Deoghur Municipality for conservancy arrangements in the 
town during the three principal festivals, when large numbers of pilgrims 
from all parts of India visit Deoghur. The fines inflicted during tne year 
amounted to Rs. 85-10, as compared with Rs. 378-15 in the previous year. It 
is explained that the infliction of heayy fines in 1885-86 for the infringement 
of the provisions of the Act had a deterrent oEoct ; and as there were fewer 
prosecutions, the receipts from fines were consequently less. The Committee 
closed the year with a balance of Rs. 794-4-6 in their favour. 

42. In Uluboriab the number of licenses taken up by lodging-house keepers 
was 27, against 23 in the previous year. The receipts from fees amounted to 
Hs. 243, against Rs. 269 in 1885-86. The decrease was due to the lodging- 
house keepers having taken licenses for a less number of lodgers than before, 
from an apprehension of reduction in the number of lodgers in con8e(juenco of 
tlie continuance of regular steamer service between Calcutta and Midnapore, 
Ghattal and Cuttack. The fines levied during the year amounted to Rs. 60-7, 
against Rs. 15-4 in the previous year. The increase was due to greater 
attention having been paid to the sanitation of the town, and to the conviction 
of persons detected in accommodating lodgers without license or in excess of their 
license. Two sweepers were employed, on a salary of Rs. 2 each per mensem, 
for sweeping the principal roads of the town. There were two public latrines 
and two urinals open in the town for the convenience of the people. Two 
mehters on a salary of Ks. 4 each per mensem were engaged to keep them clean. 
The night soil and other sorts of filth were daily removed from the town to a 
considerable distance and buried there under ground at a proper depth from^ the 
surface. The Lodpng-house Committee met three times during the year. Since 
the introduction or the Lodging-house Act in this place «great improvements 
have been made in its sanitary arrangements. 
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43. In Eanigunge no proceedings were taken under the Act during the 
year. 

44. In Gurbetta the receipts under the Act amounted to Rs. 16915-3) 
and the expenditure to Rs. 68-15. 'J’bere was a balance of Rs. 101-0*3 at tho 
close of the year. The Magistrate of the district has been asked to utilize the 
balance in the improvement of the water-supply or the sanitary condition 
of the town. A sweeper was einployed by the Committee to look after the 
roads. The general health of tho town was good. There was no outbreak 
of cholera or any other disease, and no deaths among lodgers who resorted 
to the lodging-houses. ^ There was one prosecution under the Act, in which 
a conviction was obtained and a fine of Re. 1 realized. Tho Lodging-house 
Committee met four times during tho year. The members are reported to 
have carefully supervised the working of the Act in the town. 

45. WorAinff of the Munkipal Act, III (R. O.) of 1884, during The 

system of electing Commissioners, which was introduced into almost all tho 
municipalities in the province under the operation of this new enactment, has 
now passed through the second period of its existence. It has on the whole 
worked well, and the elected Commissioners, as a body, appear to have taken 
much interest in the affairs of their respective municipalities. 

46. As has been stated before, Darjeeling and Ju1])igoroe are not elective 
municipalities, but the majority cf the Municipal Commissioners of Darjeeling 
have worked exceedingly well, and done much towards cleaning and improving 
the town, and making its sauitation as good as the moans available would 
allow. The Deputy Commissioner of Julpigoree, speaking of the Julpigoreo 
Municipality, writes: — Those of the Municipal Commissioners who are re- 
gular in their attendance worked well and showed an interest in their work 
during the year. A few, however, are practically of little use as Commis- 
sioners, except that they take their torn of office for the duty of auditing 
accounts.’’ 

47. The Magistrate of Rung})orc, who is also the Chairman of the local 
municipality, remarks that the Commissioners under the new system are 
certainly not inferior to those selected under the old, and are probably somewhat 
more efficient. The Commissioner says in his annual report on the working of 
the municipalities in the Rajshahye Division during the year 18s6-87 

1 consider, on tho whole, that the elective systokn has proved a success. In 
some instances there has been an exhibition of local feeling, which has given 
rise to trouble, but generally tho Municipal Commissioners have worked in 
harmony, and appear to have boon anxious to discharge the trust reposed in 
them intelligently. This appeared to be especially the case os respects the 
municipalities of Pubna and Bogra. ” 

48. The Commissioner of tho Burdwan Division remarked that, with the 
exception of the municipalities of Cutwa, Bishenpore, Baidyabati and Uttorparah, 
where party feeling prevailed in a more or loss severe form, all the municipal- 
ities in his division had on the whole worked well. Many of tho Commis- 
sioners took a lively interest in their work, and appreciated the responsibilities 
they had taken upon themselves. 

49. The Commissioner of the Presidency Division stated that the elective 
system might bo said to be working fairly well in the mofussil districts, but as 
regards the 24-PergunnahB, the experience of the past year was not in all 
respects so favourable as that of the first year of the experiment. Mr. Forbos, 
the Magistrate of the district, was of opinion that a proper sense of their 
responsibilities would teach the Commissioners to lay aside all personal feelings 
ana to subordinate private to public interests, and especially that the rate- 
payers would come to see that the public good would best be served by their 
selecting men of temperate views as their representatives. The people of 
Nuddea, it was reported, were beginningto take a very active and intelligent 
interest in municipal affairs. 

60. The Commissioner of tho Dacca Division recorded the following 
observations on the working of tho several municipalities in his division 
On tlie whole, we ^ have no reason to be dissatisfied with the year’s work. 
In most of the municipalities the Commissioners seem to take an interest j ' 
their business. Their chief failure has been in the matter of keeping accour' 
but in this respect they are being gradually compelled to improve. I 
more opportunities of observing the working of the Dacca Municipa,b * 
any otoor, and I am inclined to think that it is not less efficient ‘ ^ 
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previous period of its existence, lliere was a straggle of rather serious 
importance during the year, and the result showed tb^t the sen^ of public 
duty in the end prevailed over an undue consideration for private interest. ’’ 

61. JEnforcement of Beetion 63 of tht The provisions of the section 
empowering the Commissioner of the division and the Magistrate of the 
district to suspend the execution of any resolution or order, or prohibit the 
doing of any act by the Commissioners of a Municipality in the special 
circumstances mentioned in the section had to be enforced in three municipalities, 
viz., Dacca, Jessore, and Bogra. In the case of the Dacca Municipality 
difficulties arose in connection with a re-assessement of holdings. The Mnnici- 
pal Commissioners issued a notice calling upon the owners and the occupiers to 
furnish returns showing the dimensions of their holdings. This was protested 
against by a large body of the ratepayers in a petition addressed to the 
Magistrate, who finding that the resolution of the Commissioners was in excess 
of the powers conferred on them by sections 99 and 100, and was likely to 
cause a breach of the peace as also annoyance to the public, issued an order 
under section 63 suspending tho execution of the resolution. At Jessore the 
Municipal Commissioners passed a resolution permitting a person to erect a 
thatched hut within a specified area in the town where tho erection of such 
huts had been prohibiten by the Commissioners under section 236 of tiie Act, 
except with their special permission, the necessary power having been reserved 
to themselves under a bye-law framed under the section. The permission, in the 
case referred to, was granted by the Commissioners subject to a condition that 
the house should be ** built at a place apart from any other dwelling-house.” 
The people of the neighbourhood objected in a body. Seeing that the 
permission was granted by the Commissioners without duo regi^d to the 
injury and inconvenience it was likely to cause to a particular section of the 
community, the Magistrate suspended it under section 63. At Bogra the 
Municipal Commissioners ordered the cutting down of some fin© pepul trees on 
the roadside, and actually felled one. The Civil Medical Officer objected to 
the destruction of these trees in the town on sanitary and other grounds, and 
the Magistrate issued a proceeding under section 63 requesting the Commis- 
sioners to desist from their action until orders had been passed by Government 
in the matter. After a full and careful enquiry into the circumstances of each 
case, tho Lieutenant-Governor directed the orders of the Magistrate in the first 
two cases to continue in force permanently and without any modification. 
Although in tho thii'd case the Lieutenant-Governor strongly disapproved the 
cutting down of valuable roadside trees, which it has been the policy of 
Government to foster and multiply, the Magistrate's proceeding, wnich was 
issued in tho form of a request, and not as an injunction, as laid down by the 
law, could not bo confirmed by the Lieutenant-Governor. 

62. MUcellmeouB . — Several fires took place during the year, causing con- 
siderable damage to. property and loss to tho mercantile community, especially 
in the Municipality of Goberdanga, where about 5U0 houses and 18 sugar manu- 
factories, full of sugar and molasses, were burnt down. The total loss was 
estimated at Ks. 2,60,000. Tho Municipal Commissioners did much to alleviate 
the distress of the sufierers. The Culna Municipality suffered to the extent of 
Rs. 56,000 from tho fire which broke out on the 16th March 1887 and raged 
for some hours, notwithstanding all the efforts of the Commissioners and the 
police to put it out. Five hundred and eighty-four thatched and 27 masonry 
houses were destroyed. In the Baidyabati Municipality the lives of three 
women wore lost, and about 100 houses wore destroyed by the fire which took 
place on the 24th March 1887. The Municipal Commissioners tried in vain to 
arrest the progress of the fire. The estimated loss was Ks. 50,000. The floods 
also did a good deal of damage to roads, drains, and bouses in the munici** 
palities of Nuddoa, Narorngunge, Purneab, Brahmanberiah, Furreedpore, and 
Coomerkbally.

In this Municipality the Ward 
Committees wore vested with the 
powers of revising the tax on 
persons and the latrine-tox levied 
under sections 87 and 322 of the 
Act, respectively.

No power under section 53 of tho Act 
was delegated to the Ward Com- 
mittees iu Julpigoree. They only 
assist tho Yioe-Chairman, when 
oaUed upn to do so, by expressing 
their opinion after personal enquiry 
on petitions for reduoiiou or romis- 
sion of taxes. 

Tho Midnapore Municipality was 
divided into six wards, to each of 
which a oommittue was appointed 
and vested with powers under soo- 
tions 191, 192, 193, 195, 199, 200, 
202,207,208,209, 210, 211, 212, 
224, 225, 230, 231, and 251 of the 
Ant. Tho Committees had also 
charge of tho following works 
within their respootive woi^ : — 

(1) Supervision of oonservanoy 
and sanitary arrangements. 

(2) Testing the oorreotuess of 
the registration of births 
and deaths. 

(3) Beporting upon appUoations 
for the reduction or remis- 
sion of taxes, and for the 
oonstruction of houses and 
culverts.

Wellg, tanka and canal-~Wcli water wholesome. 

The watcr*8app)y of this town is chiefly dcrired from the river Barmbolonf;, 
on w'hich the town stands, and also from tanks and wells. The sources of 
water>sapply are abundant. The cutcherry well water is excellent in quality, 
and is used both by the Europeans and by many welUto*do persons. There are 
two municipal wells, and these are larfpMy resorted to by the neighbouring 
residents. Jfo water*works were constructed during the year. 

Tn Bankora the ^ple obtain their supply of drinking*watcr from the rivers 
Qondeswaii and Dalkessur, bnt when these dry up in the hot season, t^y have 
to scoop out liolcs in the sand of the bods of the rivers to get water. 

^nps, wells. 

Tanks and , wells— Well vwiter good. 

Wells— Sufficient. 

The people of the town use both river and well water. There are six muni* 
cipal wells besides private ones. Owing to the river (the Oangos) having 
shifted its bed, and the main channel no longer rnnning close to the town, 
there is difficulty in obtaining water during the dry and culd^weather seasons. 
To ronuH^ this. waler*works on a larf^ scale, at an estimated cost of 
its. 2,66,W7, have been ounstructod. which will supply the town with water 
daring the current year. 

>• There are many reservoirs of water in the town of Bisbonpore, of which the 
principal are Lalband. Jamunaband, and l*akaband. The first contains 
good (irinkiug* water, but as it is situati'd ontsido the town, it is not much 
resorted to by the people. .Tamunaband has been partially choired np with 
w'oeds, and the water of the Pakaband is not wholosomo. But owing to the 
oeutral ixisition of the Pakaband. and to a mistaken notion that its water is 
very wholesome, a large portion of the people use it. Thcro are also many 
tauKs which are being silted up and which require re*cxcavstion. A few 
of the iuhabitauts use we water of the Koch Borai. which is a branch of the 
river Berai. 

•• The river Korotoya, which flows below the mnnioipalty. is the principal source 
of the water*supply of this town. The river water is nsed for drinking pur* 
poses, though there axo wells in almost every house. The quality of the 
river water is not bad, except in the rainy and dry seasons. In the rainy 
season the water of tJio river Imcomos a little innddy and is polluted when the 
drains of the town and nullcu from jheels in the interior of the distriot emptying 
their contents into it. In the dry season, particularly in the mouths of Uarch, 
April, and May. the water become.'* stagnauU The well water is generally 
good. * The supply of water is sufficient to meet the i^qniremenls of the 
people. No new water*works have been constructed during the year, but the 
old ones were repaired and kept in good order. No water-rate is levied, nor is 
Part VII of the Act in force. 

M. Water for batlung, drinking, and culinary purposes is drawn out of tanks, as 
well as ^m the river Teotas, on which the town stands. 

•*. The water-supply of this to*vn is drawn from the river Banka by means of 
pipes. There are some big tanks belonfriug to the BurJwun £aj estate, tlie 
water of which is used by the people who live at a distance from the streets 
sux^plicd by hydrants. The river Damudab and the Eden canal also supply 
water to certain parts of the town. On the whole, the water-supply of the 
town is now fairly sufficient, the water-works having proved a source of groat 
benefit to the inhabitants of the northern portion of the town, whore the pipes 
have been laid down. The water is first brought from the Damudah by means 
of a channel which connects this river with the Banka. The water from the 
latter above the Kauebunnsgore weir enters by a .<*ide channel into a well, 
and thence through a tunnel into the supply pump well The water from this 
well ispnioped by the engines into the sotuine tanks which are three in num- 
ber, lienee it passes into two filters, from which it runs into the clear- water 
reservoir, whence it is pumped into the pipes and distributed thnmgh flO 
hydrants for the use of the inhabitants. The consumption of water is about 
126,000 gallons during the cold weather and 200,000 gsllou.s dnong the hot 
season. The water thus obtained is pure and wholesome. The cost of 
construoling the water-works was about Bs. 2,36,600, which was met in (he 
following manner

18. Buxar Ganges and wells — Quality of water good, 

14. Cluubassa The water<supplv is drawn from a river and from tanks and wells. The supply 

is Mufiioicut and good. Steps are being taken to clean out the throe tanks set 
aside for drinking and cwinary purposes. Tlic old wells in the town havo 
been I'lcancd and deepened, and a new one has also been constrnoted at a cost 
of Its 21U<10-0. The large lake which is fed ehioli^ bv springs is set asipe 
for bathing. 'Washing of cloUies, animals, &c., m this lake is strictly pro* 
hibitcHl. To clean out the Jake thoroughly about Its. 8,000 would bo reijuired, 
out of which its. 816 are available from the sui^lus of the subscriptions 
raised in Siughboom for the celebration of Her Majesty's Jubilee. The 
residue must sooner or later bo provided by the muniiupality. 

16. Ohattra The water-supply is obtained from tanliB and wells. There are nve tanks and 

uuiTierona wells. Two of tbe tanks belong t4> the municipality and three to 
private individuals. The majority of the people of the town use well water 
for drinking. Three of these wells are reported to contain excellent water, 
and are resorted to by the bulk of the people of the town. One of them was 
repain^d by the nmnicipaltly at a cost of Us. 100-7-3. Two of the three tanVi? 
belonging to private individuals are in a bail and filthy condition. Endea- 
vours are being mode to induce the owners to clean out and deepen these 
tanks. The water-supply of the town is oia the whole fairly good and 
suliicicut. 

16. Chittagong Not many mofussil towns ran boast of such natnrally pore water as Chitta* 

gOTjg. ‘The soil being sandy and containing billy ranges, water-springs 
aJiound, which supply very good water. Many of these springs are 
enclosed and covered in; there arc also masonry wells, both publiu and 
private. Tbe spriiig-s are not to be found, however, in the alluvial lands 
uoar to the khnls and the river, nnd in those parts spring water can only 
bo hud by those who can afl'oM to i>ay for its carriage by coolies 
or servants. Some tanks are also supplied by springs, and tlieir 
Muter is also good. It is the southern part of the town, adjoining 
the port, which is becoming more populated, that is ehicJly iu need 
of spriugs. The soil being clayey, tanks are the only means of water- 
supply tlicre. To supply pure water to the shmping, a water- work was 
set on foot and completed at the oxpemso of the Port Fund, but the muni- 
cipality has as yet uoUiing to do with it. 

17. Chnpra Gauges, tanks and wells— Well water sufficient and good. 

18. Colgoug i ThcMf are no public tanks or wells : the people clilefiy use Ganges water. 

The Chairman reports that the mam stream shows a tendency to shift i/S 
channel from the town, but the quality of the water lias not yet deteriorated. 

in, Comillah Cumillnh water is drawn from tanks, and a tank called llani Bighi, which 

has been set apart for drinking purposes, supplies ' driuKhig water to tho 
generality. Tno water of other tanks is also good, and the water from river 
Goomty is also used. 

20. Cox's Bazar ^ox's Bazar there are aprings and wells, and some tanks which supply 

water. Tho best water for drinking purposes is supplied to the residents 
of the town and outside mauictpal limits by a well near ibo Sub-divisiouai 
eutcherry, which being eluse to the Sub-divisional OlBccr'a pro, is well kept ; 
it is periodically dug out and a few seers of lime oocasioiially }>nt in, which 
imjjroves the water. Somo tanka also ar6 kept apart for drinking purjmses, 
but little or no recourse is had to them, as tho place is very straggling. 

21. Culna Culna tbe well-to-do people and those who live close "by the river Bhagi- 

nitteo, which forms its northern boundary, use its water for drinking purposes, 
but those who live in the interior derive their supply from tanks, the water 
of which is not wholesome. Tbe Municipal Commissiduers possess a tank 
which jiartly supplies the wants of tho inhabitants. It is repi>rted that they 
intend to have another excavated during the current year m that quarter of 
the town where it is much needed. 

22. (kittack M^ator-snpply of this town is derived from rivers. 

xs! CTitwa inhabitants of Cutwa. with tho exception of a few persons who derive 

their supply from Adjai, use the water of tho Bhagimttce for drinking and 
eiilioary purposes. Tboro are also several private tanks in the town, which 
supply M'Hter for cooking and other purposes. 

24. l)aeca.. Nearly two-thirds of the population are supplied with filtered water from tho 

water- works established in 1876 through the liberality of Nawab Sir Abdul 
Gunny, c. c. s. i., who paid a sum of Its. l,CiO,UUO towards the cost : the 
rest of the population resort to tanks, wells, khals and the river, the water 
of which is said to be impure and unwholesome. To remove this want, it 
was proposed to extend the water-works throughout tho entire town. To 
this end plans and estimates were framed by we Executive Engineer, but 
tbe proposal has again been held in abeyance. The Chairman explains 
“ In my annual report last year I said tliat plans and estimates nad been 
received by mo from the Executive Engineer in October 1886, and that in 
January 188C a Sub-Committee bad been appointed by tho Commissioners 
at meeting, and had been requested to interview the Executive Engineer on 
the subject of his entimstes and report, which required to be explained and 
discussed. As that 8ub-Comndttee virtually ceased to exist in consequence 
of tho departure from Dacca of two of its members, the Secretary to this 
olCco, in Au^st last, placed before me in writing w'hat appeared to him to 
bo an omission in tho Exooutivo Engineer’s estimate uud report on tile ex- 
tension of Uio water-works ; and urged that it was uecosHary to estimate and 
provide for an additional engine. A copy of the report was forwarded by 
me to the Executive Engineer for oonsideratiun, and as his reply was not 
considered salisfoctOTy, a further rciiort was made by the Secretary in Octo- 
• bcF last, and was forwarded by me to the Executive Engineor for opinion.

No reply lias yot been received by me, but the Executive Engineer and the 
Suponutonding End!iaeer have. I understand, told the Secretary that the 
additional engine asked for by him will be provided tor in a sa]mlomentary 
estimato, and I am now waiting to get oi&oial intimation to that effect.’^' 
No water-rate is levied, the NiwaD’i gift being aubjcct to the condition that 
no such rate should be impeseo. 

25. Dainhat The people of Dainhat mostly obtain their supply of drinking water either 

from Uie Ehagiruttec, which lies at a distance, or from a bed called the 
Banor. Some people use tauk-water, which is not good. 

2G. Darjeeling The beneiita of the system of water- works have oeeu widely extended by 

the orectiim of more h}'drauts in the town and suburbs at the cost of 
the municipality, and by the introduction of water into houses at the cost 
of the owners. The supply of water is chiclly obtained from the springs 
^ on the Beuchal spur, and a very small supply from Massons’ spring 

below the Jelhipahar road. The quality of water supplied has boon good, 
but the quantity has been once or twice a little scanty, though there was 
no real scarcity and no complaints. There is snUlcient water at Senchal 
for all purposes, but the nresent main pipe is not large enough to bring it all 
away. A wateivrato at throe per cent, is levied on the annual value of houses 
where water is supplied by municipal pip<*s. Part VIJ. of the Municipal Act 
is in force here. 

27. Daudnagar Wells and canal— Well-water sufficient and wholesome. 

28. Deugbur The water-supply of the town is derived from a hili-slrflam which flows by the 

tovru, from four tanks, and from 67 wells, iuclftdiog the municipal and t}4e 
railway wells. The quality of the water supplied by the lull-stream and 
wells is good. 

’m. Dinagep tc The river Ptimabhaba, tanks and public and private wells are the ehief sourees 

of water-supply. The woll-watur is good, and the nativcK prefer it for drink- 
uig purposes. The municipal wells arc kept clean, but as some uf them are 
very old. the people seldom use the walftr from these wclla for drinking. 
The tanks and jmvate wells generally dry up during the hot weather when 
the want of water is felt. No water-works were constructed during the year. 
Fart Vll of the Act is not in force, nor is any water-ratu levied. 

3(», Dumnion Wells. 

31. Ihirbhunga .... Bagmoti river, wells and tank. — Water-supply abundant, but not good. 

32. English Bazar ... The water-supply of the town is chiefly drawn from the river M^aiuinda, but 

]wople living at a distance from the river use tank- water. The water of the 
river JMabananda deteriorates in quality during the dry season. QThcre arc 
some private and public wells wilhin the municipality which help in supply- 
ing water to a gtroat extent, but their number is limited, and the digging of 
some new wells in those mrts which are situated at a distauoe from the nver 
is urgently required. The want of wells is much felt during the hot season 
when tlie tanks dry un. 

33. rurrecil|K)re The want of good uiutdng and bathing water is severely felt at Fnrreodporo 

during the greater part of the year, but more especially during the dry 
months. The water of Uie khal that runs by the west of the bazar and 
flows into the Dhole Somudra is still used for bathing purposes, while a few 
municipal tanks reserved for the purpose form the main sujiply of drinking 
water for the whole town and the suburbs. The Lnldeghec was re-excavated 
during the year at a cost of Rs. 900, and is said to have done much good to 
the people. The Municipal Comroissionors having failed to excai’ate a fairly 
largo tank, or deepen the old bed of the Jola which runs through the 
middle of the town fur want of sufficient funds, advantage was taken of 
the occasion uf the Empress’ JubUee to start a proposal for excavating 
a largo tank in commemoration or that cveni at a eeulral place of the 
town with the aid of public subscriptions and munici)jal contributions. 6uh- 
aoriptioDs wore accordingly called for from the several zemindars and 
taluqdars of tbc district. The Municipal Commissioners also resolved to 
ooutracl a loan of £s. S,0U0 to supplement the subscriptions in case t^y 
do not come up to an adequate sum, and to do tbc work during tlie ensuing 
cold season. The Chairman reports that subscriptions are not coming in as 
liberally as was exTumted. 

3.1. Gya ‘ Wells and the river Falgu.— The quality of water obtaincd;from wells is whole- 

some, but this is not the case with what is obtained from the bed of the river 
owing to many impurities. The supply of water is suflicient for the people, 
but leaves comparatively little for conservancy purposes. 

.36. Haieoporc Guuduck and wells, . , „ , . , „ 

36. Hooghly and Howrah Those residents of the numerous municipalities m the Hooghly and Howrali 
distric!t.s. Municipali- districts, bordering on the river Hooghly, who live within easy reach of the 
ties in the—. river, use its water, but those vrho live at a distance resort to tank.s for their 

supply. Those inhabitants of Bansberia who live in the vicinity of the river 
I Saraswati use its water. The wealthier portion of the iulmbitaiits of Dtter- 
para procure- their supply of drinking water from tlie Calcutto mpes, paying 
the usual license fees. There an> throt* public tanks in the llooghly aim 
Cbinsurah Municipality. In Seraiuporu a tank is reserved by the East l^ia 
* Bailway Company for drinking water. An application from the Municipal 

Commissioners for the grant w a lease in jierpctuity at a nominal rent, of the 
tank situated witliin the khas mehals at Rishra, was submitted to Government 
in Febmaiy last. Binco the close of the year Government has sanctioned the 
application. The river water does not sutneiently meet Uio requirements of the 
towns of Baidabati and Balli, whore a few good Innks are needed for. the use 
of the inhabilants residing in the interior. The towm of Jehnnabad, which 
is situated on both bonks of the river Dalkessur, derives its water-supply 
:^m that river. The water thus obtained i9 good and wholesome. 

• 
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In Howrali the Municipal CommisaionorB made rerj little proneaB daring the 
year towardH the ccmplotion of the preliminary aurvey with reference to the 
scheme for the aupply of filtered water to thd town. Ooremment on the 
SSth Juno last called upon the Mtmici^ Commissiouers to fulfil the oondiUona 
on which theyltave been relieved ox threo>foarth8 of the police charges. 
They have Bubmitted an application to GK>vornmeut re(]ueBting that fiUltered 
water may be supplied by the Municipality of Calcutta through a pipe laid 
across the river HoogUly. 

37. Haaaribagh water-supply of the t<>wn is derived from numerous wells and from five 

taukst^ of which three are under the direct eoctrol and management of the 
municipality. The water is good in quality, and the supply amply sufficient. 
Care is taken to prevent pollution by washing and bathing, guards being 
stationed at the gh&ts. Stiecial tanks have been set apart for use by dhobis 
and others foir washing clothes. « 

38. Jaipur Well water is generally us(;d by the inhabitants of the municipality for drink* 

ing and culinary purposes. Some of the villages within this municipality 
derive their supiuy of water from the river Baitumie. There are many wells 
within private enclosures. The puople of this town also draw their supply of 
water from the 1C wells scattered within it. They aro purged when necessary 
at the eost of the municipality. No water-works were constmotod during the 
year ; neither was any water-rate levied here. 

39. Jomalpore The supxily is drawu from wells belonging to the municipality as well as those 

, belonging to private individuals ; 13 wells have been constructed by the 
municipuity for the use of the public. 

During the year under report two puoca wells were constructed in the villages 
of Keshubpore Chntta and Itampore at a eost of Ks. 2H8. The Chairman 
reports: “Tlie existing number of pnblic and private wells is not sufficient 
to meet the roquiroments of the people, as some of them dry up during the 
hot wyather, and the water iu others boeonios unfit for use. It is tlio inten* 
tion of the Commissioners to increase the number every year." The scheme 
for supplying water by the Bailway Company is being rapidly carried out. 
and will soon lie completed. 

40. Jamui Tho water-supply in this tomi is chiefly obtain^ from wells constructed by pri- 

vat« individuals. The water of these wells is reported to bo generally good 
and sufficient, and in certain cases above the average m (inality. There are 
also four tanks which were excavated during the famine as relief works. But tho 
water in these tanks is not very gwid, and is seldom used for drinking purposes. 

41. Hunicipalities in the The supply of good drinking water is deficient in all the municipalities m the 
district of Jeisora. district of Jossoro. In jessore itself the Bhaizab and a few tank.s are the 

principal sonrocs of water-supply : the quality is vciy bad. The river near 
the most crowded parts of the town is little bettor than a stagnant pool. 
Some of the tanks aro set apart for driiikiug only, but even in tlieao tlio 
water is inferior, and tho only good water in the place comes from the jail 
wells. The Magistrate hopes to iudnee tho Municipal (./ommissiouers to 
improve the water-supply by sinking a few good nucea wells, which sWld 
give as good water as now comes from the jail. lCoteebandpt>ro and Mohesh* 
pore similarly draw their supply from the river and from wells. Tho water 
at Eoteohannporo is extremely bad. Tha river at Muheshporc supplies little 
* or no driukiiig water. 

42. Jugdishpore 'Wells— Water abnudant and good. 

43. Jolpigoree The chief sources of water-supply are the rivers Tecsta and Eurla. The 

water of tho former is excellent, end is used by the Europeans and by the better 
class of tho native )H)pulation. The rest draw their supply from tho river Karla 
and local wells. The water of the Kurla is not goixl, as it is greatly conta- 
minated by the steeping of logs, 4m. Beoently a bye-law has been framed 
by tho municipality to put a stop to this practice. The poorer class of people 
generally draw their supply from euteha wells, the surfaces of which are not 
well protected, tho result being that during the rains the water is generally 
contaminated by surface drainage. There ere throe masonry pucca wells 
in the bastr. two of which belong to the Kyas, and are solely used by them ; 
the other belongs to the Uauee of the late .Kaikut, the water of which is ased 
by all the basar people. The supply of water is suiUoieot to meet the 
demands of tho residents of the tovm. 

44. Kendrapara ... The total expenditure incurred under this head wag Bs. 79-7-3, against Bs. 28-8 

in tlie preceding year. 

46. Municipalities in the In the Khoolna town those who live near tho rivora have an oxoellent supply 
district of Khuolna. of water, but those who are at a distance suffer considerably. Thoro \n 
practically good water for the greater part of the town. The ** Shibbary 
dighy,” a flue tank, which was the souroe of supply to a large number ^ 
reiidenls, was included in the lauds made over to the Bengal Centml Bailway, 
and nothing has been done to compensate the public for its loss. In Satkliira, 
Chanduria, and Bebhaita, the river water is said to bo more or less brackish 
tbrouirhout the year, and consequently the people generally resort to local 
tanks for their supply. There are many tanks in these towns supplying 
pure drinkiug water. Steps are being taken to exoavirto a large tank in the 
Satkhira Mnnieipality, and the Chanduria Municipality also oontem^tes 
excavating a large tank within a year or two. 

46, Earseottg The water-supply of the town was sufficient for ordinary requirements. The 

source from which the old line of main pipes is supplied lies above the baaar. 
A second reservior was built and a new branch line was opened daring 
1885-86. The quality of water is good.

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Source* of water-Bupply. 


66. I^attore The river Nared supplicf good drinlcuig water for about two months during 

the rains. The tnree municipal tanks and lomo otlier private tanks are the 
sources of obtaining good drinking water throughout the year. Fresh river 
water is taken into almost every tank during the rainy season. The supply 
is insuiliciont for the requirements of the town. A large tank was excavated 
in the Borgacha ward by the municipality the total cost incurred being 
As. 3,02tS, inclndiug compensation for acquiring lands, Ac., of which Bs. 1,190 
was paid during the preceding year. A few more tanks are necessary for the 
reqmrcmonts of the town. 

56. Ketrokona The Municipality of fictrokona draws its water-supply from the Mogra river, 

which runs through the town. The water is reportod to bo good. 

In Jatnalpore n well was excavated during the year underreport. The Nasira- 
had Municipality uontemplate excavating n tank, to he called the .Tabdee 
tank. Tlic Kishuregiiuge Municipality has undertaken the excavation of a 
largo tank at a cost of about As. UUO. 

67. noakholly In Woakholly, too, there i.s no wnter*work. but the water for all necessary 

purposes is drawn out of tanks which abound, and some of which have been 
kept apart for drinking purposes. 

68. Municipalities in the In the district of iNuddea, Bimagur got its supply from private tanks and river, 
district of If uddea. Both are bad in quality, but sullicient in quantity. Chogilah has tanks and 

silted up rivor ebannefs, and also a few wells for its water.Hiipp]y. Here also 
> quanti^ i.s snflicient, but the quality is bad. The chief source of M'ater-supply 
ill the ArUhnagur Municipality is the river Jellinghee. There are also a number 
of tanks and wells. Ihe river water is said to be good, but in parts of the town 
thi.s source of supply is too far off. The water is doubtful in quality and at 
limes scarce. ^ o pncea wells were sunk daring the year at a cost of As. 698-0. 
The rivor Gorai is the chief sdhree of sup)>ly in the Aushtea and Ooomarcolly 
Municipalities. The water is good. There are some ten tanks and a number 
of wells in the Coomorcolly town. These are not in a satisfaotory eunditioii. 
Bupees 60 have been spent by the Commissioners in buying a piece of land 
in w'hich to excavate a tank, but for want of funds no further progress has 
been made. In Moherpore the river Bhairab, a municipal tank, and some 
private w'oBs are the chief sources of supply. The rivor there is in a very 
bad state. The municipal tank is in a good condition. It is in contemplation 
to sink two pueea wells, one from the Municiual Fund and the other from 
the irubilee Fund, and bricks have been purchased for the purpose. In 
Ifuddea ihe Bhagiruthee, the Paltahi khal and private wells, of which last 
there are a groat many, supply water. The river water is generally good. 
AaiMghat is well off for water. The rivor Chooraey yields a never- failing 
supply of very good water: besides this, there are Isiikb and wells w'hioh are 
saia to lie in good condition. In Santipore the sources of supply are the river 
Hoogbly, jhil JNeaur, Hariporc khal, private tanks, and the municipal 
tank : the w ater cf all ^eso, except the private tanks, is good. 

59. Old Maldah ... The water-supply of this town is chiefly drawm from the rivor Mahannuda. 

There are also 12 tanks within the limits of the municipality. A])art from 
the water supplied by the river Mahananda, there does not appear to be any 
supply of really good water. In the dry season these tanks uuKt contain 
ramer f<iul water. 

60. Patna* Ganges, wells— In such parts of the town as are far removed from the river, 

the people obtain water for drinking purpose.s from wells situated in fields, a 
garden and other eouvenieut places beyond the probability of contamination 
by the city sewage. 

61. Poorec This town derives its supply of water from tanks and w-ells. The ordinary people 

use tank and well water for drinking ami culinary purposes. The Guropeau 
residoDts of the town, and also some of the well-to-do personR. use tlie water 
of the wells at the seashore for drinking purm>ses. Tauks and w'ells are also 
used by the people for bathing purposes. iTio most pressing want of this 
town is good drinkable water. The sources of water-supply, though abundant, 
are not good. The question of supplying the town with pure water is of great 
moment, and it affects the health, not only of the jicrmanout residents of tlie 
town, but also of tliat of the pilgrims who assemble here in immense numbers 
during the pilgrim season. 

62. Pubna Tlie town receives a full supply of good water from the latter part of July to 

the end of October, the periM during which the river Icliamutty remains 
navigable, alter which the want of water is greatly felt. The tanks in the 
town are annually flushed with river water during the rains. The tank water 
is unfit for drinking and is never used for tliai purpose. Aupe.es 1,000 has 
licen contributed by the municipality towards the oe^isition of land required 
for Baboo Lukhi Nath Framaniok’s Jubilee tauk. No water-rate is levied, 
nor is Fart VII of the Act in force in the mumcipolity . 

63. Pumeah The supply of drinking water is obtained from ring wells, which are found to 

be sufficient and good. They are generally renewed at an interval of two to 
three years. The water of the river Saurah is not good, though it is used by 
a few of the city people. The tanks are few ; tiio water in them is not good. 
They arc shallow and overgrown with weeds.

I ing water is felt, and meaaurea are being taken from time to time to remove 
it by the excavation of tanka. In others certain tanka have been reaerved 
for drinking purpoaea only. In Baranagar, South Barraokpur, and Noihati, 
the chief souroc of anppiy of water ia the river Jlooghly. The people in the 
interior reaort, however, to tadka. which have been excavated by private 
individuala. Basirhat, Talci, and Badooria being on the bank of the river 
Ichamntty, and Ooverdanga on the Jamuna, have also the advantage of river 
water. Barripore there are three tanas reaerved for drinking purposes. 
In. Baraiet there are several good water tanks from whidh the people draw 
drinking water. In Baairhat there is one municipal tank near the cutofaerry, 
but it ia not snfilcieut for all. In tlio Sonth Buouiban Municipality a tank 
haa lately been excavated by the Oommiaaioners. 

In the Suburban mnnieipality there ia no filtered water*8upply. Only tho 
wealthier portion of the residenta, who can afford to pay for me pipe water, 
get it from the hydrants on the Caloutta aide of the tiircnliur Bead, while 
others get their drinking water mostly from tho river Uooghly and Tolly's 
Kuliah, and partly from unnioipal tanka. A portion of the inbabitania. who 
live in the interior in tho tiiinly<popalated localities, got thoir drinking water 
from the gardens of the rich, who allow the residents to draw water from 
anoh tanka free of cost.

municipalities during that year, prepared in accordance with the instructions 
contained in the orders of me Government of India, in the Homo Department, 
No. 2 — 103-14A, dated the 27th July 1882. 


THE CALCUTTA MUNICIPALITY. 

2. As the report on the working of the Calcutta Municipality and the 
Resolution of the Jjieutenant-Goveruor reviewing tlie report have been sepa- 
rately submitted to the Govornraont of India, in the Home Department, with 
hotter No. 3577, dated the 29th December 1880, no separate resume of the W'ork 
of that Municipality is given in the present report. It deals exclusively with 
the working of municipalities in the interior of the Province. 
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WORKING OF THE MUNICIPAL ACT III (B.C.) OF 1884. 

3. During the year 1885-86 there were no changes made in the law 
which regulates the working of mimici])alitiGs. 

4. ReisuU of clccUom held during lh£ .year,— Tliore was no general election 
held during the year in any of the municipalities. The Commissioners elected 
in 1884-85 will, under section 21 of the Act, hold office for throe years. There 
were, however, several byo-olections held under section 27 to fill up vacancies 
in place of Commissioners who had resigned or who had ceased to he Commis- 
sioners. Tho following table shows the result of such elections : —

5. Number of Municipalities . — Including the Suburban Municipality, the 
number of municipalitios in the interior of the Province was 13d, against 129 in 
the year 1884-85. The increase of four is accounted for by the creation 
into municipalities of the towns of Assensole, in the district of Burdwan, 
Perozepore, in the district of Backergunge, and Tikari and Daudnagar, in the 
district of Qya. An account of the creation of these municipalities was given 
in paragraphs 29 and 30 of the report for the year 1884-85. 



( 3 ) 

6. In tlic town of Assensolc, Burciwan District, tho sanitary and police 
arrangements wore unsatislactory, and it was recommended that the provisions 
of tho Municipal Act should ho extended to that place. The usual preli- 
minary Tiotificatiou was published, and the Act was iulroducod by a notification 
dated tlic 23rd April 1«85. It was, however, found that almost tho sole iticomo 
would bo derived froin the Railway. Tho onlj” persons who could be found to 
act as Commissioners wore Railway officials or persons connected with the Rail- 
way, and tlioy, after trying to carry out the provisions of tbo Act for some 
mouths, found that tho income of tho Municipality was inaufheiont. The Com- 
missioners individually were also unable to afford the time necessary for dispos- 
ing of petitions and for carrying out their duties as Municipal Commissionijrs, 
and the Railway authorities were opposed to the continuance of the Municipality. 
For those reasons tho Commissioners at a meeting proposed tliat Assensole 
should be withdrawn from the operation of tho Municipal Act. A communica- 
tion has boon addressed to the Agent of the Railway C'oinpany, giving a state- 
ment of the actual requiremonts of the native quarter of the town, and enquiring 
whether tho Railway authorities would provide for them if the provisions 
of tho Municipal Act are withdrawn from the town. On r6ccij)t oi the Agent’s 
reply, tho question of the abolition of tbo Municipality wdll be finally decided. 

In Rerozeporo the MunicipaUty came into working order when nearly 
tho first-haK of the official year had elapsed. The taxes for only six months 
of the year 1885*80 were therefore realized there. In Tikari and Daudnagar 
tho actual working of the municipalities began after the close of 1885-80, and 
no taxes were levied in them during tlio year. 

7. In Appendix A attached to this report, a statement is given showing the 
dato of estahlisnmeut of each Municipality in tlie Province, the population living 
within municipal limits, and the actual number of rate-payers in each as ascer- 
tained from the assessment register of the Muniidpality^. 

8. Comtitution of Committees . — The constitution of tho (iJommittees of the 
various Municipalities as they actually existed at the close of tho year 1885-86

16. RccUjkaiwn of Municipal Boundaries,-— lihe) Commissioner of the 
Burdwan Division submtted, on the 20th February 1885, a copy of a resolution 
passed by the Municipal Commissioners of Bankura, recommending, under 
section 9 of Act III (B.C). of 1884, the exclusion of the villages of Baiibanda 
and Bej gram from that Municipality. These villages were united with the 
Mnncipalily in 1879. At that time the majority of the inhabitants were 
cai-ters and lived by carting goods ; they have now given up that trade, and 
at present three-fourths of the population are engaged in agriculture. The 
proposal was sanctioned by Government in May 1885. 

17. In January 1886 the Commissioner of Patna reported that the limits 
of the Bhabua Municipality, in district of Sbahabad, might be extended so as 
to include within them the villages of Khelaspore and 8eon. Three-fourths 
of the adult male population of tlie villages wore chiefly employed in pursuits 
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other than agricultural, and the villages lay within a mile from the Munici- 
pality. The Municipal Commissioners at a meeting recommended the proposal, 
and the sanction of Government was accorded to it with ofiect from the Ist 
July 1886. 

18. In the month of March 1886 it was brought to the notice of Govern- 
ment that in tJie definition of the boundaries of the Gya Municipality, published 
in the notification of 9th June 1873, the western boundary was described in a 
vague and indefinite manner. It was therefore resolved by the Commissioners 
to revise the limits of the Municipality, with the object of giving it a well- 
defined boundary. After some correspondence, the proposal received the 
sanction of Government on the 22nd February 18K7. 

19. About the conimencoment of the year a proposal to extend the limits 
of the Ifoserah Municipality, in the district of l)urbhunga, so as to include 
within them the villages of Damodurpore, Luchmipore and Sahiar, was 
received. These villages adjoined, and were inhabited by persons who carriecl 
on trade in, the Municipality. Difficulty was consequently often experienced 
ill collecting taxes from persons wlio bad sliops in Koserah, but w1k» removed 
to their permanent homes in those villages when the business season was over. 
T’he sanitaiy condition of the villages was also very bad. For these reasons 
they were included within the limits of the Municipality by a notification dated 
the 16th January 1886. 

20. Tlie municipal limits of the town of Madhubani included only a 
portion of a village called Bliawra. The majority of the inhabitants of the 
excluded portion of the village wore non-agriculturists. The grounds of their 
exclusion from municijial supervision, if any existed in the beginning of the 
Municipality, did not exist now, nndtho Commissioners resolved to recrify this 
anomalous state of things by bringing within the limits of iluj Municipality 
the remaining portion of the village. The proposal received tlie sanction of 
Government with eficct from the 1st July last, 

INCOME. 

21 . The year opened with a balance of Rs. 4,98,490, and the income of 
the year was Rs. 26,32,864, making a total of Ks. 31,31,354. The following 
statement shows the municipal income of the year as compared with that of 
the previous year ; —

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22. The difieronces under (e) and (d\ tax on persons and tax on owners, 
are duo to a ro-arrangemont in the exhibition of the actual receipts under 
each head in different Municipalities. The decrease under Miscellaneous” 
requires explanation. It is due to last year’s receipts having included Ks. 88,083 
oil account of donation and sale proceeds of Government promissory notes for 
the water-works at Hurdwan, and a sum of Ks. 67,095 sale procei'ds of the ranges 
of shops belonging to the dispensary at Monghyr, and temporarily credited in 
the municipal funds for safe custody.

24. The amount raiHod by local taxation increased from Rs. 19,47,414 to 
Rs. 19,93,461, the difference beiiifv Rs. 46,047. This is equivalent to an increase 
of 1*454 pies per head of population, the exact amount last year having been 
12 annas and 193 of a pic, while this year it is 12 annas and 1 ‘647 pies. .As 
the population was 26,27,866, while the income was Rs. 26,32,864, the income 
was almost exactly equal to one rupee per head. 

EXPENDITURE. 

26. The year closed with a balance of Rs. 3,95,675. The following 
statement shows tlio various heads of expenditure during the year 
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26. The statoraeiit sliowa a decrease of a lakh and a half in the expen- 
diture under 3 (/) “ Water- works, establishment, and repairs.'^ This is duo to 
the completion of the Hurdwan water-works, and to a decrease in expenditure on 
the water- 8up})ly scheme for Bhaj?ulporc. Tlioro is a mtirked increase under the 
head “ Public Instruction.” Tlie cliarfce under the head of “ Miscellaneous ” is 
almost entirely due t() biiyin*^ and sellin^f of Government securities this 3 ^ear 
and last year in the Municipality r)f the Suburbs of Calcutta and of Monghyr.

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29. During the year the Compulsory Vaccination Act V (B.(y) of 1880 
was extended to the Municijialities of Mozufferpore, Arrah, Seraj gunge and 
Chattra. The Bill to amend this Act, referred to in paragraph 89 of th<; report 
for 1884-85, received the assent of the Governor-General on the 5th March 1887, 
and is styled as Bengal Act; II of 1887. 

30. The table below shows the number of villages visited by the Deputy 
Sanitary Commissioners and the Deputy Superiiitondents of Vaccination in 
connection with their sanitary duties : — 
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« 
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31. The remarks contained in paragraph 2 of Homo Department’s letter 
No. 55, dated the 14th May 1886, concerning the amount of inspection work 
done by certain Deputy Sanitary Commissioners and Depuly Superintendents 
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of Vaccination in tlioir capacity as sanitary inspectors, were communicated to 
the Sanitary Commissioner. It has boon oxptainod that the disproportion 
observed in the work of the various officers was nominal and not real, as 
the officers who showed loss sanitary work had done more vaccination work. 
The Deputy Sanitary Commissiouer of the Sonthal Perguunalis Circle inspocted 
no less than 1,002 villages in connection with his duties us Superintendent 
of Vaccination. In the Darjeeling Circle the outturn of work was necessarily 
small, as some of the northern districts comprised in the Circle arc sparsely 
peopled, and the villages arc scattered wide apart, and are so difficult of access 
and so cxtonsivcly divided by natural barriers that to visit and inspect one is 
equivalent to dtung the work of four or five villages in many other parts of 
Bengal. The Deputy Sanitary Commissioner of the Eastern Bengal Circle 
has been removed from tlio Sanitary Department for neglect of his duties. 
His work for the year 1885*86 has not been shown as he did not submit 
any returns for tlio yeai*, though repeatedly called upon to do so by the 
Sanitary Commissioner. 

32. Burdwan Divi&ion . — In Burdwan the regular suj)ply of filtered water 
j commenced from the Ist December 1884. The cost 

u cr-snpp y. water-works amounted up to the close of t\iv 

year 1885-86 to Ks. 2,21,430, including cost of maintenance. It was met as

It is proposed that the remainder of the cost as well as the amount of certain 
hills still due to contractors (which will bring the total cost up to Its. 2,30,000} 
shall be paid by a loan of Its. 25,000, which the Commissioners intend to raise 
in the open market. The works have proved of great benefit to the 
inhabitants of the northern portion of the town in which the pipes have been 
laid. The wut^r is drawn from tlie Banka river behind the Kanchannagore 
weir, and pumped by engines into three settling tanks. The water then passes 
into two filters, from which it runs into the clear water reservoir, and it is finally 
pumped into tho pipes and distributed throughout the town. In paragraph 02 
of the report for 1884-85, it was stated that tho Commissioners had sanctioned 
house connections which were soon to bo tarried out. This work was effected 
during the year under report, and 64 houses were connected with the s<jrvico 
main. In rioory the Municipal Commissioners reserved a tank exclusively for 
drinking pur})osos. It was cleaned during the hot season, and a filtering drain 
constructed on its bank with a view to purifying the water of the surface drains 
which discharge into the tank. The cost incurred for this purpose amounted to 
Rs. 623. 

In the Hooghly and Chinsurah Municipality the Commissioners set apart 
during the year four tanks for the supply of good drinking water. Mr. Scott, 
the Government Engineer, whoso services were lent to the Howrah Municipality 
for the preparation of the plans and estimates of the scheme for the supply of 
filtered wattjr to tho riparian Municipalities lying between Howrah and Scram- 

J )ore, fell seriously ill shortly after the commencement of tho work, went on sick 
eavo and dicid. An application was again made to Government for the services 
of another Engineer, but as no officer was available, the work remained in 
abeyance. The Municipal Commissioners have since resolved at a meeting to 
accept the services of Mr. D. Anselmo for the purpose of making a survey and 
pre])aring a detailed map of tho Municipality. In Tumlook the Commissioners 
caused two tanks to be cleaned during the year at a cost of Rs. 314, and seta part 
for the reservation of drinking water. The Commissioners of the Chundorkona 
Municipality obtained a large tank in the heart of the town on permanent lease, 
and reclaimed it at a cost of Ks. 1,020. It has been set apart for drinking 
purposes. In Khirpai tho Commissioners reclaimed on old tank situated in a 
thickly-peopled part of the town at a cost of Rs. 200. 
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•33. Pmidency Divimn ^ — Tho Commissionerfl of tlie South Suburban 
Municipality excavated a tank for tho supply of drinking water. In 
Santipore, the Commissioners acquired an old foul tank called Chorepukur, 
at a cost of Rs. 2)524t, and re-excavatod it. The Municipal Commissioners 
of Blehcrpore dug three wells during the year for the supply of drinking 
water to the people living at a distance from the river Rhairab which flows past 
the town. 

34. Raj^hahye Division . — The Commissioners of tho Durjooling Muui> 
cipality discussed tho question of increasing the quantity of the supply of 
water in order to allow house connections to be made with the main pipes, and 
a second spring was tapped during the year. A new hydrant was erc^cted on 
the cart-road, and another on tho Ferndafe road, at a cost of Ks. 910. l*art VII 
(Water-supply) of Act III (R.C.) of 1884 was in force in tho Municipality, and a 
water-rate of 3 per cent, per annum was levied from tho Ist May 1885. In Nattore, 
the excavation of a tank for the supply of drinking water to the people of the 
Burgaclia ward of the Municipality was commenced during the year. In Pubna, 
four masonry wells and eleven ring-wells wore sunk during the year in different 
parts of the town. In Scrajgunge, twelve wells with potters* rings were dug 
during tho year. The Commissioners inenurod an expenditure of lis. ^52 in 
deepening a channel which connects the Dhanbundee river with the Rowhaharee 
river. In the Kurseong Municipality the Commissioners laid during the year 
three branch linos of pipes and constructed a bathing platform. A fourth line 
was also opened for tho supply of water to the shop-keepers and people of the 
western section of the bazar near tbe Kurseong dS,k bungalow. The total 
expenditure incurred for the purjjoso was Rs. 980, of which Rs. 500 was received 
from tho Darjeeling Improvement Fund. 

35. Dacca Division . — In the Furreedporo Municipality tho Cf)nimiBsionorK 
re-<‘x<'.avatGd two tanks at a cost of Rs. 1,600. In Goalundo tlu? Com- 
inissioiiors spent Rs. 379 in excavating two tanks in tho town. In Nasira])ad, 
in the district of Mymenslngh, a tank, called tho Duugabari tank, was re- 
oxcavated at tho expense of the Municipality. It has been reserved specially 
for drinking purposes. 

36. Bhagulpore Division . — The Commissioners of the Monghyr Muiiici- 
l)ality converted during the year six unprotected wells into substautial masonry 
ones. All the wells are reported to have 16 feet or more of water, and are 
much prized by the residents. In Jamalpore two masonry wells wore onstrufjterl 
in the villages of .labanaii-a and Keshubpore at a cost of Rs. 333. The water 
of most of the wells is considered to bo impure. To remedy this want of pure* 
water, the East Indian Railway Company intend to supply water from the 
hills. 'I’ho works, which are estimated to cost 11 s. 64,807, have boon taken 
in hand. In the Bhagulpore Municipality the construction of the water-works 
n-ferred to in paragraph 98 of the report for 1884-85 was not completed ; they 
arc estimated to cost Rs. 2,65,697. 


37. Orissa Division . — The Commissioners of tho Jajpore Municipality 
spent Rs. 25-7-9 in filling somo of the wells in tho town. In Kondrapara the 
expenditure for this purpose was Rs 28-6 only. 

38. Conservancy. — Burdwan Divhdm . — In Raneeeunge the Commissioners 

introduced into the Municipality the system of 
removing sweepings by contractors. In Jiaii the 
town Hwoepings were utilized in protecting the Strand 
from the encroachments of the river. In Midnaporo the sujiorvision of the w<»rk 
<‘onnectGd with conservancy was delegated to the committees of the six wards into 
which the town is divided. It is reported that the committees perfonned this 
duty with care and attention. Each committee was allowed a certain number of 
jemadars, coolies, carts. &c. Tho total strength of the conservancy cstahlisli- 
ment consisted of 1 overseer, 10 jemadars, 1 sirdar cooly, 75 coolies, 14 mchtors 
and 2 keepers of bullocks. 

39. Part VI (Conservancy 1 of the Bengal Municipal Act was in force in the 
Municipalities of Burdwan, Cuba, Cutwa, Kaiieegunge, Soory, Howrah, and 
Midnapore. In Hooghly and Chinsurah, Seramporc, Baidyabati, Bali and 
Bankura, portions only of this part of the Act were in force. Part IX (Latrines! 
was in force in the Municipalities i>f Cultia, Raueegunge, ^oory, Uooghly and 
Chinsurah, Serampore, Baidyabati, and Bhuddessur. In Howrah the various 
trenching grounds leased by tho Municipality have become so saturated with 


c 
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ni^lit-soil as to require rest and to have some feeding crops grown on them in 
order to revive their deodorizing properties. A scheme fur the removal of 
night-soil beyond municipal limits by means of a light tramway is under 
oontemplation by the Municipal Commissioners, and the sanction of Government 
has been given to raise the sum of Rs. 50,000 by a loan in the o|)en market for 
the execution of the scheme. Part IX of the Act is in force in this Munici- 
pality as well as in Midnapore. 

40. Vrenidcnan Uivmon, — In the Suburban Municipality, the work of removal 
of sweepings and garbage was done by a contractor, who was paid Rs. 2,750 per 
mensem for the work. The whole of Part VI, with the exception of sections 239, 
240, 241, 242, 252, 275 and 276, is in force in the Municipality. The removal 
of night-soil of the Municipality was also done by contract, and Part IX of the 
Municipal Act was in force in the town. The conservancy work of the other towns 
in the Presidency Division was nut adequately attended to. In many places there 
were no regular establishments maintained for this purpose, and the means 
at the disposal of the Commissioners were often times so very slender that 
they did not allow large expenditure for the improvement of the sanitary 
condition of the towns. Part vl was in force in tlie following Municipalities 
in this Division : — 

South Suburban, South Dum-Dum, South Barrackporc, North Barrackpore, 
Naihati, Goherdanga, Busirhat, Baduria, Krishnagar, Nuddea, Meherporo, 
Jessoro, and Moheshpore. 

Part IX was in force in Baranagore, in the Tallygungo ward of the South 
Suburban Municipality, Krisbnauar and Jessore. 

4 1 . Hajsliahyc Diviawn. — In iho Darjeeling Municipality the street-sweepings 
and garbage were disposed of by being shot down tho hill-sido by means of a 
wire-tramway. In all the other towns of tho Rajshahyo Division the work was 
done by coolies and carts. Part VI of the Municipal Act was in force in tho 
Municipalities of Darjeeling, Dinagcporc, Nattore, Pubna, Bogra, Rungpore, 
and in certain mohullahs of the Rampore Beauleab Municipality. Part IX of 
the Act was in force in Darjeeling, Dinageporo Nattore and some mohullahs 
of Rampore Beauleah. 

42. Daccit Division. — In this Division the work of conservancy and disposal 
of night-soil was performed under no regultir system. Except in Dacca, there 
was DO other Municipality where a regular establishment was maintained for the 
purpose. In the former city the sweepings and refuse wore removed in carts and 
utilized in filling up cess-pools and mthy drains, called “ gors.” The total cost 
of the scavenging establishment amounted to Rs. 40,863-8-6. In Naraingungc, 
Furreedpore and Burrisal, the work of surface cleaning only was done, and the 
establishments employed for the purpose is reported to have been adequate. 
Parts VI and IX of the Municipal Act were in force in the Municipalities of 
Dacca, Naraingungc, Madarqiore and Burrisal, and Part VI only in Furreedpore 
and Goalundo.

Sanitary Conmmioner , — During the 
year, the Sanitary Commis- 
sioner visited the Municipali- 
ties named in the margin, and 
forwarded reports of his in- 
fections to the Municipal 
Commissioners. He reported 
that of these towns, the sani- 
tary conditions of only Dar- 
jeeling, Goalundo, Ranchi 
and Purulia were found to be 
fairly satisfactory. In all iho 
rest, many sanita^ defects of 
8 more or less grave nature 
existed. The Municipalities of 
the Suburbs of Calcutta, Khul- 
na, Krishna^r, Nasirabad, 
Furreedpore, Julpigoree, hung- 
pore, and Pubna were reported 
to be in the worst possible con- 
The Municipal Commissioners of 
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Dacca, Naraingunge, Dinagopore, Bogra, Rampore Beauleah, Piirulia, Pooroe, 
Burrisal, llazaribugh and Bunkura were found to have effected creditable 
improvements. There was retrogression reported in the condition of Furreed- 
poro, Rungporci and Chyebassa. 

44. Kegiitration of births and deatlm . — The Act for the registration of births 
and deaths was in force in 1 17 municipalities ; and the expenditure under this 
head amounted to lis. 6,461, as against Us. 4,245 in 1884-S5. 

In Burdwan, both births and deaths were recorded. In the other muiiici- 
]>alitLes of the district of Burdwan, deaths only wore record(Ml. 1'hc work of 
registration was performed by the police in all the municipalities in this 
district, except Culna, Howrah and Bankura. 

In the Hooghly and Ohinsurah Municipality the work was done by the 
collecting Ameens, who wore granted an additional allowance of Rs. 4 each per 
mensem. The Municipal Commissioners of Serampore employed one clerk 
at Us. 10 and four mohurirs on Rs. 8 each per mensem for the purpose. In 
the other municipalities of the district of Hooghly, the Commissionors entrusted 
the duty to the clerks in their respective offices with a small increment to their 
pay. In the Municipality of Midnapore, births and deaths were registeriid by tlie 
second clerk of the Municipal Cffice. In the other municipalities in the district 
of Midnapore, deaths only were registered. The work in these towns was 
performed by the regular municipal establishment, and no extra remuneration 
was given. Part XI of the Municipal Act, which relates to the registration of 
births and deaths, was, in this Division, in force in the Municipalities of Bankura, 
Bislionpore, Midnapore, and the municipalities in the district of Hooghly. 

45. In the Suburban Municipality, Presidency Di\dsion, the registration 

of births and deaths is conducted by the police. Each police thana forms a 
registering circle, and the police officjorin charge is the registrar of births 

and deaths, within his jurisdiction. Besides the above chock, registrars arc 
attached to each burning ghat and buiial-ground. The hospitals, jails, public 
institutions, and coolie depots submit their returns direct to the Municipal Office. 
Part XI of the Municipal Act was in force in the Municipality during the year. 
In the Municipalities of Baranagore, South Suburbs, Barripore, South Barrack- 
pore, North iituTackporo, Nuddea, and Lalbagh, births and deaths wore registered 
by paid agencies omplo3^ed by the Municipal Commissioners. Part XI of the 
Municipal Act was not in force in any municipality except Nuddea and Lalbagh. 

In Rajpore, Joynagoro, North and South Dum-Dum, Baraset, Nailiati, 
Goberdanga, Busirliat, Taki, Baduria, Krishuagur, Santiporo, Itanagliat, 
Ivumerkalij Mehorpore, Biniagore, Kotechandpore, Mohoshporc, Berhauij)ore, 
and Kandi, the work of registration was done by the existing municipal 
establishment. In Juiigi])ore tfie compounder of tho Cbaritabh^ Dispensary 
did the work for an additional allowance of Rs. 5 per mem^em. In all the other 
municipalities the police kept the registers of vital statistics. Part XI of the 
Act was in force in the Municipalities of Krishnagar, Sautipore, Ranaghat, 
Meherpore, Biniagore, and Jessore. * 

In the Kajshahye Division the work of registration of vital statistics 
was performed by tho jiolice, except in Nattorc. and Rampore Boa uleah. lu 
the former, a clerk was employed for the purpose, and in the latter, tho muni- 
cipal pound-keepers did the work. Both births and deaths wore registered iu 
the Municipalities of Darjeeling, Ramporb Beaulcali, Nattorc, Bogra, Shereporu, 
and Kurseong. In Dinagopore, Pnbna, Sera j gunge, Rungpore and .lulpigoroe, 
deaths only were registered. Part XI of the Act was m force in liampcrt* 
Beauleah, Bogra and Darjeeling. 

47. In the Dacca Division, both births and deaths were registered by the 
police without any additional cost in the Municipalities of Dacca, Fiirrc'edpore, 
Goalundo, Madaiipore and Kishoregungo. In Naraingunge the work was 
done by a registrar appointed by tho Municipality on a salary of Rs. 26 per 
mensem. In Nasirabad, Jamalpore and Sherepore, tho work was done by 
one of the municipal officers on a small additional renmneratiuii. At Burrisal, 
Jbalokati, Nalchiti, Muktagacha, and Bazitporo, deaths only wore registered. 
In Burrisal and Muktagacha the work was done by the police, aiitl in the others 
by tho tax-collectors. In Porozopore neither births nor deaths were registered. 
Part XI of the Municipal Act was not in force in any of the municipalities of 
this Division, except Naraingunge.

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48. In the Chittagong Division, the registration of vital statistics was 
conducted during tiie year by the police in all the municipalities, except at 
Brahmanbariali, where the work was done by a municipal clerk. Part XI was 
not in force in any of the municipalities. 

40. lu the Bhagulpore Division, births and deaths were registered in the 
Monghyr and Jamal pore Municipalities by special registrars appointed for the 
purpose. Ill the Municipality of Bhagulpore the work of registration was 
done by the police during the first three mouths of the year. From July 1685, 
the Civil Surgeon’s clerk was appointed the registrar. In Colgong the work 
was done by the municipal tax-collector, and in Pumeah and Old Maldah by 
the police. In English Bazar and Deoghur, deaths only were registered at 
the police station. In Sahebgunge the work of registration was performed 
by the municipal employes under the supervision of the Vice-Chairman. 
Deaths only were registered. Part XI of the Act was in force in the Munici- 
palities of Monghyr, Jamalpore, Bhagulpore, Colgong and Pumeah. 

50. In the Orissa Division, the police kept the registers of vital statistics 
in the Municipalities of Pooree, Balasore, Jajporo and Kendrapora. In Cuttack 
the work of registration was done by the pound-mohurirs. Part XI of the 
Act was in force only in the Cuttack Municipality in this Division. 

51. In the Cliota Nagpore Division the work of registering births and 
deaths was performed by the Civil Hospital Assistant in charge of the (;hari- 
table dispensary on an additional aflowauce of Rs. 4 per mensem. Part XI 
of the Alunicipal Act was in force in the town. In the Chattra Municipality 
the Act for the compulsory registration of vital statistics, IV iB.C.) of 1873, 
came into force from 1st August 1885. The municipal clerk was appointed 
registrar of births and deaths on an extra allowance of Rs. 2 per mensem for 
this additional work. One of the collecting peons goes round the town daily 
enquiring about the births and deaths, and reports them to the registrar, for 
which he is paid an additional allowance of Re. 1 per mensem. In Ranchi 
no vital statistics were kept during the year. In Purulia, births and deaths 
were registered by the municipal overseer on an extra allowance of Rs. 2 per 
nienscra. Part XI was in force. In Chyebassa, deaths only were registered 
by the police.

55. Working of the Pilgrim' Lodging-House Act JV (B.C,) of 1871. — In 
Pooroo, 658 licensoH were issued during the year for the accommodation of 
18,042 lodgers, against 814 licenses in 1884-85 for 10,695 lodgers. The incomo 
of the year, including a balance of Rs. 2,327 in hand at the close of the pre- 
vious year, was Rs. 13,158, against Rs. 7,517 in 1884-85. The increase was 
due to a much larger number of licenses than usual having been taken out, 
especially in the month of July 1885, when pilgrims wont to the temple of 
Juggurnatli in greater numbers than in most other ytiars to be present at the 
car festival, which in tlds year was regarded as particularly ausjucious. The 
total expenditure amounted to Rs. 8,409, against Ks. 5,190 in the previous 
year. There were 90 prosecutions instituted under the Act, against 41 in 
1884-85. Convictions were obtained in 72 cases. Jn five cases the defendants 
were acquitted. Sixteen cases were pending at the close of the year. Tho 
Lodging-House Committee made a grant of Rs. 4,500 to the Municipality of 
Poorce for the conservancy of the town. Tho dispensary at Piplec was the only 
institution maintained the Committee from their funds for the treatment of 
pilgrims. Tho expenditure on account of it during tho year amounted to 
Rs. 1,144, It afforded rebef to 11« in-door and 1,900 out-door patients. 

56. In Gya, 498 licenses were issued for tho accommodation of 15,491 
lodgers, against 546 licenses for 17,057 pilgrims issued during the previous 
year. Tho decrease in the number of pilgrims was owing to the heavy inun- 
dation which occurred in various places last year, and prevented the poorer 
and middle classes of people from visiting the slmine during tho first pilgrim 
season. Sixty- seven prosecutions were instituted for breaches of the provisions 
of tho law, against 92 in the previous year, and the total amouut of fines realized 
was Rs. 275-10, against Rs. 765 in 1884-85. The decrease was due to fewer 
prosecutions for broaches of the provisions of the law and to the imposition of 
lighter fines. Tho total income during tho year amounted to Rs. 12,973-0-9, 
including a balance of Rs. 1,042-4. Tno total disbursements under tlie various 
beads of expenditure amounted to Rs. 11,151-6-1. The balance on the 3 let 
March 1886 was Rs. 1,821-10-8. A sum of Its. 9,549 was contributed by the 
Lodging-House Committee to the Gya Municipality for the construction of the 
new pilgrim hospital and for tho repairs of the roads iu the old town of Gya. 
The lodging-houses were kept in good order, and measures were adopted to 
keep thorn clean. Tliero was no epidemic in the lodging-houses during the 
year. Almost all tho houses were inspected by the Healtli Officer daring the 
pilgrim seasons. A hospital was opened for the charitable distribution of 
medicines and the treatment of sick pilgrims in tho old town of Gya twice 
during the two principal pilgrim seasons. The services of two native doctors 
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were onj^ajj^ed from tlie 16th September to the 11th October 18si> and from the 
15th March to tho 6th April 1886. The number of cases treated in the tern* 
porpjy hospital was — 

26 cases of cholera.

15 „ of dysentery.

The native doctors also visited the lodj^ing-houses and treated the sick in 
them. Tho number of deaths among pilgrims was 244 from all causes. Tho 
chief causes of deaths were cholera, fever, and bowel-complaints. 

57. In Deoghui*, 152 licenses wore issued for .8,844 lodgers. Tho incomo 
of the year was Rs. 480-8 from fees for licenses, Rs. 152 for the issue of Health 
Officior’s certificates, and Rs. .378-15 from fines. There was a balance of 
Rs. 193-2-1 at the close of the previous year The expenditure amounted tt) 
Rs. 420-3-6, The Lodging-House Committee contributed Rs. 210 to tlio local 
Muidcipality for the conservancy and cleanliness of the town during the time 
of the melas or annual fairs, when largo numbers of pilgrims come to Dooghur 
to worship at the shrine of Baidyanath. Tho Committee intend to devote the 
accumulated balance of tho fund for the bettor water-supply and lighting of 
the town. 

58. In Ranoogunge there were no proceedings taken under tho Act, 
no meetings of the Lodging-nouse Committee were held during the year, and 
no applications for licenses were received. 

59. In Ulubariah the number of licenses taken out during the year by 
lodging-house-keepers was 23, against 28 in the prtwious year. The fees 
realized amounted to Ks 209, against Rs. 396 in the previous year. The 
falling off in tho receipts was due to the increase in the number of 
steamers canying passengers from Calcutta to Ulubariah and other places. 
Formerly passengers arriving at Ulubariah for Calcutta had to wait for tho 
ti(l(i and for favourable weathtjr. At present the people come to Ulubariah just 
in time to catch the straumors. There is no necessity for waiting for the tide. 
'Die confectioners provide the passongers r0frB.slunent. Kxcopt wfion there 
is a largo influx of people about the time of the Hindu festivals at Pooroe, the 
ocoplc do not resort to lodging-houses generally. 'l'h(» total income of the year 
from all sources, including the balance of tho previous year, was Ks. 373 9-5, and 
the expenditure was Rs. 369 8-7. Two sweepers were empl«)y ed by the C- uumittee 
on a salary of Rs. 5 each per mensem to sweep the principal road.s of tho town. 
Two public latrines and two urinals were erected within tlie town for the 
fonvenionc/C of tho residents, and an ostablisliinont of mehtors was entertained 
to remove the night-soil at a distance from the town and bury it in treiKjhes. 
It is reported that since the introduction of the Lodging-House Act, groat 
improvement has taken place in the sanitary condition of the town, and that 
there has been a corresponding improvement in its health. The Health Officer 
made freq^uont inspections of the shops for the sale of articles of food in tho 
town. The Lodging-House Committee met eleven times during the year. 

60. In the town of Gurbetta, the working of tho Act is ref)orted to have 
been satisfactory. The members of the Committee took an interest in the 
performance of their duties and carefully supervised the work of the establish- 
ments employed by them. Fourteen lodging-houses v/ere licensed during the 
year. Tne income of the fund amounted to Rs. 165-12-9, and th(i expenditure 
to Rs. 69-13-6. Three prosecutions were instituted by tho Committco for the 
infringement of the bye laws undc^r the Act, and linos, amounting to Rs. 7 only, 
were realized. A. tank was reserved only for supplying drinking water to the 
residents of tho town, and a sweeper was employed to sweep tho main streets. 

61. The principal changes that occurred during the year were, then, the 
following: — The number of Municipalities increased from 129 to 138. The 
conservancy and latrine provisions of the Act were extended to 21 and 10 
Municipalities, and were in force at the close of tho your in 124 and 31 
Municipalities re.'^poctively. The provisions relating to wfttor-HU])ply, and tho 
provisions relating to markets, were extended to 2 and 12 Municipalities, making 
the numbers to which lii -se parts of the Act relate 2 and 43 respectively.

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'J’axation inereatjed from 12 annas and '393 of a pie to 12 annas and 1*647 
})ios per head. The income decreased from Rs. 26,65,997 to Rs. 26,82,864, 
tliis being duo to the fa(;t that there were receipts last year of a non-recurring 
character, as stated in paragraph 22. The expenditure was distributed as 
follows: — Kstablisliment 10*9 per cent. ; Public Safety, which includes extin- 
guishing fires, lightillg, and police, 8*1 per cent. ; Public Health 43*4 per 
cent. ; I'ublic Convenience, chiefly public works and roads, 22*3 per cent. ; and 
Education, 3*7 per cent.

I AM directed to submit, for tlio information of His Excellency 
the Governor- General in Council, tUo following’ report on Municipal Taxation 
and Expenditure in the Lower Provinces of Bengal for the year 1887-88, 
together with classifiod statements, showing the income and expenditure of thio 
niunieipalities during that year, prepared in accordance with the instructions 
oontained in the orders of the Government of India, in the Homo Department, 
No. 2 — 103 — 14 A, dated the 27th July 1882. 


THE CALCUTTA MUNICIPALITY. 

2. The report on the working of the Calcutta Municipality has been 
submitted separately with the review of His Honoui’ the Lieutenant-Governor 
thereon. The present report doals only with the working of municipalities in 
the interior of the province. 

WORKING OP THB MUNICIPAL ACT, III (B.C.) OP 1884. 

3. During the year 1887-88 no changes were made in the law which 
regulates the working of municipalities. 

4. Number of MunicipaUtm , — The total number of municipalities at the 
close of the year was 141, against 188 in the preceding year. The towns of 
Tangail, in the district of Mymensingh; Dinaporo Nizamut and Khagoul, in the 
distnet of Patna ; and.Kissenguugo, in the Pumeah district, were constituted 
municipalities, the first three with effect from Ist July and the last from Ist 
April 1887. The municipality of Goalundo, in the district of Furreedpore, was 
abolished in September 1887 owing to the destruction of a portion of the town 
by the encroachment of the river Pudma, which necessitated the removal of 
the railway terminus and the sub-divisional hoad-quarters tq liajbari, a village 
in the neighbourhood. The question of the withdrawal of the town of Assensolo 
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friHxi the operation of the Aot« which has formed the sub|ect of a prcdo^od 
correspondence with the East Indian Railway Company, was settled daiing the 
year. It has been decided to abolish the municipality as soon as the sanction of 
the Government of India has been obtained to tne provision of certain sanitaa^ 
requirements of the town at the cost of the Company. The staiemet^ in 
Appondk A shows the date of establishment of each municipality in the 
province) the population within municipal limitS) and the actual number of rate- 
payers in each. The average ratio of the number of rate-payers to the whole 
population in the municipalities for which complete figures are given, was 18 07 
per cent, against 17*92 in the previous year. 

5. EUctive Systm , — The system under which two-thirds of the total 
number of Commissioners fixed for each municipality are elected was in force 
in all the municipalities except those named below, of which eleven have been 
established since me introduction of the Act in August 1884 : —

Since the close of the year the Hazaribagh Municipality has been with- 
drawn from the first schedule of the Act, and the elective system is now in 
force in that town. 

6. Result of Elections held during the ycur.— The second general election of 

Commissioners under Act 111 (B.C.) of 1884 was held during the year on the 
expiry of the term of office of those elected in 1684. table given in 

Appendix B shows the results of the elections, the number of registered voters 
in each ward and the number of persons who actually recorded their votes. 
The figures show a very remarkable improvement over those of the bye-eloctions 
held in the previous year. The percentage of actual voters to those entitled to 
vote was 33*8 against 20*5 in 1886-87. The remarks which have been recorded by 
Commissioners on the subject show that the results of the present general election 
arc everywhere more encouraging than thoso of the election of 1884, and 
that though in a few cases the attitude of tho people is still apathetic, 
in llie largo majority of instances there has been a Mai advance in the interest 
ihown in the elections. 

Upon this subject the Commissioner of the Presidency Division observes . 

** There are mmustakeable signs of a growing desire among the Hindu population to 
elect better rqtreseniative mon in the proper aenso of the word than formerly. The late 
elections were certainly more numerously attended and more hotly contested than on the last 
and there is little doubt but that the members of tho new Boards, having been 
chosen more on fiieir own merits than formerly, will show a better disposition to work 
together for the common good in a temperate and oonoiliatoxy spirit than has hitherto in 
some instances been the ease.’* 

The Commissionor of Rajsliahye writes 

** A good deal of enthusiasm is said to have been exhibited in some pla^ but it was 
mainly amongst the educated classes. In the Rampore Beanleah Municipaliiy the lower 
olasseB are reported to have shown undeniable sigim that the v are becoming cmve to their 
rights and privileges, for in one ward they showed their indepenoenoe by returning a butcher 
os Municipal Oommissioner.” 

The Commissioner of Patna writes:— - 

In almost all the municipfilitieB in which the rieotive ^tem is in foroe, interest was 
displayed by tho peoplo in the election of their representativeB. In some of the muui- 
cipalitieB, notably in Patna and Gbupra, the seats were keenly contested.’* 

7. Appointment of Chairmen of Muje^teipaUtiee faUing under the Second SchediUe 
of the Under section 23 of the A^ the Chaiimen of the municipalities 
included in its second schedule have to be appointed by the Local Goveimment. 
The necessity which existed at the time when the Act was passed for a provi- 
«ion of this nature has now to a great extent passed away, and the Lieutenant- 
Governor is satisfied that so long as the nomination of the Commissioners 

. remains in tho hands of Government, the choice of their Chairman is a 
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privilege whidi may be experimentally entrbsted to nearly all the nmimm- 
palitiee which are now included in the second schedule. By a circular, dated 
the 2drd February 1B88, the Commissioners of Divisions weretherdore 
informed that the Lieutenant-Oovemor would be prepared to appoint, under 
section 23, any Chairman who might be nominated by the Commissioners of 
the municipalities included in that schedule, except Patna, Darjeeling, and 
the Suburbs of Calcutta. The experience which has since been gaiifed has 
shown that tho Municipal Commissioners exercise generally a wise discretion in 
making their nominations to G-overumont, and that the concession was ono which 
might safely be made.

The last-named municipality, howeTer, came into ezistenoe towaxds the 
middle of the year ; and as regards the others it is explained that the committees 
had little business to transact. Detailed information on the subject of the 
meetings held by the Torious municipalities, with the average attendance at 
each meeting, is given in Appendix C. The attendance was on the whole 
satisfactory, as in the previous year. 

10. Mumcipal Benches , — ^The work done by Municipal Commissioners in 
their capacity of Honorary Magistrate^ in disposing of cases of nuisances and. 
breach of conservancy rules, is i^own in the table below 
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cases were insiMed dttnng &e year) out of wHch 131 were brol^tib trial. 
In these cases 120 persons were connoted and 14 were acquitted. The amount 
of fines imposed was Rm. 24S, out of which Rs. 227 was realized. In BalsMore 
all municipal cases were tried by an Honorary Magistrate. Daring the year 
he disposed of 83 cases, in which 70 persons were convicted and 13 persons 
wmre acquitted. There was no case pending at the close of tho year, Hie 
total amount of fines imposed and realized was Hs. 160-8. The Cantonment 
Magistrate disposed of all cases sent up by the police under the Cantonment 
^ct. In Pooree, and in the Chota Nagpur Division there were no municipal 
benches. 

11. A86mmenU,'^T\\Q statement in Appendix E shows the mode of 
assessment prevailing in each municipality in the province, the rate at which 
the tax on holdings or on persons according to their circumstances and property 
within municipal limits was levied, and the result of any revision of assessment 
made during the year 1887-88. Taxation increased from 12 annas and 4*89 
pie per head during 1886-87 to 12 annas and 7*3 pie during 1887-88. It was 
highest in tho municipality of Darjeeling, as in the previous year, where the 
rates amounted to Rs. 4-ll-3pcr head of the population, against Rs. 4-13-7 dur- 
ing 1886-87 ; and lowest in liishcnporc, in the district of Bankoora, where it 
was As. 2-7 per head, against As. 1-9 in the previous year. 

12. Fresh Imposts Umed during the gear. — The provisions of the Act 
regarding the levy of a tax upon persons occupying holdings within the 
municipality according to their circumstances and property were extended to 
the new municipalities of Tangail and Kisaengunge. Sanction was also given 
to the levy of a tax on carriages and on horses and other animals in the 
Buxar, Revilgunge, Kissengunge, and Ranchi Municipalities, und to the imposi- 
tion of a foe on the registration of carts kept or habitually used within the 
municipalities of Jugdisporo, Tumlook, and Kissengunge.

In reviewing the Municipal Report for the year 1885-86, the Government 
oi India gaggled that a sanity Buryey of each 
Home Difpertinont. ^o. 96. detod mumcipahty ui tho proviDco siiould be Undertaken 
80 tb July 1887. |jy Sanitary Commissioner and by tho local 

Engineering authorities, that plans and estimates should be prepared of all 
improvements necessary to provide each town with an efficient system of 
drainage, water-supply, and conservancy, and that these plans should be carried 
out fn>m year to year as funds became available. It was added that the 
Government of India would bo glad to learn from each year’s report the pro- 
gress made in tho execution of this policy. The operarions which have been 
effected during the year under review have been fally detailed by the Sanita^ 
Commissioner in paragraph 117 of his Report on Sanitation for the jear 1887-88, 
8 copy of which was submitted to the Government of India, m the Home 
Department, with this Government No. 2647P, dated 10th September 1888. 
It is evident that to give proper effect to tho orders of tlie Government of 
India, a very large eipenditure must bo incurred which municipalities, as a rule, 
ore not able to bear, and it is justly pointed out by the Sanita^ Commissioner 
that, in regard to diainaeo in particular, expenditure should be discouraged until 
proper schemes are obtainody as otherwise much money will be lost in remodel* 
ting defective work. The services of a special Engineer have boon lent by Go* 
vemment for employment on drainage projects in the toiifns of Chnpra and 
Duxbhunga, and m many 6ther places schemes for water-works and drainage 
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Imo \mn prmrod. llid Baimk ieheaid ^ liill /imiov ebwto- 

ftiion ; the Miaoap(»P6 floheme, which ts estimated to cost ^ B,30i,CKK)>is 
from want of funds ; for Hooghly and ddnsurah a scheme was pre|iarea oosishgv 
about Bs. 8,59,000 ; and a similar scheme has been prepared lor Ckittadl; toi^ 
cost three lakhs, but they hare both been abandoned as the money could nbt be 
found. It is hoped that the Howrah scheme will soon be carried ont, l^t ^ 
difficulty in this case is to obtain a supply of water sufficiently pure to justify 
the expenditure which must bo incurred on it.

14. Reetijicaihn of Municipal Boundaries — northern boundary of the 
PerozepoTO Municipality, in the Dacca Division, was revised during tho year, 
00 the rocommendatiou of the Municipal Commissionors, so as to exclude from 
the municipal limits a portion of a village which was separated from the main 
town by the Mulgram Khal. The boundwios of the Bonchi Municipality were 
revised in order to include certain adjoining villages within municipal limits 
with a view to their sanitary improvement. The limits of the Pameah Munici- 
pality were extended in order to bripg tho site selected for the railway-station 
under municipal regulations. Owing to the rapid growth of a trading 
population near the Bungpore railway-station, the Commissioners of that town 
have determined to make certain alterations in the boundaries of the munici- 
pality, and appointed a sub-committee to consider tho subject. The 8ub>com- 
mittee did not submit their report within the year, but the matter will, it is 
hoped, soon be settled by the new Municipal Committee. The northern bound- 
ary of* the Purdia Municipality was extended to include a new settlement 
on a tract of land adjoining tho municipality, in order that the Municipal 
Commissioners might have the necessary authority to control the location of 
houses in it, and to ensure its formation on a regale plan.

21. The increase under ‘^Tax on vehicles’^ occurred mainly in the 
municipalities of the Suburbs of Calcutta, Mozufferpore, Chupra, and Bhagul- 
pore, where the receipts rose from Us. 86,601, Rs. 89, Bs. 1,250, and Rs. 8,968 
duriDg 1886-87 to Bs. 46,648, Rs. 1,058, Rs. 2,036, and Rs. 5,401 rcspoctively. 
The tax was for the &st time levied in the Arrah Municipality, and the 
receipts amounted to Rs. 2,266. 

22. There was an increase of Rs. 2,279 under Tax on animals” in the 
Patna Municipality, and this tax imposed in the Howrah Municipality lor the^ 
first time brought in Rs. 1,951 during tho year. The balance of the increase 
was distributed over several municipalities. 

23. The receipts under bead Conservancy and road-cleaning, sale- 
proceeds of iiight-soil and street-refuse, &c.,” show an increase of Rs. 5,953 over 
those for the preceding year, tho total income coming up to Rs. 14,193. 
It was pointed out m the Qovemment of India orders No. 95, dated 30th July 
1887, that this source of income was capable ot great expansion, and in other 
provinces, especially in the Punjab, yielded a considerable revenue. The Lieute- 
nant-Governor has every confidence that this hitherto neglected source of 
municipal income will receive the careful attention of the Commissioners. In 
some districts, such as Hoogly and Monghyr, the question has not been 
neglected, and the Sanitary Commissioner has recently issued a circular to all 
municinalities communicating instructions for tho proper disposal of night-soil 
in shallow trenches. The Department of Agriculture has also not lost sight of 
the importance oi the subject.

The receipts fell off in the Burdwan, Dacca, Bhagulpore, and Batna 
IHvisions, the largest decrease being in the last-named division, where the 
receipts amounted to Rs. 80,250, against R& 89,083 of the ;^viou8 year. 
There was an increase of Rs. 2,098 in the Presidency Division. The falling off 
was most marked in the Mozuffeipore and ^orampore Municipalities, where the 
receipts amounted to Rs. 5,081 and Rs. 4,859, against Rs. 12,851 and Rs. 7,096 of 
the previous year. In Mozufferpore the deoroase was duo mainly to the open* 
ing of the Akhera Ghfl.t bridge over the Little Gundudk river, and in Serampore 
to the reduction in the demands of the ferries. 

26. The income from markets shows a nominal decrease of Rs. 25,869 in 
the Darjeeling Municipality os compared with the previous year, i^e reason of 
which is e^lmned in paragraph 24 above.

annum for the establishment of a charitable dispensary and hospital, ana a 
school at Kamarhatty. Maharajah G-irija Kath Roy, of Dinagepbre, contri- 
buted Rs. 19,500 for the improvement of the drainage works now- in 'progress 
in town. At Nassirabad, in Mymonsingh, the town hall, for the construction 
of which Haja Surjya Kant Acharjya, Bahadur, made a donation of 22, 500, 

wee completed and made over to the Municipal Commissioners in April last; 
Ine Eaia has expressed his willingness to furnish the town hall with a suitable 
public Horary, and has promised to* pay a further sum of Ha. 5^000 for ^ 
purpose. At Khulna, Mr. W* M. Clay, the late Magistrate and Collector, 
when leaving the district on furlough, maae a gift of Rs. 1,000 for expend!* 
ture on some work of public utility in the town. In addition to these gifts 
there was a large number of subscriptions and donations by private individnalfi 
for works of public utiH^. 

29. Expenditure , — The total expenditure was Rs. 29,25,384, against 
Es. 28,23,139 in the previous year ; and the year closed with a balance of 
Es; 4,08,859, against Rs. 4,12,310 in 1885 <86. ’There was thus an increase of 
expenditure of Ra. 1,02,245 during the yoar. The following statement shows 
the percentage of municipal revenue spent under the principal heads of expen* 
diture in each division during the yoar as compared with the previous year : —

• rm. 6 , 961 . except Orissa, and was most marked in the Patna* 

^ +B*. 4^618. and Presidency t DivisionB. The increase .was 

least in ^e Bajshahye and Chittagong Divisions. In the Suburban, Patna, 
and Hozufferporo Municipalities the charges rose from Rs. 32,068, lUu 7,2^9« 
and Bb. 4,657 to Rs. 87,066, Rs. 9,164, and its. 6,231 respectively. As noticed 
in paragraph 28 of last year’s report, tliis charge has increased steadily einee 
1883-84. 

32. The increase under Road cleaning” was distributed over all divi- 
eions, and was largest in the Patna Division, where it rose from Es. 13,550 in 
1886>87 to Rs. 36,^5 during 1887>8S. The Patna Municipality incurred a 
o^rge of Bs. 27,912 during the year, whilst the expenditure in the previous 
year was ml 

33. The decrease of Rs. 62,588 under “♦Water-works’* occurred mainly in 
the Burdwan, Bhagulpore, Presidency, and Rajshahye Divisions. There was 
some increase in tho Dacca Division. In the Suburban Municipality the 
charges foil off from Rs. 38,367 during 1886-87 to Rs. 20,068. In the 
Bhagulpore Municipality tho charges were reduced from Rs. 89,926 
during the previous year to Ka 16,193, owing to the fact that the head works 
had been nearly completed during the year 1886-87, and no money • was 
available for the completion of the rest of the project. The decrease of 
Rs. 5,835 in the Dai’jeclin^ Municipality was due to the unusual expenditure 
in 1886-87 of Rs. 3,831 incurred in purchasing pressure-brabes, and to a 
diminution of the extension works undertaken during the year under report. 
The eipondituro in the Burdwan Municipality fell off by Rs. 17,108 as 
compart^ with the previous year, when final payments were made for the 
construction of the water-works. 

34. Jie^iafy'afto9i of Birth and Death, — The method which has been 
adopted for the registration of births and deaths is not uniform in all munici- 
palities. In some cases the Municipal CommisBionurs themselves register the 
events, in others special establishments are maintained for the purpose, and ih 
others the work is done by the ordinary establishment of the municipality. 
The total cost incurred by tiie municii^ities during the year was Es. 9,823, 
gainst Rs. 8,343 of the previous year. The very unsatisfactory result attained 
by the majority of municipalities has been noticed, in the resolution 
recorded on the report of the Sanitary Commissioner for 1887-68, and the 
Ideutenant-Governor has by a recent circular strongly impressed upon all 
inimieipalities the necessity of more carefully discharging this important part 
iof their duties. A copy ox this circular, in which the registxation of births and 
dea^s in municipalities during the year is reviewed at length, is aimeked to 
this report {Appendix 0). 

35. Meaieal. — One hundred and twenty-one dispensaries were maintained 
or asfiusted by municipalities during the year at a total cost of Rs. 2,17,458. 
The table in Appendix K shows the details of attendance, the income .and 
.ai|>enditare, ana the invested capital of each dispensary. 

36. Workirijff of the Porters' and DandeewalM Act, V of 18331, w 

Act worked satisfactorily, and 194 porters and 197 dandee* 
wallas were registered during the year. The cost incurred was Rs. 139, of 
whitdi Hs. 50 was paid from the Darjeeling Improvement Fund. jSfo |»ioseoutkm 
was institated under the Act.

The Committee maintained two ol&ev 
ntal! during the ^raar, viz., the Pipli Pilgrims^ Hospital and the field' bc^ 

J at Balianta, wMch has been subsequently reduced to a dispensary. An 
Assistant Health OfiScer was employed during the year on a salai^ of BiVr 70 
per mensem both to assist the Health Omoer and to inspect uid articles of 
food sold in the town, on behalf of the municipality. The year closed with a 
balance of Bs. 12,296-8-8. The Committee, consisting of 8 otBcial and 3 nos- 
offioial members, met eleven times during the year. 

88. In Qy a 422 licenses were issued for the accommodation of 12,638 
lodgers, against 525 licenses for 15; 592 lodgers during the previous year. 
The decrease in the number of lodgers was owinf^ to the high rate of 
mortality which prevailed in the North-West Provinces just oeforo the 
pilgrim season, and to the absence of an auspicious time for the people ol 
Bengal to proceed on pilgrimage. The number of prosocntions instituted 
for breaches of the provisions of the Act was 62, against 64 in 1886-87. The 
total amount of fines realized was Bs. 344-4, against Hs. 867 for the previous 
year* The total receipts amounted to Hs. 12,0 .'9-10-9, including a balance 
of Rs. 2,086-4-3 of the preceding year, and tho total expenditure wes 
Bs. 9,300-10-11. There was a balance of Bs. 2,728-15-10 at the close of the 
year. The Lodging' house Committee contributed Bs. 2,000 to the Glyn 
Municipality for improving a portion of the Gya main road. 'I'hey also tqient 
sums of Rs. 4,000 on the construction of a pilgrim cholera hospital and Bs. 1,478 
on the excavation of a well in the old town. There were 167 deaths among 
pilgrims, against .513 in the previous year. The decrease in the mortality 
IS duo to the fact that there was no epidemic in the lodging-houses during the 
year under report. 'J'he Lodging-house Committee consisted of six memoers, 
of whom three were officials and three non -officials. 

39. In Baneegunge no lodging-houses have been licensed under the Act 
since its introduction into the town on the Ist July 1883, and tiie Act has 
been completely inoperative. 

40. In Glurbctta 17 licenses were issued during the year for the aocom 
moddtion of 145 lodgers* Three nrosocutions were institu^d for breaches of 
provisions of the Act, in all of wnich the offenders whre Convicted. The 
total amount of fines realized was Bs. 12-5. The total receipts aimounted 
to !l^. 200-5-8, and the charges to Rs.. 115-12-9, leaving a balance of Bs .84-8^ 

, at the close of the year. Tne general health of the town was good, and 
lodger died in any of the lodging-houses. Tlie Committee held six meetings 
dunng tho year, and are reported to have taken considerable interest in $e 
wellbeing of the town. 

■ 41. In Uluberiah the Pilgrims’ Lodging-house Act is reported to have 
worked well. The number of licenses granted was 35, against 27 ^ the 
previous year, and the license fees realized 'amounted to Hs. 830, showing an 
increase of Bs. 67 over the receipts for l886-:i7. The amount of fine reauaed 
for offences under the Act was Rs. 101-1, against Bs. 60-7 in the previogs 
year. Ihe total receipts, including the opening balance of Rs, 181-5-6, 
amounted to Bs. 612-6-6, and the total charges to 1^. 350-9-9. The fear 
cloB^ with a balance of Bs. 261-12-9. The Committee, consisting ol ihw 
oScial and four non-official members, held eight meetings during ISS'-BS. 

42. In Deoghur the receipts from fees amounted to Ks. 82i^l0, agidii^ 
Bs. 188-12 during the previous year. The sum of Bs. 64-8 was reaHa^ 
account of fines for ofiences under the Act. There was a balance of Bs. 612-^7-8 
at the close of the year. * 

43. In November 1887 tho Commissions 6f the 'Chittagong DiHiioh 
submitted a proposal for the extension of the provisions of the A^ to 8itikaiBd, 
In the district of Chittagong, with a view to bring the lodging-houae keepm 
there under proper control, and to secure tlie proper sanitation of the plsioe, The

There has been a general desire among the 
Cpn^tssioiiers to honestly do their best, and awillingnessenncedtochoenuUy 
aooe^ the advice of the supervising authorities in respect of their budget 
eadhnatM and other matters, while at the same time attention has been paid 
to Erections contained in the reports of the official auditor, and fair 
progress made in bringing' the registers and accounts into proper order.” 

45. Butdmn Bivmen , — The Magistrate of Burdwan reports that the 
Municipality of Burdwan is an admirably managed municipality, tho Commis- 
sioners of which have fully risen to theia responsibilities. TWr increased 
expenditure on sanitation and education is far in excess of the police charge 

of which they have been relieved by C overnment ”Tho Commissioner thinks 

more idioula bo done hero with respect to roads and drains. Regarding i;he 
Outwa Municipality the Magistrate reports that with its narrow streets, 
crowded buildings, and deep narrow drains, it is in a most insanitary condition. 
The municipality is apathetic, and is far from equal to its responsibilities. Tho 
crying want of the place is an increased income with which to deal with tho 
conservancy demands and the bad drainage.” He is of opinion that the neces- 
sary enhanced income could be obtained from a revision of assessment. 

Tho Commissioner observes As in the preceding year, many irregu- 
larities noticed by the Examiner of Local Accounts in the accounts ox many of 
the municipalities in this division indicate laxity of supervision on the part of 
tho executive authorities. On this subject tho Magistrate of Hoo^hly states 
that ^ the reports of the local auditor sliow, year by year, an increasing laxity 
of supervision over the ^counts. Collections are not kept up to the mark, 
and out-door supervision in the matter of roads, drains, conservancy, &o., is 
not what it should be.' Regarding tho working of the elective system in 
municipalitios, the Magistrate of Hooghly reports that, * after another year’s 
trial of local self-government in municipalities, I regrot that 1 am not able 
to report more favourably than I did last year on tho efficiency of the municipal 
administration. I am constrained to say that, as regards executive action and 
control, the Municipal Commissioners have gone from bad to worso.’ He then 
goes on to say that the Chairman and Vice-Cnoirman * will, I think, generally 
bear me out in saying that they are rather objects of constant petty attacks and 
annoyances by members of rival factions. Party feeling runs very high in 
most of the riparian municipalities. It is the curse of the country, and will be 

SO until the people learn to sink it in zeal for the common good’ No new 

works of improvement have been possible during the year in any of the muni- 
cipaHtieS owing to the want of funds: they have just boon able to keep things 
gomg, and that is all.” 

48. Ba^hahye Bimwn,^ln Dinagepore the Magistrato thinks that the 
elective system has not yet been appreciated by most of the people. He 
states that the attendance of some of the members was very good, and that of 
others fair. The Maghihrato of Hajshahye states that tho Municipal Act has 
wedbed wep; He reports that there, aro ovidences that both the Chairman and 
the Municipal Commissioners of tho Rampore Boauleah Municipality as a 
whole have taken an interest in their work, and are desirous of ameliorating the 
eondition of the town. The Magistrates ol Fubna and Bogra report that the 
Act has worked well in the municipalities within their respective jurisdictiona. 

The Mi^istrato of Rungpore reports Tho present Chairman, 
pr« R. L« Dutt, is entitled to much credit for the energy which he has shown 
in ^tiog the drainage of tiie town improved, enforcing the sanitary byedaws, 
and in the large personal share which ho bos tsketi in municipal work generally. 
The most unsatisfactory feature in the working of this municipality consists 
• in the neglect of the Commiisioners to maintain an adequate income. Np 
general revition of taacation has been held for ten years, while remission have 
been freely granted. The result is that, notwirastanding the steady mcraaae 
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«f tAaoBS raifed oa tmk property W b^n al^ved to 

bad actttaUy fallen dS by about 16 per cent, dunng tbe laatthfoa yadis. IDba 

fyust u that, wHe tbe CbmmieBioners take j tot euf^entintered^ia each 

«B the general revision of asBessinents, revism of municipal bouiiAMto%i^ 4fta*y 

to discuss ^em intelligentlv at general meetings, they are not wiBuig t^vpo 

any farther and work out details” ^ ^ 

The Deputy Coramissioner of Jul^ngoree, who is also the Ohaurinaaiof iisie 
Jnlpigoree Municipality, writes that the Commissioners, individually and as a 
b^, nave done their best in looking aftw the charge entrusted to them. 
have worked hard, and have given no little time and trouble to a work whidi 
encroaches somewhat on their spare moments. They are to be congratulated 
that, with the limited , means at their command, they have been nble to do as 
much as they have done within so short a period as throe years. 

The Commissioner observes; — “With the exception of Nattore, the 
Municipal Commissioners have on the whole worked satisfactorily and shown 
that they take an intelligent interest in their work. Many wants still remain 
to be supplied everywhere, but defects are recognized, and, u far as lands 
permit, efforts are being made to remedy the same.’* 

Upon the whole, the Lieutenant-Governor considers tiiat there is 
evidence to show that, the Act has worked ^ satisfactorily, and that the 
Oommissioners have os a body discharged their functions with intelligeace. 
In some municipalities there has been u marked failure in administration 
owing to party faction and jealousy of individuals. This was ooni^- 
cuonsly the case in the important town of Daoca, and it will be seen that we 
Magistrate of Hooglily prominently alludes to this difficulty in his district. 
The difficulty is no doubt a very serious one, and can only be ovorcxime by time 
and experience. The sense of public duty which leads men to subaminate 
their personal interests to the general welfare is the padual outcome of the 
growtli of responsibility, which, it may bo hoped, will be doveloped as experience 
IS gamed. The remarks of the Magistrate of Bungpore regarding the negled 
of the Commissioners to tako action for the revision of tlie assessments are 
a;lso widely applicable. It is a matter of notoriety that the policy of 
municipalities in India tends always, wbenevor possible, towards lighten- 
ing the burden of the rate-payers in the matter of taxation, and it is no 
easy task for the executive authorities, by the exercise of judicious advioe 
.ana encouragement, to apply the degree of pressure, without unnecessary 
and improper interference, which is required to enforce a vigorous administra- 
tion in the assessment and collection of rates. But in view of the expendBuie 
which it will Ix) necessary for niunicipaUties to incur in respect of sanitation, 
it is now more incumbent than ever on all looal bodies to examine carefully 
all their sources of income, and to avail themsolves to Uie fullest extent of w 
opportunities for improvement. 

47. Enforoamnt of Section 63 of the Act — ^Tho provisions of the seotion 
empowering the Commissioner of tlie division and the Magistrate of the district 
to suspend the execution of any resolution or order, or prohibit tbe doing of 
my Act by the Commissioners of a municipality in the special ^<nrc&m- 
stanoes mentioned in the section, were enforced in two municipalities, viz., 
Serampore and Comillah. At Seramporo the li{unicipal Dommiseuoneiu passed 
a resolution to employ the services of four men at the cost of the hornet' of 
certain cattle pounds in the town, to seize stray cattle. This Resoktian was 
suspended by the Magistrate, but his order was fdterwardsa^enrod' by the 
Lieutenant-Governor, as the sounds on which he objected to it appeared' to be 
tmtenable. It has been ruled in connectiem with this case that boope pasrii^i; 
m order under section 63, a Magistrate should diseuss the matter .wxHi ^

^ the ' roads being vested in the Commissioners under section 30 did not 
aa^xise them to curtail any rights which the public possessed in them* and 
recommended that the order of the Magistrate should be confirmed for three 
months. Concurring in the view of the Commissioner, that the action of the 
Municipal Commissioners was in excess of the powers conferred on them by 
the law, the Lieutenant-Governor directed in this case that the orders of the 
Magistrate should continue in force for three months. 

^ 48, MiseeUmmua. — The town of Ghattal, in the district of Midnapor^ was 
visited with a^ flood during the year, which, after making a breach in the circuit 
embankment, inundated the town on the left bank of the river l^ye. 
This portion of the town was under water for some days, and much damage 
was i£me and inoonvenionce caused to the people. There were some serious 
outbreaks of fire in the municipalities of Krishnaghur, English Bazar, and Old 
Maldah, attended with considerable loss of property, but no lives were lost. 
There wore two disastrous outbreaks of fire also in the Kungpore Municipally, 
attended with loss of life and proper^. The floods were again very mgh in 
Ck^markhally, and the greater part of the town was under water, there being 
from 1 to 5 met of water in all the streets. In Balasoro the cyclone of 25tn 
May 1867 did serious damage, and the municipality were put to ^oat expense 
in cleaning the tanks, roads, and streets, and renovating the municipal latrines 
which wore completely destroyed.

Sourocs of water-supply. 


Wells, tanks and canal— Well water wholesome. 

The watcr-snptidy of this town is chiefly derired from the rWer Barrabolong, 
on which the town stands, and also from tanks and wells. The sources of 
water-supply are abundant. The cutcherry well water is excellent in quality, 
and is used both by the Europeans and by many well-to-do persons. There 
arc two municipal wells, and these are largely resorted to by the neighbour- 
ing residents. No water-works wore construrted during the year. 

In Bankura the people obtain their anpply of drinking-water from the rirers 
Gondoswarl and Dalkessmr. but when these dry up iu the hot season, they 
have to scoop ont holea in Uie sandy bods of the nrors to get water. There 
arc several tanks and wells, the water of which is used for bathing and other 
purposes.

Tanks and wells— Well water gopd. 

Wells — Sufficient. 

The people of the town use both river and well water There are six muni- 
cipal wells besides private ones. Owing to the river (the Ganges) having 
sluHcd its Iwd, apd tlio main channel no longer running close to the town, 
there is difficulty in obtaining water dnringthe dry and cold-weather seasons. 
To roniecly this, water-works on a large scale, at an estimated cost of 
fis. 2,(1.1,697. have been constructed, which now Bupi>ly the town with water. 
No water-rate is levied, though part VII of tlic Municipal Act is in force 
in throe wards. There is a difficulty about levying a rate on the houses near 
the one main laid, when that is largely being used by houses at a distance. 

There are many resorvoiTs of water in the town of Bisheuporo, of which the 
principal are Lalbaod. Jninunahand, and Paknbaud. The flrsi contains 
good drinking-water, bnt as it is situated outside the town, it is not much 
resortedtoby the people. Jamnnabattd has been partially choked up with 
weeds, abdtho water or the Takaband is not wholosouie. Bnt owing to the 
central position of tlio Fakaband, a large portion of the people use it. There 
arc also many tanks which are being silted up, and W'hieh require re-excava- 
tion. A few of the inhabitants use the water of the Eoch-Borai, which is a 
branch of the river Berai. 

The river Korotoya, which flows below the municipality, is the principal source 
of the water-supply of this town. TIio river water is used for drinking pur- 
poses, though there are wells iu almost every house. The quality of the river 
water is not bad, except in the rainy and dry soa-sous. Jn the rainy season 
the water of the river becomes a little mnddy, and is polluted when the ilrainB 
of the town and nuitan from jheels in the interior of the district empty their 
contents into it. In the dry season. ]mrticulnrly in the months of March, 
April, and May, the water becomes stagnant. The w'oll water is generally 
good. The supply of water is sufficient to meet the requirements of the 
people. Nu new water-works have been constructed during the year, but the 
old ones were repaired and kept in good ordor* No water* rate is levied, nor 
is I’art VII of the Act in force. 

Water for bathing, drinking, and culinary purposes is drawn out of tanks, as 
woll as from the river Teetas, on which the town stands. 

In Burdwan Bie people on the northern side of the Banka derive their water- 
supply from the street hydrants. The number of houses connooted with the 
mam water-pipes rose from 96 in the year 1886.87 to 103 during the year nodor 
report. The water-pipes have been extended during the year to mohullaa 
Baieprotabimr, Beerhatta, Dhogrosobid, Dangapara and Bambauar, and pro- 
vision has been made iu the current year's budget estimates of the munimpa- 
lity for further exieusiou of water-supply pipes. Those who do not use pipe- 
water draw their supply from some of the tanks belonging to the Burdwan Baj 
Estate, the water <a these tanks becoming at certain seasons foul owing to the 
decomposition of aquatic weeds, &o. The people living on the southern side 
of the Banka use me water of that river as woll as that of the Bamooda ol 
the Eden Canal and of some of the principal tanks in the neighbourhood. 

Ganges and wells— 'The GsiigoB water is good, and is used by the majority of 
pe^e. 

The water-supply is drawn from the Boro river and from tanks and irella. 
The supply is sufficient and ^od. Steps are being token to clean out the 
three tanas set aside for drinking and culinary purposes. The old wells 
in the town hove been cleaned and deepened, and a new one has also been 
eonatrncted at a cost of Us. 210-10-9. The large lake, which is fed chiefly 
by springs, is set aside for bathing. Washing of olothos, animals, in 
this iidie is strictly prohibited.

15. ObAttra Xlie water-snpply it obtained from tanks and tpoUb. There are fire tanks 

and nnmer(JUB wolls. Two of the tanks belong to the muoiej|pali <7 and three 
to private individuals. The majority of the people of the town use weU 
water for drinking. Tlirtte of these wells are reported to contain ezcelUmt 
water, and are resorted to by the bulk of the people of the town. Two of 
them were repaired by the mnnitipality. The water-supply of the town is 
on the whole fairly good and snlBoient. . 

16. Chittagong Not many mofossil towns can boast of inch nainrally pnro wa^ as Chitta- 

gong. The soil being sandy and containing hilly ranges, w'ater-springi 
abound, which supply very good water. Many of these springs are enolosM 
and covered in ; there arc also masonry wells, both public and private. The 
springs are not to bo found, however, in tlio allimal lands near to the khala 
aud tlio rivor, and in thoso parts spring water can only be had by those who 
can afford to ^lay for its carriage by coolies or servants. Some tanks are also 
supplied by springs, and their water is also good, ll i.s the sonthorn part of 
^ the town, adjoining the port, which is becoming more populated, that is chiefly 
in need of springs. The soil being clayey, tanks are the only moans of water- 
* supply tliei«. To sn|iply pure water to tlm shipping, a water-work was 

set uu foot and completed at the expense of the Port Fund, but the municipali- 
ty has as yet nothing to do with it. 

17. Chnpra Ganges, tanks and wells— Well water snfBcient and good. 

IH. Colgong Tliere arc no public tanks or wells the people chiefly use Ganges water. 

19. Comillw In Comillah water is drawn from tanks, and a tank called llani Dighi, which 

has been set apart for drinking purposes, supplies drinking water to the 
jmhlic. The water of other tanks is also good, aud the water from river 
Gor)nily ie also used. 

SO. Cox's Paaar In Cox's liaaar there are springs and wells, and some tanks which supply 

* water. The best water for drinking purposes is supplied to the rosidouts of 

ilie town and outride municipal limits by a well near the sub-divisional ^out- 
cherry, which tieing under the Sub- divisional Officer's eye, is well kept ; 
it is periudu*a11y dug out and a few seers of lime occasionally put in, which 
improves the w-ater. Some tanks also aro kept apart for drinking purposes, 
but little or no reomirsc is had to them, as the place i.s very straggling. 

21. Colna In Culmi the well-to-do people and those who live close by the river Bhagi- 

ruttee, which forms its northern boundary, use its water for drinking purposes, 
but those who live in the interior derive their supply from tanks, tlio water 
of which is not wholesome. The Municipal Commissioners possess a tank, 
which partly supplies the wauls of the inhabilants, audnavu undertaken 
the excavation of another tank in that quarter of the, town where it is mneh 
needed. 

22. Cnttaok The w'ater-supply of this town is derived from rivers. 

33. Outwa Tlie inliabitants of Catwa, with the exception of a few persons who derive 

their supply from Adjai, use the neater of the Bhagiruttoe for drinking and 
culinary purposes. There arc also several private tanks and wells in the 
town, which supply-water for cooking and other purjxiscs. 

24. Dacca Ah reported in previous years, nearly two-third.s of the ppnlation are 

supplied with filtered w'ater from the water-works eslablished in 1876 through 
the liberality of Kawab Sir Abdool Gunny, x.c.6.i., who paid a sum of 
£s. l,oU,(XK) towards their cost and raaiutoiiance ; the rest of the population 
resort to tanks, w'ells, khals and the river, the water of which Is said to he im- 
pure and unwholesome, 'fhe proposed extension of the water-w orks, reported 
in previous years, is still in aboyam-e. 'The Chairniau slates that the Superin- 
tending Enrim>or having decided that m addil>iotial engine and pnmp were 
necessary, tlio Executive Engineer of this Division asked tlie Coiumiasioncrs 
in Octobijr lost whether thev were prepared to undertake during tho year 
certain works named in his letter. The Commissioners, at a meeting held in 
,lauuary last, agreed to take them in hand, and sent intimation to that effect 
to the Executive Engineer, but the latter has not as yet moved m the matter. 
It seems to mo, however, that the initiative sboidd have been taken by the 
Commissioners themselves, and not left to the Executive Engineer. No water- 
rate is levied in this municipality, the Nawab’s gift being subject to tlTe con- 
dition that no such rate should be imjiosed. 

26. Dainhat The people of Dainliat mostly obtain tlieir supply of drinking water either 

from the Bhagiruttoe, which lies at a distance or from a buel called the Banor. 
Some jieople use tank water, which is not good. 

26. Darjeeling water-supply of the town is obtained chiefly from tho Sinchal Hills by 

means of cast-iron pipes comprising a 6-incb main from the source to the 
eastern foot of the .Jellapahar Hills near Jore Bungalow. Erom this point 
to tho reservoir, near Kockville, a 4* pipe is laid. From tho reservoir the 
water is distributed throughout the town in pipes of different sizes as circum- 
stances miuiro. A small quantity of water is also drawn from the spriags on 
the woHlom slope of the;Tellnpahar Hills by means of 4" pipes. This line 
is oonnectod with the Sineual supply distrilmtion pijics near tho Union 
Chapel. The wator-iupjriy has been lonnd to run short in the dry months 
of the year, more specially fw flushing drains. It is therefore under, the 
contemidation of the Commissioiiors to endeavour to increase tlio supply of 
water, which is of an excollont quantity. The following water-works were 
ezeonted at the cost of the Municipality:—

Besides the shore works, certain house connections were allowed at the cost of 
the owners. Part VU of the Act is in force, and a water-rate of three per 
eent. per annum was charged during the year on the annual roluo (d houses 
where water is su]^ied from the municipal pipel. 

Wells and canal— Well-water sufficient and wholesome. Canal water not 
much used. 

The water-supply of the town is deriired from a hill-stream which flows by the 
town, from four tanks, and from 67 wells, including the municipal and Hie 
railway wells. The quality of the water supplied by the hill-stream and 
wells ts good. 

Tbn rirrr Fiirnabhaba, tanks and public and prirate wells are the chief sources 

I of water-supply. The well-water is good, and the natives pnder it for drink- 

! ' ing purposes. 17io municipal wells are kept clean, but as some of them are 

I very old. the poo|ile seldom use tho water from those wells for drinking. 

I The tanka and pnvste wells generally dry up during the hot weather w’hem 
the want of water is felt. Ho watiT-works were constructed during tho year. 
Fart VIT of the Act is not in force, nor is any water-rate levied. 

Wells. Well water sufficient and pretty clean. 

Bagmoti river, rvells and tank.-~Wnter.Rupply fairly good 

The water-supply of the town is chiefly drawn from the river Mahananda, but 
people living at a distance from the nver use tank water. The water ci the 
river Mahananda deteriorates in quality during the dry season. There arc 
some private and public wells within the mnnici^lity which help in supply- 
ing water to a great extent, but their mimber is limited, and the digging of 
some new wells in those parts which arc situated at a distance from the river 
is urgently requiaul. Ine want of wells is much folt daring the hot season 
when tlie tanks dry up. 

Tlxe want of good drinking and batliing water is severtdy felt at Furroodporo 
daring the greater pari of the year, but more specially during the dry months. 
At present tho water of the klial that ntus along the western side of the 
bazar is used for bathing, wliUo that of the four mudieipal tanks is used for 
drinking and culinary purpoHe.s. ThcHc tanks are maiutainod in fairly good 
order. An ordinary well is said to have been recently sunk in village 
Itamaiaporo at a cost of its. 8ti for the use of the villago people. 

As reported last year, subscriptions were called for from the Hcvoral xemindars 
and talookdars of the district for excavatiug a large tank at a central place 
within tho town. The Magistrate reports that tho public have subscribed 
about Bs. 2,140. An application was also made to Government, but it 
declined to render any assistance. With tlie above-mentioned sum of 
Bs. 2,140, and a provision of Bs. 1.700 made in the current roar's budget, the 
C(>miniHBioners have submitted a requisition for acquiring the laud required 
for the purpose, and if tho proceedings are flnisbed before the rains, the 
Commissioners may undertake the work next dry season. 

Wells and the river Falgu.— Tho quality of water obtained from wells is 
wholesome, but this is not the case with what is obtained from the bed of tho 
river owing to many impurities. The supply of water is suffieient for the people. ' 

Gunduck and wells. 

Those residciitK of Uie numorous mnnicipalitica in tho Hooghly and Howrah 
districts, bordering on tho river Hooghly, who live within easy -roach of tho 
river use its water, but those who live at a distance resort to tanks for their 
supply. Those inhabitants of Bansberia who live in the vicinity of the river 
Saraswati use its water. The wealthier portion of the inhabitants of Utters 
para pronire their supply of drinking water from the Calcutta pipes, paying 
the usual license fees. There are three public tanks in the Hooghly bm 
C hinsurah Municipality. In Seramporo a tank is reserved by the Bast India 
Baiiw^ay Company for drinking water. !I'he water of this tank has been filled 
up with noxious vegetation and has consequently deteriorated. The river 
water does not sufficiently meet tho requirements of the towns of Baidabati 
and Bali, where a few good tanks are needed for tho use of the inhabitants 
residing in the interior The people of Jehauabad derivo their water-supply 
from the river Sali. Tlie water thus obtained is good and wholesomo. 

In Howrali the wealthy few get iiltorsd water from Calcutta, the In^ of tho 
people draw their supiuy from tho river Hooghly, and from tanks which axe 
more or less unclean. With a view to romove this want, tho Municipal 
Commissioners requested the Co^mtionof Calcutta to give them a supply 
of filtered water through a pipe laid across the river Hoogluy. The Corpora, 
tion refused to comply with the request, and Government declined to interfere 
with the deeision of the Corporation. The Municipal Commissioners now 
propose to draw their supply <a water from Golabaree or Baadaghdi But 
tho question has not yet boon settled.

Tho supply in drawn from wells belonging to the mniueipality as well as 
ihose belonging to private indiridoafi { 18 wells have been construotod by 
the municipality for the use of tho public. 

The scheme for supplying water by the Kailway Company from the hills baa 
been eompleted. The water is at- pmaont need by the workshops of the 
Company. 

The water-supply in this town is chiefly obtained from welU eonstrnotod by 
private indradnals. The watev of these wells is reportodto be generally 
good and sufficicDt. and in certain cases above the average in quality. There 
■re also four tanks which were excavated during the famine as relief works. 
But the water in these tanks is not very good, and is seldom used for drink- 
ing purposes. 

The inpjdy of good drinking water is deficient in all the mnniidpalities in the 
district of Jessoro. In uessoro itself tho Bhairub and a few tanks are the 
principal sources of water-supply : the quality is very bad. The river near 
tho most crowded parte of the town is Uttle better than a stagnsnt poolf 
Borne of the tanks arc set apart for drinking only, but even in tbeie the water 
isinferioT. and the only g^ water in the place comes from the jail wqlla. 
A. new masonry well ia being ermstmeted in front of the thana at a coat of 
Bs. 1,100. Koteehandporo end Moheshporo similarly draw tlieir supply fimn 
the rivor and from wells. The water at Kotechanaporo is eztromelj W. 
The river at Mcdieahpore supplies little or no drinkmg water. The munmi- 
jpality, however, has commenced excavating a tank in the heart of the town- 
WdU— W ater abundant and good. 

The chief souices of water-supply are the rivers Teesta and Kurla and the 
local wells. The river Teesta supplies excellent and abundant water, which 
is used by the Europeans and the i^ter classy of the native population. !nie 


M used by the Europeans and tne better classy of the native population. The 
rest draw their sappiy from the river Kuria and local wells. By far the larger 
portion of tho population derive their supply from wells, which ore mostly 
kuteba. The Icutehs wells are sunk on the higoest piece of land available, but 
they are not protected from surface pollution, and many of them aro daneor-

Hero also 
tho quantity i(i sufSoieut, but tbe qiudity is bad. Tbe chief source of water- 
supply in the Ktishnagur Si noicipaUty is the river Jelliitghee. There is aho a 
number of tanks and wolis. Tho river water m said to be good and abuudaut, 
but in parts of tho town this SQnn*e of suoply is too far off. The river Gorai 
is the ehiof source of supply in the Kushtea and Ooomarroliy municipalitios. 
Tho water is good. Theio are soine ten tanks and a number of wtdls m the 
Ooomaroolly town.

Pooree This town derives its supjdy of water from tanks and wells. The ordinary people 

use tank and well water tor drinking and culinary purposes. The BuVopean 
re&ideuts of tho town, and also some of the well-to-do jicrsons, use the water 
of the wells at tho seashore for dnukmg purposes. Tanks and walls aiu also 
used by tho people lor bathing purposes. The most pressing want of this 
town is good drinking water. The Koun'os of srater-supply, though abundant, 
are not good. The flU(<istiou of supplying the town with pore water is of great 
mmmi, and it affects tbe health, not only of the permanent residents of the 
town, but also of the pilgrims who osaemblo here in immenie numbers during 
the pilgrim season. 

The town rccfives a full supply of good water from the latter port of July 

to tho end of October, the period during which the river lobamutty remains 
uavignblo, after which the want of water is greatly felt. The tanks in the 
town are annually flnsliOd with river water during the rams.

The tanks m general 
do not inmily Ptire water, but two of them are reoen'ed to drmktng purposes.

Tim town of Baaehi derives ita Water^fUpplty from the lake and from wells autl 
'Unks. T^ wtB water is of better qua%, and is more generally used fob 
drinking than tho teak water. The rich and the middle classes have wells 
in their own houses. There is temporary scarcity of water in some of the 
molt dMiolyxpopulaU^d pmrts of the town doriug Uie dry months. During 
the year udder review tot munioipali^ made provision for a well, which has 
been begun and will soon be finiehod.

By Government oxroular No. 7T— M, dated 28th May 1883» the duty of.Eegi8termg 
hirtha and deaths, and the work of keeping up registers of vaooine operations under the 
Oompulsory Vaoc^tion Act, ..wore transferred from the police to the munioipal authoriileB, 
-with eSeot from the Ist July 1886. It was observed that, althoogf this transfer might 
perhaps throw some additional expense on muuioipalltieB, the cost need not neoessarily prove 
great where Oommittoes were efficiently organised with a Chairman or other recog- 
nised exeontive head. It was pointed ont that in many moiossil towns there were headmen 
oA mohnllas rooognised by general consent, though not formally elected, and that in some 
oases it had been found pn^ioable, advantageous, and eoonomioal to enlist tbeir servioea as 
registrars of births and deaths. The Lieutenant-Governor thought that this expwiment 
might suooeed in other places also, and it was suggested that the employment of indigenous 
agency should be extended to municipalities genert^y. 

2. The Ideutenant-Oovernor now regrets to 6nd, from the annual report of the Sanitaiy 
Commusioner ^ior 1887, that in many mnnioipalitieB this duty of registration is very im- 
perfeotly performed. The following statement shows the result fumMed in 1K87, and for 
purposes of oomporison the ratio of deaths during the mean of the previous five years is 
also given. It is not possible to institute any oomparison in regard to the numW of births, 
as it was only during 1886 that the registration of birtlis was revived in most munioipalities

3. A ouiwry examination of this statement will show that in almost all 'towns .these 
has been a palpaMo deficiency in the accuracy of registration. The birth statistics are, 
as might he expected, much worse than the statistics of deaths; hut it is eai^ to see 
that in ve^ few places has any real attempt been made to record them. The comparative 
success attained in such municipalities os Fuhna (43-2), Commillah (35'fi), HaBarihagn (35*5), 
Bettiah (34‘6) and Burhhunga (33*4) show what mig^ht be done elsewhere ; but even in these 
places there con be little douM that the registration is ander-eflleoted. The result in some 
municipalities, such as Jebanabad (’6), Burrisal (2*6), Bogra (4 0), Kanagliat (5'7), Ohupra 
(7*1), Mosuftorporo (8*:i), Jossore (86), Eonolu (9 0), Darjeeling (9*1), Hungpore (9*2), and 
EngUsh Ba'/or in Maldah (9*6), is a mere travesty of registration. The result could hardly 
bo worse than it is in such large municipalities os the South Suburban (11 ’4), Dacca (12*2), 
and Burdwan (13 4). The mortuary statistics as a whole are, if possible, even more unsatio- 
faotory, not only because it is' more important for sanitary purposes that they should be 

, accurately momtaiued, but because they show in nearly all cases a deplorable iailing off from 
the stoned of the i^vious five years, when registration was in the bauds of pe police. 
Out of 64 municipalities onnmerat^ in the above statement, there has been a deteriogration of 
registration in no leas tlian 51 oos^. It is not to bo supposod that in -former iiines the 
registration was effected with real accuracy ; but it showed a general tendency towards 
improvement, and in some oases wobably rei)resento(l a very near approximation to the truth. 
The muuicipalities in which the falling off is most conspicuous are iSooreo (from '3 1*2 to 5*4), 
Fnrree(ipore (from 312 to 11*7), Eunaghat (from 21*0 to 6*3), dehanabad (from 17*5 to 
5*0;, Jossore (iroin 30*8 to 13*8i, Ohupra (from to 8*5), lOndna (from 30*4 to 14 0), 
Mozuffeipore (from 26 2 to 10*8) and English Bazar (from 20*9 to 9*8). In all these oases it ia 
evident tm the work of registration has been entirely neglected by the Municipal Commia- 
sioners. In a few municipalities, finch os City Moorehedabaid, 6orampore» Beauleah, Pubno, 
CommiUah, Gya, Doumraou, Bottioh and Fooroe, tbo work is still fairly and creditably done, 
and ibis observed that in these towns also the registration of births is generally attended to. 
But taken as a whole, the figures entirely justify the Sanitary Oommissioner in ins com- 
plaint that the Municipal Commissioners of Bengal as a body ore very inattentive to this 
department of their duties. 

4. Tlio effect of such inaccurate statistics is to completely vitiate any conclusions which 
may bo drawn from them as to the general health of the proviuoe. According to the 
registration of tho rural areas in Bengal, there was on morease of 177,454 deaths in 18S7 
tts compared with the mean mortality of the fivo previous years : but'taking urban areas 
only, there was a doci'ease of 11,723 deaths. The p^t year was marked by the widespread 
prov^enoe and heavy mortality from cholera, number of deaths frOtn this cause in 
rural areas was 164,363, against tho quimxuennial moan of 111,280. But in urban areas 
the figures show an aotnl decrease, being 8,215 against 9,223. 6iimlarly,'theuumWo{ 
deatlis torn fever in rural areas in 1887 was 1,002,573, against tho quinquennial moan of 
825,287. But in urban oiioles the rooordod deaths from fever are only 25,193 aigaiiist 
36,321. Tho Sanity Oommissioner observes with truth that there hu been, no suoh 
remarkable change in the incidence of fever in munioipalities as has beenirepresentod. Tht^ 
town figures are apparently worthless. The deaths in rural cdroleB go On inoreaaing wa& 
improv^ registration. 

6. Dooking to tha serious character of the results disbloaed in the Saaiitary Oommis- 
siqnor's report, the lieutenant' (3t>Tomor oonsiders that no time idiould now be lost in adopting 
measures wldoh will ensure the neoessoxy improvement in munioipoiitieB. oyatem m 
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ilMd llQto ta^ #«», mmveTj reorgasisad

fl^.l)r^IiidderdBle’sr^o]!h it appears that in soine moi&ieipalities this low is little better than 
A dead letter. Thus, in Burdwan Town, where the result of refistration is exoeedinglj 
vnsatisfaotory, there was onlv one proseontion during the past year, which resulted* in a oon- 
tiotion and the imposition of a fine of one anna. In Banaghat, where rogisiiatioQ oould not 
have been worse weoted, there was one proBdoutiou, one oonviotion, an(^ fine of two rupees. 
In Daooa, where the results are very discreditable to the municipal administration, there 
were only two proseoutions. In HozufEorpore there appear to have been none. In Sooree 
and Bogra there were none. In Chupra there was only one ; in English Bazar only one. 
In Bonohi tiiera were only three. 'The Sanitary Commissioner observes with par^nable 
wftmih that the Municipal Cemnussioners of Ranchi presided over by a European Deputy 
Oommissioner should only mstituto three proseoutions, and realize in fines the sum of Bs. 242, 
while the birth and death rates of their town only reach 9 05 and 11*92, respectively, refieots 
^erjr little credit on their administration.” Only 931 persons altogether wore prosoouted 
duii^ the year, of whom 710 wore oonvicted, or 76 per cent., and a sum of Bs. 450-14, 
realized as fines in 68 towns of the Proviaoe. The Lioutonant-Q-ovemor has no doubt that 
the feeble administration of this useful law is one of the prindpal reasons of the inefficient 
registration now brought to notice.^ 

6. But it is not only by the judicious and prudent resort to tho provisions of Aot IV 
(B.O.) of 1873 that improvement is to be looked for in tho registration of births and 
aeatha. Sections 347 and 348 of the Bengal Municipal Aot, III of 1881, contemplate the 
appointment of Sub- Uegistrars at buming-gMtsand burial-grounds, by whom all dead bodies 
brought for cremation or interment are to be registered. It is by this means that, as is 
done in tho Oalnutta Municipality, a complete ^stem of cheek may be maintained on 
the mortuary registration efiedod by the Registrars of the district and substantial ancura^ 
of registmtion accomplished. It is true that some of the smaller municipalities in 
Bengal may be too poor to afford to pay for such Sub-Begistrars. But in ordinary cases 
the expense of their appointment woiudbe inconsiderable in comparison with the income of 
the municipality ; and if material improvement in re^tration cannot be effected m any other 
way, it must become a question wheihcr it wiU not oe necessary for the Government to insist 
on okion bdug taken generally under these sections. The point is one which should now 
be brought prominentTy before Municipal Commissioners in all the larger towns for their 
early consideration. But above all, it is, in the Lieutonant-Govemor’s opinion, important 
that tho Mimioipol Commissioners themselves should bo induced to take an interest in regis- 
tration. In the smaUor munioipalitios, with a jpopulation of from 7,000 to 10,000 inhabi- 
tants, wMoh maj^ not be able to afford to pay for special establishments, it would seem that 
the work of registration is one which the Municipal Commissioners, who ore residents in 
their own wards, might be invited to undertake os a public dut}[. The number of bii’ths 
and deaths in each word, which it would devolve on them to re^ster, is not likely to exceed 
fifteen to twenty a quarter, and the actual labour of rogistratiou would therefore be very 
small. If tho system were properly organized, the registration done by this agency would 
undoubtedly show great improvement. In any case, if the Commissioners ore not able to be 
Beeistran themselves, their influence should at least be actively exercised in facilitating 
zej^ation by others who have been duly appointed under the Act. Tho Lieutenant- 
Governor is not aware to what extent the suggestion made in 1886, that looal agency should 
he employed in this wor^ has been adopted; but he considers that the keynote of improve- 
ment m tho future is to he found in the services of such an agency, and above all in the 
active co-operation of the Monidpal Word Commissioners by either undertaking the work 
themselves, or by personally oidine in it. 

7. Sir Steuart Bayley is confident that these observations will quickly load to st^s 
being taken to remove what must be considered a decided blot on the municipal administration 
oftliesePromoes. He is, however, compelled to observe on this occasion that it is not only 
in the registration ef births and deaths that there has been a falling off in municipal 
atatistioB* The Sanituy Commissioner brings to notice that, while tho total number of 
wsGoination operations has increased throughout the whole Province by 108,378, as compared 
with the preinous year, the number of operations in municipal and other areas not included in 
the depajtoental ciideshas decreased by 9,140. For this legretable decrease, the medical 
offioers, who ore in control of vaccine operations in munioipalitieB, are primarily responsible. 
But it is reported by Dr. Liddeidale that, although aa a whole, Mumoipol Oommissionen 
have taken interest in this important department, some muniripalities ore still very 
BMleotful in their administration of the Oompols^ Voocination Act. The lieutenant* 
G^remor desires therefore to take this opportunity of inviting aB oonoemed to exert 
thamae^vee more strenuously in working this most essential law. 

8. It is pointed out by tho Sanitaxy Oommissioner in the dOth paragraph of hii report 
that the animal vaooination depdt in the Suburbs of Oaloutta has provM to be a most us^ 
UBtitutoi Wnd it is soggeated that similar d^ts might be establi^ on A smaller soole in 
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xnpioipalitiefli flacli as Patoa, Daooa^ andi^e like. Thib is a nnuiik >M{di i&ante tka 
oonaideraikiiL of tiie Oomminioacaa in all l^a masioipBE^ tsA the Iiimf«DaBt«lGh)Tnraor 
will be glad to know in doe eouMe what aotion haa been taken cm it 

9. I am to requeat that ocques of thia cmmlar may be oommunioated ihroogh thi 
llagietratieB of divots to the Chairmen of all MonimpalitieB in your ^vision, mth auoh 
sttpplementaiy inatruotionB aa may be appropriate to the oiroamatanoes of eaoh case. I am to 
Bay alao that, in addition to, any spemal xeporte .whioh ma^ appear to be i^nixed on 
particular pointa, the aubjeota disooeeea, and eepeoially theqoeetum of theiegistrationof birtha 
and deaths in munimpal areas, should be reform to by you in your general A.d]niiiiitration 
Beports. 
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
